The Teafon why he thought it firangc wat,*that Mr* Jack- 
ton, who every peribn mufi allow was prohabTy the moft 
ufefut man at the Board, Ibould be when he wai 

full a* capably of doing his bufinefs ai ever; therefore, 
although he certainly d^erved the penfion granted, and in¬ 
deed a mwin larger fum, he could not help wondering at the 

manner 
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tpuuicr in ^}Ach th« cobtic mopa^mu Iquatidaridlj ^tiy 
moving a man from omce,. andpviag-liitp a^nfion^ 'merely 
to make room for another. He tt was highly neceflarf 
the Houfe Ihontd hnow^ who Mr. Jtckfnn wai, Mr. Tack-' 
Ion had been for many yean in the Navy Office, and wai 
Secretary to that Board in the year 1766# when Sir Chadct 
Saunden came to pteGde at the Admiralty. Mr. ^k(ba 
wa« then ftrangly recommended to the nonce of Sir CbaTlek 
Saunderi by chelate Earl of Chatham, to whofe favour and 
'.partiality he had proved himfelf fully entitled, by hi» official 
condu^ in fneh bufincfaii the Earl of Chatham had to tranf- 
aft at the Navy-Office. Sir Charlo, in confe^jnence of 
the Earl of Cha|ham^» recommejidatioii, took Mr. Jackfoit 
immediately into the Admiralty Office, and there he had 
continued tiH car^ in the lift yean Mr. BuHer faid, during 
the time he had fat at the Admiralty Board, there had been 
an intimte deal of bofineff in the offi^ and he had feea the 
difpatch of it very materially beneiitted, by the gre^c at ten* 
tioD, affiduity, and diligence of Mr. JaeJ^fon. A more able 
and a more honeft man never ferved the public. Mr. 
Jackfon, to hia knowledge, was at this time in full poHcf-* 
Son of all his talents; and as capable and as willing to ierve 
the public as ever. Why, therefore, Mr. Jacklbn,.was to 
be discharged from aflualducy, and the public put to the ex- 
pence of a petition of 400I. a year, he uw no reafon what¬ 
ever, He complained of the enormouf amount of the pre- 
Tent eftimates of the navy extraordinaries; which be declared 
exceeded the fum alked for at the end of the lafl war, for the 
iamc fcrvice, in more than soo>cool. This, he obferved, 
gtVA^butabad fampic of the parlimony and oeconoeny, that 
It was agreed on all hands were fo necctiary to be adhered to 
in order to recover the country, and reflore it to its former 
degree of flrength. He reinonftrated againti the promo¬ 
tions at an unnecetiary.burden to the country. He laid, he 
was aware, he fhould be anfwered, that at the end of a war, 
they were in fbme Ibrt unavaithMc; but he titould ItiU con¬ 
tend, that there was no occation for fo many promotions 
having licen made. 

The Honourable yohn ^t^wn/bend replied to Mr* Bulkr*s 
remark, as to theexcejTicf the extraordinary this year, over 
that of the year ipimediaUly after the conctu/ion of the laft 
peace, and faid, itwas^rue, that only io,oqoI. was then

Mr* HopMm faid be perfcftly agreed that the old mode of 
cflimate wa« the proper one, and lie hoped no mlier would 
be adopted, but fo far was he from agreeing with the ho¬ 
nourable gentleman over the way fMr* Bullcr] that too 
much,was now atked for, he rather thought the teverfe. 
The fum alkcd la ft year waa undoubtedly extremely Urge, 
and why was it To ? Becaufe the fum afkcd for feverai prece¬ 
ding years had been far too fmalt, and by no means adc(|iiitc 
to the public exigency. By faying this, Mr* Hopkins de¬ 
clared he did not mean to blame the Earl of Sandwich, or 
any particular Board of Admiralty, He carried his blame 
much ■ Higher; it lay, in his mind, wholly with the rmblc 
Lord who had prefided over the government of this country 
xt the commencement and during the progrefs of that accuiV 
cd, ruinous, and deftru^ive American war. It wat that 
noble Lord alone who was to blame; he, who, when the 
American war broke out, had the effrontery to tell thxt 
Houfe, “ |bit there was not a probability even of the 
Houfe of Bourbon taking any part in the quarrel*" He de¬ 
clared, he could not apply a milder term to the ndble Lord^a 
conduft in this particnlar, than calling it effrontary, Mr„ 
Hopkins Uid, the noble Lord mud el^er have been a mife- 
rable politician not to have forefeen that th^Hq;afe of Bcur- 
Httn wmald engage in the war, or hd muft have knowingly 
deceived thj^oufeby the aftertion to which he had alluded. 
But he n<^t p^y. the noble Lgrd’a takntS| as a pcli* 

ticiao, 
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tician^ To a compUment at to fuppofe tbaC be did viot 
ibfe{ce wbat happened " He wat perluaded did fordbe ir, 
tifbt tbit b'e Wat obliged to'detude the Moulc^ ip order to ia*.

^ Lord Mul^ravc defended tHcconduSof the Earl of Sand^ LMMap 
wlcE, and^innHcd that bo hadprbyed bimfdfaq ablc^ up- 
right miniftcr^ and that whenever Hi a cOnduA came fairly to 
be enquired intdf and the phjudtce natur^ly altendtag ua- 
fucceisful entt'rprizes was thrown afide^ the public in gt- 
nctat would be of the fame opinion^ He wifhed to draw the 
kttchtioii of the Committee toVhac he thought a material 
point, which was, tbe.dmadful fiiuation of a number of 
pcrCbns who materially were alTefled by a redu<^ion of the 
tiavy^" he meant officers' widows, their iUppoft depending oq 
the'number of men employed, it'being cullotnu£ iji the 
pkvy to appropriate tlic pay of one nominal cnan in every 
JOO fcamcn to make a fund Tor the benefit of cfilccrs' wi¬ 
dows, and in war iime u generally produced from45 to 30 
pounds per annum for each widow ; but In times of peaoc^ 
it did nbt produce more than from 18 to jz potuidt per 
induA'eabh, which certainly was not a. lit rccompcfice, 
fJdW, when it was confidered, that this fort of peDiion waa 
not ^nerally paid to' all widows of captains and lieotenams, 
but only to a very few : and to fuch merely as were reduced 
to necdlity, and had no other means of a liTclihood j his 
Loidfhtp uid, he trufted that thefe circumflanccs^ ^added to 
the cofibderation, that they were the widows of braye and 
dierervilig officers, who bad fpent their whole lives in 
fervSee of their country, would induce the Houfe to come 
ihto a |»ropofinoh which he meant to bring forw^d fit 
opportunity in their behalf* As foon as the Houfe was re- 
fhmed, his Lordfhij^ f^id,, he would move for certain papers 
thW^Were neccilVry to he upon the table, when be fhoutd 
forward the propbfitiqh to which he had alluftcd. The 
ddblc Lord then refnarke'd to the'Committee, tbaC wbat the 
bdndfirable gcAUeifian Townthend) had ftated, rela-^ 
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ttve to the prefent being the war cftablifhmCDt, wai certiin- 
]y true; but aa there would b« a reduftion of the men^ he 
hoped to fee the favlng on that head appropriated to the uie 
of augmenting the navy, that when another war broke out» 
might have a futticlency of fhips. Hit Lordflitp ani¬ 
madverted on Mr. Bullcr^s obje^iont to the diflerent heads 
of the eftimatci^ an^articularly aitfwcred that with regard 
to the promotioat. T^efe hta Lordfhipjuftificd ai peculli^ 
ntce^ary. He faid, at the end of a war in which few ofli- 
cers had got much, preferment wai a thing they looked up tO 
ai infinitely preferable to every confidcration of cmolumcDU 
It wa« that fort of encouragement, which beft gratified titc 
honcfl pride of thofe men, who readily rilqued tWr livei in 
the fcrvicc of their country, and he hoped never to fee that 
emolument wich-beld, or dealt out with a niggardly hand* 
In the promotions now made, he thought the meafhre of 
preferment too fhort. It did doc extend far enough. Hiv^ 
ing dwelt for fome time on this, he came to the condderation 
of the Admiralty penfions, and particularly that of Mr. Jack- 
fon. He praifed that gcnileinan’s integrity and talents, and 
fald, he thought his fervices, both at the Navy Board and in 
the Admiralty OfHce, fully entitled him to fucfi a remune¬ 
ration as a peniion of 4C0U a year amounted to. He allb 
argued in jufrifkatton of the putting the public to a trifling 
expence, for the fake of providing for perfons, who had tong 
ierved, in order to make way for fuch regulations of office, at 
were uioif likely to accommodate the difpatth of the natio¬ 
nal buiinefs. The prefent Sub-fecretary of the Admiralty, 
his Lordibip declarc^l, was acknowledged to be one of the 
ablell men in any office in the kingdom, and he faid, it was 
well known, notwithftandliLg Mr. Jackffin’s merit and affi- 
duity, that all the lecret and confidential buflnefa of the Ad¬ 
miralty was done by chc prefenc Sub-fccrctary, during the 
whole continuance of the war* 

Brett* Captain Brrtt fpokc in favour of the elfimates, and faid 
that another reafon of their ^Ing lb large, was owing to u 
number of fhips having been contrafted-for, Ifrhich were 
now building, and of courfe muft be paid for. 

SirCrej Sir Cr^ Qfcpi*- faid, it appeared veiy extraordinary tohim, 
c^ jer, x\\At a noble Lord ihould be attacked by the Konourablc gen- 

tlenmn who fpokc lafthut one, in fo violent a manner during 
hU abfcnce, and that without hi having the leaft reference to 
the queilion before them. Why the noble Lord wat not ill 
his place, he knew not; but he tvas periuaded, he dkl not 

defeire 
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defer^c to havc^ny cxprcHlon^ that he had made ufc of in 
that Hotifc'termed effrontery- With regard to the parti¬ 
cular exprcfhon, which % worthy gentleman (for whom 
he had very great Tefpeft) had quoted^ he for one did not 
remember that the itoblc Lord u£ed it Jn the manner, in 
which that worthy gentleman had cliargcd U upon him. 

Certain he Was, the noble Lord never meant to deceive the 
Houfe with refped to the Houic of Bourbon, and no man 
could fay, that France and Spain might not atone time have 
held a language, as well as aded in fuch a manner^ as to juHify 
the noble I^ord in epeftion, or any other perfbn in declaring, 
that the Houfe of Bourbon would not interfere in the quar* 
reh Sir Grey obferved, that the honourable gentleman had 
himfejf confelfcd that the Houfe would not have granted a 
fum fufhciently large for the navy, had his noble friend 
aiked it > He farther defended Lord North^s condufl in the 
war, and concluded with faying, that why the fevere re¬ 
mark thrown out tlic worthy gentleman had never been 
made before, why it had been for fo long a period kept in 
referve, why it was made at that moment, and more clpcci- 
ally in the abfence of the noble Lord, was a matter bcif 
known to the worthy gentleman- * 

Mr, //o/tJtifis faicl, he had frequently ufeJ as fevere Ian- 
' guage in the prefcncc of the noble Lord alluded to, as what 
he had done to-day ; and though he lamented his abfcnce on 
the occafion, yet he Jaw no caufe for his ncgleAing his duty, 
when he muft have known that bntiiiefs of importance was 
to come before the Houic* 

Captain JaTius Luttrcll faid, he had been two ycara ah- Capt.jane* 
fent from politics, yet he could not fubferibe to wliat the 
noble Lord (Mulgrave) had faid rdative to Lord Sandwich; 
for he thought he had been the chief caute of our navy be¬ 
ing in the wretched ftate it was at the commencemtfit of the 
war, as well as in the tnifmanagemeet of the navy through 
the whole of its progrefs; let the Hoalh look to the Faff 
Indies,^ What was the cnle with us there ? The French and 
we had run a race who Ihonld gel there firft, and yet we 
found a French frigate had arrived there full four nionihs 
before Sir Richard Bickerton, Perhaps the whole of our 
poli'etHons in India expended upon the circijmftance- Sir 
Richard Bickerton^s orders ought therefore to be laid open to 
tfic public, thac it might be known hoiv it happened that he 
had been fent out fo late, ^nd who was to anl wer for the 
coniVqucncr; nnd in* his opinion he had fhanivfully 
,Voi., X. * C plieil 
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pYicd tlic puhVic n)oncy ; nt^iny, compliments to Lord 

Kcppel, who, he faid, was as brave anti as experienced a fea- 
man as ever ftepped into a fhip* He next reprobated the idea 
thrown owl by Lord Mnlgrave, of employing the money arl- 
Cmg from the reduftion of feamcn to the building*of flitps. 
He wilhed, he faid, to fee the fcamcn employed, and not 
fuffered to emigrate, as he underftood they were compelled 
to do. He wilhcrl to fee our fhips l)cUcr manned; for it had 
been cudomary to fend out fhips in peaceable times not half 
manned *, and if an occafion fhowld happen for ihofe fhips to 
fight, what muft be the ccnfcqucnce ? He faid, the Rulliaii 
men of war IhoulJ be a pattern for us; they were always 
what mem of war ought to be ; they were well manned, and 
fit for aov lervicc whatever. He had noobjeflion to the navy 
being augmented ; buuhey fhould not turn the chief of their 
nrind to fhips, and on an emergency have fhips, but no mcn^. 
He appealed to die noble Lord’s experience as an officer, 
whether during the war tlio want of able feamen, and 
the difficulty of procuring a fufficient number to man our 
men of war with to their fdl complement, had not been felt 
:is an .inconvenience extremely detrimental to the iervicc ? 
He faid, he had the honour to command a feventy-four gun 
fliip, and what fort of a fituahon would he be in, if ordered 
on the prclfurc of a fudden exigency to go out to fca without 
having a crew of good feamen on board f Let the Houfe con-j 
i'lder what was the condition of the marine of otlier countries, 
and the aim of their goverments. They were looking a cen* 
tiny forwards, in order to crufli our maritime power, and we 
were looking a century backwards. Was that wlffiom f was 
that policy? Captain Luitrell rcafbncd this very ably, and 
condemned the Admiralty adminiflration of Lord Sandwich 
feverely. 

Lord Mthi, Lord Aftrl^r'avi faid, he ccrtair>ly never meant to have 
fhips go to fca half manned, and atuircd the Committee, as 
a proAffional man, it was not poffiblc for Iiim to have argued 
in fo prepoflerous and abfurd a manner, as If he thought fhips 
were of any ufe without a fufficient number of faiTors toman 
them. He muff know, as well as the honou|:able gentleman, 
the' very great int^onvcnicnce of not Ijavlo^fic and able fea- 
inen on board,, and lie certainly ncvcf meant to rcafon at if 
he felt a contrary fentimcnt* With regard to the Earl of 
Sandwich, he would venture to lay, tjiis country was under 
great obligations to that noble Lord. His extraordinary ta- 
leois; his known application and attention, and his perfeft 
knowledge of ' 


all the detail of the Admiralty-office bufuicis, 

Qualilicd 
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(jualificd him In a peculiar manner toprefidje in that depart* 
nient ^ and while he had prrfided tiierc, the navy had derived 
many material advaotages from hi& exertions. It was to that 
noble Lord that it ms owing, that the guardfhips were fo 
gockl as they were now. Formerly any old fhtpt, with old 
rigging, made up any way, and having about loo or 130 
hands on board, were thought good enough for guardfhips. 

If a war brolie out, they could not be put into comminiun 
with any fort of difpatch. Whereas now, the guardfliips 
were Ionic of the bell in the navy, their rigging excdlent, 
nnd they were In fudi a condition^ as to be capable of being 
lent to fca at a fhort notice. His LordHiip mcrLtiohcd other 
proofs of Lord Sandwich’s able adminiilratlon as a marine 
Minlilcr, and faid, that the being an able fcaman, and a 
brave and judicious officer, was not of itfelfa fource of fuffi- 
cltiit uuablication to make a good Fir ft Lord of tlic Adini- 
lalty. 

Captain Lfittrtil again entered into a charge againft the CtpuJa 
aduiiniftiation of Lord Sandwich, and faid, that owing to 
his mifeonduft, our pofleffions in the Eaft Indies were in the 
utmoft danger; for the htcncfs Sir R, Bickerton’s fleet 
arriving, had given Monfieur SaflTLein, for a long time, a 
gieat I'upenority over us; and ihc reafon of Sir Richard’s 
llopping on the voyage, he could not account for. 

General Smith faid, that imjmrlant news had that day ar- Ctn. South 
rived from India, and both Sir L. Hughes and Sir R. Bic- 
kc,ton had left the coaft of Coromandebtotally to tlic njprcy 
of the enemy, and what the confcijucnce would be, God 
only knew. He infifled, that inftcad of Sir R. Bickerton’s 
going to liomliay, he ought to have gone to Anjango, where 
he would have learnt the fituation and force of Uie enemy, - 

Governor that Lord Sandwich was highly OoT&nor ^ 

meritonous la having lent out that fleet, and would by no 
meaiu allow that it was proper to be continually reprobating 
the conduft of any man, without coming to fome fpccjflc 
charge- l ie r.iltcd on Captain Luttrell to make a charge, and 
defircd tu know how iir R* Bickerroti could take over 50CQ 
troops without touching at fomc place on his voyage ; and if 
he had not touched at the Brazils, where was jt poffible for 
him to have 5 opp<‘d? He infifted that Sir R* Bickertonhad 
at all evepts made an uncommon quick paflage ; but what 
were his motives forgoing to IJombay, he.acknowledged re¬ 
quired Ibme expUnarion, and cfpeciaUy as he had fecn his 
orders. He next ^verted to what General Smith had men-

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ttoned Tdative to Anjango, and would by no meanf allow 
that it wonld have been proper for the fleet to have gone 
there, as the enemy wooLd have heard of their approach 
much fooner than Sir Edward Hughes* 

J- Captain Jitmts LtUtrcll fald, the honourable gentleman was 
Lgnieil. much bound to ftate a diargc at he was* 

CoTcrn^r Governor y&httjlone faid, the only point upon whkh any 
charge could m fuppokd to reft agamfl Lord yandwich, with 
regard to the fending of Str Richard Bickerton, muft-be for 
bis touching at the Brazils* He would Rate a few fpcciflu 
and let the honourable gentleman^s profejlional know- 
Icdgr, as they depended upon fc-amanlhip, grapple with tbofe 
fa£ts, The Governor then laid, there wa> an efleniial dif¬ 
ference between a cofnmandcT*s going to India with a fleer, 
and going tliere with a (ingle fliip* Sir Richard Hickcrcon 
went out with fleet, and had on board a number of troops^ 
It was in /hart the complcaceft reinforcement that this coun¬ 
try had ever fenc out, and the voyage wns, of all others, the 
heft conduced. Ic would have been madnefs for Sir Richard 
Bickerfon, fo circumilanccd, to have gone the length of In¬ 
dia without touching foimwhere, and where could he touch 
fo well ac at the Jlraxijs ? He did fo \ he by that means got 
hii troops Into good health, carried them all well to India, 
»nd arrived there in a remarkably fliort (pace of time. The 
Governor Rated, that the race was not between Sir Richard 
Bicker ton and Monficur Suffrein, but between Sir Richard 
and ft French commander Tent out with troops lince, who had 
gone round the Cnpe, got his men all flckly, and was aftually 
diRanced by Sir Richard Bickerton* The Governor acknow* 
kdged there was fomething in Sir Richard's going into Born* 
b^y chat called for explanation; lie had feen his orders, and 
there was noiliing in them that related to fuch a circumftince- 
Sir Jamef begged to lay a few words upon chc 

foppofed demerit of the Earl of Sandwich, re(^£ling the 
orders given to Sir Richard Rkkerton* He believed the or¬ 
der* were very proper; and lie alfo believed they had been 
very properly executed. It were to be wifired, no douj^t, 
that he had arrived fooner in India ; but if we were to rea- 
fon from events, tivere were numberlefs inRances of the like 
kind to be regretted. It was niked why a Rnglc foip arrived 
there fo long liefore him ? Sir Richard liad a verywlarge con¬ 
voy under hi$ charge, wliich carried neart^OOO troops ; a force 
fo exceedingly iieccliary to die fituation and prcltrvation of

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India, tl^at \t would have been highly imprudent to have* 
truded them upon the feas without protef^ion* 

General Smhh j'aid, if he did ndt rife, and take fomeho- CtriiSinith, 
tlcc of what the honouraUk gentreman had juft faid, it might 
he fappofed that his argument had his afTcnr, which he would 
by no means admit* He denied that Sir Richard Rickerroa 
had done right in going in the- track in which he had failed^ 
and then going to Bombay* He faid, he had not leen bir 
Richard’s orders, but all India rang with complaint on that 
iiibjc^t, Inftcad of going as he did, he ought to have gone 
to Anjango; and had he done all would have l^cen right, 

as he would have received notice of the enemy much fooner 
in the one way than the other* 

Sir IfVitam James fa id, the honourable General was a very sJrWmiiiiii 
good general by land ; he had ^ven proofs of it; and if he 
might be allowed to vie with him in any^thing, he hoped it 
would not be deemed prefumptuous to do it in the charaflcr 
of a feaman. The honourable General had faid, ^‘Why did 
not Sir Richard Bickerton go to A njango for news >** bui the 
honourable General did not confider that the wcfterly nion* 
foon prevailed, and that if he had done fb, and Bombay had 
Ikch in the moft imtnincnt danger of falling in a day or two, 
it was fo far to leeward, that Sir Richard could not, with hU 
convoy, have got up to its relief in much Icfs than two 
months; whereas, by meeting the Bombay cruizers with in¬ 
telligence, in the latitude of 18, 45, or near 19, and fixty 
leagues from the fllore, he had all India at his command, and 
could have proceeded with cafe where it was tlmught molt 
iieccft'ary for the public good* 

General Smhb laid, he bad himfclf made that paftbge at tlic Cen^Smlib 
very fame rime of the year in Icfs than two months conli- 
dcrably. 

Sir John Jenis faid, it became w to look at the navy of Sir 
other powers, and to copy their example in keeping up a re- 
fpeftaUe marine,. Wc might probably be foon at war again ; 
and under fucU a prufpefl, to go 10 an immediate and conft- 
dcrablc redu^Ion of our maritime force, would be impolitic 
in the higheft degree* He hoped, therefore, the Committee 
tvould not i>r run a way with by idle rcafontngs about the ne^ 
ceflity for parjimoily* Proper cxpcnccs were, in his tidnd, 
the beft oeconoiny ; and he knew of ho fpecies of cxpence fq 
well worth iu coft to tlie^untry, as the prcfervi'ng a degree 
of naval ftrength that be depended upon as an cjfcflual 
fccurity, 

Mr* 
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Mr* Affhrty faid, tint he was at all times unwilling to ob- 
tnulc Uimleir on the attention of the Houfe; but that, in 
prd'E^nt inflancCj he fhoald confider it fluinking from 
the hnaU degree of refponfibiUty^ which belonged to the of- 
fim he Jtad Utcly quitted. He Jhould feel himfclf wanting 
to tlie noble Lord, (Lord Keppcl) who fome time lince fil¬ 
led a place of high rcfponhbilky at the Jinard of Admiralty^ 
to which he was then returned, if he did not claim the in- 
dnlgt-ijce of the Hniife to a few words, which he thought 
hiiu[c(f obliged to offer in reply to two or three objcf^ioiii 
that had been made by an honourable gentleman (Mr. Bai¬ 
ler) to the comlnft of that Board* That with refpeft to 
the ctiormity of the vvholc amount of the eftimates, it 
thou Id be remembered that, though they were taken into 
confideration In a time of peace, they were formed in the 
heat of war; ihat it was by no means a peace cftablifhnicnr; 
that the fir ft year of a peace was, of necelFity, nearly as 
expenfive as the laft year of a war* That feme favings, 
however, would certainly he made in diimnution of the pre¬ 
fect eftiinatcs; but that he could fee no objection, to apply¬ 
ing that furplus, w'hatcvcr it might lie, towards the payment 
of the navy debt, or to any other fcrvice the public exigent 
cjcs might require* That with refpeft to the article of pen- 
fions, he IjelicvcJ he might leave the juftification of time 
article to the feelings of the Houfe. That luperaimuated 
and wounded officers fhould meet with fotnc return from 
tlieir bounty, that their widows fhould be thought objefls 
of the public proteftion, were points that would not, he 
believed, be con tended by any member of the CoiniuiLcet As 
to other pcnlions paid by the Admiralty, it muft be ol>^ 
ferved, that they were not granted by the Admiralty, but 
by the King in council* That there was however one pen-^ 
i\oUf among thofe included In the prefent eftimate, granted 
by the Admiralty itfelf, to an old and faithful fervant of 
the Board* I'hat that pen (ion of 400L a-year, granted to 
Mr* Jackfon, the Under Secretary, on his retirement from 
office, was authorifed by long cftablifticd precedvt* and 
j^uftilled by his particular merits and ^fcrvkes. He had 
ferved al>ove twenty years as a clerk in the Navy Office, 
(the heft fchnol to prepare him for the Admiralty) and near 
twenty years as Under Secretary to the Admiralty* Near 
forty years of his life had been Employed in places of great 
labour and iruft, which he hllcil v/nh equal diligence and 

fidelity. 
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ilddity. That with rcfpcft to the promotions that were 
compUtned of, he would readily admit that thi$ wa$ no pe¬ 
riod for national profuiion ; on the contrary, that the moft 
rigid i^conoiny, in the esependiture of the public money- 
was bceome the peculiar duty of admimfl:ration in every d <9 
partment of the State- That’he wifhed to God that prin¬ 
ciple had always been adhered to Jn the dcpatlmenf, of 
which he Had lately the lionour to make a very inconiidcr-* 
able part. That the navy of this country would then have 
borne fome proportion to the enormous turns that have been 
appropriated to its fcrvlce; but that in public, as in private 
tranfa^ions, there was an excels of ceconomy that tended 
to defeat its own purpofe; and that he took this to be the 
dcfcriplioii of that parHmony, the neglect of which the ho-, 
nourabic gentleman (Mr, Buller) had fo much cenfured. 
That the promotions that had been thus complained of, con- 
lifted of 39 mafters and commanders, promoted to the rank 
of Poll Captains | and of twenty Lieutenants, who had 
been made mafters and commandeirs : that the promotions of 
the firft dais had conferred rank without any additional 
pay, and would not be attended with the flighrcft cxpcnco 
to the public i that the promotions of the fecond cUis Jiad 
undoubtedly loaded the hatf>pay cftabliHimcnt with an ad¬ 
ditional payment of three llkibings a-day to twenty deferv- 
ing officers of the fleet; that this was the whole of the cx- 
pcncc incurred by thofe promotions j and he would venture 
to fay, that thofe marks of approbation beftowed by the 
meafnre in ^ueftion, at fo fmall an c^pcncc, upon fo con- 
iiderable a number of ofHcers, who had added to the glories 
of the Hritilh Hag, would neither excite the cenffire of the 
Committee, nor a murmur among the people who were re- 
prefented there. That it was frclh in every body's memory 
to what dlftreiTes the Lieutenants of the navy were cxpolcd, 
by the reduAion that took place at the laft peace ^ and it 
was wcU known that Lord Chatham was ftrongly afFcflcd 
with the diftreffes of the reduced ofHcers of the navy,' and 
that he had Intended a plan for their relief,,which his le^ 
moval from power prevented from being carried into execu¬ 
tion, That in a country where there were few badges or 
orders to diftinguifli iiicrUj f^cli a meafore as that he waw 
defending, was the only tneans, at the end of a war, of 
giving encouragement favourite f(;rvice. That if the 
peace was not to be laftmg, the mlfchUf difappeared; for 
in cafe of ficlh wars, promotions mult follow of

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couiTe; but that if, on the contrary, the prefent peace

beard the opinion of the Attorney Osncral, he did not fee 
any tnilchief which would refult from a delay of a day or two. 
The Attorney Gcncial^s hcalih would poftibly permit him 
to attend in the t rjufe of that tiinc^ and every light would 
then be thrown on the fubje£l:j tliat might be neceflary for 
the direftion of the future conduct of the Houle, 

Lord faidj if on any explanation which might 

come from the Attorney General, it fliould be judged right 
to refeinci the motion, gentlemen might reft alTurcd they 
fhould not be taken by lurprlze, but that tlicy fhould have 
timely notice. 

Mr. Sf^ri^an faid, he had been fpeaking to the Attorney 
General, and it was his opinion that the profccutiop ftvould 
be continued, which had been ordered by the gentleman he 
fuccccdcd.

Mr, Si crdiiry Fex faid, he did nfct approve of the motion, 
bccaufe no rcafnn was aligned forVtfe bringing it forward, 
tf the honourable inovcr^propofcd inftituting an enquiry into 
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the bulincfij in order to afcertain where the bhme whe* 
thcrit wai in the giving foth inftruflions, or an the execu- 
taonof them ; in that cafe he confeiTed he would have liN 
tic or no objefllon on the occafiof}, although he conceived, 
no fair and impartial judgment could be formed, without 
feeing Sir Richard Bickerton^s coFrcfpoudencc, as well at 
the inftruAiQDs, bccaufc circumftanccs might have anfen, 
which might have compelled Sir Richard fiickerton to devi¬ 
ate from hit inftruftions, on the propriety of which no one 
could give an opinion, without being acejuainted of what 
nature thefc circutu^fanccs were, and this could only be 
learned from the Admiral's correfpondcncc* 

Captain Jtimes LuttreU faid, lie would moft willingly with- Cspt^jamrt 
draw llie fupport he gave the motion, as It never entered his 
head, however rcprcTicnfiblc and unfortunate for this/coun¬ 
try he thought Sir Richard Bickertou's tardinefs in his voy¬ 
age to India was, that any blame which arofe from that de¬ 
lay, was to be imputed to that gallant officer, lui to the in- 
ftruftions cf the perfon, who had at that time the manage- 
tiient of our miritime affairs; he fllould therefore be forry 
to occalion^ in any incafure, an enquiry whicEi would not 
give Sir Richard Bickenon an opportunity of defending him- 
iclf, " , ■ 

Governor faid, he fhould not pcrfcverc in his Covstnor 

motion, firjee ihoJ’c pcrlons who conftarily make it a prac- 
lice to cenfuTCtlic conduct of Lord Sandwich, feemed averfe 
to an invefligation which was likely to be fet on foot, and 
which would prove whether that noble Lord was the great 
criminal they would make the world believe he was. He 
did not mean to accufe Sir Richard Birkcrton of any mif- 
condufl, becaufc lie was a iVranger to the rcalons which had 
induced him to aft in the manner he did. 

Captain Sir John Jervm I'pokc highly in favour of Sir 
Richard Bickerton, as a Ikilful, able, and gallant otRccr, ^jerm

trary.

Afjckworth notice of his Intcnclon to bring in a bill for the l>cttcr man¬ 
ning of our navy, but at that time was prevailed on to lay 
alide his ddign, on account of the more important matters 
whidi tlien engaged the attention of Parli-uiicnt* He con¬ 
ceived it would be equally Improper to tiring in the l>iU now, 
as it was fo Ute in the fcafon, but he would very c^ly next 
Ibffion introduce into the Houfe a bill.of the nature Uc had 
deferibed. 

On the motion that the report from the -committee of the

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form, to advert to what hid palled in that coaverH^tionf Mr* 
BuUer then took notice of Mr* WhiiUread'a argument, fhat 
It would be politic in Miniflers to comproniifc the outHand* 
ingcontrafts for new fbips to be built| and fave the public 
from the expcticc that thej would incur, if tho(c contra^a 
were purfued to their full extenti He laid, an honourable 
gentleman in reply to this Argument, had anfwcred, that ^ 
men of war were n*t like other commodities; that after 
they were partly hnilhed, they were convertible to no other 
life whatever, and that we mull either take tlie fhips atid pay 
all the ex pence of their completion, or let them fall into 
vlic handfi of the French and Spaniards. With this reply he 
could by no means reft fatistied* All Ihips of war were* not 
cc|ually inapplicable to othet purpofes* Frigates, for In- 
fta-jifc, might be turned to mcrcatinle ufe ; and he faw no 
rcafbn whatever for fufFertng the con traders to hudd frigates, 
many of which were forccly begun, to go on building them, 
tvhen, in all probability, after ibcy were compleated, they 
would be of no fcrvict to the public, but would lie and rod. 
After enlarging upon this, Mr. BuUer faltl, he never meant 
to deny the merit of the feveral offictrs whofe names Were to 
be found in the lift of promotions; he knew they were all 
very deferving men, but what lie had quarrelled with, wa^s 
the number of promotions at a time when the puldic could 
Jb ill bear any addition of expence. Mr. Bullcr ailb agaia 
mentioned tlic cafe of Mr. Jackfon, and faict, he was far 
from meaning to infinuate tliat Mr. Jaekfon did net amply ' 
merit the penfion of 400I. He was thoroughly faii-fic*! he 
deferveJ a better reward ; but aj he was in full poiieftion 
his talents, and ablp and willing to continue to Icfve the 
public, the Utter were lofcrs, 36 wdl as Mr. Jackfon, by 
his being put upon a pcnftoii- 

No reply was made, and the report being read 3 third 
time, was fully agreed to.

elcflor. 
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«!e£tor, under *ny colour or pretence of defraying tis tx** 
pence* to the place of cleft! oOh, 

Uf.Ppwyi. Mr, Powys moved an ameadment, which would exempt 
from tlie penalty, all perfont not intcrefted m the fuccefs of 
any candidate; the reafon for moving this amendment waf, 
that tc was highly.proper* that whenever an improper per- 
’ fon lliDuld Ijccome a candidate, the independent freeholders, 
who had noihing at heart but the gdbd of ihcir country, 
ought CO be permitted to defray the expcnecs of fdch voter* 
aj they Ihoitfd iind inclined to oppofethe improper candidatCp 

Ld.MiW Lotd Afahon faid, the amendment would entirely defeat 
the principle of the blU| for if the Jaw /liould permit any 
perfoQ to give money to the elcflors, except the mere can¬ 
didates, the law would, in faff, be evaded, ami the candi¬ 
dates would in the pnd, through the means of their friends, 
become the real corrupters. He did not want to prevent a 
candidate from paving the cxpeuce of carrying clcflois to 
the place of election; his object was to prevci^i any money 
from finding its way into the pockets of tliC voters : poft- 
chaifes and coaches miglit be hired, and tlie money llioutd 
be paid to the owners, and not given to the voters, to let 
them pay it thcmlclves, 

Mf,S.3Frtiw ' Mr* hsmw liked the claufc very well without the amend¬ 
ment ; and he thought it would he proper to fuhjcft to a pe¬ 
nalty all thofc wiio thould confine or take away voicrs; this 
practice was what, in clcflionccring languAge, was called bot-^ 
ding the elcOors; and was a praflice, he Ibid, wliich ptcvail- 
ed m^uch at Glouccftcr, and he gave a rcninrkalde jhHliucc 
of it ; the voters ufed to goto fomc friend of the candidate, 
before the election canic on, and tell him that iliey inttjiukd 
to vote for his friend; huf as they mighc !v’ intoxicated, 
tlicy were afraid they might be carried away till the ekQion 
Ihould be over; to prevent which, they ddired they might 
be accommodated with beds at his houfe. A eoupie of dec- 
tor? having done this foine time ago, were ]>iovidcd wiih 
beds, but not getting as much drink as they ex[H £t^J, they 
grew diifatisfied wiili their quarters; which drcumflanco 
having reached tire cars of a friend to dic'oppofnc candidate, 
he got a ladder up to the window of dip rooin w here they 
were, arid got them out; a poft-chaifc wag in waiting, into 
which they were both crammed,ffortlicy vt^erc Infiy men; 
the pofi-rhaife carried them aboutyfivc miles from Crioueeftcr 
,to a gentlciuatds houfe; bni when^^c door of the charfe was 
opened, they were found literally dfhat is called dead votes, 
for the two iqcu were a^^uallylitlothcred* 

Mr. 
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Mr, Martin coivlcmned ihe pra^ice of defraying the c%* MnMwtln 
peoces of eleftors; they ought to travel at their own cxpcncc, 
tor the clcdlor whofe expcnces were paid for, was not 1 free¬ 
man, but tlie bondman of the perfon who paid hii expcnces. 

Thefjueftion was put onMr, Powys’s amcDdment, which * 

was negatived without adivifion* 

Mr, Barnyiv then moved lie amendment he fuggefted, Mr*B«fBW 
for fubjefting to a penalty thofc who fhouJd confine or car* 
ry away ek&ors^on this the Coiumitcee divided^ and the 
amendment was carried. Ayes 55, Noes 47, 

'^rhe Comiuitccc then went through the other cUufei^ and 
adjourned.

Mr, Alderman SafjL^hrid^ff rofe to make Kis annuaf motion AMer, 
for fhortening the duration of FartiamcntA; he j'aidj that ®**^"***^ 
having fo often explained his intention on the fubjeff^ and 
fo often urged the aigumcnts that occurred to him in fupport 
of his opinion, he would not trouble tlic Houfe wlOt a repe¬ 
tition ; all, therefore, that he intended to fay for the prefent 
was, to aliiirc the Houfc, that if his mofioa fhould mifcarry 
thliyear, as it had hilhertolti former years, he was determined 
to pedeverc in making it annually, as long as he Aiould have 
a feat in ihc houfe; or until the meafurc iliould be adopted by 
Parliament, Having gathered experience from paft defeats, 
he was rcfolvcd that hh motion for this year, fliould be as lit¬ 
tle liahle to objeftion as poffibte. He would only then 
obferve, that (ume geiUlemcn had the other day, when a 
motion for the reform of ParUament was under conlidcration^ 
called the llrltifh conftitution, ** that glorious fabric, the 
work of ages, and the wonder of the world,’’ It luckily 
happcuetl, that the debate in which fuch language was held, 
was not had in the prefence of any foreigners at all verfed 
in the Ergliih hiftory ; if it had, they mull certainly have 
laughed at the ridiculoulncf^ of fuch a deferipuon. Had the 
gentleman, who ufed rhe phrafes he had juft tjuoted, for¬ 
got, that the Britipi conftitution, till the death of that ty¬ 
rant Charles the Firft, was afyfiem of the fevereft derpotifm^ 
and that the ptople'had no freedom whatever tiU after that 
period? Had-they forgot that the governmeat of the 
country antecedent to the tyrannical reign of Charles 
the Flrft, was always d^ltfatic, being at one time a monar- 
rhial tyranny, at anotlkr an arrftocratical tyranny, to 
wikicli the peo^e had uiyformly fubmiitcd in the Mindcft 

niiituicr, 
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m^nner^ In ancient ttnies, indeed, there Had extfied vio¬ 
lent feuds and contells, hai they were merely contefta 
ior power lietwecn tlje King and tSc Barons, between 
the Crown and the great men of the realm, in which the 
pi:opLe had no intcreft; and it was notorious^ the people 
never roufed thciTirelyes, not. enquired after their rights, 
nivich Ids fhewed a fpirit of determination to aiTcrt them, 
till the reign of the tyrant Charles the Firft* It was there¬ 
fore in later times CHily that the dame of public liberty had 
illumined our eonflitucion ; and it was indifputable, that it 
had buint brighter and brighter by degrees, juft as the poo'* 
pic began to learo more and more what their rights werc.i 
For thefc reafons, to talk of the Britlfh conffitudoci as a 
ebrious fabric, for ages the wonder of the world, was per^ 
fc£tly ridiculous. Having Bated this very fully, Mr, Saw-- 
bridge faid, on the prefcnt occaflon, he meant to make his 
tnotton as genera) as polBblc, in order to afford toolti for at 
little objeftion as pnitiblc. Were he to move for a fpecihe 
proportion, he was aware the lukc-warm might take adv^n--^ 
tage of it, and thus avoid the real qucBion, Some might 
fay, if it iverc a motion for annual Parliaments, that if it 
had been a motion for triennial, they would have given it 
their fupport; and others vkf verfii mtglitliavc faid the fame, 
liad he propofed triennnial Parliaments* he ihould propolb 
ncitlicr, but merely move for leave to bring in a bill to 
fhorten the duration of ParltarncnTs; and if that bill was 
fuffered to l>c brought in, and allowed to go to a committee, 
he had no manner of doubt, but he fhould be able to fug- 
geft fuch a mode of fliortcning the duration of Parliaments^, 
as flioutd meet with general approbation, Mr, Aldercnan 
Sawbridge concluded with moving, ** that leave be given to 
bring in a bill for fliortcning the duration of Parliaments/' 

Ml* Bull rofe, as ufual, to fccond the motioti. 

Mr- Jkfitrtin alfo role to fccond the motion ; he faid, un- 
popviiar as fuch a motion might be in that Houfe at prefenr, 
it wa.-i due to the people, and therefore he gave lys hearty 
thanks to the worthy Alderman for hts pcrfcverance, and 
for again bringing it forsvard. It lud,’ Mr, Martin ob- 
ferved, been atTertcd, when a reform •of Parliament was 
lately under the coniideration of the Houfe,, tliat the majo¬ 
rity of the‘people defired no reforhi of Parliament ; the faft 
might be fa ; and yet fltould (fc^end, that the lower or¬ 
ders of the people, copying the eVjmple of their fupcriors, 
and falling into a Bate of abafem^m and ccrwption, was no 
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argument ibr that HopCe to reft ou^ at a bar to any mcafure^ 
whteh tended to give the people thdr juft righct> He would 
tnainuln* that it wat at ait timei the duty of every hooeft 
man, whether in that houfe, or elfewhere, who had any 
pretenftonfr to weight and influcjice, to ftand up fn defence 
,of the juft righlt of the people, whether they dehred k or 
not I and it was by honeft men doing fuch afti of juftice to ■ 
the lower orders of the people, that the whole bulk of the 
public was refeued from abaftment, and prevented from 
involved in one general mafi of corruption. Feeling in 
,thii maoncr, it gave him great fatisfaAion that various 
clations had been formed for the purpofe of preferving and 
averting the people's rights, and it was indifftrent in every 
point of confide ration, whether thefe foe ie tics met at taverns 
or elfcwhere; their aim being laudable, it mattered npt 
where they aflembled. He hoped they would abound and 
ilourlfh, Qotwithftanding the ridicule that had been endea« 

-voured to be thrown upon them on a late occafion. Mr. 

.Martin added a few other obfervations, and gave his afient 
,to the motion. 

The Earl of Surrey fupported the motion; he faid, feven TheEiriof 
years was too long a period for any^man to be entrufted 
with the exercife of the power of his conftituems; mem- 
l>crs ought to be more fre<)uent1y lent back to thole who 
bad deputed them to that Houfe, that the latter might have 
.an opportunity of rewarding them by elcfting them again, 
cr of cenfuring them by reje£ting them, juft as their con- 
daft fhould Ihew them to be objefls either of reward or 
punifhmcat. He hoped that the members for boroughs 
would vote this day with him ; bccaufe on the one hand the ^ 
bill moved for had not the leaft tendency to dimtniOi their 
franchift; and on the other, if it fhould be deemed by them 
an advantageous thing to have more frequent opportunityci 
to exercife their franchift, the bill would afford them fuch 
opportunities. On a lateoccafion^ a majority of that Houfe, 
couiiftlng of no Icis than 1293 perfons, had declared, they 
were adverfe to any enquiry whatever into the ft ate of 
pariiamentary reprerentation. It Had alfo been declared in 
. the opinion of a .majority, that it was perfcflly right, that 
certain perlbns fhould continue to excrcife the power of fend¬ 
ing members to Parliament for various boroughs. Having 
thought proper to make fuch a declaration, he felt it to be 
particularly tight for ihtofc who made them, to convince the 
people, many thoufands of whom had in their petiiions 
Voi., X, • * E played ' 
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prayed a reform of Hirliatncotj that thoogli they dtd ntJt 
think a reform necefliry, yet that they had no objeftloo to 
ihortcQ the duration of FartiamentSf and thu» give the pco^ 
pie a more frwjucnt exercife of their right of contronl over 
their reprefentatives. 

Sir IK y* Ci'trhy/^s alfo for the motion ; and he hoped that 
it would not be oppofed by a miniftry who would have them- 
felves thought Rrenuoua friends to conftiCutional reforms. 
He fald| being one of the iiiajority who had voted againit 
adding one hundred Knights of fbires to the number of the 
rcprelcmotives, he roie to deny the noble Lord^ aiTcrtiun, 
that he was againft all enquiry into the ftate of parliamentary 
reprefcniation. He was far from entertaining an obje£klon 
of that general extent, although he could not fay, he ap¬ 
proved of the particular fpecies of reform of ParlUxnenC 
that had been propofed on a late occahon i but with regard 
to the prefent motion, It had his hearty approbation. He 
thouglu there ought to be a more tneimate conneffioti be¬ 
tween the eledtors and^lic elected tlian at prefent fubfifted; 
from that peribahon it was, that he had always fupported 
the wortliy Alderman’s motions for fliortening the duration 
of Parliaments, 

Mr, Bitrrtnv oppofed tlic motion; for he could not con-* 
raw. fent, he faief, to have more frec^uent cluffions, tiU he flioutd 
fee fome hills carried into laws, for preventing expences at 
ck£iions, Geiulcmen talked of borough members being 
dependeat; but for his part, he really thought that county 
naembers were much more likely to be fo; for the expence 
of a county elcdtion was fo great, that numbers were, in 
dependent upon thofe who, by fubfcriptions, defrayed 
them, or they came into Parliament with their fortunes de¬ 
cayed, and conlequently fubjefl to temptation. He believed 
that Huge were fo independent as cliofe, who» like himfclf, 
reprefented cities. That therefore was with him a fufEcieni 
argutTitnt agalnft the motion propofed the other day. With 
regard to that now under con ltd c rat ion, he did not tjjfnk the 
prcfeal lime was the fit one for bringing it forward. There 
was, as gentlemen well knew, a bill depending, the objeft 
of which was to prevent bribery and expence at defiant. 
He was of opinion, that the bill he had mentioned ought 
to have pail'cd the Houft, he fore, a motion like that now 
tinder con fide rai ion could be a pifoper topic of difcuillon. 
Let fomething be done to prevent bribery and expence at 
tlcflions, and he lliould liieu be able to judge how far it 
. , i ^ would 
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would be prudent to limit the duration of Parliaments, Tlic 
City he repreieiiied might be as liable to corruption as any 
other; he felt, therefore, in common with other gentle¬ 
men, that it wasnccellary to do fomething ciFeflual to pre¬ 
vent bribery at elections; till that was done, he could not 
but wifh the prefent motion poftponed. Without meaning 
at prefent to give any opinion upon ir, cither one way or 
the other, he faid, he fhould move the previous queftion, aa 
a. means, not of deflroying the motion, but merely of de¬ 
ferring it till the bill to prevent bribery and expence at elec¬ 
tions was difpofed of; lie therefore concluded with moving 
the previous qucAion, 

Mr, Pmnufdsek rofe and barely faid that he ftconded the 
motion, ruddock. 

Sir Edward AJiiey oppofed the previous queftion ; he fajd sir Kdw.. 
great thanks were due to the worthy Alderman for his per- 
feverance in his endeavours to fhorten the duration of Parlia¬ 
ments* Our anceftors, in a critical ftate of public affairs, 
confented to the meaiui'c of feptcnnlal Harllaments \ but 
now, when the lame political caufc no longer cxifted, Par- 
Uatnents ought to be ihorCened; he claimed this, not as a 
favour, but as the people’s right; and it was the more ne- 
celiiry at prefent, as from the late coalition, it was nbt un¬ 
fair to fiippofc it po/Iihk that a coatiiion fhould he made for 
making Parliaments I aft ten or twelve years, or even to ren¬ 
der them perpetual, 

Mr, Martin w'as afraid that the honourable member (Mr* Mf*Mirtln 
Barrow) had borrowed his opinions from the Dean of the 
city which he reprefems (Glouccftcr) ; he heard that theVe 
was an intention of reviving the Board of Trade, and of 
making the Dean chaplain to it; this mi^ht perhaps l^e a 
very proper appointment, lor he heard he made religion hta 
trade, and trade bis religion 1 he might be a very able divine 
for ought lie knew, but his doctrine was aliominable, 

Mr, Alderman S&wbrldgg faid, that he would not fuffer Wr* AIj, 
gentlemen to fkulk Ijebiod a previoos queftion; for, if by 
means of the previous queftion, moved by the honourable 
member, hia motion Ihould iic loft for this day, he would re¬ 
new it every day/ u^til he lliould force gentlemen to give it 
either an ojJCJi ncgfitive or affirmative, . ^ 

Upon this Marrow laid he would withdraw hfs motion Bj|w 
for the previous queftion, which having been done, the 
Houfe divided on the Alderman’s motion, which was loft . 
by a majority of 67* >;oes, 123 Ayes, 5(1, 

• E 2 Mr* 
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Mr* Fii^ dcfired fo be informcdf if a noble Lord in 
hla eye, intended to move on Monday next, todtfebarge tho 
order for taking into confide ration the minute from the 
TreafaTyj, relative to the examination of Mr, PoweU, ^cc. 

Lord Nevjbfiven^ who was the member called upon, faid, 
that Hiving heard from the Solicitor General, that a profe- 
cutlon was to he brought againft MeiT. PoweU and Bem- 
bridge, and being of opinion that it would be improper to 
have a trial going on in that Houfe, and another in the 
courts below at the fame time, he certainly would move on 
Monday, that the order be difeharged# Mr* Pitt requefted 
the Houie would attend to this notice* 

The Houfc then went into a committee on the Pay-officc 
bill, in which the blanks were filled up, and the l{ouic 
adjourned.

General Smith informed the Houfe, that he would, on 
Wednefday, move fome rcfolutions, grounded on the rc* 
port from the Select Cominictee on India affairs. 

Governor yobr^onfi appealed to the Chair, and to the 
Houfe, whether it would be confiftent with the true prin¬ 
ciples of jufticc to call upon the Houfc to vote certain fpc- 
cific refulutions, amounting to a charge agalnA fome perfous 
in the direftion of the India Company, without laying be¬ 
fore the Houfc the original minutes of the evidence given 
before the Sclc£t Committee, on which the reports, contain¬ 
ing criminal charges were formed, and on which reports of 
the Committee ihe refolutioijs alluded to by the honourable 
General were to be founded. If he rightly uriderflood tho 
power under which that Committee had a£lcd, the Houfe 
had dir off ed that they fhould not give copies of their mi¬ 
nutes, until they fhbuld have made their report t the report 
was now made, and therefore be prefumed he was entitled to 
a fight of thefc minutes, A copy indeed of them, which 
he had not yet time to perafe, had within a few mingtet 
been put into his hands; but this copy was by no qj^ans \\* 
llsfaftory to him, for it did not contain the evidence of Mr. 
Strahan, which him appeared very fliaftrial, though he 
waa informed it did not appear fo to the Committee; Mr, 
ScrahanV bill of parcels contained a charge of delivery of 
two copies of the regulating bill, and was cfTential as a piece 
of evidence, in the general confideration of the propriety of 
thp rcfolutlons. The Governor argued thit for fbmc lime, 
' ‘ and 
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atid rcafoned upon the lajuftice of voting refolutmni of cca- 
fure agsimft individuals, upon the reporta of CotnmiUcee 
only^ witUout the Houfc^i hitving the whole of the niinutea 
before them, upoa which fuch report* were founded* To 
m that manner, wai, he laid, to a£t contrary to the rule* 
of proceeding In that Houfei an aiTenion which he exem- 
plmed, by referring to a cafQ that bad formerly occurred^ 
when an clc£lion committee who had examined wicneiTes on 
oath, and whofe report was conreqnentiy well founded at 
the report of a committee could be, had reported chargea of 
grots bribery and corruption againft certain peribns^ Upon 
the perufat of that report, a motion had been made, that 
the perfoni fo accufed, Ihould be profecuted by the Attor-* 
ney Gencrah This motion was carried at the time, but It 
was at a fubfequent period declared to be a difgracc to that 
Houfe, and it was moved to refeind it. The motion did not 
then fucceed, but the next feffion it was carried with a high 
hand, and the argument chiefly refted on at the time was, 
that it was by no means rcconcileable with juflicc for the 
Houfe to order a profccution upon any charges reported to 
them by a committee without having the original minute* 
before them, from which the report was formed, in order to 
fee if the charges were well founded pr not. The prefeut, 
the Governor contended, nrai a flmilar calcj the copy of Mr* 
Strahan't bill of parcels was material to the general conca¬ 
tenation of the evidence; it ought to be before the Houfr, 
and therefore he fliould move for the original minutes of thtr 
Conunittec, The governor accordingly moved, That the 
original minutes of the Sded Committee appointed to take 
into consideration the ftate of the adminiffration of jufticc 
in tlie provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Orlfla, from which 
the fcvcnili report of ihc faid Coannit-tee is found,—be laid 
upon the table,’* 

Captain yoh*i Luttrili feconded the motion, as he was of Capr«ii j, 
opinion, that the minucta ought to be laid biforc the Houfe, L'^irrciu 
bccaufe the Committee, though {tiled only a Selefl Commit¬ 
tee, wai in hSt a Committee of Secrecy, for even members of 
parliament were not pera>ltted to he prefent at their de¬ 
bates t and therefore he very willingly feconded the motion 
for the produAiomof thefe min me*. 

General Smjth oppofed the motion; he faid that the Com^ Cen^ni 
mittcc had never confined themfelve* topurfueany one par- 
ticular fubjeft of enquiry for fevcial day* together, until 

the 
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they had ccncludtd it, but had* as occaiion required, di- 
refted didr enquiry on one day to one fubjeft, and on ano^ 
thcr to another fubje^t; and therefore their minutes were 
interfperfed with maitcrj which by the orders of the Houft* 
the Con(i!nhree was not to make pulilic until they bad made 
M their reports; hut though he could not confenc to by the 
original minutes before the Hpufe, AiU copies of themt la 
far as they related to the fcvtnth report, had been printed^ 
for the ulc of the memberS4 He faid, that the reafon why 
the G uvtrnor was refuied alight of the minutes of the Com- 
mittite, wai, that the Committee might comply with the order 
of the Houfcj which direfled that noperfon mould lee ihcir 
minutes till after they had made all ibeir reports; now they 
had not made all their reports, and their minutes contained 
entries of examinations, Ac. upon various fnbjcfts, and, 
among others, upon ftibje£ls not yet rtportfed iJpon, 
therefore to have fhewn the hoiiovivablc gentleman, or 
any other member thole minutes, would have direilly 
violated the order of the Houfe* The General explained 
this, by relating the plan whic^ the Committee had pur- 
fued tbcDUghout, and the nature of the topics, by which 
their minutes ncctlTarily conHAcd of much mingled mat^ 
ter, .and confequemly the only means of gratifying the ho¬ 
nourable gentleman, was hy dlrc^ling that a copy of foch 
minutes as referred to the feventh report, be made out. 
When that direction was given, the General declared, the 
Governor ap[>cared fully fatisfied, and only fa id, he hoped it 
was not meant that be was to pay for making out the copy. 
The General denied that thegovernor^ alldion to a former 
cafe at all applied to the prefent, and declared that Mr. 
Stahan’s bill of parcels vras confidercd by the Committee 
as of no conlcquence, becaufe, though that proved that 
the printer had delivered copies of the a£ls in qneAion, it 
by no means proved, that they bad been fent to India, 
With regard to Captain Luttrell’s declaration that ihc 
Committee examined wjtnclles in fecrct, the General de¬ 
nied the fa£t, and faid, on the contrary, they n^;jcr pro-^ 
ceeded to adduce evidence but in the face of all who 
chofe to be prefent. As to the motion^ the General faid, 
he had no ohjeftion, if it could be conirjivcd that the ori#- 
ginal minutes could be laid upon the table, ^without thofe 
part* of them which referred to nattcra not yet reported

Capt. Kctth Stewart waa of the fame opinion * but Gene^ 
ral Smith denied that they could with truth be catted a Com¬ 
mittee of Secrecy; for though their debates might he in pri-» 
vate^ fill I the evidence was taken publicly, and any gentle¬ 
man might, if he pleafcd, be preieat to hear it. 

Sir iPiliUm Jamfi faid, that the feventh report contained a sir wuitim 
charge of fraud, and aUcration of the Companjf’s records; 
flow at the honourable General niuft know, that I'uch charge, 
if applied to him, or to Mr. Sullivan, wai abfolutely falfe 
and groundlefs, he tbodght he had a right to call upon him 
to do the juftice to his (Sir William JamesH) and Mr, Sul¬ 
livan's charaders, to declare, that they were ni/t concerned 
in the fraud os the faltihcation of the records alluded to in 
the report. 

General Smith did not think he was bound to give the fa- Cen^fti 
tLsfa£tion wifhed for by the honourable baroner, nor that 
the honourable baronet had any occafion to take to himlelf 
the charge that feemed fo much to hurt him; all he would 
fay for the prefent was, that a fraud had appeared to the 
■Committee to have been committed, and an alteration made 
in the records of the India Company. 

Sir fV, Jamfi obferved, that as the honourable General Sir w» 
refuied to give him the fatisfaflion he wifhed for, that gen*- 
tleman ought to coniidcr himfellf afr pledged to tlie Houle to 
makegood charges of lb ferious a nature, which it would be 
highly unjuft and difrcfpcflful to the Houfc, to make with¬ 
out a good foundation. 

Mr, Frederick Montagu was of opinion, that die copy of 
the minutes might facisfy the Houle, as well as die minutes 
thcmfelvcs j and that it would be mare proper to order the 
copy than the original minutes, as other matters were there 
blended with the bufinefs on which the honourable member 
who made the modpn, wilhed to receive farther information: 
he therefore moved an amendment, that the word copy” 
fhould (land in the motion, in the room of the words ori¬ 
ginal minutes.” 

Sir Adam Fergufon had no ohjeffion to tlic amendment; all Sir AAm 
he wifhed for, watto^have fufficient evidence laid before him, Fergufftn, 
to enable him to furm a proper judgment, according to which 
he fltould give his affirmative or negnttve to the relblutioni 
that tlie honourable General intended to bring forward ; if, 
therefore, the honourable General would conlent to extract 
fuch parts from the minutes as related ibkjv to i!ie feventh 
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T^portj lie for one, would not prftfs for the produflioo of 
ihc ortjginal minutest 

Lora Afahhnd faid, that ftrangc as it iniglit appear, tbt 
lionourdblc mctnlirr who bad made the motion, had at that 
moment in his hand a true copy of every particular that 
TcUred to the feventh report..* 

Governor yobnJiQne replied, that to him it by no tncatM 
appeared fufficient, when he ivas to fit and vote as a judge* 
that a mere copy of minutes, on which the charge was found¬ 
ed, fhould be Utd before him ! the minutes themfclvea 
were, in his opinion, abfolutciy ncccffaty; and the con^ 
daft of the Houfe, on a for nit r occafion, confirmed bltii 
in that opinioo.—The cafe he aUuded to, was as 
he had dated it; a Selcft Committee on an deftion had 
lefolvtd, that a prolVcutioo ouglit to be commenced by 
the Attorney and Solicitor General agatnft certain per- 
fons for bribery ; now though the evidence on which that 
Tcfolution was founded, had been given and taken upon 
Mth, ftillthe Hoiife would not agree to the refolutionof the 
'Committee, until tEie oviglnal tinnutes had been produced. 
However fincc an honourable member (Mr. Montagu) to 
whom, next to the Speaker, the Houfe was in the habit of 
looking upon queflions of order, had given it as his opinionj 
that the copy, on the prefent occafion, would be fu&cient 
evidence, he would bow to that opinion, and give up the 
■point* 

The queftlon was then put with the amendment, and car¬ 
ried without a divillom 

It was then moved, That there be laid before this 
Houfe a bill of parcels, dated in Auguft 17&I> delivered 
in by Mr. Strahan to the hall-India Company, for co¬ 
pies of the aft pafled in the year 1781, relating to the 
admiriftration of juflice in Bengal,*' Which wait alfo a* 
greed to. 

Lord yohn Cmmdyh g.ivc notice, that he could not open 
the taxes on Wcdnelday next, as he expefted j t^t that on 
Monday he hoped to be able to do it. 

^ Lord Mahm gave notice, that as (pon as the noHc Lord 
fhould have opened hii> taxes, and moved his re&lutions on 
them, in the committee of ways and means,, he would move 
that the chairman do leave the ehair, report pragrefs, and 
aftt leajfc to fit again; and he aii'ured the Houfc, that be 
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would afBgn ioch fubffcsLntial Mibns for hU motion, tbat he 
wa» pretty fore ao one would meet it with a negative* 

MefTn. POWELL and BEMBRIDGS* 

Lord Newbaven rofe^ and ftated to the Houfe* that the 
motion he bad the honour to make on the a4th of April, for 
laying before the Houfe, that the minutes of the Treafuty 
rcUcIve to the diftuifton of MefTrs. PowcH and Bembridge^ 
appeared to him now quite ufetefs, as a prof^ution was 
commenced in tlie courts below; and as it would be highly 
impioper to have an enquiry going on at the fame time in 
tliac Houfe, he {hould move, that the order made upon the 
24.th of April laft, ** That there Jw laid before this Hovifea 
copy of the Treafury minutes of the f5ih and zzd days of 
February laft, relating to Mr. Powell and Mr, Bamhringe,** 
might t>e read; and the order was read accordingly; after 
which he moved, that the laid order be difeharged* 

Mr- Poivyt infifled that it was nor fufficient for hinj to 
hear that a profccution was commenced in the courts be¬ 
low, :U he wanted to know was, whether the noble Lord, 
when he originally moved the qqcftion, did not mean to in-* 
flitutc an enquiry ? 

Lord Newhavm replied, that he originally meant to in-LaniVeif^ 
ilitutc an enquiry, but now he found a procefs was going on, hircji. 
he thought it nccdlcfs. He faij, that he was too infignifi- 
cant to make any motions merely to atnufe the Houfe, That 
he had moved for the minutes in queftion, becaufe bethought 
the public ought to know upon what ground ihe gentlemen to 
whom he had alluded, had been dirmilfcd from their htua- 
tions in the Pay Office: that he owed it to the refpeft 
due to the Houle, to jufticc, ami to himlelf, that he 
fhould not attempt any meafure that led to trying Meffrs, 

Powell and Bcmbridge in that Houfc, when at the fame time 
they were to be tried in the courts hclovv. Having heard, 
therefore, that they were under a criminal prefecution, he 
thought it neceflary to defift from itiftiiuting a parliamen¬ 
tary enquiry- 

Sir CtcU faitt that when he feconJed the noble Lord’s SlrC«dl 
motion for the pr^uftion of the treafury minute, it was 
not merely fq try if there were any grounds for the Houle 
to interfere, but in fa ft* to bring under the confideration of 
the Houle the refforation of rhe two gentlemen alluded to, 
after a difmi^on, which had taken place in conreqiiciice of 
an ex ami nation, wntch afforded Inch ff rung appearances of 
guilt, at induced the late Attorney and SuUcitor General to 
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t^ink that a ciimina) pTofccution ought to be inflitutcd 
againd thefe two gentlemen : and for biti own part he was 
greatly furprilbd to find that the prefent Paymaficr General 
Ihoutd Ttifiove perfons i'ufpc^leil of lb great a crime as that of 
embc7,y,Un^ Uic public money ; and he could not help faying 
that the aft of rcftoring them marked very little regard for 
decency to the public ; and therefore as he wifhed to have 
that bufinefs cmjuircd into very minutely, he would oppofe 
the motion for dilcharging the order for the procluftion oV 
the jiitnuEC, He laid, he meant to infinoatc nothing to the 

{ Prejudice of the two gentlemen in queftion; but there were, 
kc underfiuodj {Irong caulis of iLjfpicion alledgcd againd 
them, their condu£t had been examined into by a Ute Board 
of Treafury, and the laid Attorney and Solicitor General 
had both concurred in opinion, that criminal profecutions 
qugljt to be infiiLuted againfi them 5 ihefc circuniflanccs all 
co-operared to give their conduft a black afpeft; and though 
he meant not to apply anv paiticuLar harfh or fevere expref- 
lioii to the mcafurc taken by the right honourable gentleman 
now at the head of the Fay Office, in refioring them to ihcir 
former fituation^, without enquiry, and before they had 
been acquitted, he could nor but think it highly indecent. 
Sir Cecil enlaigcd upun thi% and faid, though it flood, m 
his opinion, grcridy in need of cxcufe, all that he had 
heard in extenuation of it, fell farfliortof an adequate apo¬ 
logy. The right honourable gentleman bad faid, be reftored 
them becaufu he chofo it, for that he wa$ refponfible to the 
public and not them; another rcafoii afligticd by him was, 
that he thought them iunpeent* Neither of thde pleas, in 
Ills mind, amounicc] to a fatUfaftory excufc; if they had afted 
rcprchcnfibly, the late Paymaftcr did right to difmiis them, 
and the prefiiK Faymaficr afted wrongly in refloringthem ; 
if on ihc contrary, they had not been guilty of any crimi¬ 
nality, the late Paymatl^r was to blame for having dil- 
mifi'ed them ; but at any rate the fafts ought to be come ac 
for tlic fatisfaftion of the public* 

Mr* Martin contented himfclf with faying, tlftt jt v^as 
ImpoHible both the late and prefent Payrnafterof the forces 
could have Ihcii in the right ; one of iliem thcjcfore mufl 
have been in the wrong; lie would leave to the Houfe to 
deicniiine where the wrong lay* * * 

Sir /\ y, CUtkt thought it inconfiflciiC with principles of 
j that any proceeding whatever Ihould take place in the 
Houle, that niight prejudice thft xoild of a jury, tq whom 

*" the 
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the trial of tHe two gentlemen was to be remitted* and 
therefore he could not confent for the prefentj to the ptoduc- 
tion of the mioute ; but as he was willing to keep the matter 
open for difctifllon on a future day'j when ihc ptirticjt could 
not be prejudiced by it on their uiat m the courts IHoWj he 
moved the previous qaeftion, But he wa^ itiformedj that on 
a niotion for ttifeharging an 'Orde r, the orders of the Houfe 
did not admit a previous qat^ftion.

Mr* ajinlogifcd for the warmth he felt when this hu- Mr.Buffcf, 

lifitfs wai lafl before ilie Honfe ; it was the very high refpeft 
he had for Hie Houle, that would not permit him to fit quiet 
under an idea that he had defcrvcd their cenfure 5 bill he de- 
ftj'cd to be underfiood, that nothing was faithcr from his in- * 

Ecniion tlian to ofTer an cxcufc for what he had done rehating 
to the TWO unfortunate nenticmen, who w'cre the ftilijcft of 
converhuioii ; witli ref|Tc£t to his condufV on that ful>jc':tj be 
felt fuch a funfliine of content in his mind, that, were tlie 
aft undone, he Was convinrec! that he would do it again ; — 

It had ever been, and it ever ihould be a maxim widi him, ta 
compa^fionaie the unforEunnite; and, if they hap|icncd to be 
ronnefled with JiitOj to proteft them, as long as he found 
them nothing worfc than no fortunate. He called MefTrs. 

Powell and ^eillbrid^^e two unfortunate men, and laid they 
had been commit ted u> his protcftlon bv the hand of Provi¬ 
dence, and that he ditf no inure ll^an bis duty sn rrlloimg 
them to their lituations; at the fame time he declared he was 
far from meaning to ij^ipvite any blame whatever to the right 
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iionoUTable gcntteman, hU preilcccfTor* He might fee ibc 
matter in a difFcrent point of view from that in which it 
ifruck him * and having af^ed .upon his confcience and his 
judgment, he had a£ted warramably and even laudably* 
He difeUimed every idea of having a£ted in concert with 
any of his Majefty’s Mimfters, or having fo much as alked 
their advice; nay, he declared that it was even contrary to 
the prayers and entreaties of the very parties concerned, that 
he kept them in his oihee* He laid, that one of them had 
been with him, and appeared almoit dilfra^Ud ; he was ab- 
folutcly afraid the poor man would lofe his jt;nfes; this much 
he was furo of, that the fight of his grey hairs, and the dif- 
traftion in which he had Icen him, had fo far afFcftcd and 
overcome him, [Mr* Burke] that he wa'^ fearedy able to 
come down to the houfe* Fie then read his own original 
letter to Mr. Powdl, by which he fignified to him his rdlo- 
ncion to office; but at the fame time fiated, that he was 
aware that there were charges of a very grave and weighty 
nature talked of agaiofl him, about which his [Mr* BurkdsJ 
tnind was by no mpans made up ; and he declared that if 
thofe charges ihould hereafter be provetl, it would be utterly 
impoffible for him to keep him in the fituatiun that he then 
offered* He then read a htetr from Mr* Powell, in wliJch 
that gentleman implored him to permit bun to refign, and 
entreated him to facrificc him to public clamour, rather than 
bring it oa his own head* Mr Burke then Ihtwctf, from 
the a£t that he liimfelf had brought in for regulating the Fay 
Office, that as there could he no balance either in his own 
hands or thole of his clerks, the public ran no rilk of being 
Injured by the rcfloration of tbcle unfortunate gcnticinen* 
As far his ovvn condu£^ in this affair, he cared not how deep¬ 
ly it was probed ; but, injufticeto them, he wifiiLd that no 
enquiry ^iiould be infiituted till after their trial Ihould be 
over, and then he would meet it with fatlsfailion, when he 
was convinced that no one could fuffer in confequencQ of an 
enquiry but himfelf; and be was fo thoroughly at reft on that 
head, that his rnind, filled wjih confeious iiinoceacej'^was ne^ 
ver mote at cafe on any point whatever* 

/The Mu- The Marquis of Graham did not view the point in debate 
c in the light of a party queftion ; he bad no wifh to prejudice 

* ™' any man, or to ceafure any man before trial; but he thought 
it juft and fair, that no evidence Ihould be with-held from the 
Houfe liiLit might be neccUary to public jullicc ; and there¬ 
fore, he fald, he would oppofe the motion. 

' Mr* 
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Mr. Pitt wa» alfa againft the motion- He faid that Mr* Vf, 
the minutes of ihe Treafury were ncccffary, in order \o viti* 
dlcatc thechar;i£l:er of thofe, by whofe advice the gcmlemcn 
Utely reftored bad been difiniflcd from ibcir officcj for tbeir 
rcftiiritlon deemed to reflect on thofe who had a<lvireJ the dif^ 
milhon* He threw the quef^ioi) into various points of view ; 
and» among other things^ he flated the danger to which tho 
puhlie would be expofed, by having again in ofhcc perfons 
wjio had been dilLidiled under very f^rong I'afpicions of having 
demeaned thcmfclvcs in an improper manner in places of 
great cruil, equally extraordinary and uiijullitlahle. He rook 
particular notice of Mr. Hurke's argument, that bccaufc a 
criminal profecution was about to be inftituicd in the court* 
of Weftminftei^hallj therefore MeiTrs* Powell and Beni* 
bridge^s conduct was not a ftt fubjeft for enquiry in tliat 
bovife* Such doflrine, lie laid, went much farther ihiin gen- 
tlcmcn were aware, and was of infinitely more importance 
than any contemplation of the degree of criminality, imputed 
to thofe with wliom he had lately had the honour to h-rve his 
Majc{ly, could polfibly be | it nearly amounted to a blow at 
the conftitution, and, if admitted to any extent, went to the 
annihilation of fome of the moft ulcful and valuable func¬ 
tions of ihat Houfc* He enliUgcd conhdcralily 6n the in- 
con vcmencc that xvould a rife If that Houfe were to be dc- 
baned from enquiring into the conduft of any of the fer- 
vanis of die public, merely bccaufe a criminal profecution 
was about to be inflilutcd againft them for fome part of tha^- 
condufl; and having made the nioft of this aigumeni', he 
came lo iha confide ration of the degree of truft btlonging 
10 the cailiier and accountant of the Pay QfBce, He laid, 
tilt' firft had all the public cafh pals through his hands, ani 
that it was the office of ihe latter to make up the accounts of 
former Paymafters. Within the reach, if not in the cuflody 
of the latter, were lodged all the account-books of the of<* 
flee, fo that if an accountant was charged with criminal con- 
du£i, and that in liis'managcmcnr of former accounts, hav¬ 
ing thofe accounts within his reach, he was enabled, if he 
were lb minded, to make either erafurcs or inl'crtions, fo as 
to fupport and conlirm fueh a defence as he (liould be advikd 
tofet up for himfeiS 

Mr, FoXf in*a ij>cech of confiJerable length, ftatcH to the Mr*r«, 
Houfc what a moft crucr and unjuft proceeding it would be 
to call for the papera before them during the time a profccu- 
tion was pending; and wtfhed to know what could be the 

^. ground* 
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grouncifi for calVm^ for the papers: it could not lie for a jufti- 
Ideation of the late Pnymafterj hecaufc hjs conduft was not 
accufed ; it could not be to'enter into an enquiry of thecon-^ 
duft of Meflrs* Powell and BemhTtdge, bccaufe that waa al¬ 
lowed to be improper during the time the luit was pending ; 
then it could l>o for no other purpofc than cenfurin^ his right 
honourable* fnend, the prefijnt Pay mailer [Mr, Hutke] and 
in doing that iL WuS impoffible to avoid entering tiilly into an 
enquiry of MedVs, Powell ^iivl bembridge’s conduct, which 
would bt cxrrediri;dy Mid'atT’, as it would fend them to be 
tried by a jury, who mu 1 he prejudiced agalnft them, as only 
one iide of thequcflhm could be heard- It was ridiculous to 
argue that the rciuftatcnienr was meant as a cenfure on the 
late adminiftiaclon; certainly it was not, for by that rule 
there could L>c no change of adminiftratioii, but the rcinlla- 
ting certain perfons would be cofifidcrecl as a cenfure on the 
former. One great point to be coolitlercd was, whether the 
public could be inarcrially injured by the reinftatement ; and 
certainly they could not, for the Paymaftcr wns rcfponhble 
for the condiifl: of his clerks, and it would be a piece of cru¬ 
elty not to fuffer him to have the appuincment of his own 
clerks; for, to fay that a man Jball be rurpoublde for a finti 
of money, and not name his own banker, it was a doftrinc 
too abfurd for even any man to fup|>orl; but it would proba- 
1)1 y be arguerl, what recompence can the PaylTla^^c^ make the 
public, if thofe fervanrs of his are guilty of grr^it pcccula- 
t^on } Why, if he was a man of grrat foTiune, his eftaie muft 
fwfTcr I and if he lliould to l>e a man ot lefs fortune, 

then his liberty W'oulij be at flakr, as he would he liable to lie 
impriforrftl to make good the deficiency, and certainly the 
fear of the lofs of liberty would deter a man from proceeding 
jl> manifcftly wioiig : nnutlier thing to he tonhdered was, 
that the public could not fuffer materially in tliis cafe, for 
there wa!i no money lodge^I in the hands of Hiofe men, jind 
that it was impufliblc now to make u(b of the public cafli. 
The right honourable Secretary, to prove that this was tlie 
cafe, ffated, that by the irgulations of the new aft, all mo¬ 
ney drawn at the Pay-office from the Exchequer, went di- 
Tcflly to rlic Bank, and the Cafhier of*the Pay Office drew 
for it iigain as occafion offered, making his draft payable to 
the agent to whole fervicc the fpecificuim dra'tvn fur was to 
be applied, I'hat the Cafhier and Accountant were rcipon- 
flMe, greatly refponlible to the Payniafter General, was In- 
dirputabie, but they were not rcfponli^k to the puldic* The 
. ", i^aymaUcr 
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Payraafter alone was rerponfiblc to them, and Kt was not 
more refponiible for kimiclf than for all under him. If thc^ 
oppodte ildc of the Houfe, he faid, meant to call a cenfurc 
on Mr* Burke, let them do It by vote, hut by no means do it 
in callmg for thofc papers, bccaufe it was impodiblc to argue 
the points fepararely j they could not wiih to cenfure cheui' 
without cntcrinj^ very minutely into'thc guilt of the two un¬ 
fortunate men, which would be toUlly unjuft; therefore, in 
his opinion, the plain queflion that remained to he difcufTed 
was. Whether a man was not to blame to rciollate two men 
who lay under the odium of having been guiky of a breach 
of trud, before he had made any enquiry into the merits of 
thdr cafe } Certainly, he faid, that was the quedion that 
ought to be enquired into, but it was not thequeftion before 
the Houfc ; the qutHion was merely to difeharge an ortlcr for 
the produflion of papers, which, if produced, could aniwer 
no good end, and mull evidently tend to fend the unhappy 
men to their trial in the moll utifortnnate manner* Mr* Fox 
applied a good deal of vvhat be fatd to the argument of his 
honourable colleague. Sir Cecil Wray; he took notice o£ 
that honourable gentleman’s talking of the black afped of 
the contl|ift of Alcirrs* f^owcH and liembtidge, and obferved, 
that if a man of fo much candour was in that ftage of the 
tranfaftion betrayed into applying fuch fort of tcims to what 
was as yet unafceitained, wlsac ililbci ality of treatment might 
not MeUVs, Powell and Cemhridge cxpc£l, if their r.ondu£l 
became a fubjedl of more ajnplc dijculiion ? Mr* Fox faid. 
It was true that there vvas fbmcching extremely unpleafant In 
the appearance of the condufL of JVIcfTrs* Powell and Bent- 
hridge; but at tlic lame time he was by no means fatistied 
that It was rcpirclLcnfiblc to ilic tKtcni fuppofed ; and there¬ 
fore he could not aft as if their cnminality were a inaiter 
proved. He find, liis worthy friend Mr. Burke had not in¬ 
deed ftiidi' J prudence lathe reinflaiing thj two nieh, becaulc 
he mull know it would raife a clamour^ hut as no perfoti at- 
tempted to charge him with any bad motives, they tuuH at¬ 
tribute it, at the word, to a mlRaken love for humanity, and 
not a dellrc to think perfons gudty before they really arc 
found lb. 

The £or// ASrjocait Was again ft the motion, and contended, 
that it was impolitic to Icp men lb accufed be in the pofl'eftion 
of b<>oks wliich would, in all probability, be great evidence 
agaiuft them. He fait^ the honourabis gentleman had very 
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dcxteroufly managed his ^irgumctic To as to (Jravr Afide the 
atteatToi) of the Houfe from the real c^ucition, which was^ 
whether the minutes of rhe Treafiiry fhould or fltould not be 
Uid the tiiblc» The Jeiirned Lord endeavoured to fhew, 
that all the difa^reeablcncfs of the biifincfs had been brought 
oa MeflVs, Powell and Bemhrjdge by themfelves, and the 
right honourable gentleman now at the head of the Pay-of- 
ficc; had not the latter reftored them to their places pending 
a criminal profecution^ the prefent dc^atc would not have oc- 
cutred* The Lord Advocate ridiculed Mr. Fox’s idra^ that 
a Pay matter Was alone rerponfiblej ami a fufheient Iccuvity 
for the public. Pic faitJj he had lately been a public accoun¬ 
tant, and refiJonttbie for five millions; had that fuin been de¬ 
ficient* did the right honourahlegentleman think chat he would 
by any mcjns have anfwercd for the hvc niiltioDs, or that his 
being there* and faying, ** here I am, take me to prifon, for 
I can’t pay you,” would have proved fuflSciemly faiisfaftory ? 
Hccontendetl that the Cafliier and Accountant were both of- 
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fcers of confiderablc truft, and that it materially imported 
the public that they fhould be men of fair and uninipcach- 
ed charaflers. He ftated that the right honourable gentle¬ 
man near him [Colonel Barrel had a£lcd pcrfe6Vly properly 
refpe^llng Powelt and fSeiiibnclge* On receiving the 

Treafurv minutes, he inttanily fiifpcnJed the parties* but he 
did not fill up their places. They were left open in order that 
if they (hould be acquitted, they might go into them again* 
The learned Lord faid, Mr. Enrkc* in his opinion, would 
have a£ted mote wifely, and in a manner more friendly to* 
Mett'rs. Fowcll and Bcmbridgc* had he let them rcfign, as 
they requefted, before that debate came on. He alfo uled a 
variety of other arguments, in order to induce the Houfc to 
pcffift in maintaining the order for the Treafury minutes. 

Lord North was of the fame opinion as Mr. Fox* th.it it 
was cruel in the highett degree to fend men to trial prejudged 
by that Houfe * and he faid it was abi'urd to fnppofb that they 
could ufe the hooks in their poffettloTi to any bad pg^ofe* or 
makcany material alterations without being found out, 

Mr. Kenyon faid* it was abfurd to talk of cruelty in prejudg¬ 
ing tliofe two perfont by calling for the papers; for you might 
as well fay it was cruel to take up a highwayman previous to 
his trial* as it was fomc fu^'plcion of Jus guilt. It wal ccjually 
cruel to recal pcrtbns frotn India to be tried here* as it wat 
like wife a fulpicion* and he ftrongly contended that itVvas 
^ 4 ‘ cKttenndy 
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txtrcmtly to conlmue thoft men in ofiice until tlic 

trial was over, which would not be until next November* 

He fald* the public paid the Caflner and Accoumam, and 
confc(juently to the public they were icfponfible. He de** 
dared, that the minutes of the Treafviry could not 1 >e made 
Ufe of as evidence^ and therefore the produftion of them 
Could neither prejudice the public a^ainft Meffrs, Powell and 
Bembridge, nor prejudge their caul'e. He put the cafe of a 
■ gentleman In private life having a flrong fufpicion of hii 
Steward's integrity. Would he keep that Steward in his 
place } According to the argument therefore, that no man's 
condu^ was to be difculfcd, who was about to go before a 
court of criminal jurifdiftion, it would be impolliblc to make 
any culprit, however flagrant, amenable to the laws of hia 
country* No highwayman could be committed antecedent 
to trial, nor any other of the moft'common offenders brc pu-* 
ni Qied, 

Lord Johfi Cm>tndl(h was ftrongly in favour of the motion, jnhA 
upon the principle of humanity, as it was exceedingly cruel 
to inflitutc an enquiry in that Houfe, which could antwer no 
other end than prejudicing a jury againflthc unfortunate men 
previous to their trial* 

Mr, Mamjuld was of the fame opinion, and anfwered Mr, Mr. 
Kenyon rcfpcflifig the taking \ip a highwayman ; that hefaid 
1 V3S neceffary, for be could not be tried otherwaya; the fame 
hekl good rcfpcfling the rccal of pedbns from India; but 
there was no nccefliiy for proceeding on the papers in that 
houfe, for the two unfortunate men could be tried with¬ 
out them. 

Mr. 7 ^. Pin was againft the motion* He contended, that Mj,t* 
the minutes ought to be produced, irt order to enable the Pitt, 
Houfe to judge whether MeflVs. Powell and Bembridge were 
warrantably dlfcharged by one Faymaffer, or on good grounds 
reflored by another* Mr, Pitt put the cafe of a private gen-^ 
tlemao's having a Steward tn a way flllL (Wronger than Ic had 
been pot by Mr* Kenyon, He I'nid, if a private gcnTlctnati's 
Steward had fufplcions of a Bailiff under Iizm, aiul difiniffcd 
him, and the fucceilbr of that Steward fliould rephec the 
Bailiff, before the crime he was lufpc^lcd of was exammed 
into, would not the private gentk-mnn, whofc imertft was af* 
ftfled, and ndt that of t^e Steward, proceed to enquire into 
the fa^s upon which the Bailiff liad been firft of all diimiffcd 
his fcrvice ? So the Houfe, as reprerentatives of (he people, 
were Ixjund to enquire why one Paytualler bad difch.irgeJ a 
/ VoL, X* G Cafluer 
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Clfhier and Accountant, w'lom his facctffot bad reftortd the 

day after he received his patent of office. 

Chartetis faid a few words, but fo low that we couW 


iAfiissay argued for the tnotion. He faid that there 
was no danger whatever to the pubbe from the reftoralion of 
the two gentlemen to their office, 1 he public money paffed 
from the Exchequer to the Bank, and from the Bank to the 
Armv Asrenw; ffithatin faa it never tearbed the hands of 
the CalliiCT ; and as to the accounts made up by the Accoun¬ 
tant (icntTal, they were the accounts of fotmer Paymaiters, 
who iifmht ot might not employ them : the ojition was fuller 
in themYclvcs. Ho did not quite approve of Mr. Burke a 
having reftored MeflV*. Powell and Bcmbndge to ihctr fitua- 
tions under the iwculiat ci rcuinftances of their cafe ; but a< 
what he had heard in the debate had convinced him that theif 
reftoration could bo produaivc of no raifchievous eonie^ 
quenccs to the public, much of his doubts had been wiped 
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Kf* Blirtf Mr* otjlcrvcd, ibat as to the books, they had hitherto 
U^cii codidered as private property, mvl earned away from 
the dike; fothai Oie bools of the ay Office, when Lord 
Chatham filled it, were now in the cuftotly of his executors; 
and the hooks now in the poMon of Mr* 1W«, from 
which I'o much danger was apprehended, wooUl have l^cn 
eaually in his cuflody, if he had bem dilmiffia ftem office 
ten years ago ; but he, Mr* Burke, had clUbliflied a 
regulation ; and now the books were to remain in the Pay 
Office open to the in(p*ftion of the world, 

Mr-Pul- Mr- i^vLiumy thought the minutes ouglit not to he pro- 
dneed, if the fufpenlion of McilVs. PovpcU and Ikmbridgc 
could be cffit£ted by any other means for the ptcfcnc; but he 
faw not how lliai eoutd be brought abuut^ and therefore 

ffiould vow for enforcing the Order- 
fc-.. rfp«r Mr, Pc/'/.r*- Anttn contended for tlic rtirpcnfion of Meflrs. 
Arito. ■ p^)we!l and Bcmbridge till tlicir .trial at law was over, and 
if they were then acquitted, by all means to ri^inftate tbeiii 
in their fitu'tlons. Mr. Arden faid in the conrfe of his. 
fpeech, that vlic Caffiici’s plate was worth eleven thoufaod a- 
year, and that as recf ivcr of all the office fees, Iw received 
fourteen thouCand pounds at the futtleroent of one accotfnt 
only. 'I’litfe lie urged as incontrovertible proofs that tile 
office was an office of confldcraLle iruft and rclponfihility* 

, A criminal 
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A criminal prolccution hid, Kti faid, hcen advifcd two ^ 
Attorney and Sglicitor Generals, and therefore^ lince, not* 
withftanding that the prefent Paymaitcr had thought pro* 
per to I'cftoTS the gentlemen to their lituailon^ that Houfc 
was bound to cn<]mre what the nature of the Lufpieion aU 
Icdged agalnft them was* He talked of the bad example the 
refkifal of the Treafury minutes would have, and declared, 
it wovdd lead people to imagine, that any criminal, however 
atrocious his oiFcnce, however pTejuJicial its ffFe£ls to ili* 
public, n'iight be Icreened and withheld from juftice by the 
flrong hand of mimftcrUl pow^r* 

Mr* Samud declared he wtfhcd to itc thcTrea- Mr*5jn]Def 

fury minutes, to be enabled to vote upon the condti£l of tlic 
two Paymafters* 

Mr- Shmdtm ohlerved, that during the debate every fpea- Shed- 
kcr who had oppofed the motion had faid^ they did not wifh 
to prejudge MelJrs- Powell and tlcmhridgc, but to knovr which 
of the two Paymafters had afted bcfl, and with tnoff pro* 
pricty, and to procure the fufpenfion of the Calhicr and Ac« 
countant for vhc prefent* It was not, Mr. Sheridan faid, % 
little rcmaikalde, that what they all difavowed, would infal¬ 
libly lie edfef^ed by producing the Treafury minutes, while 
what they owned to be their ohjcfls, -would as certainly not 
be attained- Mr. Sheridan illuffrated this obfervation, by 
proving, that the protluflion of the Treafury minutes would 
fieceilanly and unavoidably bring on a diicuflion of the na¬ 
ture of the furpicion faid toexift agalnfl- MefTrs* Powell and 
Jiembridge, whicli could not fail to pollute the flream of 
jufticc. He alto fhewed that it could not aniWer the ends 
avowed to be the objects aimed at, With regard to "Mr* 

Ardent dechration, that if the minutes were dented, the 
W'orld would think Minifters meant to Icreen every culprit 
from julTicc, Mr. Sheridan fauT, it w'asa little extraordinary, 
that ludi an idea Jhould be tlvrovvn out on the preJent occa- 
fion, w ben the only part government: appeared in was, that 
of a profecutor, wnichhe believed the candour of the Houfs 
would admit was not the part to a£l| when It was the dehgn 
to Ictcen a crim.inal from juUicc. 

'riic Sdkltor Caitrai (Mf* Lee) declared he never would, ThtS^iki- 
whilo he held his* office, putfue liniJtcr arts to obtain evi*-urGcHer^h 
dence, but the Houfe might reft aflured every honourable 
means of carrying on ^hc profecuiion in the prefent cafe 
IbouiJ he exerted, and that it was meant to be moft fedoully 
Qondufled; he hoped there was not a fulpicloik to^ the con- 

0 Z trary ; 
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trary ; but the beft fccunty to the public, he thu&, in the 
face of the Ci>mmons of England, invited the lace Attor¬ 
ney and Solicitor General to afltfl him in the condnA of it, 
Mr, Lee faid, if convi£\ion fhould happen to follow, he 
fliould advife his right honourable friend, ihe prefent Fay- 
maftcr Gciicralj inftvuitly to difeharge his Cafhier and Ac¬ 
countant, 

M. Hiiu Mr* ///// apologized for fpeaking at fo late an hour, when 
fo many gentlciuen move able than himfelf fat liknt, Mr* 
HiU then gave Ins realbns for fapporiing the order for pro¬ 
ducing the minutes, 

Ccl^QarrCi Colonel rofe, juft as the gallery was clearing, and 

made a fhort Ipocch in fnpport of the original order* The 
Coioiid averred, ihdt the Cafliier and Accountant were otfi- 
cefs of public iruft and rtfponfibibty. He contended that 
they were, and faid, the late regulating bill took the refpon- 
Ability from the Paymalfer, but left tlui of the Cafhicr and 
Accouiit:irit as it had always flood.

Mr, Biukc. Mr, Burke allured himj he Ihould neVer find him unpre¬ 
pared to anfwei: him. 
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Mr* Rolfe fccmg the Paymaflcr General take kis feat, re- Mr, &«)!». 
quefted he would inform the Houfc whether he ftill ptrfq- 
vered in his intention to keep Mr. Powell and Mr, Bembridge 
in office; laying at the fame^ime, that by the anfwer, he 
fhoutd be detennined either Co make or Tupprefs a motion he 
had in contemplation to make on that fubjcfl on Monday 
hexu 

General Smith hoped that no debate would then take place G«ii*SmliW 
that might interfere with the bufincfs relative to India affairs, 
which flood for that day, and which was of a nature not to 
brook delay* 

Mr. /iurh fild he was not a little embarraffed how to an- 
fwer the lionoarable gentlcman^s queffion. However, lincc 
he had called upon him, he would endeavour fo to explain 
himfclf to the Houfc, as to give them faiisfa^ion. He was 
forrv that any thing relative to him fhould prevent his ho¬ 
nourable friend from bringing on tlie bufincfs relative to 
India, which he kiv w to be of a very important nature; 
the delay however v\fts not imputable to him, but to the ho¬ 
nourable gentleman who had brought him (Mr, Burke) 
once more upon the fccne, to walk in proccifion before the 
Houfc : he did not know whether the honourable member in¬ 
tended to honour him by making him walk firft ; for tn fomc 
proceflions the place of honour was to walk firft; in others. 

It was to walk laft- The honourable mcinber had put him 
fur la birDche, and, no doubt, as a hoft rotljpur he wouUl not 
give him ;t finglc turn move than he fhould find ncceffary; if 
he inufl be roafi;*i], he Ihould like to have the work neatly 
performed, Icafi, I ike as ii was faid of the favages of cerraia 
parts of America, who roafted their prifoners, he fhould l>e 
obliged, after he was put upon the fpit, to cry out to his 
7 /r, you are a bungling fellow, you don^t know how 
to a man*^' Ho prelumed he did not intend t&do him 
the honour to make of him the principal difli for the day, 
but merely to ferve him up as an Having travtU 

kd for a while inT tljc region of allegory, he fpoke fenoufiy 
to the queffion thaj had been put to him* He took God to 
witnefs, that in reftoring Mr, PoweiL and Mvp Bembridgeto 
their places inlis office, lie was aftuaied folely by motives of 
juftice; before he took that ftep, he had weighed all the con- 
fcquences of it; and had paffedmapy fie^kts nights; but his 
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fears were not, that he fliould bring himfelf to reflore thcfe 
gentlemen, but that he fhould not ; fo fully was he con- 
Tinccd, that in confaence he was bound to do it: he brought 
it at laft: to this eou fide ration : what would lie the eonfe-* 
<}ueiice to thefe unfortunate gentlemen, if they fhould not 
be reflored t What to hiuifelf if they fliould? The qu eft ion 
being once ftated In this point of view, he rfid not hefttate a 
niomenc to faerliiec his fears to the diftatea of bis conftjence: 
tlw rclloration followed of courf? ; atnl in hia opinion it was 
ftrittlv foutidtd in Juftlce* He was not, however, wedded 
to his^opinlon ; and he wnit ready to give way when fo great 
a number of inciubera of that Houfe as 137 had, inibmc 
meafurc, appeared to cenfure his condn^f; and tJic more fo, 
as in that number he h^d feen foinc of his moll rel]K'£led 
friends; and who, he was convinced, vvtuild rather have 
Voted with him than againft: him, if they did not think that 
be had been iti the wrong* To the opinion of that Houlb 
he would ever bow ; nor did he wifh to take the feofe of it 
by a divilion ; it would he fudkl'cnt for him, if a few of the 
tuoft leading members would give it as their opinion that the 
unfortunate gcntlcmtn in rjueftlon ought not to be kept any 
longer in thcir offices. To collect the fenfc of the Houle, it 
was therefore neceCary for him to enter largely on the buli- 
titfs, that his eonduff might fairly open to Parliament, 
as it was inlenticnally upright in his own breaft. He 
thought, indeed, that Monday had decided the matter, until 
a jury had acquitted or condemned the two ckrLs, but as ho 
was miftaken in that fappotuion, he would again chearfuUy 
fubmit his condiift to the Houfe, and as they were dif- 
pofed to think, fo fhould he confidcr himfclf hound to adV • 
he aflured Parliament, that he had not fpoken to one friend 
this occafion. He did not folicit fb much as the 
ifhftancr of a (Ingle vote to fupport him, nor did he mean 
that this much-mifrcprefcntcd tranfaflion fhould Hand on 
any other ground than its own good and innocent Inten¬ 
tion, it w'as now to (land the left of a fecond trial, and 
abide hy a fecond Judgment. He again repcateif' to the 
Houfe, that their clire^tions fhould implicitly be followed, be 
Their fenfe of the bulincfs what it mi^ht; and as he was 
judged by them in regard to the pafl, lb would he be decided 
by ihe fame tribunal In the future* The oblique cenfure 
which the honourable gentleman’s *queftions caft upon him 
did not a little afttG him* He wlOied to ftand in eftima- 
fion with iHc Houfc — in efliinatioti with the public; hli 
tyrhole life had been devoted to llymr fcrvicc, and to forfeit 

their 
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tbclr cfttem wouU be hii greateft misfortune. YcaorNrt 
were fhort monofyl tables to decide fo great a queftion as thit 
which aifcflcd hia honour in a moil intricate buiinefs, nor 
could he give the negative or the afhrmauve to the hoooura^ 
ble gentleman until the caufes and were fully difcuiTed-, 

A very rcfpe£lable minority had, it was true, thought bis 
conduft ccnfurablc ^ hat a nvajority equally refpcfiable ifi 
charafter, and more dectlivc by numbers, had given him an 
opportunity to aiTcrt, that, by the collc^jvc fenfc of the 
Houfe, he was not ccnfurable. In that minority there werer 
many of bis pcrfonal friends, men with whom he held inti¬ 
mate acquaintance. They were entitled to every explana¬ 
tion in bis power to give them on a fubjefl where they had 
given their judgment without invedtgating the Fa£is^ and 
cenfured perfons by a determination on what might l>c called 
inti?githa caufa<„ Minorities, it was true, of Eaie, bad been 
held rcrpe^able ; and men plumed tbcmfelves on being In the 
fmallcr number, and having;thc fenfc of Parliament againft 
their conduct only by a fmail majority* This they conlider- 
cd not as cenfuro, but talked of it rather as an iionoorable 
iTiode of rerreating from olfice, tlian as the fenfc of the peo^ 

S le, that they were no longer worthy a continuance of hi* 
^ajefty^s favour* But he held the opinion of the Houle of 
Commons in a difFcrent point of view, and fliould always 
took up to the majority as the inbunal by which kU honour 
was to be condemned or acquitted, Thefc were ihc regula¬ 
ting principles of his heart and his judgment \ and to th< 
fcnic of the Houfc he fhould own palkvc obedience* With 
thefe fentiments iiis confcicnce was To enliglitencd, that ]i« 
fl^ould confidei' the cenfure of the Houle as ore of the great- 
elf external misfortunes upon earth ; a medicine of the moft 
naufeous kind. Public dlfpleafure was indeed a bitter draught. 
He then entered into a junification ^of his own condLift 
from his carl reft days, the motives that influciiccJ his con- 
duft ever fiuce he began the world, and fajd, that it wss 
always his maxim lojgftify the order of Providence, and the 
difiiolitiuri of the King* He talked of punifhing a perfba 
antecedent to trials as a meafare that ought to be reprobated, 
and as one of tbol'c aEls of cruelty that were unjufUtiablc ia 
a land of freedom.* When lie came jnto oflice, tvheo hia 
Maiefty was grticjouQy pljiafcd to give him the power of put¬ 
ting Into pra^icc that which he had fasted in theory, he had 
it in view to be lenient — to be and to look to the 

future, more than to tli^t wdiich wa?; He forcfhw ths 

gangers, ibc dillicultics, <S^ ILrutin’/k:^ the corduel of men 
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ifi oflicfj and bringing to ‘trial thofc flgainft whom there 
were many pubtic complaints. Clerks in the Ttcafury were 
alway& odious to the voigar idea, bccaufe it was generally 
tinderftoed that they could not there a£t honeftly, or with¬ 
out peculation, and the public were at all times ready to 
pnnifb them. The rl^ht hononrable gentleman then advert¬ 
ed to the motives which induced him to take up the great 
plan of reform, and in particobr to aholilh the hibotdinatc 
m'3turie&. He read an extraft fronn his pamphlet in refpeft 
to that department, and was proceeding more largely into 
the difeuflion, and making fonie pointed remarks on pa rty 
fpini in the prd’ent hufmers, when he was called to order by 

Air, Rdicj who defended himfelf from alt idea of that 
being the motive which induced him to take up that which 
he ilootl pledged to do in the prefent aiFaIr; be at the 
fame time could not helpobrerving, that the rigbr honourable 
genilcnian varied very much from the point in queflion, and 
was going into a matter that was not at all applicable to 
what was under conltcltration. 

Mr, Dertipjhr tliouglit, as a queflion bad been put to the 
right honourable geutlcfnAn, he ought to'have tlie liln'rty to 
ftate bis reafons to the Houfc either for giving or not giving 
his anfwcr, 

Mr, J^ox obfcrvcd, there svas not any motion before the 
Houie, and conrequenily nothing mote orderly under con- 
lideration. His honourable friend had been afkcd a quef- 
tion, and furely he was as juHifiRble in entering into his rca^ 
ions forgiving or not giving a direct anfwer, as the hnnout* 
able pro]>orcr ivas regular in alking that queftion wuhout a 
motion. .Besides, it was very probable that his right honour¬ 
able friend might end hu obfervations with moving the 
Houfc on the very fubjtA now in converfition. He, there¬ 
fore, for his part, tjiougbt that Mr, Burke was perfcftly 
orderly; and he thought he had a right to explain and enter 
fully into his rcafons, 

Mr, Burh faid, the lionourabte gcotlcman, althon^ not 
convcrlant in the bufinefs, yet was defiroua have it 
brought forward : but as explanations were not what he 
aimed at, he wifbed to have all julllfrcation laid afidc. It 
was criminality the honourable gentiemln looked for—not 
exculpation. The principles of tlip plan of rtform had hurt 
feme men forely, and feveral of them had loft that which 
they might never again ptdreft. Ho knew he had made liinU" 
fclf many enemies by that great bill of rcucnchment; but 
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jie Jiras prepared to meet them, as what he did was far the 
public good* He had not, in his ideas of retrenchment, any 
other view; he had no guih to palliate; no errors to cxciifc* 

He moved the addrefs to his Majcfiy for the reform. His 
MajcAy condefcended,^ gradonlly condefeended, ta comply 
.with the requtft of his Parllament; and, as he before obferv- 
^ed, he had the honour to be put in that Atuation of office 
which enabled him to juftify his theory by prafticc. The 
.right honourable gentleman, after fbinc farther obfervadon^, 

-took a view of part of the Adminiftration of LorJ Chatham 
in refpeft to the Treafury, and Hated the fituatior. of the ba* 
lances in the Paymaftcr’s difpofal at that time, Prom thence 
he came to the balances when he came into office, and drew 
a ptfliirc of the Treafury, which he laid exhibited the tears 
of ruin, aiu! the cries ofdcfpair, ^ HcmenEioned in pathetic 
terms, the death of the late Marquis of Rockinghann, who 
he faid was gone to a better place; and then lie adverted 
again to his own fituation, and was proceeding, when 

Mr, Rollc again called him to order, and was again ic* 
piled to Ijy 

Mr. Fox, who infiAcdon the right which bis friend had 
to be fully heard. 

Mr, Pfti thought, as the qucHion was a Hfigic one, it 
could be cafily aulwercd; and as the ordei of the day Aood 
for a very important matter of public Imllncfs, he withcd 
gentlemen would fltortcn the convcrfaiion, and come to the 
point. 

The S^Ciihtr faid, he had often repeated, and wifhcd t6 Thi 
iiTiprefs it on the mind of the Houfc, that converl'ations were 
dilorderly ; but any member hatl, in his opinion, a right 
to put a quedion to a Miniftcr, or pcifon in oflice, and ibat 
perfbn had a right to anlwer, or not to anfwer, as he thought 
proper, and, if he pleated, to explain and enter into a jufti- 
iicatibn of his condu£f, and give his reajbns before he gave 
his ani'wer to the queftion. This put an end 10 Mr, Roilc’s 
farther calling to order, and 

Mr* l^ui'kc proceeded, as he faid, 'it was necefTary for hint 
to fliew, and to oonvince the Hcmfc, rhar ir ivas not upon 
night grounds he had rcfloicd them ; and iliac no injury 
could puiUbly arile to the public from their reftoration, 

When he wasliift appointed Paymafter Crtiieral, he wcuf 
into otSec with the moft fixed rdblution lo ivmodncc into 
it every reform that hciliould fmd neccirary aud pra^icaldc;

Mr* Powell and Mr. BtmbritJge were Iits tnoft fttthful af-i 
lldants^ and nolwithH andrag tne fang nine hopes be entcr- 
lained of the power of reducing to praftice tlic refonns be 
had'projeftcd in theory, he took neaven to witnefs, that bad 
it not licqp for the aniduityj fidelity and indoftry of tbefe 
two gentlemen, he never could have been able to introduce 
the reforms which, he thanked God, he now faw cfiabKlhcdp 
An honourable me 111 her (fjovernor Johnftonc) had, on a 
forlner octafion, fa id that tlieury and pra^lice were two very 
dlfTcrent things; and what appeared moft fine and fpcctoos 
in the one, could never be reduced, at Icaft not without 
incredible difTictilty, to the other. The irutb of this ob- 
fervatioh he had felt in the Pay Office \ and tf he could 
claim any right to public gratitude for the favings he h^d 
made there, he declared he was in eonlcience liound to 111 are 
it with thefe two unfortunate gcntlenicn, wliole aqj]^ know¬ 
ledge of office, aAlvity, and alTiduity had removed di/ficut-> 
tics, which he muft otherwife have fouhd infurmountable. 
In order to (hew what merit Meffrs. Powell and Jiembridgt 
had with the public, in rendering Im theory praflicablc, 
lie ftated the balances which formerly lay in the PayniaHer’s 
hands; they amounted ettnmuntifus anm/f for the Uil twenty 
years, to 6oo,oool; and in! fbrae years they tverc as high 
as i,xoo,oQoI; thefe fums, thus tying in the Payjnafi;cr"a 
hand.s, brought no fuperlucratioti to the public; and yet at 
4I. per cent* were worth 24,000!, per annum, this was for- 
mcrly the avowed perquifite of the Paymaftcr; fo that witli ^ 
the ialary, the place uftd to be worth 27,061!. here was of* 
courfe a faving of 24,000!- a year to the public ♦ to this he 
added fome other very large futns, which formerly brought 
no fuperlticration to the public; but which at prefent, from 
the reform in the Pay Office, ef^fted a living td the Ek* 
chequer of 23,000!* a year; fo that the 'Vvhok laving which 
already accrued to the public, from hLs plan of reform m 
the Pay Office, amounted annually to 47,0^!* He prat fed 
Ihctrcondufl \$ men of bufiirefs, and religious integrity; 
faid'Iie eVCr found them juft in their accountand attentive 
and indefatigable to their dCTty; that whatever merit ht could 
claim in this ftform, he tofuft divide it equally with them ; 
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and that when he went p^it of office, he knew no men into 
whole hand^ he pould ip faff.ly truA the retnaimng balan¬ 
ces that in the * ^‘^'d on hU return to office, 

as he faw no ^count of ill pondu^ againft th'em, no do¬ 
cument to prove that tlie^ had erred, he certainly conlidered 
himfcifas juftifiod in rcllortng them to their places. 7'hc 
Vay Office was formerly a very faltening place, into which 
many a poor man had got^ who came out very rich ;—men 
who were weafeU when they crept and twitted themfelves at 
ci>rcT(pg, but who foon grew lb fat, plupip} jolly tficfc, 
that it a diffiepU matter to get them out again. To^ 
himfelf he could anfwer that the ailufion w^s not applicahk, 
for he was ftlll as lean as when he went in, and his determi¬ 
nation was to defiroy aU tlur tteam of fAtteffing in future, 
which had too long Men the cuttotn Iiitherto. Ao honour¬ 
able gentleman had, on a former day, mentioned 
wife, but he knew not whac was meant, as he had no ac¬ 
quaintance with E)ut lady. He thought, and ttill niaintained 
the thought, that the two clerks had been raOily retiioved ; 
and this much he would fay, that they were tp him uCeful 
men, and whhout whom he could not 1|av<i done the bull- 
nefs. Mr. Bembridge. at Leaft was in that fituation : his 
buttnett was a heavy talk, he had to make up the accounts 
of every troop of horfe, and every company of foot, the 
ftaff officers, garrifons, remittances, cjttraordinarJei, and 
to attend to the memorials, and the official correfpondents, 
excludve of making up the Paymatter's accounts. This was a 
buiinefs not within the corny^fs of every man^s abilities; and 
to perform which, he was not able to discover any perfon la 
tiie office capable. As to Mr* Powell, it was jmiJoJliLle that 
cither he or any other Calhicr could, as matters npvy ttood, 
pccculatc the public money, nor, except by forgery, have 
a ibilling from the Bank that was not fidi wanting for 
the immediate calls of real debts. The alTertions made that 
the buiinefs could be done without thefe clerks, or men of 
equal abilities, were mere aircrlio.is only, and mutt be made 
by men unacquainted with the nature of, and totally tlnverl- 
cd in the accounts the Pay Office. It put him in niinJ 
of an arroganf leaver who had a dlfpqfition to matrimony, 
and who entered into the conjugal ftatc, Tht ^^xt morning 
after Ills bj-idal night, being alked by an intimate friend, 
“ how often?” lie replied “ about fifty.” “Then 1 a am cer¬ 
tain,” lays the other, “ llicrc was iiune*” The office and 
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tKc connubial fituation are in thofc rcipc£ls {iniiUr^ mucb 
tluty to he piTforiiicJ, and inocli ftrcngtU required- 

Mr, Eft wick juft eben h.(vin|^ come into the Houfe, afked 
the-Speaker vjhnt the fubjei't inatter of debate was, 

Tlie speaker informed him ; and then, after the third in- 
tcrruptiofjj 

Mr, Kurkc proceeded with a remark that he was not at all 
furpTJzcd at fo often interrupted, as the buliriefs he 

knew w^s diOi^reeablc, whenever he rouchcfl upon the reform- 
He produced a letter from the inferior clerks, ftating their 
iniihiliry to get through the huiineft of the office, urtlcfi 
Meftrs. PoweU and BembrldQfe were reftored- ot lomc other 
ptiToiis apjjointed to their places, wliich letter he gave as 
another rc^fon for Ids having rtftored them- "J'hc laliour of 
the office he Hated to be very great indeed, from eiglit in 
the kiiornin^ until midnight, and therefore they dearly earn¬ 
ed their fahry, There were iw'o ways, hefaul, before him, 
when he came into office laft, cither to veftore the ojd or to 
take new clerks. I'he old to him were preferable, inafnmch 
they muft be much more ulcful to hitn than the new ; and 
as they were fo well acquainted with his plan of reform* 
And as there was not one of the inferior clerks on whofe 
fidelity, care and - accuracy, he could depend, he thought 
it moft prudent for hitnlelf, and better for the public, 
that they fhould be reftored* It was not to their pecuniary 
honefty, even was that fufpe£led, that he looked ; it w\is to 
their relieving liim to his weight of bufind's. But as he had 
oever dilcovered any degree of guilt in their cotidufl:, he was 
filll more induced to have the nffiftance of the ability lie I d 
tried. Having urged this very ftrongly, he dderibed Mr, 
i^owtll as a man as rdponfihJc as any in the kingdom, hut To 
ftFe£l:urtlly unhinged by what had lately happened, that he 
bad loft the power ol his former funiVions, and was of very 
little ufe in the oificr, uiilefs ivitii a pen in his hand. He 
fild, he was extremely nervous, and lb cxcftdingly affc^Ied 
by fomc recent circumftauces, that if lie put a queftion to 
him for ini'onuation, he could give no rational anther, but 
was Thrown into an agony. In keeping him inliis fituation, 
there fore, he could have no view, liut afenfe of juftice, arid 
a coivvi£ii(^ that he ought to protect a man fo fituaied, and 
not by difmilljng him, tend him to his trial with a fiipcrad- 
cd colour of criminality upon liim/ He declared, he had 
pulled tcveral fleeplefs nights, in confidcriog how he ought 
to aft; that his fear was not, whether be fhould keep hitn 
In hU office, but dm he fhould not, < /I'he fuggeftion again ft 
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him and Mr, Bcmbrldgej he faldj bad afted upon bis mindj ’ 
like the fuggeftion fiated by SkakefpearCj

iVncl mnr!c hta feared heart kriCK:k at his ribl 
the uA; of ii-nture ^ 

After mudi deliberation^ an'd deep thought, he was con* 
vinced he bad done right; if, however, his opinion mificd 
hhn, and he !iad erred, he awaited the judgment of ihc' 
Houfe; he held it his duty to aft for them; he had made 
an cffcftual reform; with their leave he ivoutd fllU goon, 
and extend that reform farther; hut if they fo far differed- 
in ienciment, he had only to fay, nmc dimhth prvum tuum^ 
On thefe groanch he put himfclf upon God and his country, 
that lie had afted for the beft, and that he had done what 
appeared to hhn moft conducive to the public good. He 
begged to rt-ni'iid the Houfe, that the reform was Ins prl- 
inary obi^-ft, and that the propofition cxprcfTcd the defigti, 
and neccliliy of nrikiiig the Tcfurm entirdy pcofpeftiv^c, an,d 
not rttrofpcftive, to operate as a reform, not a punilhment. 
It w^seafy to lee, that if the difficulty of criminal profecu- 
tioh'i of ofiVnccs was fuperudded to alVatliers, fuch mea* 
fure^ wouUl have been impofllble to t)c executed. He re* 
minded the Tloufe, that the feverity of all reform licing odi¬ 
ous and difagiecsbk to his nature, he never fl 10uU have 
tiiulertakcn it at all, but 00 the faitli of Parliament, that the 
tncdlTjcaiioi) fliould be admitted with the nieafurc. He had 
lurcceded in hU reform by winning the alTeftiDns of his fub* 
Old inarch; a:id in dead of hunting them for long praftifed 
abuses, he had met them at Mr, Rigliy\ hDfpitablc table in 
mutual kiriJncfs, and in joy and fcHivity, and there formed 
a conneftion with them, which enabled him to do fuch erfen^ 
lial Itfvice to the puldic. He conlidered that conneftion as 
obliging him to tcnJei ncfs and affeftion towards them; nor 
ilid j'pc i. that ni:ilevoKncc could impfy any wrong motive 
to thofe diiliL's wliicli Upcn mvt? ro each other, hy being placed 
in the fame otUce by Gotland their King, What was Aated 
were alt fafts, and die conclufion incvitahl % 

In point of fortune* Mr. Powell was a man fufficiently 
Tcfponfihk for any fhm of money, even if his truft had been 
pecuniary. Tire criminality againfl both were fneh as ad* 
mined much conrroverfy, and would be controverted in a 
court of juftree. That their guilt had been furmifed from 
a kind of confeiEon dravv;! from them, which though it had 
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ittiuccd iht late PaymafUr to difmifi them, did not, at the 
minda of men are di^erently aiftfted by the lame c'lrcum-* 
ilaocca, juftify him in p>fcjudicing the public fervice by re-* 
fuiing to employ men, of tvbofc capacity^ fidelity, and dili¬ 
gence, be l)ad the greatcl^ fxpericuco ; and who had the 
approbation of all the great perfi^ns who iUlcd thi^ office foe 
many, many year^. 

He fiiewcd that oiScUl men, abb enough in their depart^ 
jment, hut living always in lubita of dependence, and much 
fecluded from the world, were fo timid and helpUfE, that he 
was furc the interrogatories of a fuperior might frighten 
Any of them into a confefiton of any crime wliaUbevcr^ He 
feid, he could not reconcile to hts confcience to fend men. In 
many refpe£\s fo meritoriogs, after & many years I'crricc, 
whatever their faults might be, to a trial, already precon¬ 
demned and ruined, one of tbetti in fortune, and both in 
charaAer* 

Such were the circutnflances of their reftor ail on; to the 
aothority 4^ PaHiauicnt lie was forced to fulmiit* He had 
ilil) great matters of reformation to propofe to Parli^imcnt, 
be would 4 o it, if the Houle did not refulh to let Jiim excr^ 
ci& tl^at bntty In the execution of them, which alone could 
prevent reformation from becoming profecution ; if other* 
wiie^ he flionU drop them. 

TIk cafe of the two unfortunate gendemen he left to tltc 
humanity ^ud juftlfc of iluc Houi'e, 
ifr>RglLt, Mr, faid, he was not fatisfiecl with wliat the right 
honoAirabie gentleman had faid, and that he lUould name ,a 
day to moy« the HoufeontlLe bufinefs. 

Mr* Burtc, Mr* l^SS^d pardon for not ftaliog that Mr. Powell 
had resigned at his own requeit, and tlut Mr. Bcmbridge had 
jmffeted to do To Likcwllc, but op this he trufied the Houle 
WQoU not however, he would take the fenfe of tltc 

members by what might fall from two or three leading men, 
and not by dtvifion. 

Mf. Hoik cUoughc that Mt. Bembridge Ihould go out 
well as Mr. Powefi. 

Mi.w.pitt. Mr. Put withed to have the fenCe of the Houfo coLk£leJ, 
jiu the honourabLc.gcntleniaii wifhed, and deemed the con* 
^inuance of Mr. Bcmbridge, pndcr the prefent circumftan^ 
CCS, as incompatible with me public intcreft. 

Mr. Ft*. Mr, Fjv^ thought, after whift fell from his honourable 
^iend on the bu(ine(s gf reform, and after the cleAr manner 
ja which every matter w.as flatcd^ that A was a bard 
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priof- to trial, to 4 film hf turning h*m Cun of 

ilut as fb t«f])e€iable a nuirtber 2t thofe who cortipofod iho 
inmortty thought that Mr. Benibri^i^ fhould be dilinlffed^ 
he wifhed bis right honourable friend to accept the re- 
lignatton* 

Mr. Righy entered into a defertce of the two officer*, and Mr.ftigbr. 
thought it hard the Houfe fllould cenfure them, prior to 
iml^ and throw out hints tliat might bki’s tlie Jury that was 
to try them, fonic of whom might at that moment be in the 
gallery. He faid, that having fbr thirteen years been a wjt* 
liefi of the conduft of Mr. Powell and Mr, Bcmbridge, and 
thole gentlemen having in all that time conducted ihcmlelvca 
entirely to his fatisfaclion,* the Houfe might poffibiy have 
thought Ibmethtng nu^t to be faid by him on the prefent 
fubjeri; and indeed he fhonld have‘laid claim to their atten¬ 
tion to an argument or two, to ffitw the great impropriety of 
having thole minutes of the Treafnry laid before them that 
had been called for, if a right honourable gentle man, in high 
o/Hce, h.d not fo fully and Co completely, in his mind, flated 
that impropriety. lie agreed with fomc learned gentlemen, 
who had faid, that the juHice of the Houfe ouglic to be the 
firil thing confidered, with rcipeft to the cafe then l^eforc 
them; but he faid, what had been a matter of jufticc then^ 
was now a matter of humanity; every genllemaa muft feel, 
that the lefs that was laid tn that Houfe rcfpe£ling Mr, 

Powell and Mr. Bern bridge, the more humanely they would 
afV, aCwl that to offer any farther motion upon the fultjefV, 
would be the height of inhumanity, after what had paffed* 

Having faid this, Mr* Rigby acknowledged, that Mr, Burke** 
dcfcripuon of the duties of the Accountant hid been accurate 
and prccllc, and faid, that the bunhen of the office lay upon 
him, but that neither the Cafhlcr nor Aecoumant, regoUted 
as the office now was, could do the public the ftnalleft jnjuf- 
tice, with regard to pccculatjon or meddling widi money, 
unlefs, as the right honouiahle gentteman hai lard, they 
went I he length of forgery, and that crime, even if thry 
were diipofed to hazatvl it, could fear cel y be perpetrated with 
cfFe^t Having fj^ld this, he lubmittcd it to thecoilfiden* 
tion of the Houle, trhethcr they might not, conveni¬ 
ence to the bDlini!fs of the office, and without the, fhialleft 
danger to the public, allow Mr. Bembtidge to rDutlnue ca- 
ercifing the futiffions of Accountant, In thecodffhof hit 
fpeech, he urged the great injuUfcc the Hoiffc woidd 
been guilty of, had th^y ordered the fninotes -of Tw- 
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fary to be Uid before them* Had they done fo, he con¬ 
tended that, they odght to have called MeflVs. Povrelt and 
Bcmbrldgc, to have heard what they had to fay 3gam^t thofe 
juinotcs* He knew, be 'faid, what their cafe was, and its 
criminality depended altogether animifj it l>ad been com- 
initted* He obferved allb, tliat Mr* Powell flood charged 
with having a£lcd wrong, not in hi ^ ch a rafter as Calhier^^ 
bat in hh charafter of hxecuror to the late Lord Holland* 
Mr* Pi'pp^r objrftcd to the fuffering Mr, Uembridge 

to continue to aft as Acepontant; he fald, he hoped what 
the Houfe had now done, would become a precedent, and 
that it would hereafter follow of couife, that when any rc- 
fponfiblc public officer was prortctlcd a gain ft legally for a 
breach of mift^ let private opinion df his innocence be what 
k might, that he fbeuld Hand I'afpcndcd froin his public em¬ 
ploy, till the matter of criminality charged againft liim was 
decided by a jury* Mr. Ardea ft.'i.eJ the charge againft 
Mr, Jiciiibridge to be, that he had iuffeied certain interpola¬ 
tions and infertions to be^inde in accounts delivered in to 
the Auditor, nnd concealed rercain matteis which he knew 
of, and which it was his duly to difeover, nflbftlng the pub¬ 
lic to a very coiilid jrabic fimount, ■ 

Mr* Alarun roft to fav, that as he had on the firft day, 
when the matter was advtued to, fpoken ftrongly on the 
fghjeft, lie wdlied to have it known, that hi$ having done 
fo proceeded from no party motive whatever, and that fc^ 
far from being aftuated hv perional pifjuc or prejudice, he 
IhouU feel moft uncomfortably, if he entertained an enmity 
againft any one human creature hrcarhing* 

Governor then rolh to reply ro ft>mc parts of Mr* 

Boike^s fpceth, in which that gentleman had glanctd at what 
the Governor had fald on a former occadotj, and had obferved 
that the Governor was of Intc much in the habit of hnding 
fault wiiii his condtift. The Governor declared he hud the 
fnlleft conviftion of the honourable gcnfleman pofft.fling as 
much humanity as ho laid claim to, but ihat he would once 
repeat what he had beroto faid, vi;^* that his luinudihy fre* 
^quently ran avray with him, and rendered him unfit to aft 
^with that deepen and fumnefton gre^ and imporiant occa¬ 
sions, which a confiiuimate ftaielman ought to have at com¬ 
mand* The honomable gcarJemanj he laid, Jiadgreat fenh- 
^bility and many virtues, he could dot neverthdefs regard him 
other than as afrail membtr of the cominutiity, and that for 
the realdu he had ftaicd. The hoaourablc gentlqrau talked 

s of 
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his fiatling fault -with hii conduft. Certainly they 'Wire 
not in habits 6f political frrcndfliip. It was Impoflibie that 
they Ihoutd be fo, and he would teU the honourable gentle¬ 
man when they ccafcd to continue tn fuch habits. Onanoc- 
cafLon the moft malignant that human depravity could exer-* 
eife its bafeft inveteracy Upon } when a motion was made to 
with-hold the governtnent of Greenwich Hofpital from a brave 
fca ofheer, who had been wounded in thetervice of bis coun¬ 
try, and who had fpent many years in that fervice with the 
greateft hoiJour, but who happening by one political afl to 
dlfplcaie a party, had been not only prolcribcd by that party, 
but perrccuted with the moft unremitting vengeance, 

Mr. Pitt fpoke to order, and faid, if the honourable Mr. 1/f* 
gentleman would give hitn leave, he would advife him 16 
poftponc going into fubjcfls that could not have the leafi re¬ 
lation to the converfation that had been juft held, which of 
itfclf had been extremely diforderly, but which had been al¬ 
lowed and fubmitted to, becaufe it had been thought ne- 
ceftary. 

Governor yohnfione fiid, whinever he was attacked by any Covemm 
gentleman, either directly or indireflly, he would always 
reply in his own defence, and If the Houfe liftened to the 
one, they ought in juftice to hear thcbchcr: but he was far 
from ddlring at any time to pcrfift in defending himfclf 
againft their icnfe and Inclination. 

Mr, Burh deftred to underftand, what hts conduff was Mi-, Bufkri 
to be whh refpe^ to Meftrs, Powell and Bembridge. He 
was, he conceived, to accept their rcfignations in compliance 
with the opinion of the Houfe, and wa^ not to be refponfihle 
for the conlcquences. 

Mr. Powys was of the opinion, that it was improper Mr^Pawyi, 
to prejudge; but h< wifticd it to be held as ancftablifhcd 
principle, that no peribn under profecution fhouLd, during 
that profecution, hold any ofticc of truft, 

Mr. Rolft was fatisfted, and faid, that the accepted rehg^ Mr. KolU^ 
nation of the two ofheers would make his motion unne- 
ceflary. 

Ml*, Burit repeated that he was not In that cafe to be coo- Wi, Borfet^ 
fidered fefponfiblc for the conftquences, tn the delays of 
office which their tcftgnation would occafton. 

Mr* Kttjyoit^^vc notice,- that whten the legal procefs was Mr, Kea* 
dafermined, he ftiould mbve for the minutes of the Treafury, 
meaning to ground a motion on thofo minutes. Mr* Kenyon 
dcfired to let Mr, Rigby right m one particular* Mr, 

V«L. X* i Powell 
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Powell >vat not now proceeded arainfl in hUcharndler of an 
Executor to i nohle Lord who was no more, but in bis pub¬ 
lic charafter of Cafliicr of the Pay Office, A civil fuit in¬ 
deed would be comiiii^nctd againd him in his cliarafter o£ 
Executor to the late Lord Holland, 


Mr, Biter, mifuntltrftanding Mr, Kenyon’s notice, was 

fecgtnniug to rcaibn upon the cojittadifVion exemplified in its 
being on the Umc day declared, that the matter fhould now 
reft that Houfe, and that it was to be reviycJ in ano¬ 
ther fhape hereafter; when he was fet right hy Mr. Kenyon, 
Lwd jAhn Lord ycfM Cavcndlfi faid, if when the trial at law was de- 
CAvcndiib. c'ided, the karned gentleman meant to revive the bufinefs, he 
might do it; hut he could not help laying, that his opinions 
never had been very much in favour ot the Houfe; and a 
part of it had lowered itfelf conlidcrably in his judgment by 
the conduft purfued on die bufinefs that had been lb mucH 
agitated. 

Mr* Atdeii. , Mr. jfrdcn was Warmed by this remark, and rofc with fomc 
ficat to exculpate himiblf from being comprehended within 
its fcope. He declared that he had been actuated by public 
motives, and no other. 


At length tJic conversation was put an end to by Mr, W. 
S, Stanhope moving that a new writ be iffued for Newton, 
in Lancaflilre, in the room of Thomas Peter Ltgh, Efq, 
who had accepted of an Knfigncy of fool. 


CUSTOM-HOUSE REFORM BILL, 

The order of the day being upon motion read, for the fc- 
cond reading of cho Cuftom-Houfc bill, and the Speaker 
putting the qudUon, ** that this bill be now read a fecond 
time,’* 

Dlv.Diu- Mr, Dauheny moved, that it be deferred for three months, 
and gave his rcafons for the motion, but in fo low a tone of 
voice that we could not hear his argument, farther than that 
the bill in hit mind, tnftcad of pi^ucing (economy would 
be produflivc of expence, 

Mr* Gjf. Mr, Qafim‘^ne^ junr, feconded the motion, and 4 bje^ed 
ftrongly lo the principles of the bill; he inftftcd that it 
was tTuH to take away the places pf *thc deputies to 
. patent offices, as they were by no meaiis finccure pUces, 

' and there were many other circiKuftanccs jto which he 
could not bring Uia'ifelf to agree, as they militated ftrongly 
both againft juftice and gencroflty- He deferibed the bill 
as Uable to many objections, 3$ well with regarti to 
iu principle, ss to the various ckufcs it contained, Hav* 

ing 
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Having.a good deal to fay with refped to the latter, he de- . 
cUred he would not then take up much of the time of the 
Houfe, but would ^e^ervc his objefilons to the cUufes till 
the bill wa$ in a Committee, (if ic^thould be the fcnl'e 9f 
the majority chat it ought to be lent to one) and Ihould that 
be the cafe, after it had gone* through the Committee, aiuj 
received as much correftion and improvement as a Commit-, 
tec could give it,' he would then trouble the Houfe with a 
few arguments againfl its principle, which he could by no 
means contidcr as iit to be adopted. One remark he would 
then make, to prove how highly objeftifinable it was in an cf- 
fential particular. If it paifed as it flood, a fevere injury, ns 
he bad Jald, would be done to a body of men, whom 

ro crime had been proved, and againfl whom no enme could, 
he was perfuaded, be alkdged. He meant the deputies 10 
the holders of patents places, many of whom were not ap¬ 
pointed by the'patentees, but all of whom, without a co¬ 
lour of rcai'oa^ or a pretext of juftice, would lie deprived of 
their livelihood, and have to fcck to earn their bread, l,y ' 
means which they were yet to learn* Mr* Gafcoigne de- 
feribed the deputies of the patentees as a fet of honeft, in- 
duHrious, deferving individuals, many of whom had fpent 
the greater part of their lives in the public fervice, had al¬ 
ways l>ornc rcl'pcAahle cUaraflcrs, had proved ihemfetvcs 
men of unimpeachable integrity, and had uniformly a£le4 
in Luch a manner as to entitle them to the proteflion of 
Parliament* To turn thefc men adrift without a provillon 
of any kind, was, he faid, as inhumane as it was unjufl; if 
therefore the bill fbould fo far meet with the faqflion of the 
Houfe, as to lie allowed to go to a Committee, he hoped, 
that in the Committee he fhould b^ pcruiicted to introduce ^ 
cUufe to cure this alarming defeft, and render it in that par¬ 
ticular at leaft Icfs objeflionahle. With regard to the priq* 
clple of the bill, Mr. Gafcoigne faid, he would for the pre- 
fcrit only obferve, that it appeared to him to be a bill whiel^ 
would tend in a very great degree to ditiunifh the influence 
of the Crotvn, the qucTtion naturally therefore would refuJt, 
whether the Houle ciiought that the influence of the Crnwti 
ought to be morodimimfhed than it, was or not? That 
fjucOion, however, he would not then enlarge upon, baf 
Would content himfdf whb leconding the ameimiTiefit of 
honourable gentleman near hinii 

Mr* was of the fame opinion, and inflil'cd that 

bill would,^fo fir af^ing as an cpconqjnicat bill, be 

I 2 quite 
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quite the reverfc; for the compeiifatiou tliat muft be given 
to thofe perfons, whoi'e places would be taken away, would 
be a freln means of burthcnicig the fubjeft wirh new taxes* 
Mr.AmbUr Mr* of ihi: fame opinion; he faid, that the pro-- 

pofition, of abolilliing certain patent offices, and making 
the patentees a compensation, lyas not only putting the pub¬ 
lic to a very confiderablc and unncccfTary expcnce, but juft 
the very worft way that could poffilily be takerti to effect a 
fcformj if a reform in that particular were neceftiiry* The’ 
obvious mode of aboiifhtng patent places, Mr. Ambler faid, 
would have liecn the way that had been uniformly adopted 
in the preceeding bill of reform, namely, enafling that tho 
prcfeni holders of them fliould eonrinue to pofi’cls them while 
they lived, but that after their deaths no more patents fhould 
be granted. He alio fhewed, that accord!qg to the prereiit 
bill, the influence, the power, and tlic revenue of the Com- 
miflioners of Cuftoma would be very greatly increalcd ; a 
circnmftance by no means to be deftred, 

Mr* Holdf- Mr* Hddfwmh fpoke in favour of the bill, and thouglit 

waiih. extremely nccellary, as the prefent enormous fees pai<l by 

merchants rendered it very expenfive to expedite buiineU, 
MnW.Pia, Mr* Flit fald, he trufled that gentlemen would allow 
hU motives for bringing in the bill were jufl, and that the 
principle of the bill was good, however obje^ ion able fomc 
‘ ^ of ibe claufca might l>c; therefore the faireft way would 

to- let It go to a Committee, and then the cbmfes would be 
fairly atgued, andfuch alterations as might bethought nseef- 
fary would be made; he was certain, he faid, that the bill 
was not perfedt, therefore he fhould he happy in every aflif^ 
tanee gentlemen would give him; but the fees taken at the 
Cuftom-houfe were cnoimaus, buTiheoftnne to trade, and 
ferved in 1 great m^ralufe as covers for corruption* That 
the cotupenfation to lit made to ])crfons whofe offices would 
' be taken away, muft certainly add to the prefent burthens 

- of the fubjeil ; yet gentlemen ought to confidcr whether it 

would not be much better to have a temporary burthen, than 
a continuance of the prcletit cnonnoiu praflicc. He defired 
to know, if any man would he hardy enough to declare^ 
lhai perfons hording patent places, ought not to do the duty 
of thofe placea, or give up iheir patents? Or would any 
' man fay, that if if were true that exorbitant fees were taken, 
* ' many of them arbitrarily ictdcd, fuch fees ought not to be 

:tbobftied } Wkh regard to the cbjeflionsthat be, hoard that 
day, they were fuch might be obviated* One gentleman 

had 
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had advifcd that the patents now in cxiftcncc, fliouM 
tinuc to be held by their prefent poiTciTors t\\\ their deaths^ 
and that after that time^ no tnore patents {tiDuld be granted.. 
Even that was^ in his opiniorii though it fell far Ihort of 
his tdea^ a proposition to be dell red, and if he could obtain 
no more, he Should be glad to get fo much reforin. He de¬ 
clared, that the claulc giving the CnenmiSEoners of the Cuf* 
toms an ervcrcale of influence and of revenue, (as had been 
obferved by Mr, Ambler) was an overfight, and would cer¬ 
tainly be corredVed in the Committee. With regard to the 
die bill would have on the inEuence of the Crown, it 
had been faid, that it would diminifh the induence of the 
Crown, and that had been ftated as a complaint, it was a 
little novel CO hear fuch a matter objected to; but he had 
heard the Ijill cllewhere objefted to for a very OppoEte re^ 
fon; it had been without doors faid, it would tend tocdcreafo 
the inEucncc of the Crown, If he was to give his opinion, 
he Ibould rather think it would; but he did not fee that as 
an obje^Lon, bccaute though it cncreafed thcinducncc of the 
Crowij on the one hand, it diminiflied It on the other, and 
the latter ought Co he balanced againftche former; even if It 
preponderated in favomr of the mcreitfe,. it was that fort of 
increafe that appeared to him to be kail dangerous, and Icaft 
likely to corrupt, as it went among the luafs of the people, 
and not among ihcir reprefentatives. Mr, Pitt recapitulated 
his arguments, and prelled the Houfe to kt the bill go to > 
CmnmUiee, drclaring, he by no means wiflied to hurry it 
through the Ho-Ue, and that if when it eame out of a Commit¬ 
tee, it was thought advifcablc to poEponc the farther pro* 
grefs of it tjU the next Section, he fhould have no objefkion. 

T'he LorJ Afayor (Mr, NewnhamJ faid, he wa$ confident 
that the bill would by no means be'an oeconomical reform, 
fur it would occaQon a heavy and fevere tax ; and in a large 
circle of merchants with whom he hadconverfed upon the Cub- 
jefl, he found only one that made any complaint of the prs- 
ient fees being enormous. The fees that were given were 
10 conlidcration of the clerks expediting the merchant^’ buE- 
nefs, which it would be impoflible for the merchants to do 
without them ; thi^refore, as the clerks at the Cuftomf attend 
extra hours to do tliat bufipefs, it was extremely right they 
fhould be paid Tor To doing. His Loidfltip faid, there wsit 
one grievance relative to the Coftouii, of which all the 
merchants he had ever met with loudly complained, and that 
wat the complicated natuf<; of the duties. If they were ftm- 

*’ plificd^ 
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Would prove a real accominodation and convenience 
to all concerned in trade and commerce* At preCent tlitre 
W3I fcr.rccly a merchant in Lon Ion who could mike out 
what his dudes amounted to — not a merchant’s ckik that 
could do it* His Lordfliip thought it would increafe the 
influence of the Ciown, As i proof that a fcverc and hea¬ 
vy burthen would he laid on the people, his LorJfhip faiJ, 
the land-tax, hy the rcl'otm as it was called^ would he dimi' 
niflied 7500U in the ward where the Cuflom-houfe flood, 
and the compenfation to he made to the perfons dil'nufl'cd 
would amount lo ati enormous fuiTi; for, to his certain 
knowledf^c, the purchafe and fadsfadlion to uiadc for oue 
patent place* was no Icfs a fu'ii th.m S2,cool. 7 'hc lemoval 
of other public offices had occitfioneJ a ddkkncy in the 
City receipt of the land-tax of 3000U a-year* 

SlrEdw* bir Eiiui/ard was of opmmn, that tU<t enormous pa- 
tent and iinecurc places ought to be reduced, and every re¬ 
form portible made to extricate the country from t!ie heavy 
bnrthttis it laboured under; but he had made an obtervaiioo, 
tliat ^^rhenever a propofiiion for rcfoim came from one fide 
of the Hogfe, the other lide, merely from par»y fpitit, was 
fore to oppofe it, which was one great rcafbii why no reform 
whatever took place ; and indeed he always took notice, that 
there was a vaft difFcrcncc between the cotidufl of gentlemen, 
when in and out of office, relative to rcfoim. He laid, 
among other aiguments, the Heir Apparenr, when he came 
to the Crown, ivouM have nothing to gtve aji ay, there were 
fo many patent pkeer already given iiway in rtvcrlion, and 
fb many more would be fb given away, if the prefent bill, o^ 
fomcthing hke it, did not pafV, 

Mr* Vil b Mr* uid, the woithy Alderman who reprefent^ 

4 t\t, fo great a city as llmt of London, ought always to have tht 
- lead over the member of any other city, and, to the prefent 
tufinefs, be had over him ; for the chief magiftrate, in con^ 
veriing with the merchants of London, had found one who 
, approved of the bill; now, in converfing with ttffe merchants 
of llriftol, he could no: find any one that was or opinion th^ 
bill was a good one* * 

Mf*SefTc- Mr* ^ccr.'Mry wap of opinion the-hilt, by all means, 
1317^01, Ihould go W a Committee, for ilo perfon, ufilefs he totally 
Objc£fcd rothe principle of the bill^ could, with any propri- 
ety, Tcje^l it, on account of fomc of the claufes being bad, 
which, beyond a doubt, might be fairly canvaflcdtfnd alter¬

As to 
tlic induentc of the Crown* the right honourable gcnticinan 
had rcalbncd very fairly, 7 "hc bill tended to diminifh it in 
fomc in dances, to eucreafe it in others. With refpe£l to pa¬ 
tent places, he muff own, that of all other fpedes of influ-> 
cnce the Crown poiTefled* he approved of that the moil, be- 
caufe he believed it to be a fort of influence the leafl: produc¬ 
tive of bad confct^uences. Men, who pofTefled patents for 
life, gcrcralIy feeling thcmfelvcsas independent, and as.littto 
under influence as any men whatever, Widi refpeft to what 
fell from the honouraWe Earonct, [Sir Edward Aflley] he 
niuft reply, that be by no means thought the rcm^ikjuft 
with refpeft to him, or the friends with whom he ; for 
the reform that his frknd [Mr* Burke] had U> ably propofed 
whilft out of oflicc, he had inftantly put in itircc when he 
came in, and he defied any per Ton to fay or prove, that tlw're 
was nnc promife of reform that be or his filends had prcpolVd 
whiift out of office, which they had g^Hlc from fuicc they 
came in ; if there was, let it be mentioned, and they would 
inftantly fet about it; but, however rcfpcffablc the honour¬ 
able Baronet might be from his independence or public fpirif, 
ho by no means could allow he was jfffl to make a general 
charge, without being able to fpetify one pariicular- 

Slr Edivard ^I/y he did not particularly accufe the 
Tight lionourablc Secretary, but he pcrfeflly well remember¬ 
ed that thcKeform bill mentioned by Mr* Buike, whilftout 
of oflicc, coniaincd ihu abolition of a fmccure place, [the 
DuCcliy of Lancafter] bur no {boner did that Adminiftratioti 
come in, but Mr, Dunning, now Lord Afliburton, was ap¬ 
pointed to ihe place, and the fame fet of gentlemen were very 
clamorous, and he thought with mnd^juflicc, againfl the no¬ 
ble l^ni 'in ihe blue ribband fur granting pcnfioos to Lord 
Loughborough, Mr^ Robinfon, &c. yet, inflaatly on com^ 
ing into oflicc, they granted a penflon to a perfon [Col, 
Bartc I who now is, but was not at that time, a tit objcif\ for 
one. Sir Edward (hid, hc^ feared no man, nor any ftst of 
ttien» tic was a pUta country gentkman, and Ead no mo¬ 
tive for his conda£l but CO fervu hU country, ile had rq- 
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cCiYtJ no fiYotlr from any AtJrtiiniflratJonj irftltber did he 
care who he dlfchligcd.. Sir fulward declared, he had a great 
Tefpefl for fcvcral now in Adininiftration; he had often voted 
with the right honourable Secretary who fpote laft ; htf 
thought his ftirnner Adminiftration had done the country mneh 
fervice, and he declared he fhould have been glad of conti- 
nuing to fupporthim, had h&not coupled himfelf with others, 
whom he could by no means approve. 

Mr, Foi, . Mr. /cv replied, that the biftory of thofe peofions was 
pretty well known, and the fountain from which they fpruhg. 
He infifled upon it, that if that Ac’niinlftration, of which 
he conipofed a part, were to blame, it was for iheir ilacknefs 
in not bringing forward in three months every reform that 
was pofliHc; but flack as they bad been, they had made a 
greater reform in ihatfliort time than all the Admlniftraiions 
put together, which had iac for in any years.

BUDGET. TAXES, 

The order of the day, for going into a commitmof ways 
and mtans, was next called for, and read* The Speaker 
hU the chair, 4 Qd Mr, Ord having taken that of the Cum- 
tuiuec, 

Lord yobfi Otn^ti^^ifh entered upon the arduous talk of 
opttiingthe budget of taxes; he faid that fuch a da) as this 
yvH alv^ays an unplcafant day to a Chanceliq^ of the 
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qacr, who m% ciUe<I vipon to perform the unpopular oUke' 
of impofing burdens on the public; bur it wua mpr# 
peculi^irly unplcalaut \o him, who felt within himfdf a cou*^ 
feioufaefs how greatly unfit he war for the fituation which he 
held : however, he had one confolation in thU unpopular 
buliucfi, which wa?, that it was noceffary ; and that though 
he war called Upon ofhciatly ^to propofe taxes, every gcuile- 
man in that Houle was in fa£t as much interefted la the hu-* 
fineft as he was ; for the credit of ihc nation iiixift be upheld, 
and every man in the Houle, nay, every man of property’ 
in the kingdom, was as imererted in fupportmg it, as 
the Chancellor of the Exchequci t the tntCTcft of the loan 
mull be paid, and conieqacntly the credit of the nation 
called for taxes to raife a fund tor the payment of that intc^ 
refti. Having had this nccetUty in view, it had become hi* 
duty to turn his thoughts mon fcrioufly to the fubje^, and 
Co.conlldcr by what means fuch a fund could be raifed with 
certainty on one hand, and with the kaft inconvenience to 
the public on the other ; bearing this in his mind, he natu^ 
rally turned His thoughts to the cuAoms and cxcifc; but 
he foon found that nothing could lie more improper, than to 
attempt to encreafe the burdens already laid upon [hefe two 
branches of the revenue ; the Aorms ^nd tempells of the tai% 
year, and the confequent bad harvcil had convinced him of 
the neccfTicy of looking cl few he re for obje£ls of taxation ; 
gentlemen all knew how general the complaints were of the 
Scarcity of corn; and therefore they mu(t agree with him, ^ 
that to lay additional burdens on cxcife, wiitch muff fall uU 
tiniatcly on corn, would be cruel, and to the Jafl degree dii^ 
trefiing in tlic preknt ftate of the country. Having therC" 
fore given up all idea of increaltng the duties on cuftonis and 
excite, he turned his thoughts to other objects ; and made 
choice of fuch of them as he thought could well bear uxa^ 
lion, and be truly produflive of thofe fums, that he cxpe£^cd 
to draw from them ; and he trufted they would appear as un*^ 
objcftionabic and as dcfirable to the CornmliTee as they did 
to him.—The hrif objefls of the taxation which he intended 
to propofe, were 

BILLS of EXCHANGE, 

Tl\e ftamp tax impo&d laft year on bills of ex¬ 
change, had been very productve; for it produced 
a greater fum than his ^rcdcccfTor cxpc^cd to have 
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driwn from it; from be could perceive tlie tax 
waa far from being burdenfbmci that it would 
bear an increafe, and therefore he propofed tliia 
year to double the duty; fo that the tax having 
laft year produced 56^0001. the addUtonal duty 
would therefore amount to - ^ jCAooo 

To the fame tax he propofed to fubje^t ad pro- 
roiflbry notes; and alfo bllU of exchange drawn 
on foreign countrie*. He propofed alto to take 
away an exception in the aA of laft which 

had opened a door to numberlefs evaUons. ThU 
exception was in favour of all bills of exchange 
drawn on dentand: under the favour of this excep¬ 
tion, ways and means had been very ingenioudy 
contrived to draw bills, that though It was tnten- 
' ded they fliouU! I>e bills on demand, they were in 
ia£f, worded as if they were actually to l^e paid on 
demand ; by taking away this exception, and fab- 
jcAing promifTory notes to the payment of this 
duty, he expected to ratlc at Icaft - ^ 44,0c- 

' He (liouLd ntake hU motion as extensive as pof- 
fible, leaving it to the wifdooi of the Houle to 
snake fuch alterations a& they might fee necclfary 
when a bill was brought in for the purpofc of en¬ 
forcing the taXp foreign bills, his i-ordihip faid, 
would undoubtedly be excluded from this tax, as 
we had no right to levy impoiitions on bills drawn 
abroad ; but the Orhuh legilUturc had a right to 
lay a tax on all bills drawn here to l>e lent al^Oad.

fourcc to govern menu ThU tax, hii Lord fit if> 
imagined, would prodnee an imincnle fum, make 
people more regular in their payments, )nd be of 
iniinitc ufe to trade m general. In order to en¬ 
force it, he meant in the bill to be brought in, to 
make all receipts that were not upon the itamp fpe- 
citied iUegal, and of no eltefl, therefore it could 
hardly be fuppofed tliat a tindelman, for the lake of 
two-pcnce, which was but the two hundred and 
fortieth part of forty fhillings, would run the riJk 
of paying a bill a fccond time. As this tax was 
meant to be extended to pariGi rates and taxes, it 
would aft as a trifling fureharge on aUthe different 
Guns now paid al:)Ovc 40s* and be the fame as the 
additional 5 per cent* was on all cxcife duties 
which, ihfiugh it appeared dreadful at GrG, liad in 
the end been found not very buideJifouie, The 
obje^ of who Giould pay the ftamp was, in his 
Lurdlliip^s opinion, fcarcc worth conteiuling 
for there would l>e few peribns (b ncglcflful in nay- 
ilicir money a§ not to take a receipt* Lord 
John Gated that the pro<tacc of tlds tax muit ne- 
fcG'arily l>e a matter of nnrertaimy ; if ic was the 
humour to evade it, there was no laying what it 
might produce, or indeed how little, as there could 
be no means of forcing men to give receipts; but 
there were calbs in which it could be enforccd» 
and if once given inro, it M'ould bring in % large 
fuffl. Regulations would l>c neeeffary to give it a 
degree of coercion; for inG:mcc It migbi be or¬ 
dained by an that in any account, 10 cftabliGi 
which there might be oecalion to have rcccurfc to 
Jaw, no receipt ihout<i be deemed valid which had 
not the Gamp upop it. This, he conceived, would 
operate very greatly to make the tax be paid gene¬

On thefc fevcral articks he propofed an addi* 
tional ftimp duty; the bonds, in particular, he ob¬ 
served, called for fuch a duty; as a bond fora 
fmall fum paid as high a duty as one for icol. He 
thought it fteedlcf$ to enumerate the different war* 
rants, and other law procefics, that were to befiib- 
jeflcd to this additional fiamp; they were enume¬ 
rated in great number of relbluiions that he in¬ 
tended to fubmit to t!ic Committee lo the courfc of 
the evening. His Ijordflfip obferved, that as be 
meant carefully to avoid all additions to the cuRom

The tax impofed on thefe laft year, had been 
found extremely produffcive; nay, io great was the 
ipirit of competition between tM proprietors, that 
they had abfolutely Lowered their rates, by which 
he was encouraged to hope that they would be very- 
able to bear an addiiional tax Of one halfpenny per 
mile, the produce of which he rated at ^.5,000

By a fmall duty on thefe, he propofed to raifcp

He remarked, that by an a£l palled in the reign 
of King William IIL a duty had been impofed 
all comrafls; but no mention was made in the aft, 
of agreements to make thefe contracts, now it was 
his intention to fubjeft fuch previous 
to the tax, as alfo all inventoriet taken with a 
view to any legal proceedings. 


QJJACK MEDICINES, 

_ Thefe iic thought very proper objefls of taxa* 
tion; and he believed the Houfe would l>e furpriz- 
ed at the fum, that he had good grounds that a tax 
on them would produce. Firil, he would have all 
pcrfonswKo fold medicines and who were not regu¬ 
larly bred to the profefhon of doftors, &c. to take 
out a Licence; and this being done, there ftiauld be 
a duty of 8h per cent, laid on the medicine, 
which he believed would produce annually, a

There were two other ob|cds of taxation, which he was 
ready to lubmit to the conirderatton of the Committee, if 
they (liould find any of the others fo ohjcdVionable, as to 
deem 't ncceffary to rejeft them; other wife he did not in’^ 
lend to move themi 'riicfe two ohje£^s were weights and 
meaJurcs, and an additional duty on the portage of letters l 
a tax on weights ahd meafares would operate as a very good 
regulation of jjolicc, cxrlullvcly of any view to finance; it 
might be proper to make the owners produce their weights 
and mcafure? to l>c infpefted annually, that it might be 
found whether they iverc really and truly exaitJy what they 
purported to be; and the ftamp upon them would be bene-* 
llciat to the revenue^ on the ocher hand, an additional duty 
of one penny on every letter lent by port, would brin^ in 
}jjOOoU a yc3^r, out of which 15,0':®!. being dcdu^tetfior 
franks for members of Parliameut, would leave a net income 
of 50,oool« 10 the public. To the Committee he left it to 
judge, whether thcfc fliould be preferred to any other of 
the taxes that he had opened; if they fhould be of opinion, 
that he ought to do fo, he would; hut if they fhould not, 
he would not move any others' than thofc which he had al¬ 
ready opened, Thefe two pi-opofuions he merely threw out 
as hints for the Heufc hereafter to adopt, H^ould they wifh 
to forego any of the taxes he fhould pjopofe; or fhould the/ 
beef opinion, that it would be advifcablc to create a large 
luqdus of income, in order that it might go in aid of the 
finking fund. Lord John, in the courfc of hii fpccch ob- 
ferved, that there were maUy objefts which, in his opinion, 
were proper rubjt‘£ls for taxation now, that formerly were 
thought othtrwife ; he meanr, navigation companies, pro¬ 
prietors of newly-enclofed ertates, by grants of Parliament, 
Turnpikes, &c. which were cxcufed hitherto, as they wertf 
fuppofed to be meant as public benefits, and not able to pay 
in their infant ftate;*but now they were arrived at pcrfeftion, 
and become extrerfidy profitable, they certainly were fit ob* 
je^s of taxation; a tax on thole mifcellaneous fuhjfles he 
ertimated at 26,nooL Having gone through a recapitulation 
of all the takci he meant tcKpropofc refolutions upon, the 
Chancellor of the Lxchequer moved,

Ld,Mihoib ' Lord ^ahm did not think himfelf capable to follow the 
noble Lord who liad f}wke I aft, in a fubjeft that embraced 
.fo many oUjefli of great public weight and confide ration, 
However, if he had no other motives to impel him to offer 
hinifelf to the attention of the Committee* but the notice he 
had^given on a former day of a motion be ftiould make in 
fome ftage of this bufinels, that was fufhciently compulfory 
on him to fay a word or two on the prefent fyftem of taxa¬ 
tion, and the ruinous febeme of it that had for a few years 
been carried on with fo very fatal and melancholy efre^s. 
The TToblc Lord then fa^d, thit among all the taxes propofed 
by the noble Lord, be had not provided for the defctencics 
of a noble Lord in the blue ribband, though he had iniinu- 
ated that there were IVll exifting means in tlie country for 
It, For his part, he ever fhould condemn the mode in which 
the noble Lord (Norths had laid on his taxes; and as there 
were fuch great and enormous deficiencies, he expefled to 
hear they were to have liecn immediately provided for. 

Lord John CovenSfit informed the noble Lord, he wa^ 
Carendi^. ferloufly of opinion, that fo immediately after a long and ex- 
penfivc war as we had been engaged in, and at fo early a 
period after the peace, it would be highly incorfiftent; and 
when the Committee rcfic&cd on what be had laid in the 
opening of his fpecch, relative to the great and crying dlf* 
trefs of the country, a diftrefs occafioned by tempefts, by a 
failing harveft, and infltAed, as it were, by the hand of 
Providence; when they confidcred the heavy burthens the 
people laboured under, in confequence of the expenliveners 
of the war, and alfo that the amount of the deficicacies of 
the taxes in <|ueftion were not yet afeertained, he trufted 
they would not wonder at hii declaring,^ he did not ihi^ he 
fhould be able to provide ways and means to fopply the defi- 
cicncfcs of the war taxes in ihe courfe *f the prefent Icflion, 
One thing, however, he had the happinefs<o be able to ftato 
for the noble J^ord^it fatisfaflion, and that was, that the 
taxes In queftion were dally impi^ving In their produce; 
a which Lord John proved, by referring to a written 
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<?Dcumenr, whence he ilatcd the different amounu of feverjtt 
of the taxes comparatively, year by year, for the three La ft 
yean. 

Lord Mahn then tnfonned the Committee, that he fhonid| Ld*MaWi 
l>cforc he fat down, move for the Chairman to report pro-^ 
grefB, and afk leave to hc again, he had fotne material 
obje^ions to make to the mode on which taxes had been 
laid for feverat years pa(l« He hoped the Committee would 
not view what he iaid in a ludicrous light, 7’here were tw^ 
great ohjefts that a Chancettor of the kxchcrjuer ought never 
to lofe fight of; the one the diminution of the national debt, 
the other the cncreafing the revenue hy taking off fome of 
the taxes : this, he oblerverh might appear paradoxical; hat 
it was^ in fa£l, very far from being fb; for nothing could 
be more clear, than that many of the articles of the cuftoma 
had been greatly dcpreilcd by the hnpofition of taxes beyond 
what they could bear. This he proi^cd from official papers 
on the tabic by which it appeared that in the four articles 
of brandy, wine, made wine, and Britifh fptrits; theie 
different articles praduce<1 on an average for feverat years 
Itcfore the tail new duties were impoLed on them, i,^q,ooqU 
but fince the new duties had been impofed, there had been 
a falling off of near 4oo,COoU Co that giving credit for the 
produce of tliefc new taxes, there ftiU was a dehctency of 
:2i 1,000b hi the article of tonage and poundage, impofcd 
firfl in the aft of Charles II> he found that there had been 
produced very near ^QO^ooob fhort of what they ufed tp 
jjrcdiicc before the new taxes were laid ; fo that he ihouglit 
he was well warranted in faying, that by taking oiF thefc 
new taxes, the revenue would cncreale in the one inft^nc^ 
near 300,000!. a year; and in the other air,Ooob lb that 
the fame operation of finance that would fo greatly incrcafe 
the public revenue, would In fafit alleviate the burden of 
the nation, fo far from adding to it. Taxes on cufloms 
never failed to encourage fmuggUug; an honourable friend 
of his, who had been lately on the continent,, had fallen 
into company with a very wealthy Engtifliman id France, 
who having been driven from England for I'muggting, had 
amafled a very Urge ‘fortune almoft on a fuJdcn, by purfu-* 
inghisold pra^lice of fruuggUngi this man had let his hunourT 
able friend inT6 a knowledge of ^is bufincfs; hc'faid, th^t 
Lord North was his beft friend, for by impofing fudi hc^vy 
duties on the articles ufually fiwugglcd to KogUnd^ l^e lia4 
made the fmuggling trade fb very bcnefici^], that a man 
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could -fcarcjcly fail to make a fortuDO by it in a flioit 
time. Indeed the man's obiervaiiou was verj^^juH; fot 
when duties were low^ the profit that ,a fmuggicr might 
ipakc, would not compenfaic for the rifiw he ran; but on 
the contrary, when the duties were very high, ^hc profitf 
of the fmuggter of coutfr were great, and conrec[utntly the 
temptation to Tmuggle mufl keep pace with the proipeit of 
the profit* Hence he would recommend it ro rin: Commit¬ 
tee, to order their Chairman to apply to the Houle, for leave 
to take into thcjr confidcration (he afls of Paitiament by 
Which the new duties were imprfcj on the difftrent arltdcs 
(le hy enumerated; the Committee luighi thun fit again, 
and confider of the propritry of taking olf thr^fe taxes. He 
^ ^otc atfo of the national debt, the redu£i;on of which a 

financier ought always to have in view ; he dated the dilFe- 
rcuce bcnvten a loan on a five per cent, fund, and one on a 
fund of three percent, and infifted Thar rhe former warinfi^ 
nttcly better calculated to buy up the public debt Oran the 
latter. He then moved tliat the Chairman report progrefs^ 

^ and alk leave to fit again. 

Mr. Fo^i Hicreiary F^x began his anfwer in one of the finefl 

veins of ridicule that we almofi ever remember to have heard 
him makr. He had hc^ud, he faid, a doilrine fimilar m 
that laid down by the noble Lord who I'pokc lafi, attempted 
by a noble Lari (Shelburne) in the otiver Houfe, which was, 
that borrowing money reduced a debt; and ihe noble Lord 
(Mahon) as afccond part to that, advanced, that to incteafe 
the revenue, it was proper to !trdj;ii the taxes* Such fub- 
lime notions, he faid, well warranted the H irl o^' Shelburne to 
frame the fpcech for his Majcfty at the bcglnnirig of the fef- 
fion, ib full of profeffions of reform, for if he and his frienda 
fead found out that grand noftrum to tncrcafe by dimioifh- 
Jng, they certainly had a right to promife more th^n they 
did*. They Were even juftihable in making the peace, bad 
ai ’it was, for they bad it in their power to Icflen the taxc* 
by encrcafing our cahmitiet*—Agreeable to tlieir doctrine, 
going to war was a blcffing, as it occafiqned the wwit of a 
Iban, and the borrowing money decrcafed our debt t every 
man in the nallpUj when ht heard l!iai the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer wanted a fum, the larger it was the more he 
had leafon to rejoice, as k would be a means of Icfiening 
the takes*. Tliat Lord t^Torth, Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer, had l;)een a ft fend to fmogglcrs, he was free to coqfefs; 
Bnd lb inuA every Qianccllor, dgccially during $ long and 
' * ' ■ ruinoua 
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ruinous war, wUo hsuil ckcjtdon lo raift die ; for i£ 
was 9 inaKim A^ver meant fo he ccknirAdi^d^ tlvat if -ther* 
were DO duties, tbere would be no i^xm^Uag'; if BjiaU 
ties, but Uule fmuggling; aod if bjg^ duue*, of coxurft 
finugglitig would CJQcreafe in pfOfwrtion* 3 f thflold dtuks, 
with the addition of the new, had decreafedt K was a (Ic 
objc£t to enquire into; but bow that, OX What the nol^lc Lord, 
(Muhon) had irienttoncd, had to do with fbc prefent qud- 
tipn, he jvas at a lofs to know ; it might be a proper fuKjeft 
to enquire into in future, but the noble Lord^ oJiji.£Han lo 
duties that would cncreafe fmpggitng, covl^ have no retro-' 
fpefl to the prefeni, for thott: jutl propoled could by o» 
means add to rmiiggliug. He entcriKl very mlnurely into 
the different methods ot borrowing money; oblei*v*.'d, tliai 
the real finking fund fhoulrf not he cncreafecl, nor fiiouid it 
be condied un^U you could dcicrmipc whactodowlfh it, 
unul you was c:r-.alL ^Tbat the peace eflabUfitment wouli 
be; he had not the kait doubt, he f'aid, but there wene ro- 
fourcc s in this kingdom fafficknt p pay off, or, what wa* 
the fame thing, materhll to leffej. the prefent debt; but 
the propofition of the noble Lord [Mahon) he could not 
agree to; for although you might not probably decrcafe 
the produce of the tax by lowering yet thers was but 
Htllc probability of encreafmg the produce by tu,i\ means; 
tlicrcfare to bold out falfe notions of that kind to people 
wni extremely wicked and cruel, as it only iveat to make 
the public diiLusflcd, and grow full ot dilcotitent; it would 
alfo be very impolitic to give up old taxes, merely on a fup- 
pofition of encreafe, Becaufe the noble Lord cliofe to fay, , 
that taking off the new duties would cncreafe the revenue 
upon the old, ought an experiment of that nature, contrary 
to common experience^ under ihe circumAauccs of the tuiiei, 
to Ik: iiadarded ? Mr* Fox entered particularly into a dil- 
cuflion of foiiK; afferdons thrown out by the noble Lord 
relative 10 he termed the fuperior advaijrage of railing 
luouey by a h\ c per cent* fund, and controverted them one 
after another. Mr, Fox recurred to a confideiation of what 
the noble Lord had fald, with refpe£f to taking off the uxw 
on brandy; he Maid the deficiency upon the touoage 'and 
poundage was occafioned. not as the noble. Lord had dated, 
by any dtheieocy or failure of the produce, but bccaufe 
the £aff-India Company had not paid three hundred thou- 
fend pounds, which they owed for duties; and after repro* 
tiating the time «nd modt which the noble Lord had 
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choftn for throwing out fucb a fuggcftlon, faid, that ht 
confidered it not only aa unwife, hut as highly crimiual, for 
any nun at fuch a motnoAt^ to tuggeft ideas to the people 
that they were unneceirarlly.taxed; and that if their bur- 
6 tw were uken off, the revenue would be cncreafed. Such 
notions^ rafhly inculcated^ without modificationj and without 
a regard to pra^lcabiUty, was. the way to fow dilcontenta 
among the ^people; to irritate them againd Government; 
to caufe murmuring^ and uncafinefs; and in fiiort, to pro¬ 
duce the mod mllchievDUS confequencea without doors. It 
was, tn his mind, to deceive the kingdom; and to raife their 
expe^ations without a certainty, whether it would be fafe 
to gratify tliem or not. With regard to the afi'umcd ground 
of the noble Lord’s propofition, undoubtedly it was necef- 
fary that the deficiencies of the war taxes Hiould be made 
gQod,i>ut that was not, in hts opinion, the right time forcar-^ 
tying fuch a meafure into praftice* Let them fee what the 
peace cf^ablifhments were to be, and let them judge from them 
what would be the beft means of providing for former defi¬ 
ciencies. His noble friend had fully ilatej his reafons for 
not attempting to make good the deficiencies till the next 
iHfion, Let the noble Lord wait with patience till then, 
and if he found them propofing expenfive pcact: 
ments, peace eftablifiiments larj^cr than the ftxurity of the 
country abfolutcly required; if be faw any thing in their 
conduA with refpef^ to the finances of the country that 
juftified furpicion, it would be then time enough to endea¬ 
vour to oblige them to do many things, which it would un¬ 
doubtedly be right to do, but which they had not yet had 
time to confidcr duly, nor was it pra£ljcahle for them to 
attempt immediately* With refpcfk to paying off the debt. 
It depended on two elrcumfiances; firfi, if the revenue was 
certain, it would depend on the expences; and vice Vfrfa^ 
if the expences were certam, it would depend on the revc^ 
nuc; therefore, until one of ihofe points^ m'c re afeertained, 
it would lie difficult to give a poficive anfwer. He declared 
he was a firm friend to the idea of our having it in our -power 
to kilen the national debt, if he did not entertain that 
idea, and that upon what be conceived* to* be grounds per* 
fc£fcly reafonable, he would 1>e free to own^ lie fliould think 
lefs (anguinely than he ever bad done on the rciburccs of the 
country. 

Mr* thoughtless it happened, that the motion 

made by his honourable friend would throw fomc nev^ li^hc 
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00 the fubje£t of and c6nv«y a gpod deal of mfer* 

mation to the Hoi^fe, he conceived ir right toofier a few fen* 
timemu on the argument into which the debate bad very na* 
turahy branched out, and fatd, he would endeavour to be as 
conciie as poflible, after the hohr^s entertainment which the 
right honourable Secretary had juft aftbrded* He was a little 
furpriled, however, that there was fo little matter and fo 
much oratory. The Houfe was carried away from figures' 
10^ declamation, and inftead of fairly meetlrrg the motion 
made by his honourabtc friend, a reply was offered Which 
was fraught with every fpecies of ingenuity that could con* 
found the underftanding, and niiilead thejodgment* It was 
a kind of fyftem, fiitnfy and flippant in conftruflion, which 
Ibber, diipiffionatc men muft ipurn at; it was an attempt 
to throw into ridicule a propofition that was plain and fimple, 
but which, W the ingenuity that the right honoitrable 
gentleman poffcHed, might be tortured into a contradi^ion 
that fliould afford a laugh. It was an argument, he could 
venture to alTerr, that was not founded in jufticc, contain* 
ing two beautiful abftraft propolltions. Having for fomc 
fhort time played ironically on what Mr. Fox had laid down 
in his argument, he entered Into a defiance of the calcula* 
tions made by Lord Mahon, and contended, that borrow* 
ing money at j per cent, was the only mode tw which a fur* 
plus could ante, Co as to affift In paying oft the national 
debt. Hcobferved, that no ralional man could fora mo¬ 
ment imagine that a debt was to be Icftened by adding to il, 
or that taxes were to be lightened by encreafing the duties. 
Thefe were paradoxes that required no defence, they were 
glaring to every man’s underftanding. As to what fell in re- 
fpc^l to the furplus from the right honourable Secretary, he 
diifered matcriaily with him in that point, although he aU 
lowed that a nitUion was more than 940,000!, The myfcry 
was eafily folved, and that vrliich led the right honourable 
Secretary aftray, was his not confidering the compound i[f- 
tcreft that arofe on the money borrowed at j per cent, which 
he faid, in the cpnrfe of twenty years, would produce ml* 
racles. The honourable gentleman then adverted to the 
terms of the laft lo3n,*and went over much of hU former 
argument on that buflnefs, and called the nanfaftioh indil* 
creet and jlovenly. From that he adverted to the taxes pro- 
pofed by Lord North ; whicli, from their impolicy, be 
averred, had, in general, deftroyed their objeft. The. plati 
now feemed to him to wear the fame compk^ion ; andTaKc 
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wh'ScK'riilt 6 ( England w^re as gtteedily to fwad- 
!btv chs^pioti of the pfco'pife witli i^a^idity h^tl Atercd 
’ fHtrfi,: Tlirt wan a'ipfcie^ of political cnaeltyj cKifcliid by 
titfhar He could'calMjy no other appeUation ih^a irtrpofttion* 
H\jma[flty lirhl Htcn tfsentioncd by th 6 riglit honourable 
gfentlcmati; but tbdre was a Vaft difl^rcnce bctw'ccn the real 
jSra£ticc and-the beautiful e?(preihoti of the word. This, be 
faief, riaturiiUy led him to the calamkits' of the Aiuirkart 
war, whibh he called rafl\ and bloody, fraught tuisfof- 
fonts, and e/rtdlrig With mifery to this cnipire* The motion 
lit^c by hiis hond'iifabld friend Went not, howevef, to blame 
ahy of the taxes; its extenf Was for an emiuiry into what 
could' be' done for the' benefit of the kiiigdom. It was 
merely a propofition for tlic’purpofe of Icficmng the burdens 
Of the people,- and laUng lomc ftep towards j>aymg off a 
part of tiic national debt. It was abb to form fome febeme 
of wifely and judicioufly takinjj off taxes that wert impolt- 
tically ahd unwHfcly laid on. ft vrent at lenft w an idea* of 
th'af laluiaf y iht^afurc, though it contained no abfbluie pro* 
portion of the kind, and indcetl the right honourable Stcre-* 
fary liiriifdf, when he checkul his career, when hU jildg* 
ifitht' had' recovered itfelf, and^ when he fpokc with more 
coilcd^dnefs, declared, that he thought taking off the tax« 
a'rlght meafure, Where it could be done vv^ith fafety, ^ Mr* 
Pitt antpUfied upon (his, but went a little farther than’Mr, 
Fox had done, tu recapitulating his arguments, with a vleW 
rO overihow them. ITe entered Into a long'diicuffion of thfe' 
queffion fb often' agitated of late. Whether a loan had beft 
6^ raffed ort ^ or 3 per cent, fund, and gave liii opinioff 
dctidtdly in favour of the former. In arifwer to Mr, Fox*s 
declaration, that the'fyftcin'of finance'of his noble friend 
lUtxr him, was a fyffem of ttiy'ft^ies in which it yet remaicieci 
fbr'hint to be initiated; he faid, it was true there was ^ 
riiyffury in his noble frientlS fyll^, in which it was won- 
dnful indeed that the honourable gentleman did Kmain to' 
bif inmaled, vi^, the myflcry of cofTij»ouhd intereff, a myf- 
terV of which h was plain he was wholly ignorant. Having 
this idea a good way, and ipoken to a variety of 
either points, he charged Mr. Fox wiifi’ fuch inhumanity to 
the peoplc of'England, as to dc»y them an*y enquiry wnaf- 
eVtrinto atfy of the taxes as might' probably appear tti bcr 
fuch^ as it would' be more adVifeable to take off ths^n 
cUniinUe; As to vvbat felt from-tbc right bOnoorabk genck- 
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man in f^rpcA to Iiis MajtftyV fpcech, ho haj to obferve^ 
that there never yet were atiy of thofc objt^fciona ftartctl 
against it that were ever fubftaDtUted, The promifes were 
not romantic, nor the plan of reform idly coticeivedt Thetc 
he faid were foinc of the obfervations he had to make, to 
which he (hould add this remark, that it was not now fo 
dangerous a matter to po{lp6ne the taxes as if there was a 
war* Wc now enjoyed the blellings of a mofl exccllenc 
,peacc ; nor was the tntereft of the people fo c6nne£tcd with 
finance * a circumflance of aU otliers that inuft make peace 
a moft deiirahlc attainmtnt indeed. The honourable gentle* 
man here again entered into a variety of calculations, which 
were for the tnoft part on Intcreft, and compound intereft^ 
cn the variation of Hocks, nooltiplicanon, addition, fubtrac- 
lion, and diviflon of figures, the obje£t of which tended to 
prove, that the deficicncicfi of the Jaft year fliould be made 
up before the fupply of the next year was provided ; that by 
borrowing with oi^e loan to pay the intercH of another, th* 
nation would liecome bankrupt, and that he differed ma¬ 
terially in his ideas of finance from the right honourable 
Secretary. He concluded with a remark, lhat,from the 
poor and flimfy manner in which the argument ia favour of 
his honourable friend’s motion was anfvvcrcd* that the right 
honourable Secretary had never thought on the fubjeft ofihc 
taxes until he made his fpecch* 

Mr. Fox informed the honourable gentleman that he had Ur.To^ 
mifunderftood him, for his argument was wholly mifrepre- 
fented. He did not difapprovc of any mode 10 enquire into 
ways and means to reduce the national debt, nor of any pro- 
poliCLon that tended to an enquiry into the deheiencic^. Ho 
approved, and ever would approve of examinations. They 
were calculated for the benefit of the people, and that ever 
fliould be one of his firft objects as a Mimftcr* He was fur- 
prifed bow the honourable gentleman IhouM Hate fuch an 
bypotheiis, without it was merely to furnilh an opportu* 
nity of his difplaying his fliining talents, even at the ex¬ 
pence of a miHake, that he nmft know wilt meet correffion. 

The idea he mq^nt to itnprefs on the minds of the Houl^ 
was, that to Hop the bufincfs of the Committee by a propo- 
fitioii ahHrafted from the motion before them, and totally 
of another complcxton^ was impolitic, improper, and im* 
prudent. There was a proper timo'to debate fuch a matter, * 
without Harting it as an obHacLc to the important qucHiou 
before the Houfe, It was 00 that principle it met the oppo«

fitlon of Mimfters ; and on that ground tbcrc wrns not an un- 
prejuJiced man in ihc Houic who would not oppofc ir^ Bc-^ 
(ide$, the motion for the Chairman to quit the chair, was 
throwing put to the people, that the taxes were improper, 
burdenfome, and heavy; whereas not a fyllable had been 
faid by the noble Lord who made the motion, nor by the 
honourable gentleman who fo ably fupported him, that even 
cafl' one rcrle£llii”^ fliade of difapproliation. 00 tho taxes. 
The natural COncUiiion, therefore, was, that the oppobtion- 
took its rife from I'olijc other kind of pnocipie than that of 
ferving the country, by delaying the taxes^ As to what fell 
in refpeft to the Loan at hve per cent* and at ilirec per cent, 
and the calculations made thetcoji by the honourabte gentle¬ 
man, it was a matter of compound intciclt, 10 w hich alinoft 
every fchool-boy could inform him ibcre was no dilt’crence, 
the gain and lofs being equal, wlilch ever was adopted. It 
required no great knowledge of figures to make that evident 
to the nicantft capncity, and to piovc that a Loan, if it 
could be obtained at five per cent- would no more benefit this 
kingdom than a J^oau at three, four, or four and a half per 
cent, with the ufbal douceurs. And as to the dciicieoeies, 
any perfon who knew any thing of finance jiiiill acknowledge, 
that they tvould grow lei's and Icfs every year. The honou¬ 
rable gentleman having mentioned that be, Mr. Fox, had 
treated the peace with levity, ic became rcquifitc to fet his 
ideas right in that particular likewifc, and to inform liim, 
that it was the rclburces pointed out by the honourable gen* 
tteman which he Ircaicd lightly, it was hb fyflcm of finance 
which created the laugh, and his not liking taxes lucaufc 
they were new, that occafioned the Irviry complained of. 
'1 he propofition, as he faid before, in refj’e^l to the five per 
cent, was a funple one ^ and if the honourable gentleman 
chafe to commit his bgurcs to paper, he would meet him 
there. It was true he had hmted at tlic lire peace, and ho 
could reply to the honourable gentlcman^s farc.ifm about fyf- 
tern, by averring what w'as a pulilic opinion, that ^lie late 
Adminiftratiozi had a fyftem of prpmifing what they never 
had performed. The idea of iJis havingfatd that they gcnc- 
iiied monflers, he denied, becaufc he btitcyed them as mru- 
pable of generation, as it was pofhblc for barrenm fs to lie; 
and rhe manner In which they quitted their olliccs, w-ithour 
kavlng a trace of any invention for Loan or 'I'axcs btliind, 
proved their ftcrility. Indeed there was fomc little cxctife 
^ for this, as the peace took up all their fatuities, and left them 
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not zn tobcftow on ^ny other bu€.ocfs, :ind thereforf ’ 

they fubftituted proitiifcs for performancea. The queftfoa 
before the Houfe wa^, whether the Chairman fhouki 
the chatr, quit the bufinefs of the day, and enter into ^ de¬ 
bate on 1 new fubjcfl, that could with more propriety be 
difoulfed at any other time. 

Mr, Pjtt got up in reply pnd lo explain, but did not take 
Mr. Fok* 5 calcuUtioDS on the compound interefl on the right 
point of view, 

Mr, faid, he fliould certainly vote agaioft the 

quedion, but an enquiry into the deficiencies lie thought very 
requilite. He alio took up the calculation, and ohferve^ 
that when money is borrowed, it is war, and when it i$ paid, 
it is peace ; conferpienily that it was low at one time, and 
high at another. The burrowing, in his opinion, princi'- 
palty depended on the quantity and the time, and that all 
other hkas were little bcttLr th^n deceptions. The Mini- 
fters have not had a proper command over the money lenders, 
and the renewal of the Bank charter he thought a very im¬ 
politic ineafurc, without having Iccurcd fomt hold over the 
Direfl OJfS, 

Lord Mri^, in a vein of the moft pointed irony, attacked 
JjOfd Mahon^s fpcech. He Hated, that as not one fyliable 
had been uttered againft the taxes,* t fie re exi fled the ftrongeft 
proof that they were pcrfcilly agreeable to the whole Hoofe; 
and not only lo to the noble Lonf, but they held him under 
an obligation, by furnllhing him with the means of talking, 
and giving him and his friend an oppoi[unity to dlfplay their 
talents for fpeaking. As to the motton^ it was the inoH ridt* 
culous and unfeajanable he ever remembered to have heard 
made ; it wai a degree of ablurdlty that carried lAc front of 
noufenfe along wtdi it* Had the uol>le Lord any other ta^c 
to proiwl’e in the place of thofe moved, it would be right in 
the Cwnuniucc to make the propoluion; hut as that was not 
the cafe, it was idle lo clchre the Chairman to leave the chair* 
Such an Idea was foreign to the matter, it was as unrealbna- 
blc a tlioughi as the wihlcd liead in the houfecould conceive* 
The noble Lord, it was iiue, had ufed Tome harlh expref- 
lionsj'— had raitedjdm improvident, and that his taxes were 
indolently conceived, and ignorantly managed ; — ignoraoi 
was certain^ ihc word ; and he fa id he mu ft not forget it* 
And as ihc nohlo Lord*s abilities were fo great without expe¬ 
rience, when he bad experience, he would be a prodigy in¬ 
deed. The cahnihition of the right 1 ronoarable gemIcmaa 
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fMr. Pitt] ort a Loan at five per ccnt^ was fomething of the 
lame ftamp of financiering genius as the nohU Lord fitting 
next him, [Lord Mahonj as he was arguing on premifea 
not efiabUfhed j for untUlie could prove that there would be 
no rtfiflaitcc fiom feme poor ignorant men on the other fide 
of Temple-bar, to his five-per-cent, fchemCj the whole 
^roftiirc of Uautiful theoryj which he had built up with 
fuch magnificent eloquence, niuft ail tumble to the ground, 
and become bafclefs as the fabric of a vjfion, AnJ it wai 


more than piobablej my it W4a a certainty, that they never 
would fuinini 1 Loan at five per cent, and thcicforc the right 
honouiablc gentlemao^s leafonmg on that point fell to the 
ground. In vaiious tiials, his T.orJfhtp faiJ, he always 
tound a worfe l^argiin at five than tour, and at fourtlian at 
three; and he had fou^e (.xpericnce to jufirfy the rtmaik. 
As to ihe five, that wouM he a luinous fchemCj foi they 
would not lend on that plan without an annuity of fifteen 
years. His Loidfl’iiji having fiated the ahfuidity of all the 
calculations made by Loid Mahon and Mi* Pitt, and tndca- 
voured to flitvr the ahUirdity of tlitir financiering propofition, 
he moft ably dcftncltd his own conduct in the Aniciiuan 
war, &c. and in all the Loans he made for the public. He ad¬ 
verted to the fmugglers, who had been called his old acqualn*' 
tance by the noble Lord,* and ridiculed the idea undci w^Kicli 
he argued on that point. He denied any jutention of coi - 
ceallng the deficiencies in as firong ternis as wcic dtcini to 
contradifV, and ft ewed by clear calculation, that th^dc who 
had pretended to aigue againil the lace Loan, or any ot the 
former Loans, knew nothing of the finances of iluscountrv, 
except juft fo much of the theory as eiMblid them to make 
long I'fietches, He played upon the financiciing ideas of 
Lord Mahon and Mr, Pitt with humoui, and the moft point-* 
cd lidiculc; talked of their modtfiy, and tlidr air, ^nct 
hoped, that when Lord Mahon became Chaucdloi of ihe 
Exchequer, his expoiicnce would make hun a filming onn- 
tnent to hi^i country. 

Lord Afahm withdrew bis motion, dcclanng lhartc did 
fo hccanfe he found Miniftcis Intended to go into an enquiry 
of the deficiencies; but that if they did not, he would make 
one to that purport on a luture day. 

Pdr. Demp- Mr. Dimpfler piaitcd the Taxes piopofcJ that day in terms 
of the warineft pantgyiic, Mr, D^mpfter Uid he faw no 
poftibk ohjeftjop to thtmi that he did not believe when pay¬ 
ment 
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ment waft demandccl for any of them, that a fingle wry face 
would he made, or any thing like a difeontent, expreiftd* 

He faieJ, he would ever deny that the war was the war of the 
people and of Parliarnent. It was the war of the noble 
Lord in the blue ribband, who might have ended it wlien- 
ever he pleafed, by letting the people feci their real griev* 
anccs, and telling them wbar,'froni his own good ^nfe and 
fagacity, the noble Lord mud have forefeen would have been 
the confetiuence of it, Mr, Dempfter returned his thaakft 
to Lord Mahon for having brotjglit under con fide rat ion the 
deficiencies on the former Taxes, * 

The Hon, Keith Stuart rofe up to thank the noble Lord 
for his conduct that day, ^ 

Sir Edward AJllfy approved of the taxes in general: one 
of them, he thought liable to objeflion, as it might prove a 
heavy burden on thofe, who ought not, in his opinion, to 
be any more loaded with taxes than they were already. He 
faid, he meant the farmers, whom the tax on carts and 
waggons would fevcrcly opprefs. 

Lord Cavcndlfl> reminded Sir Edward, that when he 
flated |:hac tax, be had declared, if any gentleman thought 
proper to move a ctaufe when the bill came in, to exempt 
carts and waggons employed in hufbandry, he would not ob- 
je£t to fuch an exemption* 

Sir lifiward in reply declared, that what the ‘noble 

Lord had laid, was fomc latjsfaflion to him, but he thought 
the exemption ought to be carried farther. There were 
limes when farmers having no other employ for their teams, 
carried timber for governcnent, coats, iion^ 

Mr, Sheridan dehred it might be underllood, that the Sktri* 
noble Lord had no right to claim any merit from the part 
he had taken that day. The deficiencies on the former taxes 
had been under the contemplation of the noble Lord at the 
brad of the Exchequer for foinc time* A faft not refling 
fnldy on the authority of his bare aflVvtion, but proveabk 
from the itlolutUuis then under con fide ration. The refolu* 
tions were all founded on flanip duties, the clear inference 
from which was, th^r the cufloms and excife were at that 
time, nnd had been, fte would declirc, for fume lime pal^, 
under *hc moil fcrio*us confidcration of government, 

Mr. re denied tjiis doflrine, and faid, it was im- Mr. Wij, 

poilibtc, ihut what the noble Lord near him had that day pro- 
poled, could be known even to govcrmitcnt, much kls in 
4* , thtir 
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thfir contemplation, Mr* Wilberforcc obfervcdj in confir- 
niation of this aircrtion^ that the nobie Lord at the head of 
the Exch€V|jer had never onct mentioned the defidcncici 
on tho fprmer taxes iti the coo rib of his fpeech* 

Mv. Keith Stiiijrt {aid a few wotds more to a limilar pur¬ 
port with his foimtir fpeech* 

Mr* SbsriiLiJs. fiid, the fpccific propofilion of the noblt 
Lord certai [ily was not under tlic confide ration of govern- 
mvntj nor had he meant to fay it was; but be fhoutd ftitl 
contend, that the fLatc of the Coflotns and Excife was^ as 
was fairly to 1>C inferred from the face of rcfolutions otf 
the table, Mr, Sheridan obferved, that if the honourable 
cenTlenian who fpokc laft thought his tbapks better earned 
by words than deeds^ he did right to give them to the noble 
Loi<i who had made the motion that the ChAirman leave the 
chair, '1 hat noble Lord liad talked about, what by fair in¬ 
ference the prelbu rtlblutions n>ight be faul to prove to be 
doing. 

Lord Afahon faid, he woidd tshc carp, that wlicthcr do¬ 
ing or noi:, the £hon!J he done, for if Miniftry did not 
keep the promlfe of that day, he would bring the matter 
forward Again, 

Here the debate ccBf;;d, and tlic Committee agreed to 
Lortl John Cnvrndilh’s mt'tions, which were as follow:

LAfd Jfflin Lord yohn Caumdljh expreffed a wUlingocif to make fucli 

CkKodiih. exceptions and limiiationa in the bill, which he fhould bring 
in on this head, as the Honfe fhoulJ judge proper; but flilt 
he was of opinion that, though it might be a heavy burden 
on farmers to pay for every carriage they have, when they 
have many^ ftill he ooM not think it a heavy tax, if they 
were obliged to pay for a couple every year, 

Ld^Mbhon,. Lord Mah^ft declared the tax to be, in his opinion, the 
moft injudicious that had ever been impolcd ; but ftiU it was 
not the tax itfclf, in its preient form, that he oppofed, but 
the principle on which the noble Lord had brought it in« 
The noble Lord had ftated It as a matter of police, that all 
carriages ihould regiftcred. For what purpofe ? I’hat 
Minifters might be able to form hereafter a judgment whe¬ 
ther, on the article of carriages, a greater tax might be im- 
pofed; fo that in fa£l, he was to conhJer this tax not fo 
much a tax, as the feed of future taxes; and in this he could 
not help laying he remarked an egregious error in point of 
finance; for Minifters, by purfuiug thefe methods, would 
ablbtutcly deftroy all the refources of the country : the true 
way of hnding refources of rever: e was, to leave in the 
bands of the (ubjeOs the means ot making money ; and 
While the people were rich, the hate could never lie poor;*, 
but by the laying taxes thatafFc£led the farmers, or, in other 
words, the lands, in ilic lirft inRance, this ufeful dafs of 
the community were abfolutely Rraitened in their means of 
iiiaking money, to the unfpeakable detriment and impove- 
rifhment of the ^State. It was the fame cafe in loading ma- 
nufaflures, and this was a ftrong ohjeftion to him againft 
the wheel tax ; by a former tax, the carriage of goods was 
taxed ; Emt by ihc prefent, an additional burden muR fall oti 
the carriage of goods; fo that, with ah thefe incu mb radices, 
it was impoRibie tl>at our woollens and other pianufafVures 
Rtould not be dearer at a foreign market lhan thole of any 
Other couittry, 

Mr»Slisri- Mr, ShirjJaft replied, that in the bill which jvai to impofe 
thUux, fuch regulations might bff made as fliould remove 
many of the ohjeffions that had been ftated; he was furc the 
noble Lord who liad pro|>orcd the »x would Dbt refift any 

one 
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one exception in favour of the farmer, that fhould appear 
reasonable ; and therefore he rct^uefted gentiemen vvould 
Aifpcnd their objcfliooi until they fhould fee the bill, and 
the regulations that it contained.. As to the uobk Lord 
who had objefied to the tax merely beeaufe a greater tax 
might be ingrafted on it m future, his objedion appeared to 
him unkafonable; it might apply well enough when fuch' 
greater tax Ihould be propofed ; but if even a very heavy 
tax indeed fhould be propofed hereafter, and earned, the 
noble Lord who objeded to Jt would find an opportunity of 
encrcafing the revenue by taking off the taxes. 

Mr. Dmpjitr paid very high compliments to Lord John Mr. Dempip 
Cavendifh, tor having found taxes the leaft burdenfomc of 
any that had ever been propofed ; there were feme excep¬ 
tions, indeed, to the wheel tax; bur be was fatished to wait 
tiff the bill fhould be brought in, and until he fhould fee the 
exceptions that the noble Lord intended to make in it; and 
he had not a doubt but he would confenc to every exception 
that fhould apj^r ufeful to the public. At preleiii it was 
but juflice to fay of that noble Lord, that he had made a 
fboe to fit a gouty foot, tender in every part, and with corns 
on every toe ; a fi^oe whjch pinched only on one of the toes* 

A member, whofe name we could not learn, exprcfTcd a 
hope that a diftinflioTi might be made between the carts em¬ 
ployed merely in hulbandry, and thofe which were ufed for 
carrying merchandife. He knew fome farmers who paid no^ 
snore than lol. a year for a farm of a few acres, and who nc- 
verthelcls were obliged to keep three or four carts. 

Mr. BurJ^ faid, it was impofUble to make fuch a diferitni- Mr. 
nation as the honourable member wi/hed for; there were 
ibme farms, for the management of which teams were ne- 
ccihiry; there were others where the farms were neceffary 
for the fupport of the cattle ; of the hitter defcrlption he 
concluded the fmall farms of lOL a year might well be pre-^ 
fuoicd ; for it was indeed tmpoffiblc that lb fmall a farm 
could maintain and fupport three or four carnages. I'he 
fa& was, there were many perfons who- kept teams, not foi* 
the purpofes of agriculture, but for carrying goods, fo that 
tlicy might be more properly called carriers than farmers ^' 
but JIjU they had little farms uf a few acres, which they 
found neceflary for thchohes they employed in the carrying 
trade; and therefoTe it was clear, that if an exception fhould 
be made in the bill in favour of farmers who ufed their Uama 


for'the purpofes of hufbnridry, fuch farmers or perton.s as he 
had jud deicribetl^ could uot, irv truth, avail thetnlelves of

Lord y^hn Cavtm^Jh faid he meant no fucli thing ; he cer* 
tainly had U tn contemplation to fubjeft the latter deferip- 
tion of carriages to the tax, as well as the former ; though 
he was very ready to admit fuch exceptions and modihea^ 
tions, ns mould ntake it as little burdenfomc as poHible 
the hulbandman. 


Mr. Alderman highly approved of the taxes in 

general, and held himfelf bound to return his thanks for 
them to the nol>le Chancellor of the Exchequer: he inuft 
fay, however, that the wheel tax was not the beft of them ; 
he wrfhed the members would confent fo take away their own 
privilege of franking, and then ilic public might be ealedof 
a part of their prefent burden.

Mr. Fox roft to requcil his honcurahlc friend wouldj ^f6r MT»Tb«t' 
ihe prefent, dedft from urs mtention, anti defer his motions 
for fomc tfcys; he underflood that thci'c’ were ibon lo be laid 
before the Houfcj two reports of a very iinporunt nature 
from the Sek£l Committee, relative to the ln4i^; 

and as the whole of the bufinefs would, in ibme flltort time 


iftcr, be brought under tlic conhderatton of the Hoiafe, to 
whom (bmc general regulations refpcfUng the government-of 
India fhould Ihortly be lul^mitted^ he was of opinion, thtl 
it did not appear ncced'ary that the intended buitnefs of this 
day fhould he purlued, hccaufe it was a part only of that 
great huiinefs that muft fhortly be brought before them ; and 
therefore he moved that the next order of the d^y be read. 

This brought on a fhort converfation, in which Captain 
John Lunrell fa id he was ready to itieet the honourable Gc- 
neral’s motion then; to defend the gentlemen who were to 
be the objects of cenfure, and to overturn the charges brought 
againfl them ; or he was ivilling that the bulinefs fhctuld bo 
put oft' fora few clays, or, what he thought ft ill better, foe 
three months. He did nor underftand hanging gentlemen's 
charafters in fufpenfe ; and he would move that it be pot off 
for three monihs. Governor Johnftone laid the fame tlyng; 
and Mr, HoU'ey obferved, that as the bufinefs concerning the 
individuals in c^ueftion was too unimportant to be brought 
before Parliament, he wiihed it might be dropped for the 
prerent, never ro be heard of again. 

Sir iVUliam James was willing to follow what he fhould SirWiilUn 
conceive to be the lenfe of the Houfe i be w^as that moment 


prepared to meet any charge that could be brought againft 
him. As^to any delay in tranfmitting difparches to tridia, 
no evil had aril'en in confequence of it, 'llie native epagi- 
ftratesj who were coniine^ in Calcutta, the orders for ivhofe ' 
tlifeharge were to have been conveyed in thefe dirpacebet, had 
lince been fet at liberty, and were in pcrfe& health ; io that 
if there vtA'i any di^lay, in the affair, it had not been produce 
live of any bad conkquericc. 

Mr. Piiiuys faid, he had read the report and foe reicluttooi, Hf^Pov^ai 
and he thought ,thcv tlid neirher the accufer npr the accufed 
any great credit* flc rcpfchcndcd the jnjuflice of producing 
retofotlonq^ fo^mtled of foe report of a Committee above 
ilairs, affecting perlbnal cliarii^tcr, getting them entered 
upon the Journals^ and then not following them up with any 
VOL, X. ' O , pfocccdingi 
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proceeding,To give the perlont a£Fe£ted, by fv^b refolutioni, 
m power to prove the allegations untrue, or at leail to Ihcw, 
that they did not incrlt i6c cenfure, implied in them, to the 
extent that it was carried. Mr. Powvs faid, he had lately 
heard fefolotions referred to in that Houfc, as a record of 
critninaUty againll perfons wbcihad never been heard ip their 
defence* wiihed, therefore, before the Houft proceeded 
farther, to hear from the honourable Genera) if he meant to 
follow up HU rclblutions, whenever they (hould be taken into* 
coniideraCtoD, with an immediate proceeding, fqch as be had 
defertbed* 


General SmrtA faid, he did not underftand the honourable 
gpntlccnan^s language i accufer and accufed were terms he 
would not fabuiit to, Ht was ^lto accufer; hr flood there 
th^ Chairman of a Committee appointed by the Houle of 
Commons, under whole orders he was a£ling. It was im-» 
poflib!« for him to anfwer any fuch (jueflion as the honoura¬ 
ble gentleman had put to him; how could he fay what the 
Committee would thiok it right to do, till he had confulted 
them, and Learnt their pleafurc. 

Mr* Puht/uy fpoke to the order of the proceedings of the 
Houfe, and faid, undouhudly the honourable Genera! ought 
not to be confidcred as the aLCufer^but fllll as Chairman of a 
Committee, accordi ng to the forms of the Houfe, it was na** 
toral toriipeft he Would he the petfoti who would move alt 
the fubftquent proceedings in that Houfe, that were founded 
upon enquiries inftitutedf by the Committer, and therefore^ 
he thought the honourable gcntlemaWs queilion by no means' 
improper. 

Mr. Burke, Mr, Halley, and Mr. Dempftcr rofe after-* 
wards; at length, upon Governor Johnflonc^a faying, that 
if Mr* motion wai carried, he took it for granted, 
the Hqufe woqjd ^ear uo more of the buflnefs, it was agreed 
to let the motion made by the Secretary of State pafs. 

The order for hear!ng the coonfcl on the Anglefea mine 
bill was theft re^, and coqqfel called to the baf accordingly.

Mr. Pitt informed ihc Houtei that a$ he undcrilbod Mr>W.Bit4 
many gentlemen cntcrialned obje^ionsto for aboUfh^ 

ing certain patent and other ofHce» in the coftoms^ ^nd as the 
femon was lb very far aovanced^ he wa* willing to drop the 
bilL for the prelent year; bht as the principle of the bill 
feernerd to have been honoured with the approbation of the 
.Houfef he intended to make a motion that fhould prevent 
aAy mcafurca from being taken during the recefi of Parlia¬ 
ment, that fhould clog the difcufliion of the bill next year, 
and render its operation more difficult and bordenfome to the 
public. He concluded by moving, that the order for the 
Houle to rcJolve iiiblf into a Committee on theCoftofri'" 
houfe bill on Monday next, be difeharged ; and that ano- ^ 
ther order be made lor adjourning the farther confideratvoii 
of it for three months* This motion having been carried, ^ 
he moved the following refolution : ** That it is the opintoil 
of this Houfc, that his M^efty’s Minilfers oifght not to 
grim, or advifq to be granted, any pcitcnT, Or reverlion of 
any patent place in the cufloms, or grant an^ place in the 
cD^oLifs, other wife than during pUafure, l^lore the next 
feflion of Parliament. 

Mr. Fqx had not the leaft obje&ion to the rcfolution j he Mr Fn* 
rofe ihcrcfoi’c only to fay, that if he fufFered the motion t<> * ■ 
pafs without any oppoution on- his parr, his acquiefeence 
fhould not be interpreted into a# approbation of the prtnei-* 
pie of the bill, or difapprobatton of the mode of giving 
places by patent* 

Mr. fFt Pitt faid, meant only by the rtfolutlon that Mr.W*PI| 
the bufmefs fliould be kept open tor future difeuffion f and 
that in the mean time no new grant fhould pafs the great feat 
of any patent plac^, or the rcvcrfion of any patent pl|cc| 
bccaufe, in the firft place, this would be break!nafe ^on 
the principle of the bill; and ip the next, becaufeSrthe bill * 
Ihould pain into a law, ihe public would additionally bur-^ 
dened by the compenfation that muft be made to t!;K paten¬ 
tees, whof^laoes ihould be abolilhed t this additional bur* 
den would be avoided, if the Houfe Ihould adopt the refolu- 
tion he had the honour to propoj'e* ^ 

Sir fVillibm D^lben yrzi of opinion that it would be much SirWlUItiq 
li^ore proper and refpeflful to^addrefs his Majefty,’ and pray 
that he would be gracioufly pleafed not to grant any place 
in the cttftotui by pat«nt, than to refblve that Mtniflera

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o^ht not tO|gnnt themp It wa« the Klng’i ackno^tcdgcd 
prerogative to*give awjy thefc places^ and in what manner 
he ibioka moft proper; and this prerogative could noi be ta« 
ken away or fApetidcd by a baie refolution of the Hourc of 
Cotnmons, or without his Majefty^own confent; and there* 
foie he wilhcd the Houfe would ferfd up an add refs to the 
fame as the icLoluiJoa, looncr than pals the refoLuuoa 
nfelf, 

MfifaiJ he had two rcafoni for preferring the 
refolutton to an addids; the hrft was, that on a very firnilar 
occahon, uUring to patents, the Hou(e had, lalf year, 
adopted juft lucli another rciolutlon as he had this day pro^ 
poled i thcrtfoie tins inodt was peife^lly agreealde to prece¬ 
de nr* His Iccond ifafon was, that there wtre many patent 
places, and in the CuAoms, which were in the gift of the 
Lords of the Ttcafury ^ and for the granting of which they 
were not unJci any ncctflity to conlult hiii Majf-fty, or aik 
^ kis Lonlrnt, and thcicforc an addrefs would not be a gU4rd 
againfl the planting of luch pl^ts as thde.

Mr* ReJh ftill perfevered in lus inteniion to difrufs the bu- Mr. JUite^ 
linefs; and as the right honourable Faymaftcr did not think 
proper to give him an anlwcr, he gave notice that on Thurt 
day he would make a motion oiAhe fubjeff. 

Mr. Rigby umlertook to infoim the honourable member^ 
that Mr. Beinbndge was aflually fufpended; and he thought 
it improper to bnng the bulincis in which that gentkinaa 
was conctincd befoie the Houle, as pioccedings had been in- 
flkuted agalnfthim in the courts below; was that afituBtion^ 
under which qucltions ought to be daily fta.tcd to brl^l the 
conduft of the person lo ftinjing into dilculFion in Farlia* 
rnent? Was it regular, was it candid, was it juft? Did 
gentlemen iccoUefl; who heard them? Weie they fure that 
there was not at that inftant iome pci ion or other prefent;, 
who might be upon the juiy fworn to try Mr. Htmbrdgc^ 

And would any one gemlmian take upon him lo fay, tUai if 
there was any peifon piclenc, who fliould heroaket be upon 
'Mr. BcinbndgcUjury, that perlon would not go prejudiced 
Into court, if Mr. Bcmhridge^sconuudf was that day cmanjr 
future day made the fubje^t of dilcuffton in his hearing ^ 

Having put this argument home to the Houie, Mr.'Rigbgr 
fvid, he [uuftdcpy th» do£irine whifch he law gained ground, 
and which had lately received countenance from the Chair.

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hcird tliat praiVice from the Ch^ipf he muft dccUt* 

it unparliamentary. He meant no difrerpeft to ihc Chair, 
when he faid this. He had a real refpeft for the perfon of 
tbc Speaker, and If he had not, he would dizain to pretend 
ainy; but if the praAke prevailed, what would be the con- 
lequencc ? Their time would,be taken up with afktng quef- 
tions of each other, and inftead of the great national buli- 
ftcfs going on, the part of jhe feffion would be fent 
in queftioni and anfwers. No man had a right to iniift on 
AH an/wer to*any queftion he^Kofe to put; in many cafes 
Minifters would aa imprudently if they gave any anfwer* 
This was obvious, from what happened the other day, when 
A noble X#ard in eye, (Lord Newhaven) put a quelfion 
to a Secretary of State, which qilcflion was refufed to be 
■nfwered, and, in his opinion, for very good reafons* In 
ftmie cafes it might be right for Minifltrs to give the fatis- 
faflion required of them; bat it was a matter for their dif- 
cretion to exercife itfcif upoy|, whether they ought to anfwer 
•r not* For his part, were he a Miftiiler, or (what was 
’ not vffry likely that he ever fhould be again) in the ofHce he 
formerly held, he certainly would anfwer every queAion put 
to him, that it was prudent to reply to, but undoubtedly he' 
never would anfwer any queftion put to him peremptorily, 
or w' manner that implied a fufpvdon of his odicial con- 
duft. In the prezent cafe he would affbre tlie honourable 
gentleman who put the queftion, that Mr. Bern bridge was 
aflually dilchargcd, or rather fu(pended, (which, be fup- 
poled, was as much as the honourable gentleman cxpeflcd). 
There could be no occafion, therefore, for again bringing 
the fubje^l forward, ind for the reafohs he had ftated, he 
hoped it would not be attempted. 

The SfEAKZB. thanked the honourable member fo^ 
Jiavin^ conftmantly, with his ufaal fatrnefi and candour, 
andT with the good behaviour, which he had always held 
^wards the office he had unworthily the honour to hi), 
Tlhtcd in what he thoyght hU con^a noi-ftriilly righr,^ 
Vecaufe by fo doing, he had aifordeS him an oppohninity 
of explaining the matter, and dealing up the miftakc into 
which the honourable gentleman had. fallen. Thc^ Spea* 
^ker then reminded the Houfe of the particular debate, 
in which the Chair had been ^appealed to, upon a quef- 
t ion's having, hcvU put to the right honourable gentleman in 
oIR^e (Mr, Durke).

might (as it had in many inftances) throw a light upon the 
buliucfs before them, ^ancT fervd to guide their'judgnuent as 
to their future procccjding*. This deviation from the gene^ 
ralrule, however, ought, he faid, to be adojsted wilh great 
care, lohriety -and prudence, bccaufe otherwife it might put 
the Houfe out of temper, and prove a fourcc of much in¬ 
convenience. 

Mr. Rolfe declared, that what the honourable gentTctnan xvUt. 
had faid, had po-feflly iktishcd him, and that finite Mr. 
Bembridge was difeharged, hU purpofe was fully anfwcred, 

Mr. Piit brought in a bill Mr rcgutaiing the difTercnt Mr.W.Pitt 
public offices, the Admiralty, Navy, and Viflualling OiR* 
ces, the Treafury, Hackney Coach Office, which wat 
ordered to be printed, and read a fecond time on Friday 
next. This bit! was in fa£f to extend to Amoil all the pub¬ 
lic offices: he faid that the purpofc of the bill was ro em¬ 
brace all the different objeas pointed ^out in the King^s 
fpcech, at the opening of the prefent feffion, and which 
W'ould have been attended to much earlier, if the Miniftry 
in whofe hands the adminiflraiion of the country w^ wheft 
the feffion was opened, had conimued ia office* This Mr* 

Pitt farther fatd would fliew, that the l^edi was not full of 
^ crhpty profeflion, as Toeuc gentlemen had thought proper to 
fay, out that the MiniAers then in office were fcrioufly dc^ 
terinined to make good every word of it. In preparing 
the . prefent bill, inllcad of attempeing to form it them* 
fclvei, they had put It into the hands of thofe, who were 
undoubtedly the mpft competent to the fubjed, the Com- 
miffiotitrs of public accounts. With their affiAance, the 
bill had been prepared, and'as the fimpUft and moffi eafy^ 
mode of reform that could be imagined, it would eflfe^ a 
' material change for the better, and produce an cfTential ad¬ 
vantage to the pubhe, he flattered himfeLf the bill could not 
poffibly meet with thtf fmailcA objc£fion, but that late at 
the period of rho feflion wai advanced, the bill would, on ^ 
account of its gicat imporuntc, pafr lK>th Houies before the 
parliament rofe. , 

Lord 'Jaifn Cavtadijh faid, he had no itltetitiOn to oppofe ^ 
the mptiapj he yii^ed fee the bill; but Aill he would 

not 
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not havo it thoiaght that he pledged Kinjiclf to fupport it; 
on the contrary, he was of opinion, that ali the purpofes 
for which the bill waa calculated, might be as well anfwerad 
by judicious regulationsof of!icc, ashy anaft of Parbiiment, 
Mr* Burke wjfhed that fome attention had been paid fomc 
time ago to the punclple on which the bdE was founded, 
and tffcrc could not have been fuch c.^mplafnts, as bad 
rearhtd his ears, rdatliHC to the fees at thcTitafliry, for 
palTpons to Aineiica and othci The conduct of the 

late Admjntflration in that uipt£t nmfl be brought forwaiJ ; 
and that the HouTl might be fully cm bled to toim a truer 
judgment ol that truth and fidelity, of wh^ch the right ho* 
noorablc gentleman had boa lied, lie ft^ould move for certain 
papcis, fo chat the Houfe would have hctoic thtin at oUce 
their plans of rctoim, and then prafticcs of abufe ; from 
comptirii^g of uhith^ ihc one with the otLu, ic would I'le af* 
certainedj whcib r Lhc fjieech ar the opining of the fclfion, 
was not a mere Ipeech of pi oft lU jH .md prnmPe, ut the 
very moment that^heir condudl wus lull ot abule dnd criniU 
nahty, 

Mr^ fPl Pi(t rofe with fome warmth, and faid, let the 
matter be put to the left, and that jmmt tliatcly. '1 he ho- 
noDrablv gmletnen knew bed wbeihtr l>ringing Joiward plans 
of fheoretiial reform, and being guilty of \ abufts 

in office, did or did not center in one am! the idiiie peiion. 
He bad no obti£iiorf^hatc\cr to having the ntattei fuMy tni^ 
fjuircd into ; hut at any rate it \\a\ <1 proof fiith a biU 
as that whkh had breo juft nad, w,is abtolurely nieeflaiy. 
The motion for prmung rlit lull w*'* caiiicd, 

Mr^ Piin. then moved, lint ihcrc lit Idid biforc this 
Houfc, accounts of the fees, gr^tiuitics, and perc]a^(itcs,'re¬ 
ceived aiui taken by any pLitoii or peiic^s, m the following

Mr* Burkff faid a few more words, among which he de-Mi, BoASt 
cUicd^ if gentlemen on the other fide were fo eager to open 
their pedlars’ boxes, and lay their bands on every trifling 
peccadrllo, he would produce a pcdlai’s bo3t likewife.

Mr* Btttle then moved, that copies of all letters ap« Mr. Burk^ 
plying tor redrefs, or complaining of the faid fees taken at 
the office of the Secretaries of Mate, or any other office,

The Lorfi jfiivicau rofe and flated to the Houle, that the ThtLvrl 
evidence in defence of Sir Thomas-Rumbold and Mr, Per* AdT««ti 
ring being finiffied, it would be neceffary, before the Houle 
could proceed any farther, that the faid evidence, and alfb 
the evidence in fupport of the profccunon, fhotild be piint-

Mr* Kenyon Jetondtd it, 

IjilNa* Earl Nit^ent oppokd the motion, as he did not think the 
Houle competent to decide upon n; lime was no law exit¬ 
ing, ha LiOrtinnp JiUd, to tiy luch a cauk, and there foie 
whether bii Thoitn:* Run*bold was ouilty oj not guiltv, jji

Sir "Thortm^ Rvfnhtkl nidde a moft pathetic fpmh, wbciein 
he flatcd, that A bill to icfliain him b?d been brought into 
the Houti in April, 17S2; and notvsithftandmg the flouie 
fat until the mtddk ot july, nothing was done ; this JcfTuin 
the Houte met in November, and tict}ucnt delays hid bctn 
occalioncd, {ointtimcs by ihue not being Lufticrent nambtr^ 
to conftt*uie a Hnute; aooiliLr time, a dt'ay ot a month, 
to oblige a CoimkUor; in fadf, the balintk hid Ijccti dt,- 
Inycd much aga^ vfl hivudl, and to pit it eft until next 
yt*!!, ivoiild a entity be did not exntiT: to havt^xpen- 
tneed* lie dtJcnbul h:s itifttrnngs ftrong terms, and 
very afn^tin'^lv iPiiikd 10 the uianncr m which Mi* Buiko 
kad fleeted hiin 10 ihit Houk, i.oLnpiUing it with the bu- 
man TV he had ot I tic fo powti fully extended to others, 
ftanding is he ftt nJ, in tliL light ot ptiiocis acruLed only 
bur not piovcd LiinuniL fk hid, iJ that gcntlumo had 
Vlilted his houte, as he had bLcn known to viht that ot other 
pvopte, he would at times ha^e wuiicfteJ Iccnw that would 
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havc'toacherf hi* feelings, arid fhocked^l* («n(ihility. -Hi 
calkd Tipcm Minlfttr^ for their own hoiioor, for the bonouf 
of that Houfcj for the dignity of \ti proceedings, to uic theif 
influence and power to accelerate his caufe, and if pnihble 
to bring it to a decHlon in the prcfcnt fefhon. He flatcd 
that the great bn^wark of oyr lii}erijes, Magna Charta, cx- 
prclVIy declared that the fuhjeff fhoulil experience no delay 
of juft ice. He applied this ftntcnce to his own cafe, and 
lliewcd, that there had been a cruel 'delay of Juifice with rc- 
fpedt to him. He implored the Houle therefore to proceed; 
he faid he feared not their award, he relied od tlicir juflice^ 
he only wilhed to know his fentence. In God’s name, let 
them put an end to the boiinefs fpcedlly, and either fend 
him to condemnation or acquital! Either clear him to the 
world, or brand him with the guilt he might be thought to 
deferve. Whatever the judgment of the Hoafe might be, 
he wished it to be pronoonced; they might reft afTufcc^ he 
would not ihiink from it. as the fciliun was, He watf 

coniidcut There was ibflrcient lime to have the evidence 
printed, and for the Houfe to decide upon it, and cither 
actjnit or condentn him, as they found he deferved, 

Mr, Fox faid, iei his opinion, it necelfary to hare the Mr, Frt* 
evidence printed, not only forihofc to read who did not at¬ 
tend, hut for thofc who did attend ; for it being fo volumi¬ 
nous, and given at fo m:tny clifFcrent times,^ many parts of 
it, he made no doubt, bad cfcapcd the meinory of the moft 
clofe aticnd.int to the bufmefs; therefore, if there was not 
time to print it^ ant! decide on it this fcllioii, certainly it 
was good rcafon for putting it off; but if, on the concrary^^ 
it could he printed, and iherc was time, by all means it 
ouglic to Itc proceeLled upon* He declared, he had never 
a fled upon the fobjefl of the honourable Baronet's caufe as a 
Minifter, nor would he ever attempt it* The caufe was 
that of all othcffl, uj>on which every tort of influence oughts 
to be avoided, and upon which gentlemen ought toafl with' 
the purelt freedom and independency, taking nothing for 
their guides but reafon, candour and juflice, - 

Mr, pcrfc^ly agreed with the honourable S^tetary, Kiftjl 
but before thiit tpicftiun could b» properly decided, it would 
he nccffTavy^for tlie Houfe to know how long it was tncended 
for Parliament lo fit he owned himfdf an enemy to thfr 
mode of proceeding, and faid, that lie was convinced, that 
wbettever ehe^ufioefs came to a conclufion. Sir Thonra* 

Rumbuld would ftaod acquitted* If they vfcrt to fit fix: 

- P a weekfc 
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wetk* (as he (hotiW fuppofe ibcy were, from Miniftcrs de¬ 
claring that they had many important matters yet to briJig 
on) he thought they ought, injuftlce to the honourahle-Baro- 
nct, to go on ; the evidence, he conceived, might be printed 
in a week, and in hve more they might make a coniidcrable 
progrefs, Mr, Higby fa Id, the motion was ftrangdy word¬ 
ed, and contained a palpable absurdity* To continue the 
bill in exihener, even if a dillblution of Faillament fhould 
take place, flruck him a;: extremely ridiculous, and very ex- 
traordinarya Were they to bind five hundred and fifty- 
eight other perfons to abide by the evidence which they only 
had heard, and not thofe pcrlons ^ 

Mr. Burh w,is of opinion, that Sir Thomas Rumbold 
was by no means fo hardly ufed as he exprsfled himtldf; for 
he had the kingilom to range in; he had a part of hU fortune 
appropriated to the keeping of himfclf and fiiinily genteelly, 
and he certainly enjoyed the greatefl privilege an KugUfli- 
mani under profccution, could do — be fat amongft his 
judges, was competent to fpeak in his own caufc, to vote 
in favour of it if he pleafej, and to plead for mercy in the 
luidft of his trial. In anfwcrto Mr. Rigby^s affcriion that it 
was abrui-d to bind a new Parliament by thtir procctdiogi, 
he faid, it was no more abford, than for a pcrlbn, who luid 
a fuit in Chancery, being obliged to abide by a decree of ihc 
prefent Commlflioners of the Great Seal in a caufc, tlie evi¬ 
dence of which had been heard by the lare Lord Chancellor, 
The evidence having been all taken down in this cafe, as In 
a caufein Chancery, it became evidence on record ; and any 
jjeribns who read it, would be as compvTcnt 10 piooouncu 
“judgment upon it, as thofe who heard it. Mr. l:JurkCj after 
this, made a long fpccch, in which he declared he felt ex¬ 
tremely for the honourable Baronet, who had Hicwn uncom¬ 
mon fortitude throughout the progrefs of the hufinefs, and 
tlirown himfclf as fairly on the candour of the Houfe as any 
^ ^ man could have done, 

Rumltfi/d faid, he by no means enjoyct^thc li-,

The Lord AdvocaU brought in a bill for continuing the Re* Tlit Urd 
ftraining bill againft Sir Thomas Rumbold; but as gentle- Adtij#at«p 
iiKn had e^fprdFed a dcfirc ihat the private cafe and conve* 
nience of tlie honour aide Baronet might be confolud, aa 
much as might be confident with the attainment of public 
juftice, he intended to give way to their delirc* From the 
Ichcdule of the honourable Baronet’s property, given in by 
himfclf, it appeared that he was poifefied of a very confidcr- 
able property, and that his real property might be fairly va¬ 
lued at lOOjOOoL Now, as tliis laft would in his opinion be 
lullicicnt to aniwer the ends of jufttce, he intended that the 
new bill fhould reftrain and tie up only the real property, 
leaving the pcrJbnal effatc open to whatever ufc the honour¬ 
able Baronet might think proper to make of it. 

Sir T^^omas RitffilfoIJ dedred to know if the reftraint on Kts Sii Thoiiwa 
pcrlbn, for preventing him from leaving the kingdom, was 
^ to, be continued by the new bil^ 

The Lord Advocate anfwcrcd in the negative. 

Leave was then given to bring in the bill, 

A motion having been made for the third reading of the 
Pay-office bill, 

Mr, EJJwk^ gave a very minute detail of varioufi clrcutn- Mr.tft- 
llancrs, which had attended an alteration made in Ibinc elites 
which had been inferted in the above bill, on the motion of 
his right honourable friend [Colonel Barrc] when it was in 
the Committee : to thefe claufes it was generally underftood, 
as he fald, no oppoiition was to have been given on the re¬ 
port I and yet, to his utter affoniffiment, he found that three 
of them bad Wn totally expunged, and a fourth altered, 
which he difeovered when he went to look into the hill in thd 
tngroffing-clerk^s Office ; he inftantly made the Speaker ao 
t^uainted with the difeovery; upon which the Speaker ad^ 
dreffed him in the following words ; ** Sir, I have a very 
jrcat rdped for ybu ; but ftill £ cannot believe what 1 hear, 

' ‘ unlcfs 
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Ymkfi I fee t!ie alterations you have been fpeaking of.” 
tKis* he produced the bill to the bptakerj who, having been 
convinced by hi$ own eyes that the altcrntiom bad actually 
been made, faid, he hoped Mr, Ellwick would not think 
that he connived at this buiinefs, or had bcerf in any degree 
an accomplice in it. Mr. Eft wick complained to the Houfe 
of iheft alterations, which he afcribcd to Mr, Durko; and 
he oldcrvcd, that if an individual member of Parliament 
could thus alter the records of P:Kliament, there vas no fe- 
curity for the lives and fortunes of tin? ; and in order 

that perfons fl\ould I-c deterred from doing ihe like in future, 
he iniiflcd that the clauEes which bad betu expunged H^ould 
be reftored. 

TlwSpet- The Spe^ui^r tbcn got up, and expl.ditcd the affair in a man- 
ncr different in many rd'pefls from that in which Mr. Eft- 
wlck had dcfcrif>cd it ; and the tranlaftion turned out to be 
this: that the ahcrations complained of had not been made 
in private, but before the Houfc, before the Speaker, who 
harl put the tjucftion on every one of them ; liur as he under-* 
ftood tliat the parties concerned were all agreed, and that no 
oppofnion r« be given, he had put the quelfion in a low 
voice, merely loud enough to he heard by the parties them- 
fclvcs, who were at the time lound ihc chair, attending to 
what was going forward; in a woid, the queftion had been 

^ *■ put juft in the fame manner, as in all cafes, where the par¬ 
ties were pcrfe^fly agreed. 

JHr. Burke. Mr. Btirke tkid, the faft: w^s juft ,as it had been ftated from 
the Chair; the alterations were made in the Houfo by the 
Speaker, in the chair, in confcqucnce of motions made by 
hi m [Mr. Burkel for that [nu^ofe : nothing could have been 
farther from his liiuntion than to take the Houfe by furprire; 
but this unqucftioiubly could not be Imputed to him, for he 
had giren notice to ieveral honouraidc memlierg, though it 
was not as eaily a notice as he could h^^v^e wifl^cd, becaufe the 
fervicc preffeti exceedingly for the palling of the bill; and 
he had learned from the luoft rcfpctlnble army agents, that 
‘ the claufes which had been added in the Committee would, 
in their fhape, have been Idghly prejudicial to the fervicc ; 
having thcreforoi^ad a life rtotke himltir, it was out of his 
power to give an caily inrimation of it to ethers ; but ftlll it 
was fuffificntly early to take avva^ from all a handle for charg¬ 
ing him fairly with having taken the Houfc by furprife on the 
report- The alterations were not produflive of the fmallcft 
good to himfelf, but they were of the higheft concern to the 

public^ 
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public, and had been made oa grounds of One 

of the clau^ca incapacitated for ever from ferving in any pUcc 
or office under the Crown, any clerk tn the Pay Office who 
{houUI take any feej^^c thought this too grievoas a punilh- 
mentf and had m(A|Ppii alteration, by which the incapacity 
was bn^ited to three'years, a time fuf^ciently long, in hts 
opinion, for the duration of fucli a heavy incapacity; but if 
^entlnnen were advocates for the eternity of the punimment, 
he would give way to them, protefting however againft the 
cruelty of the meafure. This brought to his recollcftion a 
circumflancc that happened foinc years ago at Neuchatel: a 
divine of that city, thinking that even the juftlce of the 
Almighty ought \o have fome bounds, and that therefore 
the pains of the damned could not be eternal, preached up 
a doflrinc, which held out a hope that even the damned 
fhould not be eternally damned ; this greatly fcandalifcd his 
auditors; he ftill adherL-d ro hU doftrinc, which at laft caufed 
a great tumult: the Comuiiindanl having reported to the pre- 
feut King of PruiTja, who Is fovcrcign of Kcnchatcl, the 
particulars of the tumult, and the caufe that had produced 
it, his Majefty, willing to prevent the like in future, wric 
tlic following laconic order to the Commandaiu; “ 

M^Jjleurs iic Neuchattl [uitni dnmnh tterndkm^nit^^ This dc-* 
crec, which left the people of Ncuchatel to be damned in 
their own way, rcftorctl peace to the city; and he had 110 ob- 
je^ion to follow the example 6f the King of Pru^^ia, and 
teftore peace, by letting the poor clerks be eternally incapa¬ 
citated, 

Sir GVor^f Tun^s ilatcd the tranfaflion as it ftrnck hi in ; 
but did not agree with Mr. Burke in every particular of 
the fa^t. 

Mr. Fost defended Mr, Burke, and handled very fevercly Mr. Fe*, 
thofc who blamed him : he faid that if bis honourable friend 
ivas to blanie in any thing, it was la foppoling that he could 
have met with the lead degree of candour from certain per- 
fbns; and for having bnagined that what appeared light and 
tnviaL to him, would appear light and trivial to them j he 
ought to have Tccollffted, and afied up to the phllofophic ob- 
fervation of an^Engblh poet, 

** Lktlc thijjgs feem great to liul« 
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*Mr. Pitt faid, tliat the expunged claufes ought to be re- Mr. PJit, 
ftored, in order that the conllquences that might ariie from 
fuch a mode of expunging might be p rev cate d : when, re- 
VoL. Xt Ol Bored, 
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the Houfe might order the bill to be rc-coinmlttctl; 
and then gentlemen would have an opportunity to debate on 
iheproptlety of expunging them again^ if ihofe wliicli now 
&Q(id ku their place Ihould be ihoU Rh t better; but at all 
c^ents^ the dignity of the Houfc reqSlil| that the expunged 
(UufcG Ihould be reflorcd. He then^ffiteked the coalition, 
and warned Minilters how tticy attempted to make a bad ulc 
of their ill-gotten power, 

LI* North- Lopd AWi/j repeated the Words Ul-gotten power,” and 
admitted that if a power, acquired in confe^jnence of a vote 
of that Houfc, condemning the late Miniftry for having 
made a bad peace, was jll gotten, he was poflefled of ilUgot* 
ten power; but if fuch a power was conftitutionaliy obtain¬ 
ed, as it tnoft certainly was, then he rmifl exprefs his fur- 
prifethat fuch an expreffion could Lave dropjjed from the ho¬ 
nourable gentleman’s lips. It was a little fiirprifmg alfo, 
that the honourable gentleman had not 1b much as attempted 
to prove which would be moft beneficial to the public, the 
alteration made by his right honoiir:tblt friend, [Mr, llnrtej 
or the reftoration of the expunged claufcs; this was a qutl- 
lion which he had wiJcly declined to dil'cufs; but he mu£t 
jlate this to the Houfc, that his right honoumblc friend had, 
by his aUeration, made fcnfc t>rnonfenfe; and rendered that 
praflicable, which tlic expunged claufes would have rendered 
abrolutcly impracticable. As to the ufc which Minifiers 
would make of their ix)wcr,,he hoped it would not diferedit 
them ; tlicy had two great objects to purlue ; one was to do 
many things which their predteeffors had promifrd to do,

Mr*WiU Mr. H^iiherfirct followed tlic grounds of Mr. Pitt’s argu- 
teffoKs, ntenl^ and contended, that no individual memher had a right 
to make any alteration in a lull, without the full and public 
conient of the Houle* Mr, WijberfoTcc nlludcd to th* 
^•oalition, and was extremely fevere oti Miniftcn for prdu- 
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fning CO tenn that a pcrfona! qoeftion^ which ho (aij, 
in every fenfe of the words, a ciatigrial one. 

Mr. j^ctam fpokc flrongly in favour of Government ; bat Mr» a^«ib> 
dccUrcd he l^ad but lately con^c into the Houfe. Mr. Adam 
rctortetl on Mr, Wilber force for what he had faid refpeCting 
the coaLitton, and fhid, the lidc on whicii the honourable 


gentleman fM exliibitcd a coalition as well as the other. A 
coalition to the full as extraordinary ; a coalition between 
,the learned Lord and the right honourable gentle naan, Utt 
bis Majefty’a Chancellor of the Excheej^uer. 

'I hi j called up the L^rd who pruifcd Mr* Pitt in The Lun 
tennsof the ftrongeftpanegy i-ic. He called the honourable Adeowce. 
gcmleman the firif jjolitical cliaraflcr'of the age, and de* 
clared, he did not expeft llie public intcreft would profper till 
that gentleman was again in fotiic diHinguifhcd cihcc in Ad* 
aiiniuration, 

Mr* in reply, deferibed the Lord Advocate as apo- Mr, Fair. 
Jitical weathercock, ready to veer with every breath that 
pointed to felf-interej^* 

Mr* Hid faid, he would freely own, that when lie had Wr. ifNL 
ilrd the honour of a feat in that Houfe, he was weak enough 
to luppoic, that he fliouU fee every Member voting accord* 
jng to the diffates of his confeienee, und influcncctl by truth 
and argument, rather llun by party and connection; but 
experience had taught him more wildom* The honourable 
gentleman who r|K>kc a fliort time before, (viz* Mr* Adam) 
had acknowledged that he had only heard a finall part of the 
" debate; he, for his part, bad been attentive to the whole of 
it, but thought there \va^ no rcafon to have heard much to 
guide his judgment on the mnerer before the Houle; for the 
rjufilion was not, he conceived, the honourable gentle¬ 
man had juft ft.^ted) which was the beft claufc, but whe¬ 
ther a privaEe meinber of Partiameiit Jiad a right, by his 
own authority, ID alter, change, and mutilate an a£l of that 
Houfe: ami. it a liberty of that fort might once be allowed, 
there niuft bo an end not only of the dignity of Parliament, 
but even of Parliament iifclL The noble Lord in ihe blu<^ 
ribband had on adatc occalion fpoken much agninft innova¬ 
tions, but if he codld defend the innovations of one mem- 
her, altering the declftqns of the Houfe of Commons, there 
was nothing he would not give his lUpp^irt to* He obferved,

together, now cordially embracing each other* The Houfe 
niJght Aippofc that he meant the right honourable Secretary 
for the Whig department, and the nghi lumourablc Sccrcta- 
ly for the Tory depanment* He would not deny but lie did, 
and begged to allure the Loving pair, that if they agreed for a 
tweLvcmOiUK they fhonld have his hearty vote for the flitch 
of bacon* He iaidj ftccclfity was ihc argument gcneially- 
pleaded in favour of the coalm^ui, and he firmly believed 
there was much truth couched under that fjugle word.

injury lo them in panicuhr, and to tradt; in general, Sir 
Charles wiHicd to be pcmiiitcd to bring it op.

Sir Gfi^y Cocfpir faid, the topic Und often been dcbatccl, SirOfry 
but tt had been much dlreiiircdj To very lately as the year 
1780, when a petition agatnlV fhe malt had been ofTered* 

It was at that time, as it had been on for me r.occa lions, re¬ 
fined, and the doftrmc laid down more (Irongly than ever, 
that nopetiuon agalnft a tax jl'tould then, or ever be received.

reUtion of the indigence of the country by rcaCon of the 
Ute bad harveft, 

Mr. drew, with wonderful ability and philan- 

^ thropy, a picture of the rinfortunatciituation of the northern 
parts of Scotland, He iliought it was incumbent on the 
Houfe to take the alarming condition of the inhabiunts into 
cunlideration, and endeavoar, as far as in their power, to 
cafe the minds of a very tifciul pari of his Majilfy’a fuhjt^s, 
who by unfoTefeen and inevitable inisfortures were on the 
verge of ruin. ' He laid, the confideraiion of this affair was 
a duty which gcnilcmeti owed to humanity, and a circuin- 
ftance which called loudly and (Jicedily for rcdicfs, and hu 
hoped the Houle would think it aH ohjc£l of a icrious and 
important nature, and which undoulrtedly dcS’crvcd thttr 
uimoft iitteiiiion. He rcprefcnied that the ipirit of emigra- 
lion had pervaded the northern parts of Scotland, and the 
inhabitants were now more than ever forced to this alter* 
native, hovvever dihigrteahlc it m^lft be to them, owing 
to the prefene unfortunate flatc of the; country through the 
fcarcity of corn. He faid, that the poor of the northern 

E arts of {Scotland (and the poor ef any nanon are by far the 
ulk of it) lived chiefly upon oatsiicnce the Houle might 
cunecive the fad fituation of ihefc unfortunate people, who 
were an utefuL part of the coinumnlty, and who had, at difF*- 

rent 
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rcattiin?i} exerted ^fhciiirclvcs mib a Uudable ardour and 
lucccfs in the fervtce of Great Britaint and who cci-Talul^ 
were entitled to cvcry^iTidance tn the power of Government 
to beftow* He ilaced^ among a variety of other particulars, 
that the harvell m the north of Scotland generally eanie 
on very late in the year, and that in the beft of lealbns, the 
corn was but ju^ cfF the ground before «the winter let in; 
it happened, however, lire Taft year, that fdow fell in large 
quantltks before the time arrived, when the Corn wa^ ti)»c 
enough to be got in, and buried it intircly* In December, 
after Icraping the fhow away, the poor people got in the 
corn; but when they came to tlircfh it, they found it almoft 
alt hulks, and what little they had got out of it, to fow the 
land with for this year, had not come up at all, fo that lately 
they liad been obliged to plough the groniui agsin,. amf fuch 
of them as had money to buy barley with, to low it a lecond 
tinic« Mr- Dciupftcr enlarged on thcfc fads, and varioutL 
others, tending to heighten the piflurc he w.'ts exhibiting, 
and Ihcw the iTrgency of the nccrllity that picked for rhe 
julcrfcreoce of Pariiamenr, fince wiiliouc lotnc efte/\ual and 
Ipeedy vclief, many thoufands of the poor in that part of the 
kingdom lie had been alluding to, would pcvilh, as many 
had done Through the want of food already. He then moved. 
That his ^4ajefty fltould be enabled, by and with the 
advice of the Privy Council, to allow the importation of 
corn, for a time not e:\cecding four months from ihc jd 
<Uy of Septembernexr, into the fcvcral counties of Perth^ 
Kincardine, Aberdeen, Invcrnefs, Rofs, Nairnc, Cromar^ 
tie, Argyle, Forfar, Banff, Svithcrland, Caitbnefs, Klgin, 
Dunbarton, Orkney, and Zciland, under certain reftridions 
and limitaiiom,**

The AfAr^uh of GraJ^m feconded the motion.* He faid, fctar<juii of 
he bad yefterday received a letter from Scotland, wfiich 
proved what the honourable gentleman had advanced- He 
hoped that the Houlb would Icrioufly confider the matter, 
and recommended it vety ftrongly to AdmiiiiftrataoD to at¬ 
tend to the unfortunate lituation of thofe people, w ho were 
in a manner ftarving far want of the necdlarics of life. 

Sir fifeph threw out fomc allufioiis againft Scot- shjoffpb 

land, and the [voprtety of Scotchmen taxing themfeivc^. 

Lord fohn Cavtndxjh f^Tid, that thU was not a time for LorJJuhm 
tfiEing; mUfortune was flaring us in the face, and could 
not be ftiut out from our cye-hght* It was in vain, there- 
*)fore, to raife trifling obje^tons; the ncccffuy prclVcd, and 
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would not admit of delay* In fucti caA* hiamanity^ policy, 
and good fclife, all required lhai immediate relief mu^l be 
admlniftcred* He lltould, therefore, moft readily confetit, 
that not a moment be loft; bat he would wifli to fuggeft 
itjto the gentlemen who propofed the matter, that they were 
hound in honour to lee it carried into execution with the 
ilri£leftjuftice and fairncfs* He alfo would hiircly hint, 
that great cnre ought to be taken that corn fliould not be 
taken from one part of the country imprudeinly, and car¬ 
ried to another, bcca^jfc that w’ould only change the place 
of the evil, and not cftbftually cure it. 

Lord George Cttvcndi/J} agreed with his noble relation, and 
wilhed that the Houfe would attend to this alarming affair. 
The queftjon wa$ then put, and agreed ro- 
Mr. Dempper then moved, without any other preface chan 
that it wa£, ill his mind, a propofirion to which no one 
would object, vik* That the Comiiiiflioncrs of the Land 
Tax of the faid counties be enabled to levy a reui, not ex- 
ceeding fourteen pounds Scots on every hundred poundScots 
of the valued rent of the fa id counties, and to apply the 
fame to the relief of fuch of the inhabitants as arc or fliall 
be reduced to poverty by the failure of lafl yc^ii’s crop, and 
the Scarcity and high price of corn occaftaned thereby. 

The Af^irquit of Graham feconded (he. motion, and faid 
that it deferved the concurrence and fupport of every 
Scotchman. 

Sir Adam Ferguffon fpoke in favour of the bill* 

Sir FJujard AjUty thought that there were other parts of 
the kingdom as well as Scotland, that deferved the attentioti 
and relief of Parliament. 

Sf\t Jdam fergyjm faid, (hat there were th^cc chftes that 
came under the attention of the Houfc; the iirft was the 
Tscti, that could purdufe corn at any price, the fecond the 
middling fort of people that could purchafe corn at the 
average prices, and the third the jjoor, that could not-^ur- 
chalc it at the prelcnr prices, and of tourfc muft ftaivc ; 
he therefore recommended it to the Hojfc as his opinion^ 
and he thought the Houfc would agree w^ich him, that it wai 
exceedingly necclfary that the laft dcfcriptlon of the people 
ftould be afliftcd. 

The above motiori was agreed to. 
yir* Dempfer^ after thist, propofed a third refoIudon, for 
granting a bounty on 60,000 quarters of cmn, imported 
into the ports of Scotland, before ilie time alluded to ex¬ 
pired.

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Sir QfCf faid, that the diftrefled poor in the north SirOrtj 
of Scotland muft he inftantly and eifcfituaiiy relieved, was a Cooper, 
propofrtion which humanity ftrongly urged, and alfo a 
much meaner motive^ found policy* Ever^ friend to liis i 

country, therefore, as welt as every friend to mankind, 
mud c^meur in voting effectuat relief. He douhted,'how¬ 
ever, wlictiicr the mode p^opoied hy the refnlution juft 
moved, would anfwer the end in view, or in faff, whether 
it would not be fully anfwercd wirhout it. Sir Grey dated 
the mifchicfs that might arife from coming into the propofi- 
tion, and concluded with cxprefling a wilh that his worthy 
friend would notprefs the refolutiun, 

Mr* Editi faJd, that if the propofition in quedton wereMr, 
the lad that was meant to be offered towards averting the ' 
diftrcfjf under which Scotland was reprefented to labour, he 
fhould be very unwilling to rejeft it, bccaofe he felt and 
mud acknowledge, that a bounty fo large would have a ten* 
dcncy to force an influx of grain into the markets *which ' 
want It, and fuch a competition mud certainly tend toloAvcr 
the price: on the other hand it difficult to faj, how 
far fuch a mcafure might tend to draw the jud fupply froth 
other places, and it was alfo fubjeft tq other obvious objec¬ 
tions, Gre^t, li owever, as thefe objeflions ought be, he 
was not prepared to fay to Scotland, ** You arc under the 
vifitation of a calamity, and alt the remedy that wc offer is 
a pcnuiflioo to you to tax yoarfeif, and to And your own re-* 
lief/’ Such a fetitiincnt would he ungracious, unkind, illl* 
beial, and unjuft, But he wifhed to rcjc£t the prefent pro- 
polition, in favour of the other which was to follow It, and 
which would open the bed mqins of giving relief, by autho¬ 
rizing the executive power, to adminiftcr it aa it might bs 
wanted. Ho*recommended, therefore, to the honourable 
mover, to withdraw the queftion for a bounty, and to reft 
on the addrefs to the King to-give relief, under the aflurance 
of the Houfc to make good the expcnccs to be incurred 
therebyi

The motion wa* withdrawn^ and art addrefs to the Crosvn 
moved and agreed to, mod humbly lo l>cfecth his Ma- 
jefty, that he will be gfacioufly plCalcd to give fuch direc¬ 
tions as may tend moft cfle£lually to avert the evils that arc 
to be apprehended from th* above catamlious Hate of the 
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^Wthern pirti of ScotUad; and to affjre lii» Majcfty, that 
Tiis Hoofc will make good, o«t of the firft aids ihatfhallbp 
graoTcd by^Parliament, fuch cxpcnces as ihall be incurred 
by his Majcfty, m relieving the mifery to which his Ma-‘ 
jefty't ui^happy fubjefts may be reduced by this moft de-» 
plorable calamity.^^ The Houfe being rcfunicd. 

The Hon* Mr. faidj ibnhhlc of his ^tuatlon as ro* 
prefcniing one of the moft populous cotintlcs in the north¬ 
ern parts of the illand, where the cai;imitks fiated by the- 
Cotnmlttec were fevercly fclt^ he thought it moft liecoming 
him to lake no fharc in debate, but to allow the Houfe dil- 
palhonately to come to fucli refolotioiis as their Jmmanity 
Ihould dt£l:atc, and they ihoutd fed proper on the occafion:

Lord ffmke of the A durance Ofllcc, wd made 

a fuppofition concerning hills of tl^at oJlitc, oiid aiked if 
thok under a certain kind came under tl^e delcriptiun of thp 
claufcj bccaufc there might he a promife, or perhaps the ac¬ 
ceptance of a bill in the cafe, 

Mr. S/;n;ndaft faid, that fucli bills certainly came within 
tlic daufc, if they were money ne^ociations* 

Lord Ntwhavett then mentioned the paitlcuhr li^irdfltipj 
that oIRcc lay under, ^

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Mr, ^made a few remarlci, and aiked, if lettejj^t.Tlwrn^ 

tliat conveyed receipts from one place to another came 
in the meaning of theclaufc^ and, fuch^ liable to taxation?

The L^rd Mayor objefled ftrongly to this danfe. He faid 
that the tax would be parricularly bard on ihc day labourers, 
and ilic poor people in general.

Sir Richard Hotham faid, that he, for his part, had no oh- 
jeftions to any of the taxes; but his confVitunits objefled to 
this one, therefore he thought it his duty to attend to their in-* h ^ 
ftruftiori'i. 


Lord A*rji?baven wifiled to know whether or not agree- 
ments were to be comprehended in this cl*iufe, 

Mr, Stanhope faid, that he had been juft now fjieating to 
the noble Lord [Lord John Cavendifh] who had jbown him 
many exceptions, and lie thought it would be for the iofor* 
mat ion of ihc Houfc if his Lordfhip would read thofc 
cepiiuns. 

Mr. Dernp/ier faid he had no objeitioos to this tax, as he 
tbooglu it a good one, 

Tlic Litrd Mayor obfei ved, that perhaps' the laft bonoura- 
blc gentleman -Tgrctd to it bccaufc it was not very liard on 
Scotland, and thicw out fome allufion?, which called up 
Mr, Dcnipjhr^ who laid, that the Iboner all national dif- 
t'int^l:ions between the two kingdoms tvere forgot, the better 
it would be for boili. IJc was no enemy to his Lordfhip's 
inotioQ ; he re|>refcnted, he faid, five commercial towns, 
which would bt; grcnit gainers l»y it. 

Sir Cecil ffray faiJ, that the period fixed on for the conii- 
nuation of the rax Wdukl nor anlwcr, as Government, he 
was afiaiil, would,be t^bbged to extend ii. 

Sir Charki Hamfyhle faid, that- the taxes were heavily felt, CEHtti* 
but e.fily evncluf/ ^ 

Mr, Sheyidatt cLffervcd, that if they were cadly evaded, 
they coulif not be heuvily felt. 

Sir fFitik n Levies wade tome good Dbfervations, and faid, Wjtkin 
that the ct-iule in i't$ prefent ftate would be very prcjudidal to 
the poor* 

Sir Grey C<ioper fpokeon the Lord Mayor^s motion, for the SfrCrey 
alteration of the tax to the following cfre£l t That the qncf- 
lion now before the Commiuce is, whether the word* “ hvc 

pounds** 
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pounds*' fhoutd be fubdltutcd In the place of ** forty fliil* 
ihigs th|t 19} wbecKer payments ot money, in any lutn 
left than five pounds, fhould be totally exempted from the 
lUmp duty on receipts ? The worthy Chief Magiftrate of 
London, who moved thts amendment, declared, with great 
candour, that he was againfl: the principle, and the whole of 
the blU, and that the object of this amendment was only to 
Tender it more palatable, in cafe it fhould pafs tnto a law. 
Nothing could be more confident: with the worthy Magi'* 
ftrates declaration than the alteration he propof'es; and it u 
not to be wondered, that he (hould fav, the bill would be 
more to hts tafie if this amendment was carried ; for certain* 
ly, if it did not defiroy the whole tax, it would difninifh 
the produft of it lb much, as to make the rtfidue hardly 
worth contending for. The noble Lord who propol'ed this 
tax, drew a line of exemption, which no doubt will create 
fbme evafion, and a confiderahlc leakage of the duty on re¬ 
ceipts; but his Lordfliip's motive, namely, to exempt the 
wages of labour, and the money tranfa^lions of the poor 
tnaoufi^iflurcr and arti'^an from the tax, docs him honour, 
and juftifits the lofs to the public. But f own, the decUra- 
tions of the Lord Mayor, and one of tl^e worthy mcinbrrs 
for Weftminflcr, that they and ihcir confiituents were 
againft the principle of the tax, and the whole of the bill, 
gave me more than ordinary fgrprile, Jt may lie true, that 
this Ux will aEc£l the cicit^s of London and Wcfiminlicr 
more than the other cities and parts 6f the kingdom; but tlie 
burden wiU be only in proportion 10 the advantages they en* 
joy, in proportion to the value of the property, the rents of 
land and houfes, the profits of trade, and the extent of 
the commerce of thofe great cities. This argument wiU 
bear with as much force againfi almofi every other tax 
that can be propolhd, as againO: this to which it is parti*- 
cularly pointed. Did the honourable gentlemen ever 
cpnfidcr with attention the firfi claulc In the Land*tai^aft} 
The fum granted by that a£l is to be raifed and allefTcd in 
the firil place at a certain rate, for every one hundred potandfi 
of the ready money and delitsof every pprfon in Great BrU 
tain, and for every one hundred pounds woah of hlsgoods^ 
wares, and mcrcliandizc, or other chattcls'and pcrlbnal ell ate. 
The land tomes Uft to be taiiu!, and in aicl of the defici¬ 
ency of the tax on pcrfonal clUfc, This afiefTcnent was 
found impraflicable in execution. The amount of the fiock 
and capital of ,a merchant, embarked in commerce, and in- 
vcfled in manuiadurcs, could not^ and ought not to hn 

' afeertatned. 
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afccrtaincd* How can you atmiu the object of a tax on per* 
ibnal cftatCf but by a tax on vilibie and odcnfible property, 
cither ip transference or in payment. Stamp duties on the 
inftrunijcnta by which property paifes, or by which the pay* 
ment of it is feenred find protefted^ pervade ranks of 
peoplCf who are competent to bear the duty, ind execute 
thcmlclves in the hmplcft manner, by the penalty of the in* 
validity of the inftiument. This tax, like other taxes of 
the fame nature, wUl he levied and demanded at the time 
and in the manner which will be moft likely to be coqvc* 
nient for the contributor to pay it. It U fo contrived as to ' 
take out, and to keep out of the pockets of the people, ti 
little as poflibie over and above what it brings into the pub* 
lie treafury. The coUe^lon of it is attended with no new 
cftablilhincnt of ofEcers, and very inconfiderable additional 
expence. It cannot encourage or enrrcife fmuggling.—Dut 
it is aliedged that this tax will he hurdenfome and grievoua 
to trade and commerce, in execution and detail. It isfaid 
that it will lie heavy on all mercantile tranfaflions, and on 
all dealings lietweco tlic manufadturcr and the grower, or 
importer of the materials, &c. But furely this complaint ia 
not well founded. The tranfaflions between merchants in 
town and their cuAomers in Uve country, and the dealings 
between manufavorers and their agents, and thofe whv 
procure for them, or fell to them the materials of tlieic 
inanufa£lurcs, ate not carried on by receipts given or 
. takLii in every ftep of thofe tranfaflions, but by accounta 
current, fettled fioin time to time, and where the only re* 
ccipt that W given, is for the balance of the account at the 
dofc of fuch account. Hue in the fame breath that it is faid 
this tax will he too produ£five, it is afTcrtcd, that it will 
be evaded. Wc arc threatened with payments l^rforc wit- 
nelTcs. By the law of the land, a receipt or dilcKarge in 
' writing is not demand able of right. Before writing was 
id generally in ufe and praf^ice as it is at prefent, payments 
were made before vvirnefles, and no acquittance was a legal 
dilcharge except by a Oecd undcrfcal, but tlic inconvenience 
of payments before wiinailc!:, and the peril of their death, 
or the difUcuhy of fiuding them, intrtxluced the ^refenC 
mode of receipts,* which arc not ph-adable againfl a demand, 
but are admitted as evidence to the jury of the payment of 
the money demanded. And there is no great apprchcnlion 
that to avoid a duty of tiv^-pcncc or four* pence, the pay¬ 
ment before Witndics will he revived. The n^'xt ohje^ton 
ti the inconvenience, unprofitable Libour and cmharrairment 
which tU« cxccujtton of this tax wlU occnfion, But tt dnejt 
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iiDt ieem be undcr(tood, by tb* manner In which the ob- " 
jcfkiiQns areilated on the part of the retail traders and others^ 
that the tax ii to be paid by the perfon who fhall require the 
receipt for hia own Security and fatisfaAlon, And as there 
wilt not be Ay necciEry of more rct^lpts being given after ' 
this bill tt pafied, than before the duty was tmpolrd, 1 can¬ 
not fee what mighty inconvenience or cmbarraiTincnt can 
arife from it, except the general inconvenience of contribu¬ 
ting towards any ux at all. When the tax upon pod horfes 
was laid^ there was a great cry againd the trouble and incon¬ 
venience it would occalion to tnvdlers. It has been found 
by experience that this was attended with no trouble whaU 
ever, except the charge of the tax. The lame cogiplaint was 
fuggeded Uft year agiinft the ftamp duty on inland bills of 
exchange; the execution of that tax has not been attended 
with any embarralTmetit to commerce, or any unprohtablo 
labour. When the rccoinige of the gold coin was going on, 
we were obliged to weigh all money that was oUered in pay¬ 
ment. It was thought to T>e next to impofliblc; it was found 
. to be perfeftly eafy; and I wilh it were continued to be 
more pradiifed than it is at prcicni in all con{idcrable tranf- 
aftions, ' In fhort, the more this propofition is confidcrcd^ 

I am convinced the objection raifed and circulated againff it 
with fo much indnffry, will not be found of fufficient weight 
toafFcft the principle of the tax, or to fuppori the amend¬ 
ment moved by the worthy maglilratc, to render it mc^ 
palatable to him, and kfs produflivc lo the public,

The Houfe rclblvcd itfelf into a Committee of Supply. 

Lord N<irth moved feveral fmall fum^, according to an¬ 
nual cuflom, for the civil cftablifhmcnts of the two flo-

He fail that though the Ftoridas were to be ceded to Spain, 
as Georgia was to the Ameiicans, ftill the civil cftablifti- 
mems of thefe three places had been kept up ; notice, how¬ 
ever, had been given to the civil olficers lately belonging lO 
Ihcib govtrnmcuts, thtt they were to have no claim upon 
the public after Midfumtnet ne^i ^ fo that he Jlbodd have 

no 
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occafion to apply to Parliament any more for any 
thetn, except for Kaft Florida, wbidi DOt kaviug been af 
yet lurrendered, tbe people had not been brought aivay; 
and therefore the charge of that govern in eat nmu red upnn 
the public for one year more., ^enegamhu wai nearly m 
the fame predicament; for though we had aii^e a cemon 
thereof to France, diU the river Gambia w|| to. remain 
Inbjeft to GrcaNBriiain ; bowrever, as it was not his Ms- 
jedy's intention to keep up n civil government there, bo 
would not apply to PatUatrtent any more for Sehegambia, 
as he believed it would be put under the cUreftion of the 
Committee of the African Company, who already fopetin- 
tend tiic other fettlcments on the coaft* As to tSkpva Sco* 
tia, tbe expence would this year be alioijt QOOl* more tb^n 
the lafl: tlie reafoti of this was, that as tbe Deputy* 
Governor [Commodore Sir A* S* Hammond] enjoyed a 
conhderable naval employment, and alfo one half of the 
Chief Governor^ (alary, was a non-jef;dent for four years 
back, he had hitnfelf no falary from Ciovcinmeni; but as 
this was not the eale with the pi^cfcnt Deputy Governor, 
Colonel Fauniijg, a brave and gallant refugee, his Majefty. 
bad ordered him a falary of 500!- an income which that 
gentleman bad dearly earned by his attaebmeiit and lo'yalry 
to Great-Uritain, There was an increafe alfo of aooL 
^ year to tlie falary of the Chief JuUlce, which made it in 
All ijovL a faUry that ought not to be thought eoniiderable 
^or to high an officer of the law, and whole fituation dif¬ 
fered in this particular from alt other judges abroad, that 
there were no fees or emolument whatever annexed to it, 
above the bare lalary.—On tbe other hand, there vverc 
iliine diminutions; lOoU a year became faved to the public 
by the death of a Mr» Burner, a mifUonary, who had been 
very ferviccable in the flrft tenliug of the Government; 
there would be a faving alfo of 159I. by the fupprtlhon of a 
pilot boat,, which was no longer ncceflary. Cnee a dock* 
yard had been eftablifhed at Halifax ; and he made n? 
doubt but in coulequeocc of the orders that had been fent 
our, ways and means would be found to lower the 
expcnccs of the civil Government of Nova Scotia, at Icaft 
yqpl* His Lordfliip then moved for Uic different fium, 
w'hich were granted witiiout oppofition; and the lioufe 
was refinned*

Mr. Fuk faid, the hilt now before the Houle contained 
only a few claufes, all of which had, in the courfb of the 
femon, been regularly nc^tived by the Houfe, therefore it 
was ftrangc to bring them in again in a new The noble 
Lord harl formeily brought in a bill, fome of the claufes of 
which were received and agreed to by rhe Houfe, and others 
rejected; upon which the noble Lord ]tad got rid of that 
bln, and brought in two new ones, putting the claufes, the 
Houfe liad approved of, into one bill, and the claufes, which 
the Houfe di(approved of, into auother. .Tbh former of 
thefc had pa^d, and the latter was the bill then under con* 
fiderattotk He wlfhcd the Houle to recotlcA that the bill

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having introduced nothing hut what had been before rejeA- v.

brought on this ftffion. He would only fay, that Govern- 
ment were aware of the advanced period of the ftfHorr, and 
that Jiis Majefty’s Minifters had loft no time m pre|;5aritrg 
and getting ready every bufmcl's which they thought it their 
duty to piopote to Parliament before the prorogation* What

Leave was therefore given to bring in the bilU 

The Shcrilfs of London prcfented a petition from the city, 
which, having been rcid by die clerk, appeared to be direft- 
ed againft the bill for taxing receipts. 

Lard Mayor moved Siat it do lie upon the table until 
tlic report from the Committee of the whole Houfe on the 
above fhould be taken into conitderation ; and that then the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common'Council of London 
be heard by their counCel againft fevcral claufcs in the laid 
bill. 

Sir Watktn Lewes fcconJed the motion. 

Sir Grey Coo^ faid, it* was nut poffible the Houfi; could, 
^nfiitently with their own rutta and orders, agree to rhe 
motion maclc by the right honourable niagiftratc : in the 
very bcfl of times, in 1693 , a rule had been made by that 
Houfe of Commons, that no petiuon againfl taxes, calcu¬ 
lated to raite the ways and means for a current year, be ad¬ 
mitted or entertainedi At that ^icriod a number of petitions 
wero prefented to the Houfe agatnil the taxes then propofed, 
when the propriety of the meafore, as well as its 
Uruck the Houfe of Commons of that day fo forcibly, that 
it was refotved to rejef^ all fuch petitions for die future. 
Again, in 1733, when the famous General Excife Scheme 
was in agitation, a great variety of petitions were prefented 
agalnft it from the city of London^ and many other cUie* 
and towns in the kingdom, praying to bp heard by their 
counlet, but that Houle fet their faces againft them. If pe* 
tidqns, from the city of London, agaiiift taxes of that de- 
ipnptiooh ad found ttieir way in^lhe Houfe, it not be- 

‘ caufo 
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the Konfc ern Aitfint t6 dtfpeAfc with this wife order 
in fovour of the city of Loodon^ but becaufe the city of 
London) having an undoubted right to preleiit petitions by 
the hands of the Sheriffs, tlieHaufe could not know the con¬ 
tents of fuch petitions till they had been 6t^ read by the 
clerk* This was not the calc with any other place in Great 
Britain; for in any other cafe, petitions mu(t beVead by a 
member) who coula not prefent them without having Brft ob¬ 
tained the leave of the Houfe for bringing them ^up: now, asm 
the tatter cafe, no petition sgainft taxes, fuch as he had 
above deferibed^ would be received by the Houle, fo the* 
petition of the city of Lpondon, after having been prelentcd 
hy the Sheriffs, ought not to be entertained, contrary to the 
known order of the Houfe; and therefore he moved in 
amendment, that all the words in the motion after thefe 

that it do lie upon the table,” be left out. 

The Lord Mayor faid, that the petition was only againft Tbelofa 
certain cLautes of the bill, and not again ft the whole of it j**»J“* 
that as one part of the bill was for laying an addititlonal duty 
oti bills of exchange, which had beejn taxed in a former 
year, he thoughc ho might be permitted to fay that the or¬ 
der of the Houfe did not ftand in the way of an oppofiUon 
to the tax by connfel; the city had been heard by counfel 
againft the bill for improving the houfe-tax, and why IhouU 
it not be lieaid alfo on th« prefent occaSon ? 

Sir Charks Bamfyldt faid, he felt himfetf in a very aukward cbulei 
pccdicament; he bad, the other d^, offered to prefent a pc- 
tition from rhe city of Exeter, ntnilar in every refpeA to 
that which the Houfe had juft heard road from the ci^y of 
London, but hU petition had not been allowed to be brou^it 
up. 

The Speaktr explained to Sir Charles, that it had been a The Spea. 
long praAlce of the Houfe, in conilderation of the impor- 
tance of the city of London, and out of to that city, 

to receive any petition offered.by its Sheriffs, without having 
heard any previous intimatjon of its contents. 

Lord North faid, [he two cafes mentioned by the Lord NwA, 
Mayor were widely cliferent : wben tHe bill for amending 
and explaining the !h)ufe*tax was brought in, it w»s not 
to raife a fupply for the fcrvicc of the current year, but to 
make good drhclencies tn grants of former year^, and to 
make rhe tax produce as much as it was originally given for; 
add therefore the rule of the Houfe did not apply to fuch a 
calc ; but though bills of exchange had been taxed laft yeas 

* ftili, 
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mrans of tllis very ytar^ the order of the Houfe applied in 
thhralV in its fail force; and chcrefare the amendnKnt 
foi'ed by his fionnurable friend was abfoluUty necciTary. 

The Lord Mayor flill contended the cafft were paralleL 

Qovernor y§hnJSwt faid he iihed die tax very wcli^ and for 
*nght be had heard agaipft it^ he would give it hh fupport; 

there was a great clamour agalnft it without doorir^ 
and the city of London had pctitioDcd to be heard by coun*- 
f«l againft it, he faw no rcafon why he fhould fhut hii ears 
,sg^tnf^ die infoTination that was offered to him^ Hert'^ 
mirhedj that when the taxes were propsfed^ no obje^ion 
whatever was made agalnfl that on receipts^ within diofe 
walls; on the contrary, gentlemen from all cjuartcrs of the 
boufg were eager to rite to thank the noble Lord at the head 
of his M.ijefty*s Exchequer for having found taxes fo little 
likely to be oppreflive, and for having propofed taxes that 
{j)re^ themfelves fo lightly over all ranks and dcfcnpiions of 
How fuch a cry came to be railed againi^ the taK 
cn receipts without door£, he was at a lofs toguefs; but it 
put him in mind of the remark of an old member of that 
Houle, who, fpeaking of taxation, had faid, there were 
but two objefts^thc commercial and the landed inrerefts* 
The firft of tliefe he had conipared to the hog, faying, if 
you but touch Iiisbriftlts with your finger, he*ll grunt and 
begin to roar ; whereas the other was like the fltcep; you 
might ihear his wool, ami even cut his throat, and yet lic’d 
make no refinance nor any noife. With regard to the prac* 
ticc of lilfening to no petitions againft taxes, he thought it 
a bad practice : how many precedent had he heard Hated to 
enforec a Hm'ilar principle, when petition^ had formerly been 
oifered to that Houfe from America^ It was adhering to 
tlyit piluctpleof driving away petitions Eliai had loft us Amc* 
rlca, and marly ruined this eouiUry; lie hoped, Jjierefore, 
that paft experience would make us witcr, and that the fame 
fatal path would no longer be padued^ At any rate, if pe¬ 
titions againft the taxes were not to be received, he hoped 
time would Ije given to get full InforTnatlon upon the fuhjcft, 
that the ftntimems of ihe people might be well underftood, 
their aiguments examined, their validity p^t to the teft; and 
jf it appeared that they were miftaken in their appreheufioni 
about tiic tax, that they might he undeceived, and their er¬ 
rors explained to their fatisfafliou- Tije Governor declared 
m> Jiiiui was le^i llkdy to be led a^ay, becaufe a cry was made 
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againft any one meafure of Govcrhmetir^ than he uvav, and 
leail' of all, when a cry was railed agaioft a tax; but at the 
fame time he thought It due to thofe who profelTed to feel an 
alarm on the occafion, to have the ground of that alarm ip- 
vcfligatcd, to receive alt the inforinanon that was o^redhim 
upon the fubje^, and to convince the people th^t the alaim 
was ill-groundetl. The Governor laid, that if the city of 
London were fuffered to be heard by their counfel againft 
the tax. It would be impolRble to refute hearing the other 
cities, who were defirous of heard in Like manner* 

The Lffrd Afapt declared, he did not imagine that any The T ori 
other city would fed envious d lUe city of London were 
permitted to be heard by thtir roimfcl agaiuft the tax. The 
city of London coufidered herJUl as the guardian and pro- 
tcaor of the commercial intcrcfts of the kingdom ; and as 
her views in the preknt inflance wcic no brher than to pre-* 
vent the inconvenience to trade, and the huidcn upon com¬ 
merce, which he taw likely ro arife fioin ihe Receipt Tax, he 
was perfuaded every other town and city iji the kingdom 
would fcrl their intereft to be inlcparahly blended and con- 
nefted with that of the city of London, and would fupport 
he* in her endeavours to piocuie icbef m the inRance in 
queftioR, 

Mr, Alderman faid, the petition that had been Mr* Aid, 

juft read from the city ot Loudon, was not a petLiion againR siwbrij,e, 
the tax itfelf, but againft certain claufes trt the bill; and 
therefore ho thought the reafons alledged for not compiying 
with the prayer of it were by no means fatisfaitory, 

Mr, uid, the city of London undoubtedly had the Mr, F^r, 
privilege, as Rated by the Sprakci, of having thpir petitions 
received without the contents being known; but ^t was a 
privilege of little value, for as loon as the conteuta of xhtt 
petition were known, the Eioule could teje£t the petition's be¬

The Speaker tKen acquainted the Houfe that the queftion 
he had to put was, whether the motion fliould ftand aa ori¬ 
ginally moved ; upon which the Houfe divided^ Noci^ 17S i 
AyiCa, T'e. Majority agalnft hearing counfel^ 16^. 

Mr. Ord then brought up the report of the Committee 
on the tax bill, upon which 

Sir CtcU fVta^ objected very ftrongly to the tax ai a par¬ 
tial one, fiated that it would affeft thr commercial inteteft, 
and fcarce be fcU by the landed gentlemen. That It had 
railed great alarm among hU constituents. Sir Cecil {aid, 
was an incontrovertibU faft, fince be had a petition in hia 
hand againft it, ligned by no \th a number of refpeflable 
names than four thoufand. In ohcdictice to the inftruflion^ 
of bis ConflitaqiU, therefore, as well as from the convic¬ 
tion of his own mind, he thought it his duty to endeavour 
to perfuade the Houfe to reject it, and to prevail on the no¬ 
ble Lord at the head of the Exchequer to fubftitute fomc 
other in its ftcad, that fhould be likely to prove Icfs obnox¬ 
ious, Icis inconvenient, and lefs oppreilive. Sir Cecil ob¬ 
served, that a noble Lord, whom he then faw in his place 
[Lord Nugent} had on a former occalion faid, that it wa$ 
wrong to tax the rich, becaufe the taxing the rich was in 
effect taxing the poor. The tax on receipts certainly was 
not a tax on the rich, but it was a tax on the middling ranka 
of people, and very partially and unequally laid. It was a 
tax which would fall fb heavy upon fon'te traders, that he 
was well alTured if jt was carried through, they would pay 
no lefs a fum than two hundred a year to it, whi^h was 
more than equal to the rents of their houfes. ^11 taxes, 
Sir Cecil faid, ought to go either to the cxpcpdltuVc of 
the confumption of the pcr(bn or article taxed. This he 
endeavoured to prove was by no means proportioned to the 
expenditure, but th^t'it was in fa£t a perfonal tax,^^rtialiy 
jmpoied, and fcvercly aift^ing fome orders of men, while 
others would fcarcely feel it at alU He wiflicd therefore^ 
that it might be’givej up, and fome oth^ fiibftituted in lieu 
of it, Jip pras awm, that he fhotild be toldi thkt the 
iellioh was very far advanced, that Minlfters had not time 
to fpare in judging W'hat were'the fjfteft taxesbe adopted, 
and that he fhoutd hear fuch fort of c^cufes; bu| what an- 
fwer were arguinents like tbofe to the commerciat' intereAs 
of the kingdom } The commercial interefts hzd not been 
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to bbme for tbfe time tint bid been wafted in {biiabblej for 
power^ nor, ouebt tbc commeircUl intercfti to he ponifhed 
for the weetu that had been thut loft» when they might hare 
been fo miiob better employed in tranfafling the national 
hufineff. That Houfe had been atone to blamC| and it wa» 

^^Tcry hard that they ftiould punilh otberi for their own fanltt, 

Perhapi he might go farther and fay» that Houfe bad caufrd 
all the difirciTei of the country, tnd occafioned the ncceflity 
for fo many twcij by confenting to carry on the American 
war. That Hoafe then ought to pay for what it had occaft-* 
oned; inftead, therefore, of a tax that would prove a galling 
clog to all money tranfa^ions, and be an unncceftary fource 
of mean veme nee and expence, lay an additional Und tax! 

The Und tax, fo far from being too great, was, in his opi* 
nion, much too low. He was not for railing it lb high aa 
an honourable friend of his had once propofea [14s* in the 
pound] but he was perfuaded it might be raiftd confiderably 
over it* prefent rate* He knew the do£lrine he was advanc* 
ing was not a popular one within thofe walls, but tc was 
true neverthelefs. Another means of revenue would be pro¬ 
duced by abolifliing franking* He w6uld have all tetters, 
that came immediately to Members of Parliament come 
free; it was neceffary that they fhould do fo, but why fhould 
they indulge themfelvei in the vanity of faving others Irom 
paying their taxes } The abolition of franking, he under- 
would produce 60 or 70,000!* and then the addition 
of a penny on the pollage of all letters would railb as much 
more, for which purpofc he moved that the bill be le-cooi- 

Mr. Fax fald, he rofe with fame difficulty, as he fhould fo*- 
be compelled to ipcak confelTcdly againft the opinion of 
a very refpeflable part of his conilituentf, but it was a doc¬ 
trine he had uDlformly held both in Weftminfter Hall and 
Covent Garden, that, in that Houfe he was to fpeak his 
own fcatiments; if they coincided with thofe of his cotffti- 
tuents he fhould be the more happy; but in th^ prefent 
cafe he would wifh to obferve, that the public out of doors 
generally viewed a tex tn a faife light, they were generally 
convened together by perfons who were interefted againft a 
tax, and who ftated every objeftloo In their power againft 
the tax, withodt any pe^on to fpeak in favour of it; ihcy 
likewife did not view the tax at they fbould do, for they 
were not bound to find another tax in its ftead if that was 
lejcfted; m that Hoafe^ the reverfe wascouftancly the ca^e '

in thit Houfe being ufed to fuch bulincfs^ and knowing bow 
to judge of the goodnefs or badneft of taxes^ they never de-* 
bated ihe merit of any tax ahfolutcly and Jimfilictiarf but 
alwayi debated it compaiatively, and coupled with the idea 
that a tax productive to Inch an amount, muft be impofed, 
and a eonfideiation whether that tax was more or lef^ bur<^ 
denfome, and more or lefs o^tionable than any other that 
could be fuggellcd. In thU view of the tax on rcceiptti it 
was, that the Uoule had properly and naturaHy lent it rheir 
fan^ion. They had not, any more than the perfotia with^ 
out doors, decided that it was a tax good in itfdf; fuch a 
dccifioo would have been impoltible and abfurd. No tax 
could be good m ittdf; it could only be lb far good, as upon 
a companion to he found preferable to others * Upon that 
ground theoppolitton in which he had forfo many years been 
engaged, had always conlidercd the taxes propoled by the 
MiniHer. Tl^y had ever argued them comparatively, but 
never thought tncmfclvcs vvarraniabk to inflame the people 
without doors about them, to foment difeontents, or create 
clamour, when they knew taxes muft be tinpofed, and that 
fuch ought to have the picference as were hkely to be moft 
productive, at the lame time that they were not more bur- 
denfome tllan others* That petitions, with large fignatures, 
Bgainft the tax, w'cre eafy to he obtained, was very clear, 
for tlierc was tiothing more required than to draw up a peti¬ 
tion, and almofl evety perfon would at fiift being alkcd (ign 
It, at taxes in general were not much Uked, and veiy few 
perfoniTvould Sand up in favour of them; indeed nothing 
could be fAid in their favour but the ncccflity there was foe 
levying them. The honouiahle Baronet, his colleague, was 
a ftrong advocate, Eic laid, for laying a heavier duty on ihc 
land; in his opinion, that was the innil pai dal tax that could 
be deviftti; and he was confldent that it never would have 
been fuflered at flifl, had It not been under the idea of its 
appealing an cqu:il tax ; that it 1V3!» not an cqu^l tax was 
very pi am, for the landholder firfl pays for his land, and 
afterwands contributes ^ually with every other perfon to at- 
nioft every othei tax. Th« worthy Baionet allb was a firong 
advocate for taxing accoidmg to the'confomption. Cer¬ 
tainly the prellnt tax would operate in that manner, for 
ihete eould not be \ letter way of coming atHhc expendi¬ 
ture than by taking the receipts, or, tn faff, taxing the 
payment made, and it was a faEfo way of arguing, to fup-^ 
pofe that a inaa of 3000I1 per aflnum would not pay more 
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to rhe tax thao ft man of toooU it wai natural to fuppo& 
that he would have double the receipt! to pay. The great 
beauty, he faid^ in the prefent tax^ wat^ that it by no 
means wai compulfory; it was like a commodity brought to 
market; you might purchafe or let it alone ; you waa 
Aot compelled to take a Teceipr, but might purchafe with* 
out; but it was hardly to be.fuppoTed that any man would 
be fo far parltmonious^ as for the fake of two-pence to pre¬ 
vent himfelf from hiving an evidence in UU pofTeffion of hie 
-having paid the tradefinan for the commodity he had por- 
chafed. There undoubtedly was no tax cxifling that com^ 
pelled a perfon to give a receipt^ of courfe it was optional; 
and if the Houfe would permit him to ufe an iUudration lo 
hit argument, he would allert that this was a tax on luxury^ 
for a receipt was a thing that could be done without* That 
the tax was by far more juft than an additinal tax on lettcra 
was plain, for a letter on bufinefs of the value of five fhil- 
lings, would be taxed equal to a letter on bufinefs of 5000I. 
value; but with refpeft to the abolition of franking, that 
certainly was a fairobjefl for the confide rati on of theHoufe^ 
whether the prefent times were not fuch as to induce them to 
give up ihat privilege among feveral others; but if it was to 
be given up, he hoped it would be done cfFcfluaUy, and not 
by referving the privilege of receiving Utters direfted to 
themfelvcs free, merely for the fake of favLng a fcwfhillings; 
but even fuppofing that tax to be adopted, it would by no 
means anfwcr in Oeu of the one in queffion, as the molt 
fangutne of its admirers did not calculate it at ont-fixth 
part of the prefent. Another proof, he obferved, of the 
goodnefs of the prefent tax was, that it would be unirerfal 
in its operation, and fall upon the purchafer, and not the 
vender of the goods, for the leceipt would be required by 
the purchafer, and of courfc he muft pay for it* H^d the 
ftamp been on the bill, it would have been a hatdfhip on 
the vender, as the perfon to whoro the bill was delivered 
might, before it was paid, lolc the bill, and require another. 
The tax certainly was better than any addition to the CuC- 
tom-houfe duties, as it would by no means cocrcafe ftnug- 
gling, and the exemption of all receipts under 40s. particu¬ 
larly guarded it againd: aSc^ing the lower dais. The na¬ 
tion, he faid, was already fo loaded with taxes, that it was 
almoft impofiible to lay on any frefh load, but it muft be 
fcU fomewhere; of courfe then the great object was to lay ft 
Ux^ fo ft! to make its operation as general and produAive 
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i% pof^ble i for if a tax mt Uid to aficfi only the rich» it 
wu fore not to be piroduAivo^ and if it ^as to affcft only 
the poor, it was opprdlivct 

Earl Nugint approved the tax at a wife and prudent met* 
furt. It was, lie faid) in the nature of a general excife^ 
without the odious parts that would attend a tax of that kind* 
He wiftied it had been earned'farther, and been extended to 
all receipts of aOs. it would then^ he faid, have produced a 
vail fum, which would have enabled the MintAer cither to. 
lower the cftHom-houfe duties, or have paid off a part of 
the national debt, in cither cafe tlie poor would have bceo 
benefited in the end. He declared himfclf averic to the 
Bank being freed for fo trilling a confide ration as Ja,o:x>lt 
per annum* So far from not including the poor, he would 
have made it extend generally to aU defcrlptlons of people, 
and ID appropnating cUuie interteJ, declaring that the (Ur* 
plus lliould applicii towards the dilcbarge of the national 
debt* Such a mode of taxation would, he fatd, prove 
highly advantageous to the country, and every man muft 
fee, that if the national debt was not diminifhcd, this coun* 
try could not CKtll much longer. His Lordlhip urged the 
great propriety of taxing payments in general, as well for 
OUT viftuals as any thing elfe. He condemned the pcrniciout 
pra£tife tliat had for many years prevailed of impoling cu& 
toms, and in order to prove that it was the moft im^litic 
that could be devifed, produced from his pocket a compara- 
live eflimate of the taxes paid by a very poor family, 
through the medium of cuftoms, and the taxes that the fame 
family would pay through the medium of an univcrfal tax 
on all payments* He Hated the amount of the former to be 
thirty Oidimgs a year, whereas by the mode which he re¬ 
commended, the amount would not exceed four fhtllingi. 
He atfo flrongly urged the nece(lity of taking oT the cu& 
tpnif in cnaoy mdancet, declaring that they not only ope« 
rated as an advanced premium to fmuggters, but a^a pro¬ 
hibition to the legal importation of the articles upon which 
fuch high duties were laid. 

The Lor^ Mayor faid, had he been fo happy as to have 
faccceded in his motion, that the cit^of London be allowed 
to be heard by their Counlel againft fhe bill, the Houfe 
would have b^n troubled with very little argument from 
him that day* He declared, if t&c bill were to pafi, he 
hoped u would prove produdive, but he could not help wifh** 
ing the amendment he bad propofed the other day, of ex* 
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tending the excmptioa to all funis under ^ve pounds, 
been accepted, becaufe it would have chleflj removed the 
objeftloni that he faw to the bill. With regard to the 
modes of ralfing money propofbd by the honourable Baronet, 
in the room of the taic on ^receipts, he could not fay, he at 
all approved of either of them ; if the land tax were at- 
tempted to be increatcd, that would prove a much worfe 
burden on his conftituents, than the tax at prefent under 
'dilcuiTion. The city of Lrondon already paid intinUeJy a 
Jaiger proportion of the land tax than it ought, compared 
with the greater part of the kingdom, and therefore to oblige 
it to pay more, would be injuftice in the extreme* He 
as much obje^ion alfo to a tax on letters* 

Mr, Martin faid, he had that day received a letter from Mr^Mirdn* 
the trading toWii he reprefented, inUrufting him t^ oppofc 
the tax; and as it was but fhort, with the leave of the 
Houfe lie would read it as a part of his fpeeeh, rather than 
trouble them with any triding dtfeourio of his own. Mr. 

Martin read it accordingly, and its purport was a condem¬ 
nation of the tax on receipts in general terms, as inconveni¬ 
ent and hurdenfome to trade aud cotninercc* Mr. Martin 
having thus performed what he held to be his duty to hii 
conftituents, hefiid, it ill became him as a hanker to fay 
much on what a noble LordTiad obierved rd'peflingpeople in 
that line of bufincfs, but he could not help declaring he 
thou^t Bankers ought to be regarded in a different light 
TefpCCTing notes and drafts from perfons in other profefBons, 
and that they were entitled Ko fome particular excepcioas in 
thetr favour. With regard to I ranking letters, he had rea* 

Ion to believe the privilege was greatly abnred- He had 
been well informed, that tlietc wAb a perfon in the city of 
London, who publicly decUied, he would any morning pro¬ 
cure as many franks as were wanted, for five Ihilbngs s 
dozen. 

bir emerge U&u/anl he had Ukewifc that day received SirGfom 
X Ipiter from his conflituents, ioftrufling him to oppofc the *^®'^**^ 
tax pn receipts. Sir George he always contidcred it 
as hii duty to comply w|th the inltruflloni of his conilitu- 
cats, and therefore Ke rofe to declare his oppoAtioci to the 
claufe of the bill, relating to the particular tax he had men¬ 
tioned, Sir George, in tHe courfc of his fpceeb, acknow- 
Icdgipd, that in his opinion the tax would fall on the con^ 
funner. 

Mr. Beaufoy and Mr. Gregory both rofe at the fame time, Mr Ccia* 
but Mr# Bcaufoy meeting the S'pcakei^t eye, he pointed to

Mr+ Speaker., I think myfelf particularly unfortunate 
in having attrafted yoor notice at a time when an' ho^ 
nourablc metnberj fo much more capable of giving valu¬ 
able information to the Houfe, wa* riling to fpcak; but 
fince you have thought proper to call upon me^ it becomes 
me to obey, 

Sir^ 1 have always under^ood^ and ihe erguments of the 
right honourable Secretary confiriri me in the opinion^ that^ 
as the providing taxes for fupplying the neceflitiei of the 
State is, of all the duties of a Minlfter, beyond companfbn, 
the moft arduous; fo the railing difticultics with refpe& to 
the me* he oflers, can be juftifted only by .confideraiions 
the mofl forcible and urgent. This maxim, which ought at 
lalL times to be regarded, acquires accumulated force from 
the prefent lituation of affairs : Jor, if we confidcr the etn- 
barraffments that muft take place, fhould the taxes, in the 
prefent advanced Hate of the fcflion, any longer be delayed ; 
if too we admit, what cannot be denied, the impropriety of 
allowing the finking fund to continue the foie pledge to the 
creditors of the pumic for the fums we have l>orrowed ; and 
if we all acknowledge the candour and good intentions of the 
noble Lord, who presides in the department of the Exche¬ 
quer, it is impoflible not to wilh that the taxes may proceed 
with expedition; it is ^impoflible not to feel a finccrc and 
carneH dellrc of giving to chat noble Lord, in his prefcjit 
difficult Httiation, every honourable fupport. At the fame 
ttme, it feems to be the wiflt ,of the Houfe to obtain every 
polTible information with refpeft to the probable effeffs of the 
raxes contained in the prefent bill i and, indeed, it is Incum¬ 
bent upon us, as trullecs for die people, to examine, with 
minute and anxious attention, every law that impofes new 
burdens on the kingdom. It becomes us to be Q#ell aifured 
not onljt, that new burdens are indifpcnfahly rcquifitc, as iii 
the prelcnt fit nation of things it ii obvious they are, but 
likewife to be well alTurcd that thofe burdens fbalt be equally 
didributed ; that every man fhall pay, as nearly as poifible, 
in proportion to his means; and that'no one cUfs of our 
fellow dtiaens lhaU be fcleficd frQm the reft as obje^Hs of pe¬ 
culiar opprcfHon« The tax which is now fubmitted to ouc 
conHderation carries, in its firft afpeft, an appearance of fair 
equality — of ft rift and impartial juftice : yet the citi^.ens of 
London have decUred, that it is partial vn the extreme ; foe 
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thift while its burdens wlH fcarcety^ be felt by the landed intt* 
refly they will operate on the coinoiercial sii a heavy oppref-^^ 
fion *—*5 a cruel and Jntol)erB.ble grtevaoec, Thejudgtucnt 
of rhe t.icyof London^ ddil>cratcTy given, undoui^dly dfrp 
lervcs arteniion ; for, notwitJiftaTjding the ccnfurei which 
the r;^-Ir ^^or'oorablc Secretary has beftowed onfuch perfons 
wjihnur doors as prefume to canvafs the merits of a tax, 

1 am f.f^rUu'ied the Houfe wlH agree with rnc in thinking, 
that of grievances to the commercial intereft, the citizens of 
London are not incompeteal judges. At aj>y rate, as the 
rules of oar proceedings would not permit us to hear them 
by counfel at oar bar, it furely becomes us to proceed in the 
debate with a double portion of candour. The citizens of 
London fay, that even if the burden of the tax Oiould fait, 
as the intends it Ihall, not on him who receives, baton 
him who pays the money, for which the difcharge is given, 
that even in that cafe, the teaff unfavourable to them, the 
tax will be unequal and partial to excels ; for, to the country 
gentleman, it operates only as a tax ppon income; it does 
not operate on the property from which that income is de¬ 
rived ^ it is a tax on the 20C0I, a year he spends ; but it is 
not a tax on the 50,000!. which liis eflate is worth. Whereas 
to a perlba in trade it is a tax on his whole capital ; for the 
whole of that capital, or at leaft the greateft part of it, he 
lays out in the courfe of the year. If then he employ* 
30,000!- in his bufinefs, it Is clear that thi: tax will operate 
bn the whole of tliat fum, and of courie he will pay to this 
tax five and twenty times as much as the country gentleman 
whofc fortune is the fame with his, Thi^ will be the caft if 
he lays out hiacapital once only in the coiu ft; of thctvvelvc- 
ttiontU ; bat if, as is the cafe in ;t variety of trades, fmm the 
ijuicknefs cf the returns^ he Uysout his capital twice in the 
courfc of the year, the tax will operate on the 50,000!* twice 
over, and he will pay to the tax not five and twenty tioncs 
only, but fifty times as much aa the country gentleman, 
whole fortune is the fame with his- Thus, fay the cm?teni 
of London, it is clear chat though the expence of the ftamp 
fhould be borne bj; tht perfon who pays the money, flill the 
t*x IS cbvioully unequal, bccaufe it compels a perfon in trade 
to contribute at leaft twenty times at much, andi in 

many mflances, fifty time^ as much as a country ^cntleinan, 
whole fortune is equal tp his. This they allcdgc is hard and 
Oppreffive ; ^nd.U mijift be acknowledged that there docs ap¬ 
pear to be much reafon in the complaint s for though it 
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fhould be admitted that th\% tax Is^ what the riglit honours* 
ble Secretary calb a cai on expenditure^ yet it eertaini/ 
is not what/ to give effect to his arguments^ it ought tobc^ 
a ux on that kind of expenditure which is always conneded 
with confumption^ and therefore with income. Such are the 
objeflions which tlie commercial towns and cities of the 
kingdom make to the tax on receipts, even on the {bppofl* 
tion lliat the cxpcnce of the ftathp will fill not on the recei¬ 
ver, hat on the payer of the money; hut they allcdgc, that 
cruel indeed will be tlieir f tnatiooj if, contrary to the in¬ 
tention of the a£lj the c^ipcnce of the ftatnp fliouhl fall on 
The receiver of the money ; and that it wiLL fall on the re¬ 
ceiver is, it Ibems, their decided and unaminous opinion, 
n"iic indeed direfls, that the perfon wlio pays tlic money 
ihall defray the expcncc of the ftanip; but it niuil be con- 
felled, that if tlie parties thrmlclvcs do not think it nccellary 
to follow the <]lrc£lions of ther.£t, there is nothing in the aft 
which compels them to follow thole diregions, if the per^. 
ton who pays the money thinks That the receiver of the mo¬ 
ney ought to furnlfii the ibnip, and the receiver, however 
reluifamJy, agrees to do it, tlicre is notliing in the aft which 
can prevent the receiver from taking the burden on himfelf, 
Tt is evident then liiat the i^uellion, who fliaJl pay for the 
ilatiip } iuuft be determined, not by the direftions of t]ie afl:^ 
but by the joint opinion of the parties. This being the cafe, 
on which of the two parties do you think the expcncc will 
fall ? You will certainly fay, on tliat party which is moft de¬ 
pendent on the other, js then the gentleman dependent upon, 
^r any ivaj^s obliged to the fliopkccper with wliom he deals ? 
or, ii the iliopkccper under obligations to, and in fgme mta- 
fure dependent upon the gentleman ? Certainly you will fay, 
the ihopkeeperk under obligations to his cuftomcr, and is fo 
far dependent on him, that, gcncrallv Ipeaking, he would 
confider tluc lofs of his cuftom as a uiisioj tune; lor, ’^s it h 
by^ his trid^ that he the inis ot his trade would be in¬ 
evitable If then ariy difputc fljould a rile between the 

tradcfmSLD iiis cuftotner, which of the two muil give 
way? undoubtedly the tradeimarii fo* though the payment 
of the flamp duty is a lofs he can ill afford, yet he would ra¬ 
ther bear that lofs Llian lubinit to lofs of. hU trade, which 
would completely ruin him. Thus it appears, that every 
ffcntletnati, if he chutes it, may tlirow the ^xpence of die 
upon his tradclman — and will he iiot chufe it ? .Wjil 
he RQl lay, “ if I pay you du« bill, you mull gm me a legal 
: ■ 4 . ^ difeharatr** 
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difchargc?** And thonld tlic tradefman reply, " no, Sir, Jt 
it you who muft provide the Aatnp for that difebarge wjll 
he not anfwcr, wHat \ is it not fufHeient that 1 pay 
your money ? mui^ i alio pay for your receiving it r 1 mal| 
not trouble nayfelf with providing your twopenny and your 
fourpenny ftamps, nor will I pay you for providing th^in. 
Jt k enough for me to difchsnrgc my bill; it is your bufincfs 
to provide a kgal receipt. If you do not think proper to fervf 
me on thefe terms, there are otJicrs who will be glad to do 
it/’ In fuch difputcs, it is clear that the tradefinan muft fub- 
jnit, or lofe the trade by which he gains his fubhllence l he 
muft fubmit to a partial lols, or encounter total ruin. Thus 
it appears, notwithftanditig all the arguments of the honou^ 
rablc Secretary to cftabUfli the reverfe of flie proportion, 
that the burden of the ftamp muft inevitably fall upon the 
receiver. The proof that it will do fo, U fuch as, in the 
common aftairs of life, enn letdom 1^ obtained, it is dc- 
inonftration ; for it is impofliblc, from the nature of fhings, 
that the fa£t ftiould be otbcrwifc* Since then thccxpenccof 
the ftamp muft fall on him who give'? the receipt, what wjI! ^ 
country gentleman, wliofc eftate \% rjoooh per annum, pay 
for die receipts he givci to his tenants > not forty fliillmgs 
per annum upon any calculation, Where.^s I am aathorifed 
to fay, that if the cuftom of the Houle, on fuch occaliom^ 
would permit the examination of witficfics, it Would be 
proved by evidence at your bar, that the different commeir 
cial houfefi of the city of London will be compelled to pay 
'to diii tax from lOU to aool- per annum ; an expence that 
is equal to their honfe rent; fo that eacli citizen, on an ave¬ 
rage, will pay as much to the tax as h<2 pays to his landlord 
/or the rent of the houfe he lives in. Should the citizens of 
London alk us where U the jullicc of compelling aperlpn 
ill trade to contribute to the public expcnccs a hundred ttme^ 
as much as his fellowfubjeff, whofe income is 3Q00I, a ycari” 
what anfwer fhall wc make to die qutftion } I proteft I know 
not. The right honourable Secretary indeed has told us, that 
a perfon in trade may always relieve himfelf from the burdep 
of a tax, and ihift its weight to the coufumer» I'his bpl- 
nioq^ is a proof that he does not diftingiiifti beiwctn the 
feft of a tax impolcd on a particular commodity, and the 
cftefl of a rate impoLed on die mode of condufUng hufinefs.^ 
■If a tax be impofed on*a particular commodity, a% for ex¬ 
ample, on tea, it is in the g occr^s power, generally fpeaking, 
,{fpr U is HOC always the cafe) to raife the price of the article,

)9f th^ ht hat paid to the tax t but if tM tax be im^ 

puftddfl th^ mode of conducing buftneft, in the prctetit 
raft df a duty upon itcripts^ ilit grocer muft take the whole 
Vurdeh of the tax upon himfeU; for how fliall he obtain re* 
Itrf^ ftiaU lit riife the price of his tea } He cannot do this ; 
ibr a,trei^bearing grocer is of bpinion that the advance may 
he mado ^ith much more advantage on fugar« A third js 
pcrfuaded that the price of fogar is already as high as the aN 
frete ^ill bear, and that the amount of the ux fhould he laid 
as a charge on figs. This contrariety of opinion, unavoid¬ 
able in fuch a calt, will compel the grocer to bear the whole 
harden of the tax j for, oiherwife, he muft cxpolc himrelf 
to the total ruin of his bufiticfs, by charging a higher price 
fer fome particular article than that at which h js fold by 
tfthet^ of the trade. The right honourable Secretary will 
lay, perhaps, that if the grocer chuies to take upon himfelf 
the whole burden of the tax, it Vfould be very onreafonable 
to afcrlbe to the tax an inconvenience ariling from his volun¬ 
tary aft. The citiKens of London will tdlihe right lionou- 
table Secretary, that the conduft of the grocer on this occa¬ 
sion cannot he considered as voluntary ; for, of all compul- 
lions', the fear of ruin is the flroiigefl. Thus it appears, 
that to ttiit tax on receipts a petfon in trade wilt be compel- 
led to pay from lol, to 2'ooh per annum, wiihout ihe pufli^ 
bUky of fhiftitig the burden from himfelf to the confumcr; 
while hk fellow I'ubjeft, who derives from his land an Income 
of 3O0ot. per annum, will Icarcely contribute, on any fup-' 
poinioj), 40s- a year* Still Icfi will be the contribution of 
ludi of Itis fellow fuhjefls as derive their incomes from iacm 
ney lent on niortgagt: and a third defcripiion, not the tcaft 
tvc^iUby, the proprietors of the public funds, will not co;i- 
tribuTc any thingio the tax; the proprietors of two hundred 
and fifty millions will not l>e called upon for a bngie iliilluig, 
'I'o tills tax may; rherefore, truly be alcribed, alltbe iti- 
cquality, all the injuflice, which the right honourable Secre¬ 
tary imputes 10 a tax on land ; for certainly it operates sl& a 
tax on one particular defeription of properly, almoft to the 
exemption of c\fcry other t it operates almoil exoluiivtly on 
money employed in trade. That every man ought to con¬ 
tribute to the nccdlities of the et^tc, in propranion to the 
revenue be enjoys under the protcAion of that Srat^, i$ iJie 
fir ft and fandauiemal law of juft and ti^ual taxation, ft 
is a law which rcfults from the nature of civil fociety, and 
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imitmtilsle rulei of jafticc. What hatt tht Mr- 
chantt dotit, whoc h%Tt thtii feiloir cltt^na of the conw 
mercul ioteteft dooti that they fhouid b« denied the beiicflt 
of this tquttibte law } Why muil the trading intered bo 
com^lleci to bear, almoft alone, that burden which, in ptti^ 
portion CO the refpeffive incomes of fho people, ought to be 
equally borne by oil.. TJiit Ux h every way partial and op* 
preEivc} for it ii not only partial and oppreilivc with re- 
fpe^ to one clafs of the community, at diftinguifhed from 
the reft, but it h alfo partial and opptcjlive with rcrpcfl to 
particular individuals of that cUfs, as diftinguiihca from 
other individuals of the tame clafa: for if of two perfops ia 
trade, Uic one from the nature of his butineis receives hb 
payments in fmall foms, the other in fums of much larger 
amount, their returns may be the iitme, their profits may be 
cxaftly equal, yet the firft may be obliged to pay to the tax 
fifty times as much as the laft. Thus it appears that by this 
tax on receipts, the fubj^ft will be alTeflcd, not in proportion 
to his means, not in proportion to tltc profits of his trade, 
not in propoition to the revenue he enjoys under the protec¬ 
tion of the flatc, but in proportion to the number of receipts 
which in the courfe of the twelvemonth he may happen to 
give, a circumifancc which is often as little conneflcd with 
ids revenue, as little conncflcd with his profits in trade, as 
the numlicr of letters, whicli, in the courfe of the famo 
twelvemonth, he may happen to write. This tax is not only 
ihc moft partial and opprcfhve, but it is alib the moft irk- 
Ibme and vexatious fliat ever was impol'cd upon the people. 
It adopts the principle of the famous Alcavata tax in Spain, 
by which no tranladion of buying or felling can take place, 
without a tribute to the crown; a tax made famous for the 
ruin it has brought on the manufaftures and commerce of 
tliat kingdom. In other taxes, the duty impofed is con* 
founded witii the price of the article, and is therefore con¬ 
cealed from the eye of the confunicr ; hut a duty on receipts 
ftiows the tiv naked and undirgnifcd, brings it forward into 
notice, and keeps ^t pcr^Tictuaily in the peoples’ view. Is it 
not a fofticient hardfliip that the people arc taxed, however 
nccciririly, beyond tht^experience, beyond the conception of 
former tintcs t Mu A: we alfo force their burdens daily and 
hourly on ilieir* attention^ To the juftice, to the humanity 
of the Houfe, the people4make their appeal. They earaedly 
intrear, that if they Itavc borne with unexampled patience, 
the burdens of a war froiu which tbev could derivo no poL* 
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they may not now^ on the teitim of peace, 
be fubjcfl^jtl to a tax iriorc irkfomc and vexatious than any 
‘they endured in the courfc of the mr Icfelf, The merchants 
in particular and the manafaftuTers'intreat, that tf> in the 
.ruinous clFefl;} of that war, they have fuitained a more than 
equal iharc, iheyinay not now, on the return of peace* be 
iinyled out from the. reft of the community, as objefts of 
peculiar oppreihon* They afk not for indulgence* for in 
all the burdens of the pul;>tlc they are willing to take tbeit^ 
part, but they Intrcat that a double portion may not be 
forced upon them. They carncftly requeft* that to the cala- 
^riulttcs they have endured, you would not fuperadd the 
heavier load of injuilicc, nor treat them like the flavcs of 
Jerpdilc }>owcr, who arc afTtHcd not according to their 
means, but according to the caprices of their matters: fuch 
taxes they think are alien to the law^, repugnant to the 

f enius, intolerable to the fpirit of Engllfhmen. Thus, Sir* 
have endeavoured to difeharge my duty to the Houfe, my 
duty to the public, by faithfully reprel'enting, as far as £ 
have been able to collefl: them, the (entiments of the people 
Tcfpefting the bill, on the mci its of which you are now to 
decide; and by ftating, to the Ixjft of my ability, the iii" 
conveniences that in my own judgment muft inevitably cn- 
fuc, if this tax be iinporcd upon the kingdom. Perhaps I 
may be alked, what better tax have you to propofe } Sir* 
ihe fituatton of an individual, unconiitfted with oflicc, may 
ibmetimes enable him to take a nearer, and therefore a more 
accurate furvey than Minifters pottibSy car, of the incofi- 
veniencies likely to foLlovv from a particular tax; but Minif- 
ters alone poiTefs that general, that commanding view of the 
rcfourccs of a country which is ncccflary tolhcw what bet 
ter taxes may be deviled. To the candour of the Houfe 1 
fubmit the fcmarks, which not indination has led me to 
make, hut which a fenfe of duty has extorted from me; 
perftflly afl’urcd that tlie decitton of the Houfe, l^rliatcvcr 
it may be, will be fuch as, aH circumttanccs coniidcred* 
will be mott expedient for the country, and moft conducive 
to the general and particular intcrefts of the different daffes 
of w'luch it is compofed, * 

Mr, Thornion very ably argued agalnft the bill, on the 
fcorc of its want of cleat neb of, exprellloit, and fticwcd in 
what particulars it flood in need of coircftion. He dcfeir- 
ded his argument on former day,- refpefting the facility of 
evafion that the hdd our* againilthc ridicule thrown on

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it by Mr. Fox. Hc^ contended, that it might be tvadc(l>' 
nineteen times out of tvrenty ; and before he fat down^ dc^ 
cUred a town hall had been called in the borough outhe Cub- 
where inftruftions had been drawn op, for their repre- 
ientadves, upon the ftrength of which he had rlfen on that 

sir RUhard Hetham faldbc had been inlirufted by his con- sir !i.iciitr4 
flituents likewife to oppofe the tax, but as the Houle had 
heard lb much upon it from his wordiy colleague, he would, 
content himCelf with olfcriog a fingle remark, and that was, 
that a penalty of twenty pounds was, in his opinion, much 
TOO heavy and fevcrc for the non cojupUance with a two¬ 
penny ftainp dunr- 

Mr. Pulitney ftated the arguments pyo and cQtt with oecu- Mr. r 
liar adroitnefs, and clearly proved, that the tax woulq reft 
ultimately on the conCumcr, whether he directly consented 
to p.iy the tax when he made his payment, or indirectly 
paid it, in the price of the different ariidcs charged to him, 

Mr, Pultcncy advifed gentlemen ratlier to endeavour to tpiet 
dikonicnts without doors, than to foment them. 

Mr, i 7 jfr/V/bw faid, that the framers of the bill laboured Mr. Shftu 
under very great dl fad vantages, in as much as they a£led only 
from their own weak judgment; whereas the oppolers of it 
argued againfl it, only becaule they had been inltruftcd fo 
to do, by perfons who had never Ibcn the biU, and were un^ 
acqualncJ with tlie various pruvifions it contained. He tifed 
fcvcral arguments to Hicw that the tax would eventually fall 
on the buyer, and not on the feller: lie had leen a mercer to 
whom this tax was odious, and yet who had no objeiHoti 
that a tax fliould be laid on wrought hlk, bccaulc he could 
raife his price accordingly to bis cuftomtrs; but that the tax 
on receipts was obnoxious to him, for by it, the twopence, 
and no more, would pal's to aiul from his hand without any 
fupcrlucration to the public purie. For bis own part, he 
was convinced that the tax had become odiovjs among foinc 
people, only bccaufc none w’cre to receive any benefit from 
it but the government to whom k was paid : this made a 
great difference between, jhis and aU other taxes; for in the 
one, government received it all; in the others, for one fhil~ 
iing that was.impoled by X'arliamcnt, ten were impoftd by 
the feller. 


Lord Mubim fatd, he rofe not to oppofe the tax, but to LJ.Mihoe* 
fay that the bill mufk be recommitted on account of the in^ 
accuracy which there was in one of iis claufcs, and which

Job'll Lord ^c/j« very ably defended the tax, and 

Civtjidiiu to'the Hoiilu that ic was much more for the be¬ 

nefit of the purchafer to pay for the receipt in the firft in- 
flance, than fgfFcr the vender to pay for it, and \k ailowcd 
to charge extra on that account; for it had been a general 
remark, that where the trader was charged a trifling addi¬ 
tion, he was fure to lay it on heavy to the confuruer. There 
were fcvcral amendments he intended to move in the bill, 
which would make it tnore palatable; and he had not the 
lealt doubt, but the public would lind it by no means lb op- 
prellive as they had been led to believe it^ 

Sir Wjtitia Lnvls faidj that as the Houfe had refufed hear- 

■ iQff CQunfel in behalf of the citi^x:ns of London* which he 
conceived they were entitled to, there being a precedent In 
favour of fuch a claim in the Houfe-tax bill, he felt him-

Icir more particularly called upon to give his opinion, and 
that of his condituents, upon the tax then under coaddera-* 
tion of the Houfe, He looked ui>Oo the principle of the bill 
to be fubverfive of tlK trading and commercial interefts of

^perfuns were aware of: it would affeff every manufaflurc ; 
before an article was fit for exportation, it would have paid die 
tax twenty times, and this country would be under fold in 
foreign markets: the had confcqucnces multiplied upon in- 
vefttgaiion, and would be found tcry injurious to the in¬ 
ter cu of the kingdom, 

Mt. Leiden laid, lb much had been alre^y urged»refpc£(« 
ing the tax on receipts, that he would not trouble the Houfe 
with his opinion. He would however take a future oppor¬ 
tunity of bringing a bulincfs before the Houfe, that wo^ 
not prove, he beUeved, extremely plcafant to Minilters*

Itidc to the writ for the borough he itprclentcd having 
been fent down from the TreaCury ^ as great an infult aa 
ever wai pal on the public ! 

Mr* Bac^n^ in a very fpiritfd fpcech, coramcjided the Mr. Bicae^ 
and faid, though it materially afTcAed hloi, he ftiould pay it 
. very cbcarfuUy* 

Mr* Aidcrman made a fhort fpecch again ft the Mr,AVrt* 

declaring at the faniQ time, that he wa* perfuaded, if 
tlic noble Lord at the head pf the^ Exchequer had been aware 
of the inconvenience it was likely to bring on trade, he 
never would have propofed tt. 

^ir Cecil /Vray replied to Mr* Fox’s argument, as far as it ShCctU 
regarded his former fpcech. Sir Cecil faid, he never meant 
an addition to the land-tax upon its prelent footing* He 
alfo declared, that he intended the .idditional penny to regard 
the carriage of the letter, and not the contents of the iniifle 
of it. With regard to franking, rcprcfenlativcs of large 
counties, fuch as York for inftance, could not bear the cx^ 
pence of poftage if the letters did not come free to them 
from thtir conftituents* 

Mr* /K 5 . Siarthvpc gave Lord John Cavcndifli credit for Mr* w, s, 
the extreme candour he had fliewn in declaring his willing* 
nei's to adopt every alteration propofed, which appeared rea- 
fonablc in itfelf, and likely to accommodate the publie. 

Mr. Stanhope, however, flatted Ibme olijcflions againft the 
tax in general* 

Mr. repeated objeflions to the wording of the bill Mr* ArJtn* 

fimilar to ihofe ftarced by Lord Mahcn, and carncftly re¬ 
commended a Tccommicnaenc for the fake of correfting the 
innaccura-ties that were obvious. Mr* Arden did not at all 
approve" of annexing penalties to a (lamp a£t, AU ftamp 
afts, he laid, ought to carry with them their own penalties; 
that is, thclofs of the convenience ought to be equal to iti: 
value, fo dut if any perfon did without it, that alone 
fhould prove as inconvenient to him, as the ufo of the 
ftamped inftrumctic would prove convenient. 

Mr* Sherukn adfuittAl that there was an intiacuracy in the Mr. SlifrU 
ctaufe rekcivc to receipts in full of all demands, but declared Jj'i. 
he tn^nt to amend it vrhofi the report was made. 

At length the motion was put, and the queftion for the 
recoDamitting of the bill loft without a divifion. The repoK

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was then rcaJ, and various amcndincnts propofed and 

agreed to. 

Mr. Sheridan, Mr* Brldtdale, Mr, Thornton, the Lord 
Mayor, Mr- Kwer, Mr., S, Smith, junior, and Lord John 
Cavcndlfh, were the chief Ifcakers on the difFerent amend- 
inciu$. After having gone through the vvhole of the bill,'it 
was ordered to be cngtoiTed.

ihould not have ii in his power to fell the goods afterwards, 
until a jury fliould have determined whether a fair fet oft* 
was proved by the tenant; and tlint if the jury Ihould find 
lor tlic tenant, he fliould be entitled to cofts agamft the 
landlord, 

Smfy. Lord $mry oppofcd the claufe, bccaufe It would take from 
The land-owner, that juft auihonty with which the taws of 
,thc rouiury had always vtfted him; :int] bccaufe it would 
nndcr 'the recovery of the landlord's juft debts ftill more 
difticult than it is at pidcnt, 

Mill, JjOrd condemned the claufe, ns fobverfive of 

' chat principle which was to be traced Through all tkc laws of 
England, that the land was to be the fccurity to the ow¬ 
ner for the payment of his rent; and that nothing fhould 
flaiid in the way of that feeuriiy/’ Hence it was, that in 
all cafes for diftrefs for rent, the opty iftue that was, or 
could Tiow be tried by a jury, was finiply*"has the rent Uecn 
already paid, or has it notr” The djufe, he faid, would 
completely deftroy this principle, and the queftion wo®d in 
fututc be, “ J>>cs the landlord owe as much to the teoanr, 
2kS the tenant docs to the landlord r" The Kardfhip of fuch a. 
revolution in tiic law would be this to the huidlard, ihat^ 

f wheKa» 
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wlierea»H« has now a remedy to recover his rent^ in a fum- 
inary way^ by diftrcfs; be fhoald be Iri future obliged tO 
waic the dectuon of a jury^ on the reafoiiabtcncfs or unrea- 
fonablcnefa of various articleSy furniflied^ln bills by tbe 
nant. He had no objeftion to fee thca^niedics muUjplicd^ 
which tenants have at prefent for recovering juft debts; Jbnt 
he could not epnfent, that in order to give them new reme¬ 
dies^ the landlord Ihoulfh be dept ived of arcti^y which the * 
wifdom of ages had fanftioned, and handed oown to the 
prclcntday^ a remedy which of right belonged to him, and 
was irr Ibme meafure inherent in him as lord of the Ibil. 

Mr. Kcfiyofi lupported the claufe by faying, that nothing 
could be more equitable tlian that the go^s of a tenant 
ihould not be diltralncd, when in fafl and truth be could not 
be laid to owe his landlord any rent: if in fuch a cafe the 
landlord fliould diftrain, he ought to blame his own obi^i- 
nacy, in refufing to account with his tenant, and give him a 
difebarge ; if on examination it fliouhl appear that he flood 
indebted to the Utter as much as the tenant itqod indebted to 
him for rent, the difirefs being taKcn Out of the Undloid^s 
hands, would not affc£l the fccurity for the rent; for when 
the goods fhould be replevied, fulheicnt fccurity oiuft be 
given to the SheriJfi svbo might aftign it to the landlord* 

Some other members conlentcd 10 the aduiHiion of the 
cUulb, but it was only on condition ^hat the bill fhonld not 
pafs this year ; but that it fhould be printed, and fent abroad 
into the world, before it fhould be again brought into Par¬ 
liament* 

The Committee divided on for bringing up tho 

claufe, which was negatived by a majority of 10. Ayts, 68 ; 
Noes, 78* 

Another claufc was then propofed for empowering the 
courts of hw to ifluc cominhlions for taking depofition^ be¬ 
yond ft as, in fuppori of the claufe, it w:is faid" by Mr* 
Kenyon, that at prefent the courts of law having no power 
to Ufuc fuch cuminiffions, the perfons to whom the evidence 
of perlons bryond fcAs was ncccUary, were obliged to applv 
by bill to tilt" couiTof Chancery, and when they procuicd th's 
illuifig of coinmilfiuns, ir was at a very heavy expcnce, and 
after great delay* The tlaufc was admitted without opposi¬

|tp Cxtii Sir Cecil iVray fuflered all that part of the hill to pafs with- 
W'*?" out oppofition* which related to the’biUs of exchange ; hut 
when the cleik came to the firfl daiafe^ by which the flamp 
tQ be impofcd on receipts, be lofe up and oppofed it: ho 
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faid he dtHtUed the tax hicnfelf; hut v?baD weighed much * 
more with him^. his confUtuents diflikod it, aod had inAruc- 
ted him to oppose it, and therefore he moved that the chufe 
be left ooT. This motion brought on a tedious and defuUory 
converfation, which differed veiy little from what palTed in 
other flages of the bill before* 

Mr^ Alderman Sawltriii^f ffrid, it was not of any moment Mr.Au* 
to the Houfe, what might be his own private opinion rcfpcc- 
ting the tax; it was fufheient for him, that his conftitoents 
thought it a bad one, and had tnllru^cd him to oppofe tt« 

It was his doty to obey their inftmWons; and in obedience 
'to them, !ie was determined to vote for the rejeftion of the 
claufe. 


Tlie Loy/i Ahycr faid, as the people who were to be chiefly Thetflii 
afTcffccd by taxes, and beft knew what would be their proba- 
ble cfFcfl:, were not allowed to be heard upon their petitions, 
or in any way to fpeak for thcmfelves, it was highly necel^ 
fary tint fomel>ody fhould fpeak for them ; he therefore rofo 
not tOi trouble the Houfe with a repetition of his fentiments, 
bat ineiely to declare again that his (entiment* of the lax re- 
inamcd the fame, and he moft hcaitily Joined with Sir Cecil 
Wray in the motion for its rtjeftion, 

Mr, fald, he did not wiflito tire the Houfc with Mr. 

entering into any arguments againft a tax that had been fo 
amply difctifled already, and the objeflionsto which had been 
ilatcd as llrongly as they could poiribly be put. He role 
met cl y to fay, that he had not only received inflruf^ions 
from his conflitucnis to oppofe the tax, but a petition had 
been alfo fent fiotn Taumoii againft it, had the meafure of 
prefeming it bi'cn reconcUcable with the forms and ruJts of 
the IlouJe. Mr, Hamniet faid, he at all times thought it his 
dvuy to liften to the voice of Jus conflitvtenls, and fuppott 
tlicir opinions ; hot more efpeclally upon a fnbjeft that their 
inrerefts as a trading town were fo intimately connefled with 
as thetas on receipts, which was, in other words, a tax on 
trade and commerce. In obedience to the inferuflions of his 
conftitucnts, tlierclorc, ho Uioultl vote againft the Ux on 
receipts* 

Sir Gfor^ff declared, it with reluftance that he Cwe* 

found hjmtcU iiiulci^thc niceflity of oppoflng any tax what- 
jbever, but he that day received fuch pofitive inftniftbiis 
from the whole liody of lits conftituents, that he mufl vote 

favour oi the mcnojji for omitting the cUufe, 




Colonel 
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Cbloncl Cnflofuj reminded the Honfe, that when the tax 
was iirll proposed, he had fpaken in favour of it, aa the tax 
ftru<^k him at the time« Unfortunately for him, he hadlince 
received initruflians from his conftituents to oppofe it, and 
thofc inftruftions hid wrought a very wonderful converfioa 
in his mmd upon the faUjeft, Having fiated this, he decla¬ 
red he fliould vote according to the fenic his conftitueata en¬ 
tertained of the tax ; and as he had rcK;onridcrcd it himfelf^ 
ihould fpeak of It as it appeared to him on a more deliberate 
examination of it to deferve. The Colonel then went into a 
difcuflion of its inconv^mencics, jind dwelt them for 
ibme time. Not the Icaft he t^iought was the circumdancc of 
dealers being^ obliged to car/y a quantity of flamps perpe¬ 
tually about them. It reminded him of a palfagc he had 
formerly met with; he believed it was in Tulty i IJiis 
adoUfamlam aiuntj fiiuBuUm (dfkBani<^ ^ern^ani mhifeum^ 
pcr^^inmiuT ti ttijikamur^ After ftaiing many of the proba¬ 
ble jnconveniencics, he faid, he had held a good deal of con- 
verlation refpe£ting the tax with one of his conftiiuents, who 
had not only declared the t^x it floiHl, heavy and opprcHivc 
to trade, but that it would fail entirely on the retail dealer. 
This conftituciit had given him a feheme for another, and a 
more produflivc tax than that which he meant to vote againft. 
His conftitucut was.a grocer, and a dealer in currants, hut 
one who would mnkc an excellent Chancellor of the Kxche- 
quer, Wilh the leave of the Houle he would read his feheme. 
The Colonel then produced a plan for impofing a duty of 
one penny on allfums paid from 40s. to 5I- of twopence ori 
aU fuiiiK from to 15L of threepence up to jol, and fo 
on. As the tax Hoad in the hill, a man taking a receipt for 
iOjOQoL or iQOjCooU only paid four pence; whereas, accord¬ 
ing to his grocer's Ichcinc, a great deal more would be paid 
ou itifiiiitcly lefs fums* Having ftiongly urged fcveral objec* 
tions to the lax, he laid, he might poHihly hear it wondered 
at, that he who had formerly held opinions fo con^^ary to an 
implicit compliance with the liiHruftions of his cotiftituents, 
Jliould thus on a fudden depart from thole opinions. In an- 
I'wcr beflioutd fajj ibcfc were not times for luch opinions; 
and though he w-ns giown old, he wifhcU to be tn the fafltioh. 
He had therefore faithfully oboydU the inHruClions of his 
conftituents; but having clone fa, be would mention one 
thing that appeared to him to be w'hoUy unparliamemarj, 
and chat was the city of London^ having lent round circular 
letters CO urge members of that lioufc to oppolc the tax. 

That 
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That praftlcehc thought every way improper; he was glad 
to hear the voice of his coeilicuents^ and ready to obey ir, 
hut he did not like to hear it at fecond hand, ^ 

The LorJ Atuyor rofc to'Exculpate liiinfcir and the Corpo^^ UtiLori 
ration of London from the charge thrown out by the Koiiou<' M^Totp 
Table gentleman who fpokc laft. He faid^ there had hecn 
meetings held upon thelubjcft of the tax by gentlemen, who 
had a right to ad: for themfelves, and were alone refpon^ble 
for their conduft; thof'e gentlemen had tliought proper ^tp 
communicate thelf fenlirnents upon the tax as generally a« 
pofliblc; but he begged that the mode of doing fb, which 
they had adopted, might not be imputed to the citizens of 
London in their corporate capacity. 

Mr, Umitfj (member for Pontefraft) declared, he had like- Mr, 
wife been inftrufted by his conlliiuents to oppofe the tax on 
receipts, as a tax likely to prove heavy, burUenfome, and 
oppreflive, 

Mr, Bakfr faid this W'ai not the time to dilcufs the quef^ Mr* 
tion, whether inemljcrs of Parliament were bound to obey 
implicitly the commands or inftruflions of their conftitu- 
enu; for hU part, he had always maintained that they were 
not, and upon this pvincipk, which was admitted by all, 
thnt a member though eleftcd locally, repiefeiiied general¬ 
ly; and therefore, as according to this principle, he was the 
reprefentative of the people, he could not he bound by the 
jnlli’uflions of local conllitucnts: to thefe indeed he would 
always pay the greateft deference; he would confer with 
them, rcalon with them; in a word, he would du anv thing 
for them, except facriliciiig his own judgmeiiT, and giying a 
vote agalnfl the dictates of jiis rcallm and his confcicnce. Ho 
had been injtruftcd by his conflitucnis to vote againfl this 
tax; and yet ho would not hciitate to vote for it; and 
thougli it might appear flrange, he believed that in fupport - 
ing the tax, he was in fa£V, and in truth, complying with 
the Intention of thofe who had inftruflcd blin to oppofe it; 
to clear up the paradox, he faid, that having conferred with 
his conflitnents, he found that their objeftion to the tax was 
founded on the idea thfct it would fall on the feller; now, 
from what lie knew of the bill, he was convinced that tliis 
objeftion was ill founded ; and therefore as it was the .only 
objeflion which his conflituents had to the tax, he knew that 
they inuft like if, as well as he did, when they fliould find 
that the buyer, not the feller, was to pay it, Mr* Baker 
went into a difi^uifition on the praAicabihty, as well as tlio 
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vfc cf a member of Parliament, implicitly btndtng himfclf 
in aU calcs to obey the inflruAions of his conftituents, con-^ 
traty to his own opinion and judgment* When he camo 
into \hat Houle, he conceived he was to exercilo certam dis¬ 
cretionary powers, and to be guided in Some meafure by his 
own ienfe and judgment* Tafuppofe otherwifc, and that a 
rcprefentatlvc vvas the mere tnouth^piecc of his confiituents, 
was, in his opinion, to degrade every member of that 
Houfe; and to render bufinefs imprafticable. He lUufirated 
this opinion, by ftating, that if a bill was in progrefs, and 
every member was obliged to confult his conftitucnts not 
only upon every claufc of it, but upon every word propofeJ 
to he inlerced m cveiy claufe (and the whole force of a claufe 
the Houfe well knew, frequently depended on a fingle word,) 
how was It pofhble for burners to proceed ^ Having demon-* 
Aratcd that implicit obedience to the inftruftions of con* 
jlituents In all calc^, wonld be pioduftivc ot ill conlequcn* 
CCS, Mr+ Baker prolcflcd himlclf an advocate tor conferring 
with his conftituents, and confultmg their opinions, where- 
cver a matter of tuthcicnt importance lendcicd fuch a mea* 
fore proper. That, he laid, lie fhoidd be ever icady to do, 
and if the argument» uigcJ bj his conftituenis, convinced 
him that their opinions were ucll founded, he was uilluig 
to l« convinced, and to ail in the Houfe accordingly* 
Ur.facoi. Mt« Bacon fubicubed to all that Mr. Baker <aid; and he 
went a little fartlicr, foi he (aid he fliould not oppole the 
fax, even if tt uas to be pnid by the Icllei ; aud all the 
* good he would wifli to tii<; conflitucpts in fucii caic, would 
be that they might be called upon tooa tuuej> to piy it; 
bccaufe they could give receipts only when they took money, 
fo of comic, the Ipirit ot his with as ^1 thcti trade 
might encreafe, « 

Mr.Mjitfn. Mr Jlfattjtf faid, hc could not help ertcitainiog fcniiments 
refpcftmg the righc of the people to pctuion taxes 

very diifcrent from what he 1 nciv to be the picvaibng opi¬ 
nion and pra^ice of that Hcvirc. So far horn thinking that 
they ought not to receive petitions againft taxes, is was the 
fubjeft of all oihcis, in lus opinion, that l>cft juftihcd the 
interference of the people, nod co thciV pctiiions upon which, 
that Houie ought to pay the grenteft aticntion. '1 hey were 
thcgoardian^ of the pnrfc of thc'pcopic. and furely where 
their money was fo much intercAal, uhen taxes weic un¬ 
der confldcralion, they ought to be coufultcd, and ihcir 

opinion 
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opinions liftcned to* Mr, Marrifl faid, wteii his conftita- 
jcnts fent him tnftrudiofis, ho held himself bound to obey ^ 
them ; where they did not* he always confidcred himfclf at 
liberty \o aft according to the beft of his judgmenti' Witli 
regard to what had been faid refpefting cemTn circular let¬ 
ters, he kne* of nothing criminal or ’fcdliious in fcoditig 
any fuch letters; whepcTer he received letters, either from 
bodies of men or individuals, deiiring him to attend to any 
lHl^incf£ to come on in that Houle, he always had, and al¬ 
ways fhould make it a point to comply with the requeft* 

Baron lyimfdak role next, and fpoke for (bme time, but Sirro 
in fo low a tone, that we conld not diftinftly hear him. piDitdjie. 

Mr, l/mdtn faid, before additional power was given to Mr, Love, 
the Stamp Office, the abnfes praftifed under its authority 
ought to be correfted* Mr. Loveden mentioned, that a dlf- 
trlbuttor of flumps was allowed by Govcrninent five pounds 
upon every hundr^ paid for flamps, but that of his own 
accord, lie added five Ihlfllngs to the fum, and made the 
pounds guineas. This, upon a large receipt, he faid, 
amounted to an immenfe fum. 

Sir Jafeph Msejjhey contended, that every rcprcfentativc Sjf Jofepli 
was bound to obey his conftituents, and that the word itfelf 
imported as much. Sir jofeph reprobated the tax as griev¬ 
ous, burdenfome, and oppreflivc; he therefore fhould op- 
pofe it. He obferved, that fome time fince, other fourccs 
of revenue had been talked of as likely to prove extremely 
beneficial to the public, of which he had heard nothing 
lately \ he meant the fate of the forefls and other lands for^ 
merly belonging to the Crown, but which, at the (ettlement 
of the civil lift had been given up to the public* lie tilled 
upon chi Chancellor of the Exchequer to turn His attention 
to the falc of ihefe lands, and faid, though perhaps ther< 
would not be time enough for them to be difpofed of this 
year, fo as to apply their produce ip fabditution of the tax 
then under confideratton, the produce might be ufed in heu 
of the taxes another year, bir Jofeph talked a good deal 
about the civil lift^ the neceitary rj>1endor of the Crown, 

&c* and having propafijJ a mode of faving the public much 
cxpcnce, by allowing one "out of every twelve or fifteen, as 
the difeount to the ftamp vender, inflead of fuflertn^ the 
ftattoners to get Yortunes but' of the profit they put on them, 
he cotvcluded wifli declaring, he flwuld vote for omitting 
the daufe.

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Mi.W*Pitt, Mr+ Jy* Pm declared, that notwub(landlug all that had 
been laid a »Ain£t the UTt^ he i^aa datcrmined 10 give it hi» 
lupport. His reafon was this: lu the prelent ftaU o( the 
country, it was importable to hnd any tax unattended \Mth 
one of tht(c two loconvenicncies, of being burdenfome, ot 
ol being onproduflive! from aU he had heard about the le- 
ceipttaX;, Ili was fully of opinion that there was more dan¬ 
ger of Its being unproductive, than of its being burJenfbnic 
and oppurtivc: he did not lliink it could be opprcrtive, 
when no man was compelled to tahe a rcrcipt; but from 
this vuiy ciicuiiirtiAncL, and tiom the novelty of luch a tax, 
Ue was afraid it would not be productive. Under luch cn- 
cumrtance*'^ and conlcious thtt no debate in (hat Houfe, nor 
anv themoft atteimyL invcrtigition a mcjnber of Parliament 
could go into, would artbid him iufticient infoi(nation to 
enable him to fpeak decidedly upon the fubjcC^, he rtiould 
think It his duty to vote for the Ux piopdcd, and to give 
the Minirtt-r cicdit loi luvifig, as far as his better but ftrtl 
inadequate knowkd;Te would firtirt him, fekCted what he 
was induced to imagine the mod; pretciable oi all ihc taxet 
that ortcitd tUemkIves to his contemplation* i\s he was 
upon his legs, Mr. Pitt fa id, be would take notice of what 
had tallcn From an honouiable llaromt behind him, refpeCt- 
Jng the toiefts and othei Ciown Lands, The honourable 
Buonct was a httle m]rt:Lkcn, in iupportng that no at'cntion 
had lately been paid to them. The honourable hlatonct 
would find that mention was made of them in Lis Mijerty\ 
ipecch at the commencement of the Idlion; and the noble 
Lord ovti agiinfl him wc.ll koLiv, that thcie was in the 
Treafury a moft claboiatc and complete memorial upon the 
fubj^ff, which had been drawn up at the inflance o^hc late 
Board of Trtalury, who had not loft a moment in attend 
ing to every matter alluded to in that fptech, which had ot 
late been fo often referred to, and upon every part o^hich, 
proporttioni were intended to be brought forward as foon as 
the ground of thtm could portibly be prepared.

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Mr. roK. Mr. Fox replied very warmly to fomei ctprdHojn in tb^ 
Governor*! fpeech : he faid, a moft cfft^ual way to breed 
difputct^, and make them produce diiagreeable effeat, was to 
make the people think they could get tax laws repealed, when¬ 
ever they fllould think proper to tay they diHik^ them ; and 
therefore be thought tlic language of tho honourable member 
blamcablc, but fliLl moie To, .whea be in confcience thought 
the tax a good one* He dedaicd that had he bf*cn able to 
have forefeen the tontqucnces that followed the pjfling of 
the bill m favour of the Rpnian Catholics, he nevcttheleff 
would have voted foi it> becaute it was not only founded iti 
policy, but m humanity and luftitc; and to tnc honour of 
the Eioufe, to the honoui oi the nation, that ait ftill re* 
mamed a law of the land ; a monument not only of the ju- 
fticc, but of tiicrpintof the country, in ftcmrning the pre¬ 
judices and ithbeiahty of the lower order of the people, an<l 
a warning to others; how they attempted to force the kgifla- 
tore to repeal any law. He then rcafontd upon the tax, and 
proved that the buyer only was to pay the tax. After retu- 
ung the arguments of the Oovernor on thek points, the Sc- 
(.retary faid, he was far fiom cxpcftin^ thit the prelent bill 
was free iiom very kuous and lolid objeflion, or itoin al- 
lerttng that the prejudices of the people ought not to be at¬ 
tended to.

The S^cmary /It fVar (Colonel Hii7patrick) faid, that as The Sac^^- 
pothing could be more agreeable 10 the nation in the prefent 
ilatc of Its iiiianceS| than a redufiion of hs cxpcnces, fo it 
was a plcafing clrcumilancc to him to have it in his power to 
announce the intention of his Majefty to make a very coU' 
lidcrable raluf^ion in his army ; the roduftion was to be bat- 
Ticd down fo low, that no more than 64 regiments of infan¬ 
try fiiould be kept on foot, excepting out of this regulation, 
the &5th and which were to be kept up In the room of 

two regiments now in India, in the pay of the Company; 
the Tccluflion in the cavalry was to take place downwards, to 
the J3tli cxclufivcly. fficononiy was undoubtedly the prin¬ 
ciple on which the rcduflion was founded; but HiU cart 
ought to be taken that this ceconomy fliould not be carried

itnt to America for their removal, and they would be with¬ 
drawn from that country with all the otpedition imaginable: 
the five provincial corps on tills cftabUfiiment would aifo be 
lent to Nova Scotia, and difb.inded* 

Sn Jofipfj A^v^^wondered that the rrdu£tion was not Sir J^icirh 
to extend 10 the Oxford Blues, and the Horle Guards, who 
had done no Icrvicc whatever this war* 

General Sir GVer^^ Ha^^vard he would never confent to Oen*SirG. 
tlic difbanding of the Oxford Blues, which, in his opinion, 
was the iinell regiment in Europe; nor did he like to hear of 
the converlion of the heavy into light dragoons; the heavy 
cavalry of this country had eilablilhed fuch a reputation in 
Germany for being irrefiftlblc in their charge, to fuch a de¬ 
gree indeed, that the French cavalry had not once dared to 
face them taft war; that he fliould be very lorry to fee I'lich 
a body of troops mounted on light horfes. He approved 
very much of tlic intention of Government 10 keep ten 
Captains in each legiment, but he at the fame time moft 
carnefUy recommended it to the Commiftec to extend rheir 
gencrolity to another defcripiion of men, wJio were in UA 
tJic very foul of difcipUnc in the army, he meant the fer- 
jeants. Many of thele men, after having ferved from 20 
to 40, and even 42 years, were dlfchaTged with the very 
' be ft cha rafters, and recommendcfi in the ftrongeft terms to 
CKclfea Hofpitat, where ht prclided ; and yet all that could 
be done for them was to. give them, after all their fcrviccs, 
five-pence a dayn, though when in the fervicc, their pay was 
one Ihiiling a <lay, ^I'h^re was a charity indeed, to which 
ferjeams were recommended, called the King's letter men, 
and^they receive4 one tbilling a day ; but then their number 
was no more than 200; hef therefore fuppUcated the Com¬ 
mittee to make the fame proviiion for 100 more.

a hcA<\ in (heir family^ for the real dutf on malt they thus 
consumed, in conicquencc of which (hey were freed from 
the vifits of the cxcii'e officers; but great frauds having 
arifen under this power of compoundings to the great de- 
ff ruff ton of the rc venues Lord John Cavendifh moved for a 
CommHtce of the whole Houfe^ to cake into con fide rat ion 
the law which gives this power- Tn the Committee a refb- 
lutlon was moved by his Lordfhip, that this power of com-* 
pounding ought to ccafe ; the refolution was carried without 
oppofition- The Chairman aftcrwai^ds reported it to the 
Houie; and Mr. Sheridan having moved theHoufc to agree 
with the Committee in^this refolution, 

Mr* Z/fV/ rofcj and faid he had five hundred objeftions Mr. Hill; 
againfl the taking off the com]>ollcion on malt; but that h« 
might not be tedious to the Houtc^ lie would reduce them to 
unitSj and only mention fiTc out of five fcorc* He there¬ 
fore opi^ofcd the tax on the five following grounds; as it was 
a partiab an unpfoduffcivc, an oppreffive, an ofFenfive, and 
as ic was a fmuggted tax.

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that taking away^ a pint of Jbcer per day from die wor^ffien’s 
allowance, as laft year, on“account of die fcarcity otNsar- 
kVj and the dcariKls of nult, was one principal caufc of 
I he riots which took place in foinc parts of Knejand ; the 
Houfc knew that military force might quell iHolc riots, but 
that WaS a fluicking expedient in a free country, and at bed 
was only a temporary rcinrdyj for no fooner was the force 
w'ithdrawn, than ihc evil it had cuH^cd broke out with 
greater violence ; whereas fair \vords> and a draught of beer, 
frequently eflcftcd that in a few minutes, which regiments 
of IbUiicrs, wiih drawn l>ayoncts, could never accornplifh 
at alL Thu man who w'as fubdued by love, they might 
iTii^kc their Ufling frient!* 'Die man that was conquered by 
power, would only wait the opportunity of ftiewing them, 
that he was their enemy* He heartily wiflKd his fear* 
might be groundkfs; hut he knew the genius of ihe people 
in that pa ft of the kingdoto where the riots were the Uft 
vvintcr* iJc would nor have men in power ftirink fora mo- 
iBtnt from their flcadliiuls, where ftcadinefs wai needful | 
but he begged to bepcrmitte<! to fay, that it required no 
fmall degree of wild0111 in Miiiiftcrs to know when they 
might to he fleady, and when they ought to relax. There 
Wftutimes when even men's prejudices inufl be fubmitted to. 
The ikilful phj fician w^uilJ feel his patient's pull'c before 
he forced down his throat the draught which jus flomacU 
naufeates* I'hcy had fctii ihe happy efftfts of that relax¬ 
ing wifJom in various inflances* In the ftamp ait in 
America, in conccfTions lately made to a neighbouring king¬ 
dom, and they had fecn the ill effects of the want of that 
relaxing wifdom, in the Eofs of thiitecn iolonics of the Bri- 
tirti empire, on account of a little Boftonian tea* It was 
not for him to dictate to Miniflcr^, nor fhould he attempt 
It * and as to arguments, they were of no weight where 
men inof&ec w'crc determinril to carry iheir point, ict what 
might be the coTjfcqucnce, He had faithfully and confeienti- 
oufly delivered hss rentinicnts on the lubjcft. He felt the 
ground on which he Aaod to 1)c hnn, and he did in the mull 
tatnell and'friendly manner intreat Minlllers to remember 
that mi well ys ntl Umidc,^ was part of an excellent 

motto. He oi^firvLii that it was a fmuggkd tax. If he 
were incitrttd to be jocular, (ami. lie coofcllcd he often felt 
himfeif 'perhaps too much lb) he had then a l{>adou& field to 
fport in ; U^it he had rather bind np the iionie vein th:;u let 
it bleed. He could nut however help remarktngj^ ih-it 
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oi ParTiamcnt agaibft Snuggling woultl come wltli ei very ill 
grace from thofc who Cmugfflc a£^s of Parliament. But iht 
rcalbn why lie called this a Tmugglcd tax, was firft, btenufe 
it was not mentioiied when the oilier taxes were taken out of 
the Imdgtt. Secondly, ht^caufe it was brought forward fo^ 
very late in the yc^r, that thofc gtorlemen tvLo were princi- 
paJly inicreftcJ in it, Were alinolt all out of town ; and thofe 
w)io were in town were atFated, jhat no fuch Ux was in- 
tendtd ; at Icaft, be could afrirm that that \v?% the ca'c with 
regard to one, for hearing that fuch a tax tuul been ihoiight 
of by Atlminiflia'ion, he took the lilterty of afking.an lio- 
nonrablc gentleman in his eye, [Mr, Sheridan] if it wcic 
really iuictided to he prcipf)iedj and he atlbrrd ti m, that he 
did not know ^ny thing of ir. He W3&fv>rc he did Jint mean 
to charge the honnvtraldc gcniknian with dopliciiy. He 
was pcifuLidcd he liimlclf did not know the t;ix was to be 
brought on when he had the honour of ) pea king to him on 
the fubjeft ; however, his ignorance of it was a fnlt proof 
pf the ludLlcn and claiui^ftinc manner in which the hufmefs 
had been fr.,idaOcd, Ho hoped, ihtrpforc, tlv:ic the can¬ 
dour of the Iluufe W4S Inch, as wull as its regard for its oWhi 
honour and dignity, that it would not lufTvr a bill of ibat 
magnitude and importance to come on without putting ic 
in the power of thofc gentlemen, who were niofl conccmeil 
ill it, even to t!< liver iliclr kfitiments upmi it, Before he 
fat ^foAVn, he imill beg leave juft to mfrition a few words 
relative lo v)ie cyder counties: he thought it muft he aliowctl 
to be a tuanifell compmaiive hardlfiip, that the barley coun¬ 
ties inuft have fo great an onus ihrown upon them, and the 
cyder counties bear no fhare at all of it. He Itopcd he fhould 
not bring any of the gentlemen of thofc counties upon h'tir 
back hy that obfervatioo, becaufe from a mere principle or 
jufticc, he fa id, that whilft they were totally exempt from 
any duty whatever (nnlcfs it was on cyder for falc) and give 
their labourers and harveft people as niu<;h of iheir beverage 
as they pleated, t^uite duty free. The farmers and^gently,- 
men w'hcrc mnlt liquor was only, at Icaft, principallf 
ufed, were even denied the ahemative of paying nn immenm 
compoiitioa for thejr cpwu home-made malt, rather tlian iftf- 
fer an excheman to come and examine their piemif'cs^, with' 
as much rffroatcry as ^ canftiihle entered the hnufc of a thicf 
to' fcarch for llolcii goods.. Upon the whole, if Miniftry dli^ 
rot wifh 10 tender them'elves more unpopular and oilious 
thnn any preceding Miniftry ever did, by aHempting thac 
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flrhlch no other Mitiiflry ever dared attemjjt, they muft rc* 
nounce ail thoughts of that tat. But if gentlemen in 
office were deteruiintd entirely to abolilh the compofi- 
tion on malt, another entire abolition would certainly ac¬ 
company it, V17., that of their own credit and confcquencc 
throughout feveral large and rcfpeflable counties, infomuch 
that he fhould cxpeft to fee the prcfent motley Adminiftra- 
tion burnt in effigy by an enraged populace on different 
market days in may places in this kingdom* 

Jit* Sberi- ' Mr, Shtrit^artf to whom Mr- Hill alluded, faid, he had 
told the honourable gentleman that fuLli a tax would not 
make part of this year’s budget; and the refohulon before 
the Houfe was no contradif^ion to that aiTcrtion ; for it was 
not to impofe a new, but to regulate an old lax, and make it 
lefs unproductive, by taking away the means through which 
it had nitherto in a great mcafurc been evaded, 

LotiI John Lord yohn Cavtndifly faid this was no fmuggled reguUuon; 
Carmdjft* when he was in office laft year, he had given notice of hia 
intention to introduce it; and the ncccffity of it had appeared 
fo ftrong to bis fucccflbr in office, that he imroduced a fpe^ 
cial claul'c into ihe Malt-tax bill of the prcfciii year, to pave 
the way for it. He hoped that the country gentlemen would 
not find any great inconvenience from the office of Excife, 
as their malt houfes were generally detached from their dwtl- 
ling houfes* 

Lord Surry and Mr. Powys fupported the rcfolution, as 
did Sir George Corn wall, who however exprefl’ed a hope that 
the noble Lord would contrive fome means to rcftrain the 
power of the officers of cxcKc within as narrow )imiU a« 
poffible. 

The qtie(Vion was now put for agreeing with the Commlti 
tee in the refoltition ; and it having palTedin the aflirmative, 
a hi)] ordered in, in purfuanceof the rcfolution. 

Mr, Ord having brought up the report of the ^ommlitec 
of Supply upon the armvj 

G«n^ Ruff. General role, and began a long fpcecli with an apolo^ 
gy to the Houfcj cxprcffive of the rcluflancc he always felt 
when he had occafion to lake up their tigne. As he was not 
prefeni on Friday lafi, he took that opportunity of faying a 
few words on the i eduction that haJ takert place. He thought 
it would he better if on filch occafions as tho prefent, ciihcr 
by an add refs from Parliament to tfie King, or an onkr fr om 
hii Majcfty to authorife a Board of General Officer®, or a 
Council of War, who from a deliberate view of the relaiivc

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StatcBof Europe» of America, and thtikingdom, fhoi^fd make 
a report to be Uid before Parliament They fhonld tbiek 

a fuitable peace eftabblhmenl of an army, and with that 
flatc opon one hind> to have upon the other the ftate of the 
grievances of the kingdom by the Miniftcrs of each depart^ 
incnt; and between the two, it would be for the wirdr m of 
Parliament to eftablifh accoiiJingly. But in our late war 
every kiml of folly and i neon fide ra tc Savlfti extravagance had 
been praftifed* And to look hack^ if we confidcr the inte* 
reft of the cxpences of one year of the late unforiimatc war, 
if that fum had been wifely emploved in addition to the 
peace cflabUfh[iiciit after the peace of j’arL!!, it wa5 pofhble the 
iaft war might not at all have happened, and America might 
yet have been good fubjefts. But on a peace the popular cry 
wa$ uniformly, Reduce, reduce your navy and army ; and to 
ufi: the vulgar proverb**-’*^ in war time we are pound fool'* 
ifh, tmd in peace time wc are farthing wifeBut let it be 
. ccnfidered at at) times, that political is ci^ually as much as 
individual prefervatVon, tke firft law of rat me, or the for-* 
mer is at leafl the firft law of wifdom* The Houfe would, 
he truded, excufe hi$ entering into lo extenlivc a difeufiion, 
much, be c^mfcilcd, above his capacity ; but he was led to 
it from a coofidcration he was more immediately intereflcd 
in ; he alluded to the Royal Mantheftcr regiment, vihich 
was to be forthwith brought home from Gibraltar, in order 
to their being dtfbauded ; bulW tlic intimation recently re* 
reived by him from the War Office, it would appear there 
were inflruAiens fent to induce as many of the Ibkiicrs as 
could be peTfuaded thereto, fo enter into the corps that (hould 
remain In that garrlfon ; if it was fo, that furcly was not the 
kind of reward ihcir fcrvices meritui! In the year lyyii the 
-Mancheftcr regiment was ralfed, without any expence to 
Govcrmiient, without any flip jlatlon for naming the officers, 
but was preiented to the State with that zeal and liberality 
which is the charaflcriflic of that great and flourifliing town ; 
it was eompofed from their moft healthy, robufl:, and pio- 
millng youth, to undergo the fatigues of war, and as focLi 
as completed, they, were ^marched to Portfuiouth under the 
aufpices of a very woxibj and rcfpc^lablc member of that 
Houfe, and one oT the rcprcfcntativcs of the county of 
Lancallcr, Sir*Thomas iLgcnon, who had been particularly 
inftrumental in forming and bringing them together ; he 
wiflicd he were then prefent^ and in him they would have 
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ati abler advocate* On their march near Winder they had 
the honour to pals in review before their M^Ljefties, and from 
their benign countenance they derived freft animation. 
Upon their landing in Gihraliar they were iinmcdiately itio- 
deikd and difripluicd under the eye, and"under the parental 
care of that iroly great man, the Governor. It would take 
up the time of the Houfe to enter Into a detail of their fer- 
vices during the fiege : fufiice it then to fay, that they had 
been repeaiedly honoured with General Elioii^s warmeft ap¬ 
probation ; niul that they were quartered in and poded at the 
King’s baftion ihc cver-mcmorablc thirteenth of September, 
tlmt day, that momentous day of the general attack of the 
floating batteries, accompanied with the heavy land fire from 
the united Houle of Bourbon, He would humbly fobmit it, 
would it not be becoming, would it not be juft, that that re¬ 
giment fliould be brought home entire as they now flood, 
and marched triumphantly into Mancheftcr, their native 
town, and there lay down tlieir arms, and lodge their laurel- ' 
Jed colours where they firft received and took them up, anti 
\vhich would undoubtedly be, amidft the heartfelt applanfe 
of their countrymen, townfmciij their honoured farhers, 
mother*, brothers, and fillers, with the pleafiiig npinobauon, 
would, he Was Confident, be received wiiJi every reciprocal 
fentiment that could animate or mrlc the heartii of veterans, 
rs they were now become, and who, like Cacfar’jr heft fol- 
diers, cveryAnan of ihriii knew where to take Ins poft, and 
dohUduty as circumftanccs might occur. And when thev 
were difbanded, he was periuaded thut Auti of them aschole 
to enlift again, would l>c found to he v.ihiabic ncrpiiiliions to 
thofc corps they might iMppcn to fall into. He Iliould not 
have troubled the Houfe i][ion thisfuhje^V, but in con^tpicnce 
of a letter he reccivetl a lew days finec, and by the direc-Ji 
tioo of the gentlemen of Manclicfter, lignifying ijicir inten¬ 
tion of applying to Government, that the rpgwent fliouhl 
be l>rought home, and be difbaivded in the town where they 
were railed.

Lord Muigra^s wondered that the petition of Sir Alhton 
Lever had not been backed by any of the learned boards, ® 
without whofe concurrence he did not like to proceed in a 
bufinefs of this nature ; and he believed the Trufl:ces of tlic 
Britifh Mufeum would fcout the idea of annexing the cpllec* 
lion alluded to, to the Mtifeura; he warned the Houfe to be 
cautious how they proceeded; he remembored a man was 
once going to fubmit to Parliament a dlfcovcry in optics, 
which, upon examination, was found to be ahfurd and im* 
pofTible; and he had like to have brought difgrace upon the 
Houfe, in which he did not cxpefl to find any one who could 
deteft the impolidon« This fhewed the ncccfbty of fubmit- 
ting all things of this nature to one of the learned boards.

^ Sir Cffil IVray then brought up a petition from the people 
called Qiiakers, in behalf of ilie unfortunate negroes, the 
rraftic of whofe perlbas they prayed, for the lake of huma^ 
nity, to have abolillied. Sir Cecil ftated, that a bill, now 
depending in tliat Honfcj relative to the Have trade, had 
fuggeikd* to iKefe humane, refpeftable people, the idea of 
prtlcniing Ibch a petition* 

Lord Ni.rtb ill id, he could have no objc£llon to the briiig- 
ing up of the petition ; indeed its objedf and tendency ought 
to recommend it to every humane bread; and it did credit 
to the feelings of the moft mild and humane fel of Chrif* 
tians in the world, frotn wham it came. But Hill he was 
afraid that it would be found impodible to abolifh the Have 
trade, again ft which the petition was fo juflly direded; for 
it was a trade which had, in fomc ineafure, become ncccflkry 
to almoh ever) nation in Europe; and as it would be next to 
an impodihiUiy to induce them all to give it up, and re* 
nounce it for ever, fo he was apprchcnfivc that the wtfhes of 
the hi^manc peutioners could not be accornpliflicd. As to the 
hill then in the houfe, which ha^l given rile to the petition, 
]t mendoned ihe llavc trade only for the purpofe of prohibit** 
jng the ftrvants of the African Committee from engaging ia 
h, to the great derriment of the Company. The petition 
was then brought up and read, and appeared to bo the aft of 
the general meeting of the Quakers, aireinbled annually at 
Whiti untide. « 

Sir Cecil fald, he went heart and hand with the ped^ 
doners, and wifhed that fbmeihtng might be done towardi 
abolifhing an infamous rralHc that difgraccd humanity, 
whilll it heaped ink fortunes on a devoted race of our fellow 
creatures. He concluded by moving that the petition do lie 
upon the table. I'be motion pafled without oppo fit ion. 

Captain Luitreii prefented 1 previo^js petilion from 
Henry Phillips, which was read. It prayed the Houfe to 
dirpcnfc with iu order, which provides, that no pention 
praying for money Hi all he prefented after a particular day, 
which had long hiiLC expired; the rcafon aingned^tbr tha

Lordihips dlref^cd, that certiHcates from the commanders 
fhould w laid before them, as in this fcOion; the petitioner 
having waited for ihcfc certificates, with jflrhich he faid h? 
was DOW provided, had prevented him p^c^e^ting his pctiticHl ^ 
in due time ; he prayed, therefore, that the Houfe wculd 
dirpenfe with its order, and permit him to prefent his peu- 
tion relative to the efficacy of his difeovery. 

The Earl of Surrey faid, that as he would oppofc the prayer The Zart rf 
of the petition, if it had been even brought in due time, it 
could not be dceitied furprifing that he ffiould oppode the fuf* 
penfion of an order, to make way lor a petition that he 
thought ought to be rejefted. The fubjeft of the petition 
had been very amply difcuflect laA year; and he could not

Lord John Cavtndi/h fippol'crf the motion. He thought the 
bill uielefi, u all the pnrpoAc that the honourable member 
had in view mi^t eafily be anfwcrcd without it. The regu- 
lationi relative to the-various offices could eAablifhed hy 
the heads of thefr different offices, who w ere moA compe* 
tent to judge which were fit, which unfit, to be adopted.

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And If a proper confidence was not giTcn to office, fo t<? 
fuppofe that"where abofes really prevailed to any improper 
extent, a due correftian vvonld be applied by office, the 
whole receipt of the revenue, and the whole management of 
the public expenditure would be endangered : bccaufe if once 
a fufpicion was avowed, that the beads of offices connived at 
fraud and corruption in thoJi; under them, ibe whole of the 
pfRces of revenue necfllarilyf feti under fuch a fufpicioD, and 
all the public'receipt anil cx|>entJiturc muft be fuppofed to be 
bayard ; a degree of denial of confidence to office, wbichp 
he irufted, no ahuTe bltherto praffited, nor any abufe tikety 
to be pra^Ubd Itad yet, or would ever juftil'y. And he 
thought this the Left mode of proceeding, Ixicaul’e if the bu* 
liiief's were referred to the Comminioners of public accounts, 
it would take up a great deal of time, and conrequcmly lub* 
jc£l the public to an unncccilary exjiencc for the Commif^ 
fioners* Hi# i.ordfhip ill oft rated thi$ objcflion, by ftating 
the great variety of ohie^i the bill comprehended, and the 
time a full enquirv into each would unavoidably cofl the 
Commifiioners. He ibcwcd alfo how much more competent 
to the corrc£lions of hhofts in office, the fuperiors in each 
office mud he, than ihc OjinmiffioncrA of accounts, or any 
other per^ns unconnected with the refpeflive offices, how¬ 
ever affiduous, howxver difeerning, or liowevcr able- Hav-^ 
ing fully dlfcuficd the firft clanfcs of the bill, and cbjcdcd 
to referring the confidemtion of them to the Cciumiffiuners 
of accountii, hi* Lordlli'tp laid, there were feme things in the 
bill which he highly approved* 'The Jhle of offices in parti¬ 
cular be thought a very improper pvaifficc, and lliouUI rea¬ 
dily concur in any Tir made of corrcfling an al>u!c of iliat 
fort; for, certainly, if no other qualification iva& to be look¬ 
ed for in appointing to an office, than the pcifon w ho had the 
moft money to give for it, jhe office wms not titdy lo be ffi 
properly filled, as it would be where the merits of tb^jicrlbti 
appointed to it were judged of by feme other ciitcrion. The 
part of the bill therefore that regarded the falc of olhccs, bo 
at>provcd as much the honourable gtiitkinan* 'i'hc almfes 
alfo refpe^ting incidental cxpcnces, andVith regard to arti- 
clcsdcUvered at thoir private houfts/rcejuired correflion. In 
like manner fomc regulation might he needfary to prevent an 
iinproviJent expenditure of ffiationary wares*iti office, or in 
the houles of offiners; but tlicfe regubttons his Lordflup 
tliought capable of being cfleftually put in force without 
there being any neccffity to haHily urge the paffing of fuch a 
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liilt as that uniler difciiflion. at fo advanced a period of the. 
feflfon; for theTc reafons, liij: Lordfhip declared he Hiouhl 
oppofc the Spcakcr^s leaving the chair. In ani\vcr to the ho¬ 
nourable gcntletnan's queftion, he fatd he intended to bring 
in a bill to com inuc tor one year inorCj the com mi Dion for 
fiating the public accounts, * 

Mr, FT* Pht cxprcilcd a good deal of furprife at what had Mr.W-piot* 
f4Un from the noble Lord; kc would not refer the regula¬ 
tions to tlic Com mi fli oners of Public AccountSj and yet he 
intended to continue them for another year: but above all, 
he was lurprifcd at bearing the noble Lord fay, that the 
hcadfi of the dilFcrent ofHccs would be the bcD: perfons to 
correfl the abufes, and introduce new regulations into their 
fhvcMl deparunens. He faid he would Date a few fafls to 
the Houle, which would convince them of two tilings, * 
that abulcs did exift in feveral public cDiccs, and that the 
heads of tbefe offices were not the tnoft fit perfons to correft 
them. He faldj if there was any objefl more worthy the 
icaloufy of Parliament than another, it was to take care that 
the receipt and expenditure of the phbjic money were in all 
the great revenue oflices conduced and managed with iho 
iitinoD purity and fidcdiiy. The evil confcquencefi of a con¬ 
trary praflicc were too obvious To need illuDracion. He 
would, therefore, proceed to lliew, that abufet hi offices of 
revenue really cxifted, and that to a very great and alarming 
amuuat; ana fir ft, he would fay ibmething with regard to 
fees, ^ratuhics, and perquifues. To inflancc one office 
only; m the Navy Office, when an enquiry wai indituted 
by the late Board of Treafury, with a view to prepare the 
prefent bill of reform, the anfwcrgivcn was, that there were 
110 fees received by that office. Upon a clofer examination 
of the matter, however, it afterwards came out that al¬ 
though cbcfc were no fees, received as fuch, yet that ntoney, 
to a very confideiaUc amount, was received by Ionic of tfio 
officers, under the name of gifts: thus, for inftance, the 
chief clerk of the Navy Office received a falary of about 
240, or ^50!, 1 year, and it turned out that he received no 
kfs than £500!. in gifts^ Other clerks wUU fmallcr falaries 
received gifts in proporfioD, Mr, Pitt dwelt for feme time 
on this fafl:, ^nd urged, that the public were liable to have 
great fraadi praflitkl ifpon them, if thofe in whofe hands 
I he means of check and controul were placed, were in the 
praftice of receiving what certainly might be termed th« 
ivaccs of corruption. Ip the parucuUr dAftanpet pf iholh

1 be folution of the enigma 
waff howevci, as edy as any foluhon could be, iince it 
was only Tccolle£tmg thit the ofhccis, who were to pds tho 
Contraftor^s accounts, to kc that Ins contiaft was duly and 
faithfully executed, and io lepoit, if they found t!it con¬ 
trary to be the fa ^5 were c'ch of them in the pay of the 
contraflor. In Older thcieforc to put a flop to ihde abufes,

upon the ground of cuftom ; that the matter related to a fuen 
claimed as a gratuity upon a contract, which the Treafury^ 
as ctifiom and uffcgc were proved to have w’arranted fucli 
gratuities, and as llio regulations intended relative to fudi 
points, were not at the ilaie carried into exeeunon, had 
allowed lo be taken* Mr* Pitt produced and read tho 
Treafiiry minute that had been made on this occafmn, in 
proof ri! what he afierled. In the courfc of fpcaking of 
fees, he allb mentioned the place of the Secretary of the 
Pofi. Office, who, with a falary of 500 or bool, made ati 
aiuiual income of upw'ards of three thoulanfl* Mr* Pitt 
fl:ited this to arilc from his having two and a half per cent* 
on all packets; and in the Inft year of the war, he faid, 
J40,oooh had bcert expended in packets, lb many were 
either iofi at fca or uken* He Ukewilb alluded to the faU^ 
ries of the two Secretaries of the Treafury, w'hicb he ftated 
at acooU a year during peace, but faid they i'welkd 10 5000L 
a year during war. After very amply dl(cuffing the fubj^ 
cf official abufes in rcfptfl to fees, perquifites, and gratbi- 
tics, Mr* Pitt proceeded to the other parts of the bill, and 
faid, he would not take up the time of the Houtc In faying 
much on thoic which wcj^c admitted by the noble Lord to be 
proper objefls of reform. The Talc of places certainly ought 
to be checked, lytd fo I ike wife ought foine reguUtiona to be 
made refpefting the fuperannuarioti of officers, and the ap¬ 
pointment of perfons to difeharge tlie duty of fuch as may 
have leave of abrence. He faid, be would mention one in- 
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ItsrTtce of th« Uttrr fpcctcs of abufe, ^hicb, he trnflcc!, would 
fufficUntly demondiaie the ncceffity ot Ionic iimnediafe re¬ 
form. Previous to die essence ot the Uii J of 1 rcji- 
fujy, a pn£%KC hrfd obtained of the occafional iuperannuj- 
tion of the i^AinpLiG ot rwt Stamp Olhcc^ whtu the Conw 
nufiionej*; ot tIic I rcjfiuv tacli appointed a {tamper, regU' 
larly One af[*r another jn turn, a;> ual vacancies happeoLd, 
or as aiuflnat va<ancie4 wtie trc'iicd It alio pretty f^cne- 
rally y, (s the practice for each Coaimitlioncr to ippoml one 
of his fervants, and tuftanily to grmt him a Ita^e of 
iibfenct, which leave ot abfence was conft'intly renewed foi 
fix months every half year, fo tint in fi^ tlic place wjs a 
finccure to the fervan's appointed, and all the butintf'* was 
done by a deputy. Tins abute ihc hit Hoard of 1 itafuTv 
bad flopped as fai as in I hem lay, and he meant in thi^ bill 
to give the regulation m tin piiticnliT the fmflion of an 
n£l ot Parltamcnt. The cicauon ol n^w offices unnccti- 
fjuljf was equally a mattLi that cillcd toi icfoim. It was 
pregni It with abofe, and could produce no pjlTible "ood to 
the public. The rc\t anitle the hill ftited its tntenuon to 
reform, was the impiojdert cvpenditiiie of the pul nc mo 
ncy rn wlnt were termed loudcrul e^pcnccs, uiicIli which 
bci*d wcie comprehended, the fnpp^y of pttlons in oflitc 
with coals, candles, furniture, Kc. This, Mr. Pitc laid, 
wai fuh]c£f to gicat abufe, and 1 ul m tome inilanrc^ been 
rained to a 1 ^ 0 A al fuid anu tr^dcfcnhlk extent^ there being 
in exiUctuc, to his knovltlqi, vinous ptoulji of ofheers 
having not only made no ferupk to ouki the diifucntar- 
tickt, at ilie expellee of *hc puttie, to their dwtlhng hguks 
in town, but escn to th rr houles in the country, and that 
at a moft extrava^iut rate* J be claule Mr. Pjtc next Ipoke 
was the clank ulaiivc to work done in the bouks held 
\jnJtr governtuctit, Thcabnfes under ibis head, jjc dtclar- 
eil it appeared fioni cncjoiiy, were vti y He mentioned 

ihe txpence of icpaiiing tht boixfc m Dowmng-ftrcct, rn 
which he had the honoui to be lodged for a kw months. 
'] he rcpaii^ of that hnufe only had, be faid, but the year or 
two before he came into olTice, the public io,oco). and 
iipwardt; and for the ftvtn yeais preceding that repair, the 
annual tipcnce had been btile If Is than 50 1. The altera¬ 
tions that had coil 10 oool. he (laud to eon&ft of a new 
XitUicn and onices, txticmcly convenunt wnh fcvcral cotii- 
fomblc lodgiryg iooiii>; ami he obferved, that n great pait 
of the cofi, iu had unde 1 flood, was oecationed by the foun^ 

dationt 
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Nations of Houfe proving bad, Hor had the Houfe of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer alone proved a fource of 
C]cpence« Ocher houfea bclooguvg to the put^llo in Bufhy 
Park, At Hampcoci Court, and clfenrhere, though they had 
not cof^ fo much, bad followed at no very conhdcrable dif- 
lance, and would be allowed, when the cxptcico was known, 
to have kept their pace in tolerably regular gradations. He 
at length came to the Uner ciaufe^ of the biU, tbofe refpefl- 
JTig the nuprovident confumption of (lationary wares by the 
officers ot the different deparimcou of Government, The 
abuics under this article of chaige were, he faidj alinoft in^^ 
■ crediblCj and the mode of abufe in fome in^lances truly ri¬ 
diculous. He had even heard of rooms being papered 
With {Isitiotiary at the expcnce of the public, and of other 
as unjuRiriablc ufes of it. The nnnaat charge on account of 
fiationary wares, he flated to be above eighteen tboufand 
pound'!, and he laid, *it would, he believed, foinewhat afto- 
nini the noble Lord in the blue ribband, when he told the 
Houfe, and infoimcd him, (fpr he really believed the noble 
Lord had no idea of any lacb circumflancc) that the noble 
Lord tionc, as tlic liiftLoid of the Trejfury, coft the pub¬ 
lic, the ycjr before the laft, no kU than lbirteen hundred 
pounds lor ftationary. Great as this Turn muft appear to 
gentlemen, he declared, that knowmg as be did, of whac 
curious articles the bdl con^ifted, he Ihould not have won^ 
dered if the amount had been as many thoufands as it was 
hundreds. One aiticle of the bill was an item of three 
hundred and furry pounds for whipcord ! When he 
mentioned tliis ciicuinftancc, Mr. l^itr delired to be under- 
flood, as not imetuhng any thing perfonal to the noble 
Jjoul; he was pcifuaded, the noble Lord neither coantved 
at, nor knew oi the abufe, and from that very ctrcumftancc 
he drew an argument In fupporc of hii bill, and in proof of 
the ncccfiity of a fubftantial reform. He faid, the bill of 
the two Kccretarrcs to the Treafury jointly for ftationary 
the fame year, ncaily amounted to as much as the bill of 
the hrft Lord ; the bill of the five Lords to little more than 
an hundred pound each. He mcniioned that great abufe and 
wade of fiadonary warts ,was practiced m the houfes of 
MtniAcrt, fervants generally confidenng ii as a part of their 
duty, to contrive ingenious means to ufe enure than their 
mauen, and generally wailing ten times as much as they 
ufed. He fairi, farther, that if the Boartl W'hich poilcflcd 
ai) the powers of contruu^ and which he doubted not had 

cycrciu4 
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c^trckfed thofc powers with becoming vigilatite, viz* ihc 
Eoiird of. Tftafiiry, were liable to fuch grofs tmpofitionj he 
had a riglft to that in the fabordinace ofhccs, officet 

pofftfled of left power, and not fo likely to cxercife any 
check Ltpon abufes of this nature, fimilar abufes prevailed to 
a conlitlcrable degree. He meant to propofe allovring a cer¬ 
tain fixed fum for Aatjooary wares to eacli ofEce, as tho 
t>eft, and indeed the only praftieablc means of correcting 
the abofe* Having amplified extremely on this and the other 
poinU of the bill, Mr, Pitt declared, he had no doubt but 
the plan of reform contained in the bill, would fave the 
j»ublic forty thouf^nd a year at the leafl; he therefore hoped) 
K would not only lie the fenlc of the Houfe that it 
Ihould go roa Committee, but that it fhould paft this IcOion* 
Bcfdre be fat down, he rook notice of Lord No?th*a expref- 
fion in a former debate, that not a trace was to be found in 
the Treafury, indicating a fingle Jftep towards that glorious 
fabric (as the noble Lord had been plcnfid 10 term it) of 
reform and ccconomy held out in the King's fpecch* He 
laid, that fpetch had been often mentiontd in the courft of 
the fefiion, and repeatedly charged vrith being fuUof vauilts 
pnd promiies, never intended 10 be kept or fuHillcd* 'flic 
cipreffion he had juft alluded to of the noble Lord, ftmek 
him ns tb very ftioug a one at the time, that he (bought it 
neceflary to take it down in writing, and he was deteimincd,' 
at the moment, to bring it to the teft at Ibmc fit opportu¬ 
nity, As k was materially conneffed with the fubieft of the 
bill then under dlfcufTioni he knew of no Jitter opportunity 
than the preJent. In order to bring the mauer fairly within 
view, he declared he would read the promifrt of the fpcech 
OD the opening of the feflion, paragraph by paragraph. He 
didfo, and then urged the various meafiircs tending towards a 
plan of reform begun by the late Minjft^, as well iboft 
brought before Parllamenl, as thofe not fumcicntly matured 
for the infpeOion of the Houfe of Commons, ere the late 
Miniftry went out. He referred to Lord North and the pre- 
fent Chancellor of the Kxche<]ucr many times, as witnefles, 
whofe evidence he was entitled to upon different topiei in 
this part of his argument. He appealed to them, whether 
there were not in the Treafury, very laborious and accurate 
materials drawn up the inftance of the hft Board of Trea-^ 
fiiry upon the Mint, the Royal Fotefta, and a variety of 
ocher fubjcflis alluded to in die King's Jpcecb, as intended to 
be brought forward in Parliament as matters pf reform) 

and 
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ftnd after s^g iltrongh the lUrhoICj he complimeitted h<yii 
North oti mi wdl-knoWTi candoor on «li cx:cafion% wbeac^e, 
he faid, he w» tndtuced to flatter hunftlf the noble Lord 
' would do him the'jaftice to acknawledge he had ralht]^^ mado 
hU aflertion, and that fo far from there being no trace to be 
fonnd In ihc Treafurj'of'that gtorioui fabric to which ho 
had alludS, that there were the foundations Uid for the 
whole building^ and that its bafls wai obvionfl^ intended to 
be mofl folid and fubftantial, Mr. Pitt fald, this latter paic 
of his fubje^ hid been touched upon in that Hoofe, and' 
occflfioncd mucli warmth and afperitr; he trufled, that ,hO 
had now pat it fairly co ifluCf and uated it in fo plain *^04 
precife a way, that it could only hereafter become a topic of 
cool and difpaflionate difeuflion and argument. He added 
other remarks, and at length wound up a very ample di^laf 
of oratory, with debtaring, that it had afforded him lome, 
fatisfa^Lon to have had an opportunity of giving an expU- 
nation of the bill to the Houfe, and not doubting but that 
after the bill had been explained, the Houfc wquld ac1wow>'> 
ledge its importance, and immediately proceed to give it 
that confidcration to which fuch a bill was undoubtedly 
entitled, ^ ■ 

Mr« Shtrtdan faid, m anfwer to the obferyation of Mr. Mv^Sktdi 
Pitt, ,that he found by a Trcafary minute, that a chaige un- 
der the head of fees, having been referred to the Comptroller 
of army accounts, he had reported to the late Treafury that 
it was fomewhat greater chan what had ufiially been allowed, 
yet the Treafury allowed it; and thus, by cflablifhin^ this 
regulation, they would of coutfe increafe the compeniation 
that mufl be made to the clerks, who ihouldTufler by the abO'« 
lition of fees. 

Lord Nortbj having been fo particularly alluded to, begged U* NortHi 
to trouble the Houfe with a few words, Ai to the charge of 
1 340I. for flattoDary for his ufe, 40I. per cent, muft be taken ' 
oili ai the due of the Ufher of ^ Exchequer ; but as to the 
^501, for whipcord, this was certainly the .firft time he had 
^eard a word of itand he fliould be greatly furpriftd indeed 
if the charge for any article fhould amoutit even to ■ 

He had always made il a point 16 prevent any fraud that 
might be committed uflds his name, by giving the moft po* 
fitive dtrcAioPS that no miiOnary ware mould be delivered 
fbr his ufe, .without the «iprefc. order of hil private focre- 
t*ry; if therefore any ftaod had been cbmmiUed, it muft 
have been by a breach of ihie^direftlon ; and he affijred tho 
VoL. X. Bfb Hpufe, 
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Rou^, tlir4lhe vtoM m»fe Xht moftfigorous enquiry into 
ihe bufinejft, ind if ht fliould find delinquency, ht would 
leave nothing in hii power undone to bring the delinquents 
fo ponifliment. He at the fame time begged the Houfe 
would not compare the confumptton of fiationary ware by a 
Firfi Lord of the Treafury, witli that of a private^dividual; 
fpr he was obliged to havc^ a private fecfetary^lmd two or 
three derks alinoft conftantly employed : the 40L per cent, 

n fifites to another officer, would bring the conrumption 
out booL a year ; and on this he mufl fay, that as the 
Tfeafury was ferved by patent, it was not fAcd as wcllf or 
as cheaply as it miglit oihcrwife be. As to coals and can^ 
dies, he found when he iva*; placed at the head of the Trca* 
fury, that his prcdcccllbrs hadbecn fupplied w'itKthcfc articles 
at the expence of the public, and that it was according to an 
old and dlabliftiqd'cuftom ; but he had not avnlled liirurdf of 
this cufioruj but had fuppbed his houfe with coals and can¬ 
dles at his own cxpeucc. As to the money laid out upon the 
houft in Doyw'ning-llrccT, allotted for the rdidcncc of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, be could lay with truth, that 
'he w^ded off the expence as Jong as he was able, and had 
conftntcd to it at lafl, only becauft the repoitof the Hoard of 
Works declared that the houfe could not ffand long if it was 
not repairetU After he had feen this rc|iort, he gave way, 
and I'uffcred the repairs to Ik: made ; but fo far was it from, 
bring for Ids own convenience, that it was very inconveiilcRt, 
and very expenfive to him : and when he did give way, ht 
was given to underftand that the expeuce would have l>cvn no 
more than 5000], but afterwards, when the building was 
thrown opan, the foundation was difeevered to be in fo ruin¬ 
ous a condition, that 5000I, more were expended In repair¬ 
ing It: thelc different fa£ti hi^ Lordfldp proved from the 
diiiercnt reports of the Board of Works, which he hdd^n his 
hand, and which he read to the Houle; and he oblcrvcd, the 
officcri of the Board could not be benefited by recommending 
new buildings or repairs, for they had fixed falaries, and re¬ 
ceived no other etnoltiment. As to tlitf Itoufe at HaOiy, 
when his Majefty had been pleafed to ^confer the Vangci fhip 
•f Bufhy park on Lady North, it was in A moff ruinous con¬ 
dition : It had been granted for three lives to .the family ofc 
Iho htc Lord Halifax ; and when hf the fall of the laft life, 
it reverted to the Crown, the houfe, Hkc almoft all houfe* 
that return after the expiration of a leafe to a landlord, was 
fa t wretched condition y ihd rpof was all decayed, and rea- 
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dy Xo fall In 1 thi Board of WbVki ctaW it lo be 
and reported it toiland in nce^of immediate rcfK^r; and he 
could aflarc the Houfe, that no ex pence had h^ti incurred 
for any ornamental work, or new building; all haij been done 
Q0 the old foundation, Thefc different circuniftance* bi« 
L6Tdfhip alio proved from the-reports of the Board of Work% 
which he read to- the Houle, When be had faid on a for^ih 
nier occafion, that no trace was to l>c found in'the Treafory 
of any plan or fyftcm of tbcUte Miniftry* relative to oeco* 
noiny, he mult 1x3 underftood to have applied what he faid 
to the fubjc£t then before the Houfe, viz. the Loan; the 
King^s fprecU liad held forth prdmKes of conftrufting new 
loans on fuch a principle, that whetf the fund for the pay* 
nicnt of the intorell was to be railed, care woald alfo be ta¬ 
ken to create a fund tg extinguifh the debr; this would have 
been a glorious afl indeed ; but no trace of it whatever was to 
be found in the Treafury : promilrt were allb held out in the 
fpecch^ of plans for fupporting the credit of Navy and Vic¬ 
tualling bills, Ordnance debentures, &c* and tor preventtng 
the alaVming difeount that they bore ; ihefe would have been 
glorious a^lfi aifb^ but no trace was to be found in the Trea¬ 
sury of any fuch plans; he was therefore juHilied in laying, 
that the laic Miniftry had deluded tlie public by promifci^ 
which they either could not or w^ould n.ot, hul which they 
certainly diii not attempt to perform. As to the (avin» 
which the right honourable mcmljerexpeflcd lo make by this 
tjjJh he was afraid h<ywas much too fanguine in his expec¬ 
tations ; for his own part, he did not expeft any thing ex* 
traordinary from it. 

Mr. Fox faid, ihat amont^ the various charges that had been 
brought againft his noble friend, it had never been fuggefled 
that he had ever created a job for bii own emolument; and he 
believed that whit the noble Lord had faid and ^ead this day, 
would convince flic Hou& that there was no ground now for 
fuch a charge. 1 W arraigned the conduft ot the late Trea- 
lury, in having I'l^cred their friend^, while they rcttiained 
in olHcc, to enjoy all the fees of their oiHces; :but who had 
cut off from their (ucccirofi the po(fiJbiltty of having any* 
The two late SecrcCftries <Jf State tiad been permiued to en* 
joy the fees foi^ palfports; but the late Treaftiry had, on a 
very remarkable day indeed, fignified to the office to which 
be belonged, tiiai the Secretaries of Stkte were in future to 
have jjjonol, a year faUry, and no pcguifitcs; this order 
was brought to my office/* fatd Mr, fox, on the nd of 

.Bb ^ April* 
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Apr 3 # tht very irf, 1 had the honour to kiffi hU Maj«ity’i 
hind {of my appointment to the office I now hold*’* ^ that 
it looked as if, when the hie Tre^fury Board was on the ver^e 
of tti diflblution^ and iu friends could no longer enjoy thetr 
places^ they fhould be made ae little valuable as poflible to 
cheir fuccefTorSp He then fpeke of the paOports that had 
been -dealt odt by the late Secretaries of StatCf and whicU 
the merchant here 30!* though the enemy charged no* 
thing for thccPi He blamed, in feverc tcrnis^ the praftice 
of charging the fee on each pafTpprt as great a numljcr of 
times as there were enemies, at war with us; thus the fec^ 
which was 7b los. was charged four times on the fame palT* 
port; becaufe, in tJic late war, we had four enemies to con¬ 
tend with. This, he faid, was fhamefut and difgraceful to 
the nation* The late TreaCpry, therefore, though ncgli- 
jgeat of corre£ling abufes in the offices of the members of 
aheirown cabinet, had fhewn great diligence in taking the 
means of preventing their fucceffors in office from being 
guilty of fimilar abufes. Mr* Fox moft pointedly put thls^ 
and refeued Mr, Burke f}om the imputation of having charg¬ 
ed the late Secretaries of State with havjpg taken fees that 
were unprecedented, and illegal. He alfo faid, that the hrfl 
notice he had of the matter was from a perfon, who liad paid 
for paHports, having called upon him, and after ilaiing the 
fa£b, having alkcd him,' if He did not think the fees cxcct- 
five ?. His anfwer was, that he certainly did y and indeed he 
could give no other anfwcr* The merchant then aiked, if 
the fees might not be refunded ? To which he replied, that 
he could not refund them : they were in the pockets of the 
former Secretaries of State, and that he,could not oblige 
them to refund what they already had in polTcflion, althouglx 
their coadjutors had taken the means to prevent the then 
creuries of State from continuing the pra^licc* Mr, Fox 
faid, poifibly the matter might come into a cour^f Uw; 
hut he could not very well underftand its being laid, that the 
late Secretaries of State had no objeflion to it; he did not fee 
how they could help it, if they wi(hc2 it ever io much. 
As to the bill^fore the Houfe, he thodght it totally unne* 
ceflary ; however, he would not op^ofeiu going to a Cow- 
mittec^ fince the honourable member feem^ to dciire it To 
much. _ * * * 

Jiff, Buikf. fAr*'Eurh blarocd. the author of the bid for prying into 
the Ht^lc perquifites of little men, in little cilices, while he 
fufibrttl the greater abufei to exiit in the officer under hia 
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eycj while he wai in ihe Exchequer, He fcenied to h 4 ?e thiC 
nice olfaflory nerve which could fmell Cball of horfe dung k 
thoufand tnw* off, but which is not afl^Seq by ihe flench oC ■ 
u dunghill under the very window. He alluded then to van- ^ 
ous abufes which the honourable member had fuiFered toexif^ 
and more particularly in the Sccretarv of Sutc*i ofhee, to 
the injury of commerce, and the di(grace of the nation* 
He that the bill was unncccfl’ary, bccaufe every head 

of office was already pofi’cfied of fufficicnt power to cor reft 
all the abufes enumerated by the bill. He compared Mr. Pitt 
as a reformer to a large ferpent, gliding along m the dirt and 
mire of reform, with a number of little diminutive officers 
in his belly. He faid, the bill held out the reverfe of a true 
principle of ceconomical reform ; it fobftituted vexation for 
oeconomy, and cxpcnce for reform*. It aboUfbed a number 
of petty, infignificant offices, for thepurpofe of creating five 
expenlive offices upon the ruins of the indigent and Uie wor¬ 
thy. Mr, Burke ufed a variety of other fanciful nllufionSp 
but ended with faying be would not divide the Houfe againft 
the Speaker’s leaving tlie chair, though he tUoucHt it would 
be more rational to put an end to fuch an idle bill as fbou 



poffibif. 

CTOvernor J^htiJicne faid, if he updcrftQod nature pf Cotctiw 
the paffiports alluded to, it was this — that the French Mi- 
nlfter, for inftance, fent over a number of paiTpom ready 
fizned, but with blanks to be filled Mp with the of the 


ihips that were to I'^cfurnifficd with them. If helmderiloQd 
iiglit, the Frcncli Mimftcr generouily fent thefc pafTports 
gratis; if therefore ive charged 7I. lOs. for each of them^ 
and charged this fee four times over for the ndmber of epe* 
fnies wc had to contend with, we a£ltd not only injurioufty 
ro trade, but we difgraced our country in the eyes of France^

Mr, Pht faid, that when be mentioned the whipcord, Mr.W*P;tf* 
Powning^flrCvt and BuHiy-path houfes, nothing could be 
farther uohi his intention, than to infinvate that the nobk 
Lord knew, or connived at the ftbufes complained of, or that 
he had ordered the repairs for a job: alt he meant wai to 
fhew how eafily abufes might grow qp in remote c^ces, 
when even ivt the Treafuiy they could be pradifed without 
the knowledge of the Firit Loid,

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The Chartcfiler ef the Extht^utr brought in the bill to take 
oif t!i£ compolitiofi in lieu of the matt duty ; which being 
read a lirll tiinc^ 

Mr* HUl role, and declared he had fftid fo much on this 
fubjeft lately^ that he Oiould then only detain the Houfe a 
very fhort time^ and that more to clear up one or two points^ 
on which he was mifundcrlliood^ than to open frelh ground 
for debate- He certainly was mifapptthcndcd in what he

people in thofe counties he alluded to, and wbac there 
were great €X>Uierics, better than, in his preftnt hi nation. 
That honqi^rable gentleman poihbly could do; and thougii 
that honourable gentleman had faid he rcjircfcntcd o great . 
corn coanty, yet he believed the principal part of the grain 
in that countjf was wheat, and not barley, and he need not 
tell him the latter only was ulcd for mak; and if tlie com- 
poiltlon was taken on that article, he was furc it would 
prove a great check to the cultivation of barley* As to what 
he had faid of the impropriety ot bringing this mattci^on at 
fo late a period, of the feihon, Mr, lljll declared he was AiU 
of the fame opinion ; and upon the heft oblbrvation he had 
been able to make, he was Cure that many independent coun-* 
try gentlemen, who Would have oppofed that bill, were gone 
out of town; but he trufted there was a'fuilicient numl>er 
left to fet their faces againft it; and he was certain that no 
friend of the lil^ertics of EngUfhmen, no advocate for the 
rights and chubs of the people, much let's would the man of 
the people, give his vote to have an occl^man come and 
fearch his houfe or out-houfes at any hour he thought pro-* 
pcr| when be was willing to pay kii compefttion freely for 

keeping 
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kee{>ing fuch gentry wUfaout doors* However, he hoped 
they mlgl^Ttlyon the virtue and candour of the noble 
Lord at tlw head of the Exchequer^ to let that bnilne^* 
drop, atleaft not to bring it on this year, when he Wi* per- 
fuaded much more barley was now on the grounds than 
would have been fown, if the compofirion was to be abotifh- 
ed ^ and if the motto he recommended to the nob]e Lord*s 
cqniideratioR the other day, of ttii had not the defired 

cfFcfl, he begged to recommend anotlier to his attention, 
with wbidi he was paniculaTly well acquainted, iu^ 

fro. If the noble Lord pteafed, he would rccal the expref- 
lion of a finuggUd a£l; but he ^jicaled to the noble Lofd’a 
heart, whether he thought an af^ir of that magnitude had 
been brought on with that deliberation, caution, and notice 
to the Houfr, which its confequence deferved* He was no 
mure able to con^bat the noble Lord's eloquence, than i^jax 
was to contemT with Ulylfcs. i^nd he was furc Should 
never fay to him, as Ajax did to UWlfes, quid whis tipus 
cj}\ IptHcmur ti^cnd'^\ however, he muft beg leave to obferve, 
th;a lire principaf indeed the only reafon given, why all 
compolition for malt duly fltonld be taken away was, “ that 
there arc fo many framk pvafrifed by perfons compounding, 
that there is no preventing ihcfe frauds, without fuffering 
no peribn whatever to compound.” If ever argument was 
founded on the principle cf flagrant injuftice, this was. 
Suppolc he was to afl’ert, ihat " alt Itoncft men ought to be 
hanged, for fear any rogues fliould efcape.” How would 
fuch rcafoning be received } Yet it was exa^ly of the fame 
tort with I hat which involved the innocent in one common 
lot writli the guihy, m the prefent cate, and deprived him 
of/the privilege of compounding for his male* becaufe hii 
rbguifit neighbours fold the malt for which he compounded. 

^ 'Thia was aaing juft like the inhuman Herod, who cauled 
alt the young children throughout the coafts of fiethtebem 
to be put ig death, that he mi^bt be fore not to Jet the facred 
infant clcapc, who was the objef^ of hU malice and jeuloufy. 
Theexpedient^was dreadful; and thc mercilefs tyrant failed of 
his ciidj afi he hoped tyrants ever would* He would fuppofe 
every tiring which could bl fuppofed in the prefent calc, h<^ 
would fuppofe, (though he could not gttnt) that the revenue 
would be encrcalH by taking oiF tho com^Ucion, even tho* 
they fhould bo forced to pay a new-raifed rcgifflcnt of cxcife- 
men. Yet he would mfift ^at they could not do it^ with- 
oat fubfthuting a greater evil in lieu of that they attempted 
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to afid wtrt fo totally ^poAte to tto tethper itwJ 

gehius rhe OonHitution^ that it wa# not to boJ>om, nor 
thought ofj' without horror and Indignation. Hr wi(h«d thi 
right honourable Chancellor of the Exchequer would ton* 
£der what language he would have held on that occaiion^ if 
llic noble Lord in the blae ribband had propofed fuch an ar* 
bttrary $retch of the exdfc laws, before the late jnnfVion of 
tlic red and white rofe. Would he not have reprobated it 
tinder the idea of flavery, incrcafing Crown influence^ and 
trampling under foot thofe rights and liberties in this nationj 
which were the birtb*right of the poorest cottager } But 
though Umpara^ mutantur^ would the right bonotirablc gentle- 
fnan and his whig colleagues fay^ uos mutarnur in iUh ^ 
No, no, tHey had pledged theml'clves that they never, never, 
jjever would. He wifhed to roufe the atrention of the 
Houle, to confider that every objection lay againfl taking 
off the compofition on malt, which lay againff thole ohjcfts 
of popular in, the cyder rax in England, and flamp aft 
in America; and if it was fuffered to pafs into a law, it 
would be a tnoft dangerous encroachment of tyrannic power; 
and here he thought he might wntli the greateft propriety at¬ 
tempt to introduce part of a fpeech on the cyder lax, which 
was fpoken by one of the moft diftinguiOicd charaflcrs that 
over adorned the two Houfes of Parliament. The Houfe 
bad, Mr. Hill faid, fixed upon the man; yes, it was the 
Earl of Chatham. That great perfon fpeaktng of the op- 
prefiion and cruelty of pennitting cxctlemen to enter the 
houses of private individuals, expreffed himfelf to this ef- 
feft: *‘that every Englifliman's houfe was his caftle, how¬ 
ever poor and mean it might be. If it were a wretched clod 
llovel, without either door or windows; if it were even fucU 
an one as the rain and wind could enter, ffiil the King could 
not enter. Thus the poor man’s hut was his afylutn and 
place of fecuriry ; not becanfe it was garrlioned by If alls and 
Wtwarks, but becaufe it had no need of fuch protc^ors; 
lince the laws of a free country were his defence and iccurity 
from the vifitt of arbitrary invaders,” .Thefe, Mr. Hilt be¬ 
lieved, would be found to be the generous fentirnenta which 
loathed in that fpecch ; though he muTt own the very fliort 
time be bad had to^%onfidcr the, fubjeft, bad not allowed 
bun iSo get a fight of^it* After fuch an authority, every 
thing'bd could offer muff appear mean indeed. He fhould 
^erefoit fit down with faying, that he felt a teal fiitisfadVion 
in Itariog the matter to the good fenfi;, the equity, and can-* 
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dour of that honourable Houfc; and that however gtfltle-* * 
men might dllFer from him in other points, or he from 
them, or thcylfroni each other, he truded there were none 
prefent who did not think that he had an honeft intention^ 
a jud caud, and the fplrlc of the condrtution on his fide. 

Mr- Httjpy hoped the nobl^ Lord would not be frightened Mr.HuiTej, 
from hla purpole by any thing he had then heard; it wai 
nccclTary he fliould be firm in a uicafure that was fb ]ud ; 
the taxes ought to he generally, not partially Impofcd; and 
he knew that in lus own neighbourhood the malt tax waa 
very partially laid on, and evaded hy many ; the lull then 
before the Houfe would prevent cvafions, and detect fraud* 

Mr. Puitcfify faid, he was not at all of opinion wUh the Mr. Puttt* 
honourable gentleman who fpokc laft. He thought the ,prc* 
lent bill was not to be confidcred as the regulation of a tax^ 
but as a new tax impofed on the Aihjc^l* The law, as it 
flood, enabled that gentlemen fliould have a power of com^ 
pounding for the tax- That was the prelbiit law; the bill 
then before the Houfe took away one tax, and iinpofcd x 
more odiou'i one. And what was the pretence for it? That 
there were various frauds committed. Poflibly there might 
be fuch frauds, but then he mult contend, that Government 
ought to take care to dcte£l and prevent them. Their nc- 
glti£t ought not to produce a frelh burden on the fulycft* 

Mr. Pulitney concluded, with fltongly ftppofing the bill* 

etr Edward /jli^ made a niort fpeech againLl the bilf^ SirT'JwiTd 
byt faid, if the Irauds complained of were lb numerous as 
they were Hated lo be. Government ought to find them 
out, and punifh thofe who committed them. 

Mr, Adartm laid, no man was better Inclined towards Mr.Mirdii* 
the liberties cf the fubjefl than be was; he hoped, there* 
fore, that what he fhould lay, would not be thought to 
ai ife from any Jentiments adverfe to freedom, or unfriendly 
to the poor. But he really thought the hill a neceilary mea- 
furc, and that the farmers ratlicr abufed the power of giving 
away liquor to the poor in harvcfl times. They difiributed 
their beer and cyder in fuch grofs quantities, that frequeody 
the poor men got intoxicated, and various ill confcqkencei 
followed. He thoughtj riserefore, if Ibme Tcftraint were 
put ujx>n the practice, tlie general intercfta of Ibcicty would 
be l>cncfircd* 

Mr. Ktnytn greatly difapproved of the bill; and he thought Ktny* 
that it it was carried, the only ohje^fion that had been urged 
againfi the tax on cyder counties, namely, the introduction 
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of ofllc^rs of exc’ife Into private Iioufcs, woiiU be entitcljr 
ttniovcd and ilierefote he law no rcafon j^’hy the cyder 
counties lliould not now be laned as wclJ ibe corn coun¬ 
ties. Whilfc lie was faying tliisj he faw Lord Surrey I'mile; 
he Lid he wa$ forry that a noble Lord of fo nuicb vvejj^htand 
lefpei'^abiliTy^ and who bad cojulefccnded lo accept a itat on 
the Treafury Bench, to which he did fo much honour, 
fhould not approve of what fell from him* 

Ijord Surrey aflhrrt^ the honourable gentleman that no¬ 
thing wa'i tarilier from his intention ilian to treat wiili levi¬ 
ty or difrFfpeft any thing that fell from him; but flill, 
though he wbuUl always look up to him in matters in vvliich 
the teamed gcntletnun w?s well vci C’ed, Inch as in rjuollions 
that related to his piofLJlion, he thought It would not be 
deemed vain in him to fay, that, fioni living in a great cy^ 
dcr countV, he knew a httlc more of the evder buhneCs than 
the learned gentleman ; and whenever ^hat bubiiels IImold be 
brought into tlic Houle, he woidd undcrtiikc to prove that 
the throwing open private houfes to excife olii[.jrs was far 
from being the principal ubjfiflion to the taxon cyder, whjch 
in cyder counties oupht in Oft to be conlldcrcd as on a foot¬ 
ing rvith milk, and corn in other counties, iind not an arti¬ 
cle of Lxcil'e. As to the compolitinn, w]>!ch the hill bcfoic 
the Houre was to take away, it was ccrt.djily very [icinicious 
to the revenue; tl^c produce of the vanuus taxes on malt 
BmountcJ annually to 1,400 ,q^DoL tou-.uds wlnt h I'uni, the 
tax aril'ing from compohfjon produced no more than 5C00J. 
the Houle inuft therefore lee diat there mod be gtc.a frauds 
praftifed by meaiu of tliis compohtion. The learned gen¬ 
tleman had faid, he had ** condekended to accept a il,ic on 
the Trexfury Bench, to which he did to murJi lionour.’^ 
It was his wifh to be Icrviceable to his country in any luiui- 
tion ; and when his Miijcfty was plcakd to give him a leat at 
the Treafury Hoard, he felt himlUf honoured by rhe fitun- 
th>n, thoroughly convinced that it was out of Ills [?ewcr to 
impart any honour to it. 

The quedion was at Jaft put, “ that the bill lie rc:id a fc-

crerary at War, for having adopted the idea that he had ta- 
!;en ihe liberty to throw out a few days ago in favour of old 
feijeams, who, in faff, were the very life and foul of difci- 
phfie in the army. The money was voted wilhout oppo- 
Ikiun, 

Mr, A^huhhi then moved, that a funi, not exceeding Mr. Mjh*

whoio merits or pretenfionii were not fo ftrong, find they fo 
he allowed 3 J. a day ; fuch an arrangement, as well as it 
would make the bounty go farther, would like wife be a pro¬ 
per diftin£\ion, and an incitement to good behaviour. Iking 
upon this fuhjeft, it naturally drew Win mind to a higher clala 
of gentlemen : he meant thd fuhalterns of the infantry ;

As to the Mu¬ 
tiny bill, which was liis chief motive for getting up, he

It was that arciclo whereby his Majcfty has 
been pleated ro give die colonels of the army a power of 
breaking their ferjeantsat will, without any appeal; he would 
not fay Unit i lie re arc frequent inftairccs of a capricious, 
cruel, and unjutl cxercile of that powder ; but heliad known 
fomc ; and therefore he could wifli the power was taken away, 
or at leaft modiiledt by making it lawful for a ferjeant, 
when he IhouUl ^nd hinaftjlf to be aggrieved, that he might, 
as in other cafes, haVe rccourfe by appeal to a general court- 
martial. But Uetidcs, hc^conccived that power of breaking 
-to be fomething vague and indehnicc ; for it fald, the colo¬ 
nel of the regiment only is to have it. How many legi-

whether it pould be lawfully exerdied by the com maturing 
ofiictr^ of *hc tronps of the Horfc and Grenadier Guards* 
r However, as he had no kind of infcntirn of iuipeding the 
thitd read dig of the mutiny hill, lie fhould fay no more.

ParHamcnr, \vo«lcl be a. fum juft to begin witlij and defray 
the nt:ci^flliry expences tliat mull attend the fcttlng on fooc 
a new ednhUHimcnt* 'I'his anfwer ftemed lo give gencr«it 
f:iiiftfai\ion ; and the queftion having been put on the motion 
for referring the meftage to the Commiittc of Supply^ was 
carrieil unammoufly. He then requested ihe Houle would 
recolkil', that on a former occafion he had throivn out an 
idea relative to a reform m the offices of his Majefty’s E^c- 
chequer * it was now his intention to carry that idea into ef¬ 
fect : there were feme oliices, fuch as that of Udier of the 
EsclKqucrj which he meant fliouUl he entirely aboliihed af¬ 
ter the deaths of the prekut pollcilbrs r the I'eMcrlhips he 
did not intend to alioliflr, but to rcforin; they had been 
ufually beftowed ot^ the (bns of Chancellors, who were thus 
rewarded in the perlbns of their children for tlitir own fer- 
vjces ; he wiflicd therefore to prtferve ihcm for laudable 
purpofef j but the fees which appeared too confiderablc, 
ihould be reduced after the expiration of the ]j:i rents und^u* 
which the prelent Tellers htlJ- He then moved for h ave to 
bring in a IntJ for the better regulation of otliee^ in ];io Ala- 
jefly^ Exchequer* 

Mr, then alkcJ if any hill ivas to be hr ought into 

Parliament this year to com pci public accompiams to pay 
hi their balances* A dcfultory converfation tuok place iu 
coniequcnce of this qutflioii^ iii which a hill that hid been 
bled agatnrt Mr, PoweU, as one of the executors of Lord 
Holland, am! which had abated in ctniftquencc of his death, 
iKcainc the fubjeft of couverfatten, Mr. Eenvon dtliring to 
know if there was any intention oi' reviving it. 

Lord y^b/t Cavmmjl} fa id he was not prepared to anfwcr the 
differenL queftions ; but that he would take care to be better 
informed on feme future day. 

The ^mkhor Gentr^i I'aidj he never would revive the bill 
to ilie fulUxtcnr of the one which it had abated ; he^uivJcr- 
ftood that the former was for the jccovery of all the iptcrcft 
that had ever l>een made out of the public money by Lord 
Holland ; a mcafure which appeared to hiiri fo unjuft, op- 
preiHve, and vexatious; fo contrary to the received practice 
of all Paymafters for a century,^and wouldlay under fuch 
terrible apprebenfions the defeendants of ^11 lormcr Pay- 
tnafters, wiihout any limitation'as to lime, that he would 
Iboner rchga his office than abet fuch n mrafiire, 

Mr, Fnx complainedj that of all tlie former Paytriafters, 
h\% father was tlie only one whom the late Admimftration 
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tiad finglcd out for the purpofo of exacting from hU execu¬ 
tors wh*it HToutil cortamly ruiii, and reduce co U'ggavy, his 
whole family ; and wbar the diilccodants of all his prudccet 
fors had been fuffered Lo enjoy tlicir juft and fair Inherit' 
tance^ namely, ihc Ihtetefl, not of any money with4icld 
from the public after it liad been called for, but all tlie accu¬ 
mulated intcreft that hat I ever been msde by a Paymafler: 
this was a profccution of inch a nature, confidering the btua* 
tion in wljich he flood twith rLlpc^l to the iMiniffers when it 
tvas coinmenad, thr.t looked veiy like a perfccunon ! 

Mr* Pitt agreed w\\h Mr* Fox, that he did not think 
fnch tnteteft ought to be demsnde*! by the pviblic ; bnt fliU 
Kc thought the late Attorney General haJ done right in de¬ 
manding all that he conceived the public had a legal cUim toj 
if the claim fhould be fi>und to be oppnflivc, as he tho'^ght 
it would, tlie legiflatuie couhl ilicii gi\e relief; but it ought 
not to be at the dikTction of an AtEotney Cicncral to leave 
undcmaudcH any right of the Crown. 

Mr. Burh replied, that F:up!cn andOudlev tiughtbc de- Mr* EyiJt ■ 
fcmicd on precilLlV the fjiue grourJ. — '['he qutflion wai at 
lalt put, and leave Was givcnto briiTg in the bdl*

The Houfe refoUed itfeU into a Comnrfittce on the bill for 
aUcriug the law relative to writs of right, and other modes 
of. recovering property* Mr* Sydney, who claims to be 
Karl €?f Leicefttr, sts fop and heir of Joctlyii and lul?abcth, 
late K:nl and Counids of LeictlUr, and who, a conlideraMe 
' time ago, raufed a petition to be picjcnicd to the Houfe 
againfl the bil), was, in tonfcquence of this petifion, called 
to the bar, where be was permitted to ofler his regions againft 
the bill, hcilattd, that in its jsrcferrr form it vveukE ai^iolute- 
ly ruin him, as it would be :3n efftCfual and lufupcritble liar 
lo the pTofecuiion of thoie claims, which he julliy had to th* 
ellatcs of the late Karl of LficelUr, his fiiher, A> ihe law 
now flanda, he was at liberty to proiccuic ihufe tlaims by 
writs of right, at anV lime within iixiy years after the nglic 
accrued * but by the-prcTerti bill the law wyuld he foiihcrccf^ 
that the writ.muft be hroughr wuibm iwenty years after the, 
tight accrues, wiih au allowance of ten jears more to fucli 
persons as were infants, inlauc, or in continnu'-ni, when 
they acquired the right. Now^ as his tacher died when hu 
was no more than five years old, and as nsorc than twenty 
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years liad djpfcd fince he himfelf-’^rrived at fuU age t — In 
fine, as forty years had palled away fince, by the death of 
Earl JoeeJyn, his father, the right to his eftates had accrued 
to hhn, the Houle mull fee, that, from the moment the bill 
Hiould paf^ into a law, from* that moment an cfTc^lual bar 
would be fet up againll the profecutlon of his jud rights ; 
though by the law, a$ it now Hands, the time during which 
he could bring his writ of right would not expire for twenty 
years to come, namely, till the year 1803* Fortune had hi¬ 
therto prevented him from jirofccutiug his claim, except in 
one inftance; nnd lie hoped that ilie leginature would not 
put the final feal to his n:in, by cuitiag off rhe twenty years, 
which by law he at this moment allowcdi before any li¬ 
mitation could finally bar him, J le then prayed, that a pro- 
vifo might be inrerted, that nothing in the lull fliould affect 
the claims cf John byciney, and heirs, to the tflatcs of 
Joctlyn, latcJiarl of Lelceflcr ; and in order to induce ihc 
Honfc to grant his rcr]ucff, he (jgoted various precedents, of 
fitnilar prnvifns, in variovis afla of Parliament that had paiTed 
fmcc the Revolution, Mr. iiiydncy having cLofed his addrcl'd 
to the Houfe, * 

Mr* faid, that as he wifted not to injure an indivi¬ 

dual by a hill, which he had brought in for the public good, 
he was ready to give an opportunity to Mr. Sydney to pro- 
fccutc his claims, by an amendment to the cUuJe, which 
ftated, that/rtrfj and after the p.ifhRg of this bill, no writ of 
right fhaU be brought, after the lapfc of twenty years from 
the time the right accrued; the amendment he propofed was 
thisthat nothing in the bill fhould affc£l any right or 
rights that fhould be hiought before the firfi day of Michael¬ 
mas term, 178J.” He find, that l>efore that day, Mr* Syd¬ 
ney might bring hjs writs of right, without being under the 
ncccfiity of proceeding upon them immediately, as lic#ouUl* 
be at liberty to proceed upon them at any time within the 
next twenty years, 

Mr. Mtiiifi} thought the amendment afforded too fhort a 
time ; he then moved another an^cudment, by enlarging it 
to Michaelmas tenu, 1784* Tfns latter amendment was 
adopted ; and the cUufe, tbvs amended, was agreed to by 
the Committee* 

1 Sir Waikin Lmt%^ thinking tVii time HiU toofliort, and 
the cafe of Mr* Sydney peculiarly hard, moved for leave to 
bring up a claufc to favc to him hh rights^ any thing in the 
bill to the contrary notwUhftaading, He faid, that tlw ch-

cumftanccs of Mr, Sydney were fucKj that it would lie very 
inconvenient for him to fuc out betweeu thirty and forty* 
writs of right between this and Michaelmas^ 5 yet 
he muft fuc out that number, or have Ills rights barred^ if 
the provifo in his favour fliould not be adopted- 

Mr. Keit)'(tn oppofeU the motion ; he faid the expence of Mr, 
fuing out Lire writs would bi; Inconfidcrable; that a limita* 
tion ought to i^e fet to claims^ in order to quiet the minds of 
poflcllbrs of cflatc!i; and that what might be humanity to 
Mr* Sydney, won id be cruelty to the public. 

Mr. Ptrdvsi was of ojiiniou that if the faving claufe was 
not admitted, the term for fulng out tlie right ought to be 
greatly enlarged- He was informed, that as the Committee 
had already agreed to the claufe, where the term was limited 
to Michaelmas, 17B4, it could not now be enlarged ; but it 
might be done on ihe report* The queflion was then put oa 
the motion for bringing up the cUuve, which palTed in the 
negative, without a diviflon* 

moved for leave to bring up various claufes 
for takingawsy the trials by ducl^ir battle, and by wager of 
law ; and for preventing tenant for life from defeating ordc- 
ffroyiiig rcinHiimlers. The claufes were brought up, and 
agreed to. Other claufes were brought upalfo by Mr, Ke¬ 
nyon, for obliging all pcrlbns, who fuc out writs of error, 
to give fecuriiy to the court for the payment of debt and 
colh, in cafe the plainiilf in error ftiould not be able to oyer-* 
throw the decree or judgment complained of; and alfo for tna- 
kiEig it ncccffiiry that when judgment ts fuffered to go by de¬ 
fault, and a facias is illued to the Shertif, that the ilfu- ■ 
ing luchyi'/rt fadai 111 all in faff, as the words import, be no- 
tiJicd to the defendant. He faid, that this regulation was 
nccctl'ary, in order to obviate a very great abuibi for, ac^ 
cording 10 die pxefcnt praOicc, two difFcrtot writs of y^jV*' 
fttdas arc ilTucd to the SheriiF, who, without ever notifying 
the clrcumlfance to the defendant, returns on the back of 
each of them nihi!^ and then judgment was given of courfe, 
though perhaps the defendant might have previoufly dif- 
chargcd the debt. ■ 

Mr. Francis Eyre approved the clatile, and wifhed it might Ffiitfb 
be extended to calcs where notices arc to be given to perlbm 
who are hall for a defci^ant, that if they do noi furrender 
him they will be fixed with the debt; in thele cafes there 
was aa infamous praflice among the vermin of attornics, 
called bvffmg tU nctUc; they fend a clerk of ihcir own to the 
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door of a pcrfon who ia to be ferved with fucli notict', and 
the pcrftin who is lo Jerve the notice^ coming up lo the for¬ 
mer, afk^ him if he belongs to the man of the houlc; the 
Oilier anfwer^t in the affirmarive, and receives the notice, 
which is thus tept from ihr ml iH-rfon for whom Hie law io^ 
tended it, mul who thus lucomes fixed with the debt, bccaufe 
he did not g.'t notice to funlnder vhe defendant, which it 
might have been in his power lo do, had he been really 
fcrvctl wiUi the notice. '1 he clanie was eX'Cndcd, as Me. 
Eyre tiefired; und the Cliairiiiaii having gone *hrough all the 
rlatifcs^ left the chair, and Hiiintdiattiy imported ihe bill to 
the Hoofe, who ordcitd it to be printed vviih the amend¬ 
ments, 

JjjrJjfth* Lord 'I CrMvn/iiJh Iirought in n liill for continuing the 

(^Avcndiilj. rommifinm rf pul^bc accounis which vi as read a fir (I time. 

His Lordfhip then prorecdcfl lo ihc jjropofiiion of which he 
gave notice, ichitlve lo the petition fium the Loyablls, He 
fl.itcd the obligation this country xvas under lo iiinKe piovU 
fion for that unfortunate let of tnen, whole mtsfo]tunes 
were to be aferibed lo th,ir attachment to this cmnrry. 
Tw'o very refpeftaide genLlcmrni fuicnihers of the Hciu(e^ 
had a^lcd as Commiflioners hift yrar and the preknt, in re¬ 
ceiving and derermining the claims of fuch Loyalifts as 
flood m immediate need of a temporary I'tipply ; and fucb 
had been their diligence nod jutigment, that he meant to 
continue them, if ihey could he prevailed on to cantiiiue, 
and to add a few move to them, under the authority of an 
a£l of Parliament, He would move for a bill inflitutiiig a 
new commifhonj with additional Cominiflinncrs and enlarged 
powers, fuch as enabling the CotnmiUioncTS to adminilier 
oaths, tp compel attendance, and in flvort to give them fuf^ 
llcient atithnritv, to render them competent to difeovcr and 
afeerrain, with fornc tolerable degree of precifion, who 
were and who were not perfons diftrcired, in confemicoce of 
the civil tvar, and pcrlons entitled to the proledlioiv aud rcr 
Jicf of Parliament- Every body nvuft lee, that it would be 
incumbent on Parliament lo Jo lomethlng; lo what extent 
inuft be governed by the (ituation of the country and its citt 
cumftanccf, but the more informat'OT they had before them, 
and the more enlightened they were, the better they would 
be able lo mcafure out their rclt^-f^ and ter adminiller it 
juflly, fairly, and proportion ably, To the nature of the cafe 
pf the parties dif!rcircd. At prelent^ he conceived, no ma^ 
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t^^ould deny that !t was utterly imp&fHble to fay what ought 
to be done Towards the relief of thole unfortunate and mere* 
torious perlbris^ who had undoubted cUinas on this country, 
drid who had incurred confidcrahic dif^refs m conTequcncc of 
their loyal and laudable attachment to its eaufe. He meant 
therefore to infiligic a commilfion for the puvpofe of en¬ 
quiring who were the perJbns lb entitled to relief, and hn 
meant :illb to make it a part of the bili, that the Coinmif- 
iioners ilicutd report the rel'ult of their enquiries early in the 
next to that that they might fee their way 

ujron the bulificfs, and know the grounds at it, before they 
c.-jinc to any parliamentary proceeding upon the fubjeft. 
His Loidlhip ibid, a grear deal would depend upon the 
UnireJ Blares, as every gentleman mnft lie aware j and they, 
lie rrufted, woutd aft liberally on the occafjon, and fay a. 
generous determination lo forget and forgive, lay ilie 
keds of future confidence between the countries- Tht* 
he flattered himielf would be the cate, becaufc America 
nuifl: fee the ipc.it t'alue and importance of the friendfhip of 
Gic.it nntaiu, and could not have to learn, that the clofcr 
coniH-ftirjn iIktc was cemented between Great Britain and 
the Unikd Slates, the more their mutual iniercft and (heir 
iiiLLiuaJ flrcngili would be promoted and cflabliflicd- But 
this tnufl neccfutrily be a work of fome little time. Paf- 
fions, pTcjndiccs, and refenrmenr, would, he hoped, die 
away on both fijes, and good-humour, regard, and confi* 
dcnce, enrrtafe more and more. That facing the cafe, he 
truflcd time the Coirnniliiontrs to be appointed under 

ihc new iiill, bad gone the length of a report, Gieat Britain 
and ilic United States would ptrfeftly undcrftsnd each other, 
^nd between them lx>ih, tffcftual relief would be atlminif- 
tered to rhofe, who had been ddfrelied in confcqucnce of the 
late unfortunate civil war. His LiOrdlhip concluded with 
‘ moving, tUM the following paragraph of his Majefty’s 
fprcch, at rhe cniumcnccment of ttie kfliun be read : I 
have (jrdered enquiry to be made into the application of thft 
fum voicd in rupporfof the American I offerers; and 1 truft 
that you will agree w’lrh me, tliat a due and generous atien- 
linn ouf^ht to be ITiewn loMiok who have iclinquifliftl their 
propcrrics or prfjfellions from motives of loyalty lo me, or 
auachincnito the Mother Country,” He then moved for 
fcavc to introduce a bill for the appoiniuienc of Com* 
inilRoncrs to enquire into the circuniftance* of thofe who 
hiiil fuflhrcd in confequence of the dificoltons in Apcfica*^ 
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S 5 r- ^^datn i^frgu/oit did not well underftand the word cir- 
Cilitiftanctft I it A broad taicauliig; but he tindcrflood 
very well that in aa enquiry of this kind, very ftri£l enquiry 
ihould be made into the merits of the pcrtbns claiming re¬ 
lief, They might naturally he divided into three ciaues: 
firft, thofc who taok up arms, and defended the caule of 
Gicat Britain; fccondly, thofc who quitted America and 
their fortunes, and took Iheltcr in this country ^ thivitly, 
thofe who remained in the provinces, and who fubimttcd 
to the AmcricaQ government, but who, when the King’s 
troops appeared among them, feemed to wdb well to his 
^ajefty’s arms. Now, as it was not in the Upituic of things, 
that this country could make reflitution to all, it was necef- 
that a difcnTTiination fhould be ni^ide; and ihat thofu 
who had the greateft merits to plead, fltoulJ get the preft- 
rcncc in their cUim to relief; hut ha was afraid that giving 
this relief at prefent, svould prevent the Americans from 
doing what they were bound to by the 5th article of tlit 
Provifional Treaty, 

Lord Cavetit^f/h in reply faid, he had purpoftly 

moved for the bill under a general title, meaning that the 
enquiry of the Commiflioners fliould go as largely, and lake 
in as many defcriptlcns of per ions as poltihlc. His Lord- 
ihip declared, he could not concur with the honourable 
Baronet, that on fuch an occafion it svonld either be politic 
or practicable to go into a mlnuie enquiry into the parucu- 
Ur cbaraflcr and condu£V of every individual, with a view 
to aoy comparative purpofe. buch an enquiry xyoutU be lb 
odious, and lb dilHcult, that he faw not what pojhble end 
could be anfwcrcd by it, that would make ainends for it:> 
labour and invidious tendency. With regard to diftin^lions 
^ perfong, he laid, in his mind lofs of fortune ii\d not 
make Ml the merit* Lofs of ofEce was equal ; thus a. 
Clergyman, or a CuHom-hcurc Oilicer, who had been a 
meritorious oiEcer, might deferve as much as a perfoa who 
bad loft bis cflatc. He thought the diftrefs of the perfons 
was a name of a general nature, that it pointed more im¬ 
mediately to the matter that was the real caufe of any en¬ 
quiry being inftituted, and upoiT tvery view of the cafe in 
that flage of the bufinefs, u kaft, he of opinion, that 
it was better the motion fhouJd ftand'a^ it did. When^ 
the bill fhouid be before the Houfe, it would be for theie 
wildom and theii judgment to decide how it fhouLd be 
wurded^ or wh^t ferns the cooiroiflion fliould affume* 

Sir 
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Sir Gr^ Coffpcr reminded the honourable Baronet, that thfe Sir Ci-e^ 
prefent being merely a motion for leave to bring in a bill, 
tlicrc was no manner of neceffity for estraordlnary accuracy 
as in the cafe of a rcfblution, or any Iblctnn proceeding of 
the Houfe* A bill might be moved for under any title, 
and after it had paHcd through' all its images, and been amen¬ 
ded as the Houie fhould have thought proper, the title 
might be then adapted to it, and in words extremely diffe¬ 
rent frojn thofc in vyhichithad been moved for leave to bring 
it in. 

Mr* thought the lloufe ought to be particularly Mr* Biker* 

cautious how they proceeded on a matter of fuch extreme de¬ 
licacy* If the title cf the bill extend fo largely, as it was 
now moved for, Congrefs might l>e lead into an idea that 
the Britifh Parliament meant to relieve perfons of all dif- 
tinffions, who had been diHrcfled by the American war, 
and from Ib conceiving the micntion.^ of the britifh Houfe of 
Commons, miglit, vvitliout any defign of breach of faith 
on thrir pail, be induced to evade the performance of the 
iifth article of the Provilionil Treaty, by wJiich Cougreis 
had ftipLibued earneflly to recommend to the Itgl/latures of 
the fclpeflivc States, to provide for the reftitution of all 
cllatcs, rights, and properties, belonging to, what was ter¬ 
med in the article, real Jirififli I'uhjcils, and perlbns rc6dcnc 
in the diflriffs in the poirdlion of the Brlcifli arms, who had 
not iKirnc arms anainft the United States, Mr* Baker dwelt 
upon the neccflity for the Houfe’s proceeding in fuch a man- 
uev, as by no means to hold out a colour of an intention to 
extend relief to all perfons without diftinflion, much Icfs 
fuch an intention as fhould warrant a rufpicion that the 
jiritifli Parliament meant itftlf in any fort to fly off from 
the exprefs ftipuhtion of the article, in contiquence of 
which Congrefs tnight think thernfclvcs juflUied m doing lb, 
and lima a great number of deferving pfrfons fall in oiuain* 
ing any relief whatever* For thefe reafons, Mr. Baker faid, 
he thought fome dilcriminatiou ncceffiry; and as the Houfe^ 
lie conceived, could only deiign to turn their attention to 
fuch Lo^alids as d^d •not come wStEjin the meaning of the 
tifili arncle of the Provifional JVtaty, lie fuggeltcd the pro¬ 
priety of begfrining ihe* bufinefs in iucli a wavt as ihuuld 
clearly point out what their intention really' waF, and in 
favour of whom it was to lie applied* 

Mr* /flv begged gentlemen would rccollc^l, that the bill 
moved for, was not a bill of relief, but limpty of enquiry ; 
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9od fo ftr would it he from preventing Congrefs from per^' 
fonitiog their engagement in the fifth article, that it would 
be of lift to his Majeily^a Minifters in negotiating about 
the performance of that article, as the refuSt of the enquiry 
would enable them to discriminate between thofe who wer«^ 
included in that bill, from thofe who were not, and confe-^ 
quently to urge the claim of the former* jtllrJ fox de^ 
dared he never was, nor never would be that man, who 
was ready to avow he derpaired of any power** keeping tts 
faith, and completely fulfilling the true intent and meaning 
of any one article fttpulatcd in a preliminary of peace. He 
would not, nor did he at all defpair of the United Stales 
amply and completely fulfilling the fifth article of the Pro- 
vifional Treaty. But it was abrolutcly ncceflary that ibme 
enquiry fhoulJ be fet on foot for the purpole of giving 
6ovcrnmcni due lights iipon the fubjefl of that article, and 
affording them an opportunity of knowing who the perfons 
were that came within the defenption of the article, in 
order til at they might flrcngibcn ihc claims of choft perfons 
upon the United States, by itegociating with the States in 
their behalf. 

Sir Hm’arJ fiiid, that the honour of the nation 

was intcrcfled in providing for the Loyallfts, who had aban¬ 
doned every thing for this country. He faiJ, that by the 
latefi: accounts from America he wa* Informed [here he read 
a paffage from a letter] “ that Congrefs had not recom¬ 
mended the cafe of the Loyaltfls to the difierent Slates; 
and that frightened by tike threats of the Rt be Is, theft un¬ 
fortunate people would be obliged for ever to quit the con¬ 
tinent, to efcape the vengeance with which they were 
tbrcatcncil, for having been guilty of the crime of loyalty 
to this country.’* He faid, that in the treaty of truce be¬ 
tween PUiltp III. of Spain, and the United States of Hol¬ 
land, in 1609, the tflatcs of Philip’s adherents were'tcured 
ro them for the term of the truce, and afterwards fccurcd 
for ever to their heirs, by the treaty of Munftcr, in 1648, 
It would be a difgracc to this country, to do left than Philip 
did for the unfortunate adherents of an nnfucccfsful cauft, 

Govetruor faid, he by'no rtnans agreed with the 

right honourable Secretary of State, that the merit or de¬ 
merit of the unfortunate LoyallHs was wholly out of tte 
queftion* On the contrary, be hoped^lhat the Commfllon- 
m would fully report the fafls upon whlcli they fliould 
fofiB their judgment. This was highly ncceU'ary enable 
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the Houfc to decide upon the whole refult of their enquiries; 
for, certainly,, men of diiferent feelings with regard to 
America^ might judge very difFercntly upon the fame fafts; 
for tnftaucc, he bad do oouhtf but the right honourable 
Secretary and he might think diametricalhr oppoiitc to each 
other upoty^e very reir-fame identical faas^ and that what 
he HmultLflMder as the greatefl merit in one deicriptioo of 
Loyalifts,^^^ tight honourable Secretary would declare to 
be a great demerit. I'hat this country ought to do fbme^ 
thing ciTential for the l^oyalifls, every man of honour maft

(icneral did not Immediately fee how an enquiry Gen, Cm-' 

into the reception that the Piovifional Treaty bad met with 
ui America, could have any necefiary connefiion with the 
motion then before them ; nor did he think any reRcd^iona 
on the peace at nil relative to it« At any rate, they had 
better be avoided, in his opinion, fince the general wifK 
luuft be to proceed with as much unanimity as pufiible, 

Slaving fpoken a good deal upon the point of diftinftiona 
and chlfes of Layalifts, as they had been treated of in llic’ 
courfc of the debate, the General faid, there was one dais 
of Loyalifts who certainly flood feparate and diftln£t from 
every other, and whom he hoped were not to wait the flow 
jffuc of a formal commiftion of enquiry, before their ob- 
viaufly meritorious fervkca were rewarded; indeed fuch

Mr,/^4F faid, hifc noble friend was a little miftak^n, as 
eve0ihofe who had taken up arms againfl Amelia had claims 
upon Cofigiefs, tinder the fifth ariiclc of ^ihe ProviHonal 
Treaty, as Congrefs had hound theinklve^ to iccommcnd it 
to the different autmblics to reftore them to their efidtes, on 
paying the foms for which they had been fold ; thus tar the 
ieiier of the Treaty went, but the fptnt went much farther • 
for, as jt kemrd that Congrels wcie afraid tbai the puuha^ 
feri of the fotfeited cftarcs might luffci by the rcftoratinn, fo 
it followed, that whcic there wore no pmt halers, as where 
the efiates had not yet been fold, in luch cales they fhoutd

Tlie Houfe having rcfolvcJ ithlf jnto a Comrnittee of the 
whole Houfe* tn order to take the flate of the Cotton and 
liinea Minufafturcfi of Orcac Biiram into conhderattan, 
bir Many Houghton took hiv feat at the table, 

Mr* Stanley tlKn, in a fpccch of fome kngth, opened the VTriSta^ 
rnh^eft, and uigtd the gieat ncctihrv of allowing draw> 
lucks on foap and flirch, InimRcne and \irriol, pntj pcait, 
viood, weedj and E'inlh aflit*, confuniLd in prtpaiing the 
nw materials of finx and cotton, foi n ^rl I ^ f. Mi- 
btanlcy painted in Rrikvng colours, the gre^t importance to 
the State, thit the cotton ind linen manjf ifliucs had ol late 
years proved, by confidcrably afhftin^ ll e cimmcrcc of the 
kingdoTn, and ronJequcntly btci^mi 1» t rinoR valuable Tourcc 
of revenue to Govcrnnunc, He then proceeded ro fhew, 
th't iQ conlcquciKt^ of the rn di) ol n;iim, of th 
nufpffures in Ho!!i>nd, Cjtinnny, j lancL, and Sviifril^nd, 
we wcie m great danger ot loiirg them, in c der to illat- 
tratc tins, Mr, Stankv Hand, tint the condulion of the 
war had introduced a ntw fyftcui of commetce, a^d that it 
had dcpiivcd us of our cx^-Iuli\e trade. AdJ to lli s, he 
mentioned other h?id!hijs which Gicat Ermin had to 
druggie with as a manufaftiiiinfi-country, pcculni to itielf^ 
nnd from which even the fiRti kingdom ol Ireland, m pur- 
fuance of ftrong natmtl adv^nUgts, and a wife fyilrm of 
policy adopted by her Paibamciii, had Irecd hcrielf. Among 
thefe he dclcnbcd the heavy t^xfs, the high price of libom, 
and the dunes paid on the vinous arluks Lonlumcd jn pre¬ 
paring the raw materials ot ilix .tnd cotton tor nunufafturc, 

This lafl particular he Hated to be n haidfhip net known to 
txift in any other country, and urged the example of Ire¬ 
land m having taken off alL^fnch dulRS, He urged alto the 
exemption chat Grejt Hiitain allowed in refpc^l to the 
woollen manufaftme, argued upon the companion of 
that with the coUoit and'lincn nnnufifturcs, Hating that 
the great entreafe of the latKi \va& a tircumlUnce which 
rendered it almoft equally* well cntiilcd to the favour and 
encouragement of the ^cgifliture with the uoollen manu- 
faflurc* He declared, he addieflcd hunfelf to the Lord't of 

A tlic 
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tHe Trwifury^ as private menibcrs of Parlianicrit;^ rather 
than as perfons, whofii oflicial fiiaation make them 

, partially u^nt^ioas of the pnUic revenue. He aiUifed ilicm 
to recnlletf, that if by giving up a fmall modicum of 
revenue^ for the encouragciocnt of a thriving branch of 
manufafturc, they cncrcafcd and extended that manufafturc, 
they in tncrcafbd the revenue* and that in the wifeft 
manner peHib'e, by increafing and rewarding the inJuftry 
of the people. He a lerfed, that articles produced from the 
yaw materials of flax lieing extremely various and multi¬ 
plied* gave employ[uetir to eight hundred thoufand of his 
l'uhje£ts| and he begged the importance of that 
might have its due coo^lJerrttlon with the? LonUof the 
Treal'ury, He rcmitidud them of the fpirit of ctnigraiion* 
that at prefent prevailed* and warned them of the fatal con- 
fct^ijencc of driving ^rcat numlicvs of our manufa£S^urers 
fjom home, to feck a livelihood in other nations* where the 
taxes arc lighter, and the encouragement to comincrcc 
greater. He mentioned, rhat the advantages this country 
had hithetto poifellcd over every other, were now much di-* 
mini filed ; tlmt even thofe engines of manufa^urc* which 
the ingenuity of Bngliflimcn had contrived, and their art 
brought to pcvrc£fion for the purpofe of faving Ulmur ,^nd 
time, and which had for fomc years given us fuch decided 
advantage over every foreign competitor, were now known 
to our rivals in manufaffure abroad* and were creffed in 
ifolland, France, and Swillci land. On tlicfc and a variety 
of other groprids of argumentj Mr. Stanley ably endea¬ 
voured to impicfs the Hoolb in general, but paiclcularjy 
the Treafury Bench, with a favourable opinion of the refo- 
lulions hq meant to offer to the Committee* and which he 
read as follow ; ift. That it is the opinion of this Corn- 
tntitce, tliat in the prefent date of th<i commerce of Great 
Biilain, the prefer vat ion of^hc cotton and linen manufac¬ 
tures is an object of the utmoft importance, and 4ererTCft 
the ferious and immediate confideration of this Houfe,^* 
2d, That it is the opinion of this Committee* that a draw¬ 
back be allowed of the duties now pkyaU^ on all foap and 
ifarch ufed and confumed in pr^p&ring the raw materials of 
flax and cotton for manufaffure, and in the progrefs of the 
lame to a fioifhed fiatc for fale.*' ** 3d. That it is the opinion 
of this Committee that a drawback be allowed of the duties 
now payable on all brimftonc and faltpetre ufed in makiog 
oil of vitrioU** atlu That it is the opinion of this Com- 
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tnittee^ that the duty^ now payable on the iosportation of 
potf pearl} wood, and weed alhcs^ do ceafe^ dcrcrmmC} and 
be no longer paid 

Mr* Stanley concluded with moving the hrft rerolation, 

Mr* jD* P* Cffh rofc to i'ecotid (he motion* Mr* Coke Mt. D*P, 
faid, the town of Nottingham}^ one of the (irft manufadtur- 
ing towoi in the kingdom, erpccially In the article of 
ftockingS} was materially interefted/in the prtfent applica¬ 
tion, an application whach he would venture to lay* the 
general intcrefts of the nation, conhdered in a commercial 
point of view, were materially concerned in the fuecefs of* 

Mr* Coke obteryed, that his honourable friend who made 
the motion, bad ib ably and amply fupponed it, Uut be 
had left him very little indeed to add, in order to convince 
the Houfe in general of the lienebts that would refult to the 
country from adopting that and the other three refolurion^, 
that were intended to be moved afterwards, pne things 
liowcvcr, iiad cfcaped his honourable friend, and that wa?, 
the triiliog amount of the public revenue, that was now 
afked to be given up In favour of two of the moft important 
and conftderable branches of JBritt^h mangfa^uic The 
whole dilFcrcncc that, allowing the drawbockft now prayed lor* 
would, as he was informed from authority, amount to, was 
no more ihan twenty thoufand pounds, and as the duty 
lately taken ofl' finalts was now prayed lo be Vx\d tm again, 
that would, as experience liitd evinced, bring in 9000I. % 
year* Another duty which Mr* Coke mentionet), would 
produce 2000I* a year more, wlvrch, added to the otlwr, 
would niake iioooL in the whole; tlitrc w^ould therct'oie 
remain a diminution of the revenue to the amourit of 9000!* 
only—a fum furely not worth iticntjonlng, when it tva« 
conlidcred, that it was given in favour and encouragement of 
manufaf^ures, that gave bread to 800,000 fubjefis. 

Lord J'jbn Cirn^ndt/h fatd} he was not perfectly ma'ller of Ln cJ JoTis 
the fubjetl, and ihei^orc not rcad^ to fay whether be was 
willing tbit tire drawl^acks Ire allowed or not. For wli^ch 
reafon, if he conlcntetl to the rcfolutioos rhen^ be l>cg^^ 
not to bo precluded Tvom oppofing the bill that would be 
Jjtought in upon them in^aiiy future ftage of the bufif*el#, or 
evt^r from oppoiing the report* If the cucflion wa^ timply 
whet'her Eoo,oc6 Brttifh ntanufaEturcra Should have breiid or 
not, he Ihould nyakc no fcruple to declare, that in his e^i-* 
nion no confiderarion of revenue to ftand in the way 

fadi a ; but be hoped the Ihould 

the 
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the driwbacJtt be denied, were not likely to be fb terrible as 
they were piinicd* Diiring the war, the manufaftarcs in 
queftion had flourifhed and enqrcafed conlidcraMy* He faw 
DO realbn why they fhould not continue to flourifli and prof^* 
per dtuing peace* Peace wat the time, of all others, pe¬ 
culiarly propitious to arrs ai^d tnanufafturcs, and why the 
cotton and Linen tnanufaflurcs ^hould thrive lefs in time of 
peace than in time of war^ he was at a lofs to imagine. 
With regard to tlie drawbacks, the honourable gentlemen 
ftjlcd the whole amount at ^OGOl. Poflibly 9000I* might 
be the whole amount of what the honell inanuracdurcrs would 
put in their pockets; hut did gentlemen copfidcr that draw* 
backs were ever the parents of fraud, and that thfce times 
9000I, would at leaft be loft to Government under the al* 
Jowance now prayed for ? A variety of objeftions had been 
flatted by the public revenue boards, all tending to prove 
that the prjfent application would prove more prejudicial to 
the revenue, than it could prove advantageous 10 the cotton 
and linen tnanufaflures; therefore though he might not 
oppofe the TCiblutions that were about to be moved ihco, 
polRbly he flionld oppofc them on the report. 

Lord AWjif faid, the nnblc Lord’s argumenJs againfl the 
rcfblutions had been fo cogent, that though ihc noble Lord 
did not mean to enforce them at that moment, he ttuflcd 
they lYould make a Ufting imprefllon on the breaft^ of the 
Houfc, His Lordfhip then went into a variety of arguments 
againft the application* Among other things, ho laid,.he 
did not conceive fuch a rriiling fum as 90001, would ope¬ 
rate in the manner dcfcribcd. It would neither, if refided, 
in his opinion, drive 800,000 manufaOurers to emigration^ 
DOT if granted, vpouUi it cncrcafe the manufaOurers m qnef- 
tion to any confiderablc degree, it might rather, were it 
granted, be deemed a triflitig hontfs in the pockets of 4 few 
principal manufaflurers, than an cfFc£fual and important 
encouragement to the niilnufa£lurcrs ihemfelvcs* % 

Mr, Dtmfjicr attacked Lord North for bis cruelty. In fet^ 
ting his^face againft an application for the encouragement of 
thofe mauufaflures lb beneficial to llic country, both in 
point of commerce and of revc^fic, * It waf?, he declaredj^ 
contrary to the noble Lord*s cuftom when he had been at the 
head of tbcTrcafury, Mr, Dfmpftcr faiS, be would lay 
it down as a principle invariably adhered to from the time 
of the Revolution in this country, that duties were never 
laid'on the articles confumed in preparing the raw materials

Mr, Pu/ujs^y alfo very flreuuoufly Hjpportcd the appllca^ Mr» Puln- 
tion, and was extremely pointed and fevere on the Boards of "'r*

honourable Genetal to the votes of the Houfe^ where he 
''would that all the letters that could be of any uie, were 
already before the Houfe. Indeed be believed the honour- 
able General would withdraw it, when he ihouLd infoicu 
him, that U was not on the ground of the letters of ter vice 
that he intended to propofc lire pay * nor was it under any 
idea that half-pay was promlft-d when the corps were ralfed ; 
but itinply in ronlequcnce of a letter from I oid George 
Germaine to f^ir Henry Clinton in 1779, which lettet wav 
written with the conknt of all his Majefty’i Minifteis. anti 
whieb held out to the provincial rcgmictits the hope of half- 
pay, as & reward for their ftrviccs, and an inducement to 
the people of the country to recruit them with more ala¬ 
crity* If the Houfe fhould not think that the public faith - 
was pledged in this letter, be would wave all cj^itn to 
tJie half-pay ; it was upon this letter, upon the fcivices of 
thefc regiments as foldiers^ and thctrfuffcrmgs as men attach¬ 
ed to the government of this country, that he reded the 
rtaim; and therefore it did no^ appejtr to him tlat there 
was any neccllity for the motion* 

General Smith did not want to know fimply whether half- 
pay had been promlild to the& regiments, but atfo whether 
there might not have been an expreft Hipuhtion at the time 
they were raifed^ chit they &oliM juit have any claim to 
^Kalf-pay^

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Mr. wai oft>pinioflt iJie office^ 

thcfc rcgimenu were .natives of Great Snitain nr rrerinidi. 
th^ could not he f nticled to iuiLf-pay on the fcore of their 
fufiorings for their toyitty to thi> country; thti was a fpt^ 

■cles of claim that to be conjined to Americant only. 

A* to any proraile oflalf-pav^ fo far was it from being made, 
that It was To genially tmoerllood ia America^ wlieu the 
regimcnrs were ratted^ that no half-pay was to be allowed, 
that commi(non£ in them were not worth accepting, and h« 
iieard that a commiihon in one of them had been fold for 
fourteen pounds; and at tcngch they were difpofed of pr'^nn- 
<i pally to £ngli& and Irilh oiScers, who had fold out of the 
Briiifti regiments. 

Lord admitted that when the regiTncnts were raif- Ksrtt 
ing, it was the intention of Government that they fhould 
not have half-pay ; but tt was aftemards found expedieot 
to offer itj in order to induce the Loyalifls to enter more 
chearfully into the Service, fie believed the honourable 
gentleman was a little miftaken as to the native country of * 

the officers who were aduaVly ferving ia thefe regiincnts; 
there might poffibly be fbttic Englilh and Irifli among them, 
but he believed by far the greater number to be made up 
of Americans, In the five regiments indeed, that had t^en 
put upon the Britilh eflabliClvncnt, the othcers, he believed, 
were chiefly Englifh and Irilh; and the regiment of Loyal 
Irllh railed in Am::rica was compofed catiidy of Irilhmen, 
and was now upon the ef^ablifhment^ but the other regt-* 

Intents raifed ia America were officered principally by Ame¬ 
ricans ; and he hoped that the meritorious Icrvicci and loy¬ 
alty of thefc geoUemen, together with .the Secretary of State's 
.'letter, would be a fufficient inducement to the Houfe to 
accede to the proportion which he Ihould have the honour 
of making on Friday neict. 

Governor yckft/k^ faid, he was forry to take up the time CoTemor 
of the Houfe by detaining them a moment from the bufinels J®*^"*™** 
of the day, which had brought fo many members together, 
and was lb eagerly expefted. But the words which haU 
dropped from the aoble Lor-d in the blue ribband obliged 
.bim, in juflke to ablent friends, and in duty to his country, 
not to permit fueb a doclaration to pafs unnoticed. The 
noble Lord had faul, that propofition to be made on 
Friday, mcant^o expend only to Uich corps as had been railed 
in America, without any promife of haff-pay, but that it

h?d not been dkpuUtcd in the letter of fervice^ That he 
begged the noble Lord would make* no party declaration oit 
that Thai certainly extraordinary ineriti extraor¬ 

dinary I’ufferingS) and extraordlnay fervtce, would fu)>erfede 
all general rules* That all which copld be meant by luch 
regulations at the beginning, (orraifjng the regiment) would 
be 3 HtpuUtioiis or public declaration^ that the regiment 
could not fue lor half-pay a matter of right, when it 
fhould b« dllbanJcd ; but it never could mean to exclude 9 
claim on plea of extraordinary ferviccs. That in cafe 
the ncble Lord meant his words in the pofitive cxclufivo 
fenfe enumcratcd| the Houfe fhould be cautious in their 
proceedings^ for with fuch an interpretation, the Governor 
iatd, he believed they already gone mo far. In the five 
regiments already put on ihc Britifh cftabbfhnicnr, one of 
them, Colonel Donklii\, were not compufed of Americans, 
cither ofiiicerE or men, He made no doubt, they had fu^hr 
pient merit, and had been warmly recommended, to entirlo 
them to the indulgence glinted of hsff-pay ; but while lie 
prefumed not to qucfllon their merit, he begged that the 
fame plea might left open toother regiments who could 
plead it, and not exclude indifcriminatcly all corps from 
half-pay, who had not been raifed in North America, and 
thereby leave a reproach on the nation, that thole who wore 
abfent, ferving their country in the moft degree, 

Were ncglc^cd, while fuch as w^reon the fpot to prefer their 
folicitations, ^were preferreds That iie was informed, and 
he ftated it in the prefence of the Comnmndcr in Chief, who 
could cqrrcft him if his iiifonnation was wrong, tluit only 
two officers in all ^he regiments which he had named were 
Americans, If the noble Lord’s rule took place, it was not 
Sufficient c'fiat the officers commanding corps were Ameri¬ 
cans, but all the other officers fhould be fo alfo; but this, 
the Governor Caid, he w’as far fiom infilling fhoutd be the 
rule* He thought there were two critcrions; the firft, that 
pf being Americans^ who had ferved in the army^ and con- 
fequcntly excluded by the late ^ace* from the advanta-p 
ges of returning to their pofleffijns, as other Loyalifts might 
expcfl; this cdijn^ ought to provide for them; and thp 
poll honourable aud moH natural way was to give them 

baJf^pay: There was alfo another claim for half^pay, add

withourconiidenng where a man was bom, bat mercty the 
deeds he had dgne^ Upon this lafV ground, the Crovcrnor 
faid, he begged- leave to Uy in his daiin la time, in behalf 
of the officers of two regiments, with whom he had the 
honour to ferve, namely, Fullerton’s and HamberflonV. 
The hrll had gcntroiiffy ferved as marines in all the gallant 
aflions in the Eaft, and had loft one-third of iheir officers, 
and above one-half of the men ; the ocher regiment had b^en 
|n as many afllons on the fhore, and had loft as many of 
their officers, and more of their men, without calculating 
the laft attack in ftorming Onir, The Governor concluded 
his fpcech with hoping, that the noble Lord meant to con¬ 
fine his oblcrvaticns to fuch regiments as had not been in 
aflual Icrvicc, but to leave all other officers open to their 
refpeftive claims of extraordinary merit, when Iheir fcrviccs 
fliouEo oe known, confidered, and underftood; and he was 
bold to fay, that upon fuch a trial, he was conftnlcnt that 
tio regiment virguld bear the examination with greater luftre 
than the gallant officers, in behalf of whom he had prefumed 
to trouble ihc Houle* 

Sir Hffnry Qiuten rofe and faid, he ought to make many 
apologies to the Houl'c for trcfpaffing upon them at a time 
when buffnefs of fo much importance was coming on, but 
he thought himlclf fo pointedly called upon, that he muft 
beg iheir indulgence to fay a few words in explanation of a 
part of his condnft while in command in America. It had 
iwn faid by an honourable member, that he had appointed 
officers to equal command, ,who had before fold their com- 
miffions. The honourable Governor was perfectly right. 
He did fo* The Icvcnty of the American fervice had ren¬ 
dered it ncccffary to diftharge feme of the Hritifii fo^dien 
before they were entitled from length of tcrvlce to Chcllca. 
For' the good of the public, and the benehi of thefe poor 
Ibldters, he aftembled them, farmed them into' a garrlfon 
battalion, intending they fhould fcrvc tn that form the reft 
of their time, to entitle them to that liounty* Ir was nccef- 
iar'y to appoint officers to this corps* They could not be 
taken from the Provinci^l^ therefore fach others of expe¬ 
dience cv be had, were taken, chieffy from offiem 

retiaing among ,ub, and then on half-pay, and others, who 
after long fcrvke had been obliged to fell, not being longer 
iit for a^ive fervicc, hut very fuiScicht for an invalid gar- 
pfon carps* The ftrft Commandant appointed was Capr.

iiril K< held both commifliQiis, bat being called xipoA by hi 
Mtjedy'i edintnands to nuake his option, ivhich ¥pere>eceiv* 
cd in May, not a year befo^, which had been tn^ 

finuated to the army, he rciigned to an oibcer of very long 
and faithful fervice, who had ^Id our, and who paid Ibrne 
acknowledginent to Captain Sutherland, which he (Sir Hen¬ 
ry) was obliged to permit, and was appointed conunandant 
in hU place. Finding the nutnbei of thefe veterans incrcale, 
it was necciTary to form more companies, and of greater 
ilrcngrh, and he then appointed as cooimandanr, another of- 
^cer alfo of very long and faithful fcrvice, with the rank of 
Lieutenant-rolonci, which rank he had held in the army, 
from which he had been permitted to retire by fale. He 
begged pardon for taking up fo much time of the Houfc; 
W'hat bad been faid he thought nccefTary, in explanation of 
that part of his conduct. 

General Conway, Mr> W, Pitt, and one or t^vo members 
more ipoke a few words; and Mr. Montagu begged that 
gentlemen would nor anticipate a debate, which would come 
on more pioperly on Friday. Sir George Yonge faid, that 
thegreated parr of the letters moved for by the honourable 
General were already before the Houfe. 

Gen^SniUti* General Smith then moved for a lift of all the regitnents 
railed in Great Britain and Ireland, during the American war, 
without promife of half pay. 

Lord Nmb Uk\f that, as an innocent motion, he would 
not oppolc It ; but if it was intended by ir, that the propofi- 
tion which lie was to make in favour of the American ofE* 
cers fhould be underftood as an encouragement to the regi- 
ments alluckd to in the motion to hope for half pay, he 
would ftrbngly oppofe it; for a compari^n would not hold 
tood between the two cafes, Thcfe regiments, raifed at 
home, h.td difclaimcd all idea of enjoying half pay ; they 
were/ailbd under the exprefs Aipulatton that they^fhould 
have'none : the olEccrs hul great merit in {landing forth in 
their country's caufe; but that merit wouldirhe lefTcncd if the 
idea of half pay had been in their contemplation. On the 
other hand, the American regiments had ferved where the 
war raged ; they had borne all tHc hardlhip^ and fatigues of 
war, :ind expolcd tbcmfclvcs to every danger^ and, what 
was ftiU more, they bad, in order'to do this, abandoned their 
property and connexions; and therefore they had a merit to 
pleads wKich a grateful nation could never overlook. 

The owitoii was agreed to. 
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The ordef of the day, for taking the King's metTagc into 
eonflderation, having Mcn read, the Speaker left the chalr^ 
and the Houfe wcat into » Committee of Supptj, Mr, Ord

a year; hut the Commit tee cimld not be ignorant of the llate 
of the civil lift; About 50,000!. had been let afide towards 
paying debts, which would keep the civil htl down to 
$50,000^ year, for abauC fix years to come, and the td'* 

Id wance of 50,000!, a year to the Prince, woukl have hi^ 
Majefly^s revenue (b tow, that it would be barely futheient 
to difeharge the different ctaims upon it. In Inch a It; nation, 
therefore, it was not fiirpriilng tb^t his Majefty ibould cM 
upon his faithful Commons for a temporary aid to ct|ijip bit 
Ion ;it his outfet In life ; and he was furc that there wa» not & 
man in that houfe who would net feel a readinefs to provide 
for the eafe and convenience of the Royal Family, The 
houfe of the Prince had not been inhabited for a long ttm^ 
and a thousand things would be wanting to render it conre* 
nient; the Prince was a young man, and confequently i| 
could not be txpefiled that heftioukl be a v try great cci oiio* 
inifl; and no one would wifh to fee him fuuaied unpleaEantiy 
jn his firfl outfet in life. His Lordfhipconcluded by moving 
tJut the funi of 6o,OOol, be granted to his MajcHy toward* 
cnabiing hia Majeity to make a leparaie <?ft:tbtiUjmeilt for his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales. 

Mr. Afanin faid, he Would give his hearty aSedt to the Mr. 
morion ; arrtl he rcjcjiccd to find *hai the attempts which hJfc 
underftood bad been to dilliUTb the peace of the £^ya 4 
Family, by lurnitirohe part of it agaitift the other, bad sot 
fuccecdcd ; ht jfejoieed allb that the plan for fettling a 
fevenue on the Pi'inCc titan would have been corf^teivt with 
the prefchtfiiUAtion df tht dannti-y, had ittifcsfried, through 
the Dppoficioa^^f tho nobk Chftmdl^T'Of 
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Mr* Pitt ft id, the propoiTtioti moved hy the noble 
Lord met hU entire approbation: he thought it a tutn by W 
means extravagant j and the noble I-ord had very properly 
laid down two propofitiona to be conliderj^d ; fir ft, the jjtua^ 
tioQ of public affairs, and next the fplendor and magnifi-* 
€ence that ought to accompany the Heir Apparent* The ho¬ 
nourable gentleman then adverted to a ipccch attributed to 
Lord North, fotne years ftnee, when an addition of ioo,ocoU 
was made to the civil lift, wherein he pledged himfelf that no 
farther addition would be required to the civil lift* The ho¬ 
nourable gentleman fau! ibis was a violation of that pi edge * 
With regard to his Royal Highneft the Prince of Wales, ho 
was, and muft he fb dear to that Houfe, and to every man in 
the country, from the important rank lie was born to hold in 
the State, and from a variety of other intiumcrabk confide- 
rations, that the Houfe could not, eiiher in the prefent, or 
in any other inftancc, teftify their afteflionate regard to hia 
Royal Highnefs in a manner too marking and decisive. Ha¬ 
ving ftated this very ftrongly, and palled many high-wrought 
and warm encomiums on the Prince, Mr* Pitt proceeded to 
exprefs the fatisfaitioii he felt at the lhape la which the boft- 
jfcf^ had, contrary to public expe£lation, been brought for¬ 
ward that day* There had, he faid, as the honourable gen¬ 
tleman who fpoke laft had ftated, been rumours abroad of a 
very different intention inMlniftcrs; and thofc rumours had 
been circulated with an induftry and a confidence that ftamp- 
ed them with a degree of authenticity by no means commpn 
on fuch oecaftons* Thofc rumours aflerted, that it had been 
the intention of lome of his Majefty^s Minifters, contrary 
to the avowed defireof his Majefty, (whofe paternal regard 
to the general interefts of his p^pk had led him to very dif¬ 
ferent ideas) and contrary to that conftant attention to the 
ciifcumftances of the country, which it was the duty of Mi- 
.iiiftcrs never on any occahon for a moment to lofe light of, 
^to have come to that Houfe, and demanded an enortiapus fum 
Indeed for the eftablilhinent of the Prince of Wales* Mr- 
Pitt faid, he rejoiced exceedingly at finding thofe rumours 
contradiflcd*,ifl the manner in which'the matter had been 
brought forward ; but as they had given great and very fc- 
rtcni$ alarm all through the country, he trufted that Mini'- 
fters would feel that they ought to take that opportunity of 
rifing, and m rheir places denying that there ever had l^cen 
the final left foundation for any fuch reports* Expefilngn 
full explanatioD on this head froqii them, he declared^ he inuft 

lament^ 
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lamcntj that thculgh the piro];^tion to Parnament was in it- 
felf perfeOly uncxo^tionable, yet at Uft ihe bufinefa had 
been brought forwurd in a manner^ and ar a tinic by nomeatia 
conliftent with die refpe^tj that every gentleman who heard 
him niuft acknowledge to doe to his Royal Highnef* the 
Prince of W^ilcs^ and he would add farther, by no meana 
confifteni with the refpe^t that was doc to that Houte* Thii 
allcrtion he jofVified by declaringj that a bufinefs of fo much 
importance ought to have been brought forward much earlier 
in the I'HIion, and that before the Committee were called 
upon CO vote Iq large a portion of ihc public money, the 
fulleft notice ought to have been given, in order that a> Urge 
an attendance as ixiffible might have been obtainedi Oh the 
prel'cnt occahon he contended, that the only notice that had 
been given to the Houle, bad been given in a manner fo vague 
and indehiiite, that it was impofllble for gentlemen to know 
whether it referred to the bulineis of that day, or to any 
Other. 

Lord attributed the reafors of the laft fptaltcr’s mif* LifdNvfthi 

taking what was laid in the year 1777, to his not being in 
Parliament at that time, and of courle now went from heat' 
fay; his Lavdfhip (aid, when the buhnels of granting an ad- 
difion of lOOjCool. per annum to the civil lift was before the 
lioulc, no propofuion relative to die cftablithmcni of the 
Prince of Wales was thought of; it was granted in confide* 
ration of his Majefty's cncreafe of family, and to enable him 
to make provifion for the younger branches of it, and the 
children of the Duke of Glouceller; it was alfo at a time 
when the Prince of Wales was about hfecen years of age, and 
his preceptors, ncccflhry for Ills tuitioEi, made the yearly 
inconie of the civil lift amount to S80,00oU During thac 
icftion not a finglc word was. faul rcbuivc to what he waa 
charged with i but it was either in the next lelHon, or th^ 
ieflion after that, that be made ulb of the exprelhon. A lit¬ 
tle conftderatlon of the time at which he made the cxpreHion 
which be had ufed, a little conllderation of the phrafe Itfclf, 
and a little attention.to the circumftanccs of the times when 
he ufed it, would i'ufhcic^p^tly flievv that it was utterly ijppDf^ 
lible for him to havd had any fuch meaning as was nbW at* 
tempted to be put upon it. The cxprcflion he had ufed was 
precifely this — ** during the piefent ftaic of the Royal Fa* 
mily, that Houle would not be called upon for any afJiftance 
for the eftablifhment of the Prince of Wales.” Let gentle- 
ijicn remember, that the Prince was then about iiftecn, in a 
Vt>L.X. Gg ftatt 
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fbte qf cd neat ion ^and tHat there an intermediate cftahlilh* 

nieTit always made for a Prince of VValf» between that time, 
auid the time of his cdablilhment of a Separate honfchold ; an 
eftabliflioient ttrhile he yet lived with his father, when his go- 
veropr and preceptors left him. It was to that e^ablim- 
mept tiiat he h^d formerly alluded, and to no other, fMr» 
Pitt and his friends burft out a laoghtng.] Lord North faid, 
if gentlemen would confidcr a.moment, they would fee he 
could have no other meaning, when he ufed tlic words, 
** during the prefent ftate Pf the Royal Family;” and he 
beheyed all tlie Houfe that was prefent at the time under- 
f^ood him in the fame manner. As a proof that they did not 
conceive his words in the way the right honourable gcnllc- 
mau did, not one perfon, at thc time it was fpoken, put the 
conftniftiotk on them he was pteafed to do. The right ho¬ 
nourable gentleman, he faid, Itad a happy art In making his^ 
undcrftandli^g and mifunderftanding Ibit him as occailon rC'^ 

. quired. 

JI}£r,W«FU[* Mr* fV, Piit faid, the expbnation the noble Lord bad been 
plcafed to give, was cenalnly a very ingenious one; how far 
it had proved fatisfadlory, the feelings of the Houfe had 
pretty fvifhcicntly evinced. But even taking the matter upon 
the noble Lord’s explanation of it, he fhould ililL contend 
that had he, fome years ago, heard what the noble Lord had 
now faid, he Ihould have utidcrftood him to have meant that 
no money fliould be afked for the feparate eftahlrfhmcnt of the 
Prince of Wales* As to the intCL mediate interval between 
thf Princess being left by his governor and preceptors, and 
his quilting his fatlier’s houie, which the noble Lord bad fo 
Cmioufly reforted to on the prcfent occafton, was there one 
man who heard him, that imagined fucli a pledge, as that no 
money (hoiild be aiked for a piirpofti like that, woidd have 
bee;i liftcoed teas a pretext for obtaining a grant of ico,oooU 
The Houle, every man knew, would have creatul lucU an 
idea with fco-rii and with ridlcirle, and would have refA^ed to 
vote the ioQjOOqI, had it not been univerfally conceived tliat 
^ the noble Lord meant that no application fbouIH 1>e made for 
tnoni^for the feparace cifablirhinent^of the Prince of Wales,' 
Mr. Pitt took notice of what Lord North-had faid with re¬ 
gard to his having been" only Chancellor of * the Exchequer 
wht;n application was firft made to Parliament to pay the 
debts of the civil lilt if he had taken up the matter on falfe 
grounds, he fsiid, he had been deceived by rdying on an au- 
, 4 dio;’ity, 
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thorityt whicli, though ifot {>»ditmtiitary,#flifit hli 

opinion a very refpcftable authority, being no othet than a 
pnnttU ipcech of a right honourable gentteman then fitting 
at the noble Lord’s clb 'v^. 

Lord N^nff roie again, and faid, pofTihly !iU expUnaiion LoraNortb, 
had not given the honourable gentleman fatisfaflion, and, 
ptnUaps, tor iHq licft rearon in flic tvoild — becaufe he was 
determined not to bebatt^fied ; if fo, he muft give the inat- 
ter up. The nevcithcicfi^, was he had ftated it. 

TIictc one tin hoviL\Lr^ in the honourable gentlc- 
ruAn\ fiyj that he mufi take notice of, and that was, ano* 
theriTuhiU of the honourable gentleman. The honourtble 
pcnlkinan had bid, that if he had really explained to the 
CoinmittLV that he meant only to allude to the tflabliflunerit 
for the intci val between the Piincc of Wales’s being quitted 
by his governor and ptcccptoi^, and his coming of age, the 
Committee wrmld never have voted the augmentation of 
ioo,oool. Now k lb happened that the expreffion fo much 
talked of had not hiSen nltd by him till the fcinoti afUr the 
TOOjCOol. was voted, confcqucnlly whether the exprefiion 
had been undtifirod in tlic ienfe that the honpurable genilc- 
jiian had been plL.ifcd to put upoo it, or ns he lud explained 
ir, was a maiu:' peifeftly mdjheient as to the vote of 
100,000b Having flated this contradiftion, his Lordfhip 
vent into fartliei argument 10 fiicw, that his woids ha*d no 
other, nor could have any other rcfcicnce whatever, than he 
had given th^m. He itminded fuch of the Committee as 
-were prelcnt 'wlun thc^nugmcntallon to the civil lifi had been 
propofed, that quefiiona had been put to him—Wheih^^r arty 
moic would be afleed for ? and fortfetbing like in atTuranceof 
til At fort had been cndeivoured to be extorted from him, by 
fliifting the queftiou into as many fliapea as great ingenuity 
and griat ability could devife, but tliAt he evaded giving any 
fuch alTurance; the guaided expreifion, theicfore, that ho 
had ufeJ, added to the thmg itlllF, duuonfirably fhewed^ 
that he had no other idea than that he had before explained- 
His LordfhIp concluded with oUfciving, that where able and 
determined mifundcrftandlng was united to able and a^ivc 
undciftanding, it was not ealy for him fb to explain himfelf 
as to make that oxpIJifation be received and fcknowledgcd to 
be fatisfa^tqry, 

Mr- Fisjr candidly fiated to the Committee, that he re- fox*

If they wimed lo bUiTie odters, ihe fame tenfc 
was ufed; and thus this day, rumours wert talked of, 
and fbmc of his Majefty’s Minifters, it was faid, have 

alked for a great addition to the civit hft. fhe vo!l’ licfore 
the Pfoufc was not for any futh addition, and thcrffoi^e that 
was a fufficieni anfwcr. The riglit honnurablc Secretary 
took a rttrofpeft of the foms that h^tl been granted to for¬ 
mer Princes of Wales, faitl they wi;re grciitly fuperior to 
the prefetit, and, in hii mind, Royal i Tlghnefs deiVrved 
more, not only from tiis being the heir apparent, buv from 
the many private Virtues he poflclfl-'d, Mr, Ff>i< tpnkc of 
the Prince of Wales in terms of lUchigheft praue, and liiid, 
he was in the fulleft manner entitled to the moll atTcftionate 
regard of that Houfe and of the whole country, not only 
for his many great and Ihining vntues, but aUo for the ready 
and dutiful obedience he had on this, as on every 01 her oc- 
cafion, fhewn^^o his Majefty, whom he was bound to obey 
in coainion with every other fibjrft of the realm.

Lord y^bn Qwi 7 ;di/b faid he knew ot no tai ther fum that 
would bt requiied; but he a^ays ttiade it a rule npvcr to ^ 
pledge himfell 10 what was not ccaain. 
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Mr. Mntun rofc igain^ and fsjBi before ibc cxpUnarioti 
tht noble Lord had that day givcii^ no man in the Hoofe, 
nor oat oL the Houfr^ tanderftood the noble Lord’s expfcl^ 
Son to have any other meaning whatever, than a reference 
to the Prince of JValle^’s fepara^c cdahlifhtlient. Mr, Mar^ 
tin ended his fpecch with reading an eatraft, fcTcrely and 
grofsiy reflfftingon Loi^d North arid Mr. Fox. The rloufc 
teemed much diigufttd at it, and Urongljr expreCed their 
feelings. 

Sir Qtty CmptY^ after a happy farcafm at Mr. Martinis 
cxtra£lt wMth his ulual*accuracy, pointed out the iclenttcal 
dates and the peculiar turns of thd debate when the civil lift 
was augmented, and when Lord Noith ufed the expreflion 
that lie had thstt day explained lb amply, Sjr Giey Hated, 
that the hrft was on tht:9tik of April, 1777? ^he fccond 
on the ilrh of April, 177S ; on which latter day the matter 
in confide rat ion was his Majefty^s mellhge, dcfiring the 
Houfe fo enable his MajcHy to make table provliions for 
the ijil])op of Oi’naburgh and his younger children, and 
fome provillon for the children of the Duke of Glouceftcr^ 
to take place afior liis Mp jelly’s dcmtfe* Sir Grey fbewed 
dearly, from the evidence of fafls that Lord North could 
not poflihiy have alluded it> the Prince of Walcs’ii feparatc 
elbiblifomcnr* 

Mr. Burke faid a few words about his reform hill, which 
had l^;«n alluded to, and laid it was a bad c’ccoriomy to give 
fo little at firft, as to require more foon after. 

Mr. T. Pitr and Mr, Byng both bore teHimony to the truth 
of what Lord Noiih had faid, concwning the words made 
nfe of in the year 1777 ; and on the queftion being put to 
agree to the motion for 6o,0,7ol. it palltd unanimoufly. 

Mr, fV* Pitt dcUrcd to know of Minifters how lor>g the 
prefeut fcllion would laH, what biiliners was to copic on, 
when the commercial treaty with America woul^ie con-, 
eluded, whether the E|il India petition wouhl be into 
confide ration, &c* See* 

Mr. Fbr, with much plcafantry and keen fatlre, faid, he 
bad profited by the experie^nce of the "honourable gentleman 
and his colleagues, never to pledge llimfclf, leil he fliould 
not Iw able to perform; though, to be fure, he could fpeak 
Tvith near as good authority as .Lord Sidney did, when lie 
declared that peace or war w#uld be finally ibtUed by the 
fifth of December, He Ukewife Ihould profit by thtiir ex-- 
pcricnccj and not make hafty negociaiions, which might 

, prove 
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prove Lhe of the eonotryj efpccUlty fvhen there was qq 
Q cc^r^an for them.

The biU for impofing a tax on quack medkincs wa?{cnt 
to a Committee of the wholt Houle* The blank left for 
the date from which the tax is to take ciFed, was filled up 
with the wordsj firft of September, I783»” When the 
Chairman came to the claufe impofing a ncccffity on tho 
venders of fuch medicines^ to take out a licence, an excep¬ 
tion was offered by Mr* Sheridan in favour of thole who 
had Jirrved a regular apprenticeIhip to an apothecary, fur- ' 
gcon, or who kept a drugglft or chymiil’s fliop for thre(f 
years, or who had taken out ft diploma in cither of the 
Univerfilies of Oxford or Cambridge.

Sir Atitm Ft^rgi^/ort faid he was as little fubje£l to nation- sir Adim 
ality as any man ; but he could ice no reafon for this cxrcp- 
tion in favour of the two learned Englifh feminaries, which, 
while it was only mere matter of compliilient to them, 
icemed to be a refleftion on the Unlverfity of Edinburgh* 

It was faid, indeed, that degrees were very eaf;ly ftbiained, 
or even purchafed in foinc of the Scotch Univetfities; but 
he was convinced that if ihU was applied to the colleges of 
KdinE^urgb, it was without foundation; and as it wal'al¬

Jctii- 
that Honfe whtf gave his vote with more iincerity in a hear-

wherein the:' found rhemretves; but from the difcourte which 
had been held on the fnbjeft,the preceding day, feme few 
o1>(ervat1on3 had occurred to him which he would now offer 
to the iloufe* He declared, that he liad not uttered thofe 
ohfervation^ In the debate on the propofition in the Commit¬ 
tee, becaufc other gcntteiucn to whom tlie Honfc judly lif* 
tened with fo much- more plealarc, had rifen fo often, and 
that they ncccfTarily engrofled the whole of the convcrlaiion# 
Yet the report being always confidered as an adjourned de¬ 
bate, he would now deliver the fentiments which had occur¬ 
red tuhini* He fald, k appeared to him from every thing 
which had pafl'ed, that the obligation of taking the allowance 
for the Prince of Wales from the Civil Lift, and liinitlng 
the rcc]uirition to Parliament for the fum of 6o,cor>I. now 
voted, tvas entirely owing to his Majefly ; that his Minil- 
ters had no merit whaiiocvcr in the alleviations which were 
ther*,by tftc£leJ in the burthens to be impofed on the peo¬ 
ple ; that much praife had [lecn beftowed by his Majefly’s 
Minifters on the conduft of the Prince of Wales, for lub- 
inUting to fo fmaU an allnivance, but not a word of approba¬ 
tion haddropt from their mouthi in praife of the King, wlio 
had nude the arrangement; that undoubttdiy great praife 
was due to the Prince of Wales for fuhmittliig to fo fmall an 
allowance, in compliance with the filial duty he owed his 
Royal Parent, as die right honourable Secretary of Si ate had 
cxprelfcd. Not, as the Governor laid, bccaufc the fum 
wa% too fmall, or inadctjualc, but after ic was clear from the 
e^yjycflions of the right honourable * Secretary, that the 
Priiice muft liave been made to believe, and had been othcr- 
wtife encouraged to think that double the iVim was his due, 
snd this not depending on his father, but one hundred thou- 
fand pounds a year excluiivc- of the Civil Lift, and arjftng 
from a %*ote of Parliament to be fettled on tlic Prince. Af~ 
ter fuch an encouragement to form fuch ideas, and tbcl?com- 
miuiicated by his Majefty’s Minifters, and now publicly 
prcmtilgatcd in Parliament; and no doubt privately infimi¬ 
nted again and again to the Pr:p(:c of Wales, no doubt 
witli the ardour and diflipation natural to youth, it waft 
moft meritorious in his Royal Highnefs to fubmit (as it was

adopting fr. And ills M^jcfly's MlAiftcrii Above all were 
rcprehenlible to recommend it in tbc d^cd^ and IiIaA it in 
the a£t-> plainly iniinnating to the Prince of Walci that tliey 
wiriicd to give him double thcluin, and Celling the Houfeon 
the other band, that the propofitiofi before them came from 
Ilia MajcHiy, who was not to becontroukd by their advice. 

The coiitradiftions in this conduct arc too evident (fauj 
the Governor) forme to point out. 7 be Houfe arc called 
by bis Majefty’s Minifters to perform a public aft of duty* 
It la right, or it is wrong. If therefore behoves every 
fnember when the queftmn is put upon that ifTuc to 
fpcak his fenttincuts freely, however high tbc diarafters to 
whom it rdatcA may be pUced* My opinion is, that the 
cftabliflimeni propofed for his Royal Hlghncfsthc Prince of 
Wales is liberal, and fufficientfor allgootl purpofes; 50,cx>0l. 
a year from bis Majcfty^ Civil Lift, and i2,oDoL a year 
from the hereditary revenues of Cornwall and Wales, are 
as much as this country Oiould allow to a Prince of Walca 
before marriage, even if every nerve of ilnance were not al¬ 
ready i^rained to the utmoft oppreflion of the poor, as well 
as endangering the channels of vending our manufaftures— 

S Hcrc Mr. Fox laughed]—Governor Johnftone then faidj 
le knew full well, that every fum, of whatever magnitude, 
appeared as a mite in the eyes of the honourable Secretary, 
who fet all human ideas at defiance, both in the modes of 
diHipating and miintitining his private expcnce; and now he 
had adopted this laft defperate mode of fupplying the means 
of his extravagance and ambition. Still the Governor in* 
lifted that a regulated ^economy was neccflary to all men 
who ivould aft becoming their ftations in life, but it became 
more nccelTary to a Prince, who was to hU a Throne, than 
to any other man, hecaufc the greateft art in government 
confifted tn the purfuit of noble objefts, and in adjufting and 
calculficlng the means to the end, which never could be ef- 
fefted by ihofc who held the fejuanderingof wealth, and tlu; 
obtaining of money bv any means, as matters of no confi- 
deration, 'To his Majcfty, iberefqic, the Governor im¬ 
puted the whole of this juft and proper arrangement; it was 
cuftomary indeed, ^to thiii praiic to the King in all the 
good and gracious aft* of bis cxacutivc government, and 
none in general were fo'lavifh in beflowing thofe terms of 
commendatjon on bis Majcfty, as his Minifters, when they 
pieant to inlinuate that fucli afts were ihcir own. Hanuilyi 
Yot, X, Hit in. 
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in tlie prcfent cafc^ no fuch commendation* wer® beftow^J 
Oft bU Majeity; on tbe contrary, from every juft deduftion, 
^Itbougb not from direft tcrfi)9, tbc Wanae of fo pitiful a 
pliunce^ as it was called, was thrown on his Majcfty^ and 
the delicacy of Mtnifters interfering between the King and 
his Son was ftated as their excufe. He thought the lainc 
delicacy fboiild have reftraiiicd them from uttering fuch fen- 
timenta in lull Farliainent as Umg as they cbole to continue 
his Majefty’a Miniftcrs* But above all, the Governor fhid, 
the nnatter which affeiled him nioft was this i His Majcfty*s 
Minifteri had been afkcS, if they confidered thU vote of Par¬ 
liament as a fufHcient cftablifhment for his Royal Highnefs, 
and whether they meant to aik for more. They lullcnly 
declined to give any explanation on the fubjeft, yet they 
clearly infinuarc, they muft foon afk for more money, be- 
qaulc by the regulations of a certam wonderful reformer, 
inftead of favings from the boafted bill of reform, they fcle 
fuch prcftioig incumbiaiices, that they muft aik for additional 
I'uppUes, inftead of cifering favings to their difpofaU This 
was indeed, an odd cfFcfV from a reformation fo much talked 
fiF, ftill fuppofing the relation true, which he believed^ I'liis 
might be a rcafnn for augmenting the Civil Lift; but it couUI 
be none for augmenting the allowance allotted to the Prince 
' of Wales* If that allowance was too little, it fbould now 
be made more; but for Minifters to liold out to a young 
Friocc to run in debt, as their language fairly imported, 
was neither refpe^tfut to his Majcfty, nor to that Houfc* 
He thought die allowance ample and fuflicicnt; be thought 
they owed every cbligauon to his Majcfty for fo regulating 
thff arrangement, and faving ioo,OOqL ^ year to the nation, 
and he laid hi his claim, though it might be {impk, unfup- 
portod, and uncormcflcd, tooppofe fuch a proportion when- 
rver it came, unlcfs his Royal Higbftcf* fJlould marry. In 
that happy event, nothing ihould be wanting on his part, 
to increafe his income in due proportion to the addittona:! 
oxpcftcc which muft coulcquently accrue, or in any^thtr 
manner toencrcafc bis domdlic luppiods, which no perfon 
could wilh fn every rcrpcil, more entirely than he did, al¬ 
ways declaring that he con lid ered apetfcH agrecement with, 
tiitt King his Father, as the moft eri'entird requiiitc to con^ 
tinuc and ^inpRtc that happinelii. 

C^fif Ciciteral Smh>j declared, that he would chearfutly vote the 

&Tiith. Vrince of WAiesa much Unger cftabVilhment, notwichftitid- 
iig the Ikuafion of ihe country ; the fplendor of the crown, 

was 
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was tbc fpicndor of dit people; ind it wai not Ht Aat tife 
Sovereign of fo great in empire fbonld be obliged to place 
Jiimfelf in nairow circnajflances, in order to provide for his 
Son; and therefore if an addition to the Civil Lift Ihould 
be propofed^ he would readily concur in it. He had held 
this language oncebcforc^ and fbtne very worthy friends of 
his had told him^ that accofloiiicd in the £aft to the glare of 
oriental magnificence, he was for introducing more of it 
here, than foited the oeconomy of an European court. But 
flill he was not convinced tliat it conliftent with the 
grandeur of this nahon, that the King IhoulJ not have the 
means of liberally rewarding private merit; or that the 
Heir Apparent to the Crown fnould have an income con* 
fiderabiy lefs than that of fevcral noblemen in the kingdom. 

In France, the Princes of the blood were provided for in a 
ftilc truly royal ; and it would be lhameful to allow the 
Prince of Wales fo fmall an income, that he c6uld not xveil 
keep out of debt; his revenue ought to be fuch as Ihould 
prevent the neceility of his running into it. 

T'hc Speaker pul the queftion for agreeing with the Com¬ 
mittee for 6o,oool* for the tifc of the Prince of WaleSj 
which was carried wmiw tojtfraificaiie*

The bill from the Lords, to quiet the minds of patrofts 
and Incumbents, who may have incurred penalties, &c, in 
tonfequence of the late decifion in the cafe of Ffjtcbe and 
the Bifhop of London, was rend the firfl time. 

Lord 5«rrry was afraid that the bill was fo drawn, as that 
it would give die Houfc of Lords a greater power over the 
property of the fubjeft than the law allows them; he would 
therefore be glad if Ibmc learned LDcmbcr of the Houle 
would give an opinion on the fuhjcff. 

fald, he hadjuflcudbrlly read over the bill and Mr. Ar^eii. 
It did not fti’ike him, that there was any new power vefttd by 
it in the Lon Is. lie briefly ft ated the cafe of Ffyichc aqpb 
thclSifbop of London; the latter, when called upon to Iheifr 
caufc why he did nut^mduft the patron’s clerk, put in two 
picas; one, Th,'^i a lx>nd had been given by the cleik, 
whereby he bad bound himl'clf to rc^n, when called upon 
by the patron (li to do ;’the other, that he had ma^ic A bmo- 
mtcal contiaff . Thcfe two pleas were over-ruled in the Com¬ 
mon Plra^; but the judginetic of that court ww afterward* 
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c(Vcr-/u1cf1 in the Hpufc of Lords* On which of the two 
their Loidfliips were pleafed tojuftify the Jilfhop^u re* 
fufal to collate the clerk, did not appear; and therefore as 
it waij not knownj wljcilierlt was on the hjiiple ground that 
a Ix^nd was given; or that the contraft was condrued by 
their LordJlitp^s to ho flmoniacal under thcflatutc; it was 
thought neceliliiy to bring in bill to quiet the njintls of 
periods amf mcuinljcuu, \\ho had given and received bondSg 
under the uncerlainty on which of the two pleas the Peers 
had reverfed the judgment of the Court of Common Pleas, 
This was, in his opinion, on the firil: reading, the Icope and 
extent of the iiill; to which he had no manner of objcdion* 

Sir diJliked the bill, bccaufe it was a call 

upon that Hoiifc to give a (apfliott to a dceilionof theHoufe 
of Lords, whirh had been made in oppoirtten to a flream of 
precedents, and to what had been declared to be the law of 
the land for near two centuries.

It u-as matter wei ihy of cunlideration, that the judgment of 
rhe Court of Ccmuicjii Pleas had been revokrd, principally 
by the fplritual Loiijfs- Who in future would give a guinea 
to a lawyer for an opinion? None, furcly, but madmen^ 
the Bilhops were how the oracles of the law, and he fup- 
pofed that we flioufd fbon fee the lawyers mount the pulpit, 
and preach charity fermons* 

Mr* jidam faid, tlicre were two fpccics of bonds of refig- 
nation; the one gtneral, the other Special; now, as it did 
not apoeor frorn die decifbin of the Lords, whether both 
were illegal, or Only one of them, a very ftrong doubt was 
raifed in the niifids of men; and it would he for the Houfe 
to confider, whether the bill did or did not extend W^botK ; 
and if In, whcyiier the bill might not be conftrued to declare 
both ilkgal, though the judguicjit of the Lords might not 
have gone to bn(h. 

I,ord iWry thought this was Web wrtliy of confidcration ; 
however, thotigli he did not approve of the late dccifton,

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The Order of (heday forgoinginto a Cojnmittee of Sap- 
ply being moved and carried, , The pcttlion of Captain 
Brcrcton after fomc debate^ was referred to a Committee, 

Lord North rofe to movc^ that ii be an inff ruff inn to the 
faid Committee to receive and^ take into their conlulcration^ 
a proportion for half-pay, to the pificers of certain Ame-^ 
rican corps, raifed to Icrvc in America during ilie late dif- 
Icnfions of that country. His Lordiliip fa id, that this ap¬ 
peal in l>ehalf of thofe unfortunate gentlemen, was to the 
munificence, the liberality, the gratitude, or co fpeak more 
truly, to the juftice of this country. Comfortably fettled 
in their refpei^ive provinces, they chearfutiy and loyally 
flood forth in obedienca to his Majcfly^s proclamations, to 
teftify their loyalty to tlictr Sovereign, and their attachment 
to the Britiili conKitution; they left rheir friends and rela¬ 
tions, they abandoned their poll'ejiliorvs, they facriticed their 
fortunes, and they rilkcd their lives for our caufc; they 
fought with us, they fought for us; and during the courJe 
of a long, laborious, and unfortunate "war, they, on many 
occa6ons, fcalcd, in their own blood, their attachnient to 
Great Britain. Would that HouCe, therefore, to whom 
thgfe gallant men now looked, as to ihcir only itopc, would 
that Houfe blaft this laft, this only hope? Would they ‘ 
fufTcr the heart-breaking and cruel tidings to be carried over 
to America, that they were deferted by England, for whofe 
fake they had deferted every thing dear to them ?“That 
they were to be difbanded and abandoned at one moment by 
this country }—He truiled not; he irufted that the juflicc, 
the humanity, the gratitude of that Houfc vi'erc too deeply 
intereAcd in their caufc, cvifr 10 luffer them to turn their 
backs on thefe faithful fubjefls and galUnt foldicrs. Ontliere 
'grounds, and on thefe grounds chidly, did he reft hU ap¬ 
peal in their favour. He would not have this conhdered in 
the light of a job; if he thought that it had the leaft refem- 
blancc to it, he declared he would be the very firft to oppofe 
it; and if there were* any men among t he Ic officers, who 
were not proper ob]f£1s ofr^ational gratitude, he would wil¬ 
lingly exclude them tromthc benefit of the half-^pay, which 
he ilioutd ptopoic to be gi^'Cn to the officers in general. It 
had been Ibggeflcd, iljJt there were pcrlons in the Provin¬ 
cial regiments, who did not come under the def^iption uf 
American Loyal ids, lie had taken pains to be informed 

very 
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very minutely on the fgbjcft by Colonel Iiinisj the Infpec- 
tor General of twenty one of thefe corps^ and he found 
there wefe to be found among them, three defeription^i of 
officerc^p—the thole ivl^o bom in Ameoca^ had fsicrificed 

their fortunes to their loyalty* and joined the King's forces; 
the fccond* thofe who, though born in his Maj?ity^s Euro¬ 
pean donii(lions, had been long fettled in America^ and re- 
liJcil in the country long before the war broke out; and 
hUly, thofe who born in Europe* went over to America 
when the war broke out, and fervtd as volunteers in our 
uriiiy. Of thete laft he found* that there were one mnpr, 

4) captains* 21 licgtenants* and 1^ cnllgns, which would ap¬ 
pear a very fmaU niimlxir indeed, when he DioulJ inform 
theHoule that he propofed to provide in all for 19 major?, 
and above 100 of each of the other three defcriptions of 
ofheers. The half-pay for the whole of the officers of the 
twenty-one corps* would atnomit to 31,^83!* 5s, lod, and 
that part of it which fliould be given to the above 1 major* 
^captains* 21 lieutenant?, and 13 enfigns, who were not 
natives of America* or long relidents* would amount to lit* 
tie more than 20QOL a comparatively fmall part of 31,783!. 
'rUat fdch of the officers as were native Americans were 
juftly entitled to relief, no man of feeling would deny; that 
others, who though bom in Great Britain or Ireland, had 
heen long fettled in America, and had abandoned their lands 
and fortunes to fupport the common coufc, were no lefs en¬ 
titled, was a propolition to which he did not expeff any ,op- 
pofiiion* It had been fnggefted on a former day, that there 
were among thofc officers feveral,^ who having fold out of 
the regulars, had obtained commiBions in the Provincial 
corps; on enquiry he found there were five only of this de* 
icriptioh; and he made no difiicalty to fay that he would 
not think it any harJIhip, if they Qrould lie entirely excluded 
from half*pay+ Having ftated the prctcnfioni of the Amc* * 
rican corps, from ihe-ir loyalty, and their merltorftnjs ler- 
vicc#, he rticntiontxl ihe kutr from Lord George Germain 
to isir Henry Clinton, in which a promirc of half-pay was 
held out, not only to the corps, which fliould be railed after 
the receipt of the Letter, but alfod^foi^c it, fg that there was 
a retrofpeft as well as a profpeft; and what was not a little 
remarkable, the Highland emigrants, who’ ]iad been raifed 
before the writing of that letter* under Col. M*Lean, had 
not only fecen promifed half-pay, but had aftcr^vards been 
put upon the ButjfhcftabLifhmcnt* and formednow the 84th 
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regjiriciit, Tljcrc was a cofKfitiTO itt tlft: letter, wlticK 
harf been Ikcralij* fulfilled only^ by th;rc!t regintenta ; namely, 
that the Ctwmnandcr in Chief fhould not recomtrtend any one 
regiment io half pay, that fhonld not be ccnrrpTcatcd to ihe 
llamiard of the Bntifh cftablifhmcnt; bnt the other corp^t 
had been prevented only by their l}cnng conflantly frntorr 
duty, and drained of their men ; fb that, as air Crmton 
iatd in one of liin letters, their drains were more copious tltarr 
their refources* The Queen's Rangers in particular, had 
raifed between 3000 and 4000 men, and yet had never lieen 
able to niufter, at one time, more than 500, fo conflant was^ 
flTcir fcrvicc in the field ;,*ind he hoped', that fince that was 
ihe caufe that prevented them from complying with the con- 
ditioTT, the gencrofiiy of the Houfe v^ontd incline them to 
judge according to the fpirit, not according to the letter of 
the condition He purticulady mentioned the correljiondence 
wliich had taken place on the fobjeft, and ftated the expecta¬ 
tion under wliich the corps weic railed* He ag^in recom¬ 
mended thefe gallant officers to the jnhicc of the Hoafe, 
claiming for them a fiiiall rdref indeed, but vthich tlvcy had 
earned E^y their loyalty as citizens, and their faithful and 
gallant fervices ax Ibtdiers. He concluded by faying, that he 
would, in the Committee, move only for 15,000!* towardiiV 
and on account of half pay to thefe corps* 

Mr* fK Gi f»r:/iik objcflcd not to the propofed relief idhif, Mf, W* 
but CO the mode of it; he faid every man inufl feel foT the Orentillt* 
Itluatioti of tljcfc unfortunate men, and no one could fee fo 
barbaron;; or unjuft as to rejc^ their claims upon tUif coun¬ 
try; b^!!: flill this did not appear to him the proper mode ttJ 
relieve them. No man, he believed, would fay, that the Pro¬ 
vincial corps did not defervc well of this counrry, and ttkr 
they ought not to be confidcred as entitled to a grateful re** 
turn. That was a poftcion that was certainly itvdirpuiablt ^ 

^d if no other means could be found' for rewarding rtve 
merit of the officers of the Provincial corps, than granting 
them half*pay, in tlie manner propofed by the noble Lortf^ 
there wafr not a man in the kingdom who'would more Key- 
louily endeavour to fupp^’trc Juch a propofinon than 
The quefl'ion, howcvti', wjs not, he conceived', of fo cotf- 
Uncd a natAirc, and as there W'cre other modes open for riieir 
relief, he fhould, vfiihout dread of havtng his^ liYfrrtaflity 
impeached, venturt ro oppofe the prefent mode, and' etidta'-^ 
vour to fhew, that the noble Lord' hatf nciThcrprDVcdMf t<T 
juffified by norfupported by fuch argumrnt a^cftaghc' 
fO have fufficient weight with the lioufc to induce them ttf 

adopt 
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SH^opr it on the noble Lord's recomniendalion. The noble 
Lord had ranged the oi!iceri of the Provincial corps under 
three deferiptions; he had faid that one cUfs condilcd of na- 
tim and rdfidents of Aoierica, and EngUfhmcn resident 
there before the war, who had abandoned their fortunes and 
prcfcrnienu from motives of loyalty and attachment to 
Great Britain^ that another conflfted of volantecrs, 
who had ferved during the war, and a third of the BritiHi 
officers who had fold coinmiffions; tlic difertmi nation 
might be accurate, but it went not to what he conceived to 
be the queftion, wliicli was iimply , how the officers of the 
Provincial corps could beft be rewarded ? Their claims 10 
reward the noldc Lord had ftated likcwifc Ufwin three grounds. 
He had refted a good deal upon tfieir general merit as ibl- 
diers, much upon their fufteriugs as Loyalifls, anti flUl 
more uj>on the promii'c held to them in Lord George Gcr- 
piain^s letter of January, 1779* He would undertake to 
f]icW| that ujxin neither of thefc three grounds was the nio^ 
tion then under confide rat ion fupportable. In point of 
general merit as foUbers, that fiircly was I'o broad a pica, 
that every regiment raifed at home, without being given to 
e^xpe^l half-pay, during the war, and which had ferved 
abroad mcritorioufly, muit be admitted to have an equally 
Juft claim to half-pay on the fame account. As Loyalifls 
there was another, and, in his opinion, a better mode of re- 
warding them, A bill had been lately brought in for the 
inilitution of a coramiilion, for the puvpol'e of inveftigat- 
ing the particular merits and fuff^fings of the Loyalifts, 
Under that commiflion, the perfons in queHion feem^ pro- 
perly to fail, and under that alone was it to be expelled, 
that a due dilcri mi nation couhl be made of their refpeffive 
merits, as flatcd in three deferiprions, or cla>,s, into which 
the noble Lord had thrown theni. The circumfiance of 
having borne arms, and been in aflivc fervice, would, 
donbttefs, appear to the Commiffioners, a matter ftrongly in 
their favour; and they would, by their manne^f recom¬ 
mending them, take care to place ihe(e Loyallfls, who 
had borne arms, in a point of view infinitely luperior 
to that other deferiptien of Loyalifis, who had igno* 
uiiniciufly left Amerwa on ffie commencement of thc^ 
war, and by ihcir infulious couofels here^ and their artful 
mifrcpTcfentaritm^, induced fiovernment to perfift in a fatal 
error, and had in hcen themrelvcs the principal caufc of 
all our prefent miafortni^es. Upon the proniife held out ii> 
Lord George Germain's letter, of which the noble Lord hail 
z read 
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read only a partial ext rad, he ^ waa perfiiaded they had 11& ' 

right wliatever to cxptd or.claim half pay. He.ftated that 
letter to contain an illegal promife^ no way authorized by 
Parliament, whermufl make good the promise, tf made good 
at all. But allowing the promtih to be of fuiBcient author 
fiiy, and that the letter was admifliblc evidence, there were 
parts in that evidence extremely material to prove what he 
now aflertcd. Mr.. Grenville here read fevcral palTages that 
preferibed the terms oa which alone the officers of the regl* 
ments were to have half-pay. He atlb called for another 
letter from the American Secretary to Sir Henry Clinton, la 
which Sir Henry was dirc6;cd to caufe an enquiry to be in’^ 
flltuted into die individual charafter of each officer, to af- 
certain what had been hts former occupation, how long he 
had been in the fervice, as an officer of Provincials, and 
other particulars, all of which were to be reported, firft to 
the Commander in Chief, and from him to the Secretary of 
State, in order that the King might judge who was proper 
to he allowed half pay before it wa# allowed. Mr, Gren¬ 
ville obferved, that no fueb report as was here deferibed, was 
before the Houfe; he took it for granted, therefore, that no 
fuck report had been made; and that being the cafe, he 
afkcd, whether the Houfc was willing to pal’s an aft fo in- 
confonanc to the dignity of their proceeding#, {q unworthy 
their own honour, as to vote half pay to the officers of the 
Provincial corps, without having before them that proof of 
their being entitled to it, which the Secretaries of State and 
MiniUcrs in general had thought rcquiticc, before they them- 
Iclvcs afTcnted to fuch a favour? He prclTcd this very ftrong- 
ly, and aficr a variety of other argutueuts, recurred to the 
poiitlon he had Uid down, that the heft mode of rewarding 
the officers of the Provincial corps, would be to confidcc 
them ^ as Loyalilfs Who had fuffiered for the public caufe, 
and to refer them to the inveftigation of the Commiffioners 
of Enquiry, In the courfc of his fpccch, Mr. Grenville ex- 
prciTcd a doubt of Lard Nonk\ account of the number of 
the regiments, declaring he Had fccn to the number of thirty- 
one in writing, aitd believed there were at Icaft twenty- 
leven. * '• 

General Sir George Howard fpoke very feelingly in favour Sv 
of the officer^ of the Anacrkan corps, whom, by every rule O-Hgwrsfitr 
of juftke, equity, and gratitude, he fatd, we were bound 
to proicft; and the more ib, as he had very good authority 
to iay, that they w'crc, nioft of them, reduced to a ftatc, 
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very lUlk removed from a ftatc of I>cggary; and that 
though they fhould bo abandoned by thla cuuntry, he be* 
lieved they never would content to live und^ the domimon 
of Congrefs, As to fudi oiScers aa had foliTout of our fer- 
vicc at very low prices indeed, as he was informed, and 
afterwards got con^millions for higher rank in the Provincial 
corps than they had enjoyed in the Regular:^, he would by 
no means confent tliat they fhould get half pay, one of 
them however CTtccpied, Major Green ; he was Lx;liegcd at 
Nincty*iix, arid attacked both under and over ground, titL 
by the undermining, the enemy had got polTeflion of the 
foffe, the’Major faliicd immediately at the head of his licHe 
garrifbn, beat back the enemy, and recovered the folic; 
and the rebels were fo difconccrtcd, that they raided the begc 
and marched off. The brilliancy and fpirit of the adllou 
ought to procure the gallant Major both rank and half pay, 
Wr, Pow^t, Mr. PcTLty'f faid, the noble Loixl in the blue rilibaml had 
fb mixed and confounded the different grounds on which he 
meant to reft the prcftuc proportion, that it was an cxtrcioe 
difficult matter to attempt invcffigaring his argumeiir, 
\Jpon the promife held out l^ the letter of Lord George 
main, k was evident ihe ofucors of the Provincial corps had 
no right to claim half pay ; as coming under the general 
dcfcnplion of Loyalifts, who had fufTered for their attach¬ 
ment to this country, they certainly became fitter olijc^s 
of the entjuiry of the Commillionurs, tban of the motion 
' intended to be made in the Committee. Upon the claim o£ 
common military merit, rhey by no means frood alone. 
There had been various regiments railed, which had feen 
hot and aftivc ferviccs, well as they, who ought to have 
half pay, if they had. Mr. Powys mentioned the regi¬ 
ments of Colonel Keating, Colonel M^Cormtek, and tlic 
others that had ferved in the Weft Indies, Mr. Powy s fa id, 
he had t^ecn a little aftonillied to fee the bufmefs moved 
from fuch a quarter; but when he reftcfled a little, llis fur- 
pri/,e had ceafed; certainly neither the Secretary at War, 
nor the Commander in Chief could be prevailed on to agitate 
a bufinefs fhocking to niiliiary ideas. 

Id. Lord laid, he had moved The bu fin els, becaufe it 

fell*immediately within his province as Secretary of State 
for the Southern department* * 

Thf SttTc- Mr. Secretary dt fVar (Colonel Fitzpatrickj alfo rofe to 
ury declare, that Provincial corps had never been under the cog* 

nizance of his oHke,. Colonel I'it/.patrick cxprelfcd his fur- 
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prife at the motion having met with any oppofition, anJ te- 
(ninded the Houfej that the peace bad l>ecn condemned by 
them principally on account oF the inhumanity of it with 
refpeft to the very corps that had been fo much the f\ib)e£t 
of dheuflion. He trufled, therefore, that they would not, 
by ihciir oivii condnft, fi)c a nvore indelible fbgma on the na¬ 
tional chara£lcr, tlian the peace had branded the nation with, 
on account of the barbarous ncgic^l of thofe who flood cn* 
tilled to iis moft anxious regard. 

Mr. Pht faid, he flioukl add to the furprixe of the Mr^w.PJw, 
riglit hoijourabb gcnikman who fpoke hft> by declaiing 
that he mod flrongly objefied 10 the preftnt motion ; that 
peace, which the right honourable gentleman had been pUa^d 
to fay the Hnufc liad condemnedj he had been concerned ta 
making i and he fliould neitlier be at any time afhamed of the 
p^irt he had taken on tliat occafion, nor rcudy to iubmic to the 
charge of having neglcflcd the Loyalifls, cotifcions as he was, 
that ei/cry thing had been done fbr that deferving;, but unfor¬ 
tunate fet of men, that the circumftance of the moment would 
allow, With regard to the prefent it was a ijuef- 

tion of mode, and jiot of matter; every body was agreed 
that the Piovincial regiments deiervcd a iiiofigrateful return 
for their fervices. The Ible argument was, which was th^s 
heft mode of innking that return ? He was inclined to adopt 
what had been (b ably recommended by his honourable friend, 
who irrll llarted an objc£lion to the iimtion ; and tlie rcafbn 
why he WHS fo inclined was* becauic he tliooght it the molt 
regular mode, the moft conibnant to the rules and prafficc 
of that Houle, and the mode beft adapted to the purpofe. 

With regard to the noble Lord’s propoiitioo, to vote jOjOOof, 
for the half pay of the Provincial corps, what was it, but a 
part of the profufe and wallcful fyfltm that had charaftcrifed 
the whole of the American war ^ A propubtton, blindly and 
abfurdly to vote away the public money, without informa- 
tion, withou: eftimate, and upon no certain ground what- . 
ever. "Willi regartl to ibe hope of half pay, held out by the 
Secretary uf State’s letter, what authority had any Mi- 
niiUr to make fuch^an unconflitutlonal promife ? In the firft 
place, he was inclined difputc the authority of iti In the 
next, he could not, as a member of Parliament^ coiifent fo 
vote without previous ^f^mate of the matfcr to be voted. 
According to the cftablifiicd forms and pra£lrcc of the Houfe, 
there muft daple ten days at leafi before any edimatc Uid 
vpOfl the table can be voted. In the prefent cafe, there had 
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been no eftimate whatever before the Houfe^ nor did the 
Houfe, parliamcntarily fpeaking, koow any thing of the 
. twenty-one corps in queftion. A member upon his legs, in¬ 
deed, hadj upon loofe information, mentioned fnch a matter; 
but even that member avowed his want of better information; 
and had he been ever, fo well informed, his ftatement of the 
faft was not fufficienc ground for the Houfe to proceed upon, 
when the public money was to be voted away* After mor® 
of fuch iort of reafoalng, Mr. Pitt declared Ills diilent to 
the motion* 

0 ta*CM- Gttieral ConuL'sy lamented that he muft oppofe the opinion 
of hii Ti;‘hl bynourable fiicndl; but on this occafion he could 
not but fupport a motionj which he was convinced was found¬ 
ed in humanity, injtiflice, and in national honour, Hedif-^ 
liked the American war, and he had repeatedly declared his 
difapprobation of the noble Lord in the blue ribband's prin¬ 
ciples refpefti ng that war ; he therefore could cot be ruppofed 
to be a friend to any fimilar walle of the public money ; hut 
the cafe in queftion was, in his mind, fir different* The Pro¬ 
vincial corps and he had differed in polin^l opinion af widely 
as men could differ; but God forbid he fhould ever become 
the flave of a policy fo narrow-minded and fo felflfli, as not 
to allow every juft tribute of pralfc to thofe who had bravely 
and nobly ferved their country, in a caufe, about the origin 
of which he and they enteruined different fentlments. The 
right honourable gentleman had faid, the Provincial corps 
. were unknown to ihatHouft, Was that the fa£t ? Had they 
not year after year been ftated and voted ? Would any man 
living pretend it was a fccret to that Houfe that any fuch 
corps extftcd } He trufted there was not in being a man fo 
loft to all fenfc of fhame as to pretend that he thought ft>* 
With regard to Lord George Germain's letter, was it not 
the known prerogative of the Crown to raife what military 
force it pleafed during the war ? Could not the Crovvn em¬ 
ploy foreign troops ? In what, therefore^ confifted^he un- 
conftitutlonal afl of employing Provincial corps ? Having 
put thefe interrogatories very pointedly, and faid, the Pro¬ 
vincial corps were among the contingencies of the war, the 
Geqcfal prcfHngly urged the motidfe on-the grounds of hu* 
inanity and jttfticc. He ftated the ebims of the ProvlncUI 
corpji in the ftrongeft manner, declaring that he knew they 
liad fuch a rooted diftike to Coogrefs, that, let their fate be 
what It might, they would not cuter into the American fer- 
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vkc* alfo, that not to vote the half pay, afpropo 

fed, would turn them over to inftant beggary and dcfpair. 

Mr, Puty in explanation, faid, that the Provincial Mr.W^Pitt 
corps were never voted fpccilically, but had always been 
voted with the cxtraordinarics of the army, under cover of 
the head of bills drawn by Governors abroad and Cornman* 
dera in Chief, 

Colonel Onfim) ftrcnuoufly fupported tlic motion; he faid, Cd, Onf. 
he had a menioriaL given him by Colonel Cruger, to deliver 
to die noble Lord in the blue ribband, but had unfortunately 
miflaid it, for which he afked the Coloiiers pardon. He 
then defcanted on the gfeat merit of Colonel Crugcr, of 
whofe valour, good conduff, and fuccefsful fkill, he faid^ 
altnoff every Ga 7 .ettc bad fpoken loudly during the whole of 
the war- He put the cafe of Colonel Cruger, and applied it 
to the atguruent of the prefent debate, inferring from what 
he flated, that it would be the grolicfl injufticc not to grant 
half pay to officers who had rifked their all, and behaved lb 
gallantly a$ the oificers of die Provincial corps. 

Lord ^dam GordoJi waA^raid it was one among the ill cf- LorJ AJm 
fcils of the late peace, which he was under the necelfity of 
calling Unfortunate, that it left us no other power to reward 
the Provincial oificers hut by half pay. He explained this, 
by remarking, that by giving the Americana fo much of the 
continent, wc had efteduaUy deprived ourfelves of all capa¬ 
city of ttwartling the braye oificers who had ferved us in the 
field, by grants of laruU, S;c. Having affigned this as a rca^ 

Ibn for giving his vutc for the motion, he mentioned the 
great merits of ^tr John Johnfon, and exprefted a hope that 
Mi nifters would do that deferving officer fo much juftice, at 
Icaft, as to allow him half pay. He declared Sir John had ^ 

Joft* an eft ate fully worth 250,ocx>U New-York currency, 
which was equal to i2Q,oooh ftcrling, by his attachment to 
the caufe of Great Britain, and h]S loyally to his Sovereign^ 
and produced a voucher for Sir John’s merit, under the hand 
of (jcneral Haldimand. He farther ftated, that no officer 
in the Eriiilli fcrvicc would take ofFence at any inftance of 
favour fliewn to Sir John JohnfoT). Having put this very 
ftrongly, he meiirionfd ( 5 ®loocl Cruget, corroborating Colo¬ 
nel Onflow’s character of that gallant officer, and Llating in- 
ifances of his irfcritorious ferviccs* 

General Burge^'fic role to do jufticc to Sir John Johnfon* of c^^n. Bur* 
whofe merit, he (aid, he was lb tiioroughly convinced, that 
he could never hear his name mentioned without giving his 

tribute 
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.tribute of Juil afplaufc* General Bur^oync fupportcd tbe 
motion, as every way proper and pralfc-worthy. 

Colonel North rofe, and read the motion intemlcd to he 
made in the Committee of Supply, in order to prove, that if 
the inftrtiilKJn pafTed, the vote of money was fo wordtd, 
that Sir John Johnfon might be comprdiended within it. The 
Colonel the only reuron the corps of ProvineiaU in Ca^ 
nada had not bct-n that day p^rtieularly mentioned w.‘s, bc-» 
caufe they had not in the olhee any accniatq account of ihcm* 

Lord North diewed, that if the half pay was not voicd^ 
and the ofiiccis were turned over to ihc Commifiioners of 
Enquiry, they would incur almofl Immediate penury and 
didrelL 

Mr. Jf^ihrrfou'Cy to obviate this, propofed the putting the 
ofTiters on a f^joting wiih thofe LoyaliHs to whom temporary 
relief was aJminiftercd, 

The Marquis of Graham faid, it was the language of Par- 
Iratncnr, it had been the principle of liis education, and tt 
was utjiformly recommended, as the befl means of preferving 
the confliturion, both in and Parliament, to put as 

much check as pnflildtoii every thfflg brought forward in that 
Houfe, that had a regard to a military eflablifliment. For 
that reafon, dtd he feel no oilier, he ilioukl opj^olc the mo¬ 
tion. The Marquis then wcrit into an examination of part 
of Lord North’s argument, wliich he flared in fuch a man- 
ncr as rendered his refuuiion of it a matter of fome liUle 
tiiumpb, 

Qeneral made a long fpcech ; but the Houfe were fo 
diforderly, we did not liearv^hat belaid with iViflicicnt dif- 
tinffnefs to report ic. We underftood, indeed, from a reply 
of Cicneral Conway, that he found fault with the conduil of 
the army, 

Lord iibiffidd fdd, he only role to obftrvc, that the Houfe 
feemed under a miftake as to rlie number of ofiiccrs who had 
been in the kcgulars, and were now in the Provincial corps 
then in queflion. There were only lix, and their names 
he could mention if ncceilkry ; one of them, at Icafl, had 
been on half pay ; three or four had retired or fold out after 
the former and had ietrkd ijy America, therefore they 
by no means antwered the delcription lliat had been given of 
them. The Houlie alfo fccincd to conQdcr the twenty one 
corps as fo many complete regimenu; fomc of them were 
fo fmall as to ct>n{ift rf one, two, or three compauics ontv. 
He ihcn fald^ the motion had been fo ably fupported, that it

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did coc want his aiTiftancc^ but he cotild not'fit down wltljout 
decUrmg his entire difapprohatvon of the propofition to refer 
to Commiilioners the brave men who had deferved fu weilof 
this country, more cfpccially as they mull flarve before the 
Commilfioners could begin an cn<]uiry. 

Sir Hittry CiimoH concluded the deti^ate by faying, that he s;, Hemy 
agreed entirely with the noble Lord who made the motion 
forgiving thofc brave loyal people half pay, bccauf& it was 
the mod eifeffcual way, as well as the mod expeditious, of 
providing for them ; he feared, before any thing could be 
done by the Other mode propofed, they might bo reduced to 
a lunation he trembled to delcribc to the llourc* He was 
concerned to difler from the honourable General below him 
(Sir G, Howard) With refpeft lo the information he had re> 
ccived, that many Britifli ofiicers then ferving in the corps 
in queftinn, in advanced ranks, lud before fold out at very, 
high prices. He could not have any idea where the honou¬ 
rable General had received his infonuadon; by that width ho 
(Sir Henry Clinton) had, there were, as lus noble friend hail 
juft [nentioned, only iix Britifh officers irtniainirg in the Pro¬ 
vincials now inqticftion; a proportion too little, he thought, 
as he always wljhed to have foine oifiters of ferviceiti new- 
raifed corps ; that of the fix above mentioned, four only had 
ibid their Bnilfli cominiilions, and none of them had been 
appointed by him to the commifHons they then held ; Major 
Green, of whom the General hatl fpokeii fo handfnmdy, was 
the nnly field oflicer that had Jbld out ; that gentleman had 
been obliged to fdl his company in the year 1775, owing to 
family niisfoituncs; his motives were 1110ft honourable* He 
afterwards ferved with 8ir Hcniy Cliaton as a volunteer, and 
in his return was ippointed a M^jor by Sir William Howe. 

Sir Henry thought it equally uniieccflary as improper to en¬ 
ter into a long detail of the merits of every Provincial offi¬ 
cer ; but as Colonel Crugei’s name had been mentioned, he 
was happy to add hit tcfiimony, as he fiiould be equally hap¬ 
py, and might do of many others, if it wolc proper at to 
late an hour* 

The queftion was now loudly caU«d for, and earned with¬ 
out a divifion *.

proceeding; and that if men had nor, In a melancholy de* 
gree, the art of deceiving themfelvcs, and reconciling any 
thing to their consciences, however wicked, that they imagined 
to be for their pvefent, though miftaken inicrcfl, they would 
not Aiffcr fuch an enormity to be continued : that he would 
mention ore more Inftance of our crying injofticc, and men¬ 
tion it the rather, as the cbje£tion which had been gene¬ 
rally made to the reform of it had been happily removed by 
the refloration of peace; he meant that molt diabolical of ad 
tyranny, the imprelTmg of feamcn* He believed It would 
not be regular on the prefent cjtieftion to dwell on thefe grie¬ 
vances, however heavily fdt; but he only withed to warn 
the country againft the continuation of opprellion in any 
form or fliapc whatever. He begged pardon for having tref* 
palled on the patience of the Houfc, and would only add, 
that IF, upon this or any other occafion, he bad cxprefTcd 
himfelf with too much virarmtb, he hoped it would be attri-

Sir hemy WUuhtr faid, the Cc^mpany’i petition had been 
To long on the table, that every numbci muik. he acquainted 
with Its contents. In the prefent Aate of the Comp.iny’s af^ 
fans two things were neceflary tolupport tbcir; one, to keep 
back the demands of Govirnment for ib< debttluc by the 
Company, (or in other worts, to get time for tlic payment) 
4 and 
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knd to be indemnified ag^nii the penalttci inciivved lor not 
having made their pafmentB in due time; the other a 
loan of 300^0001* from GovTcrotnctit, to anfwer the prefeat 
emergencies of the Company. Sir Heory redaoed thefe

Lord John Ciwen^ijh fecOnded the two ttiottons; the intc- 
left of the public and that of the Company were fo con-- 
neftedj that Loth muft Hand or fait together * an<l therefore 
Oovernmetit muft nccefTarily join in the fecurity for the tqan 
of the 300,000!.

ftraiion, and excufed himfelf from not having attended to it 
fince he came Uft into office; but the multiplicity and hunjr 
of bufinef's from that period to the prefenr, would prove litB 
excufe: however, he ccrtainW would bring it forward vei^ 
early in the next fcftion."The two motions paifed tlnaai* 
inoufly; the Houfe waB re fumed, and adjourned.

Lord John Qivtndj/b propofed that the duty on muHins, 
callicoes and naukeem be reduced from 431 . to iSL per cent, 
and a drawback of joL per cent, be allowed on exporution. 
This regulation he ilac^red himfelf would operate flrOEigly 
againft smuggling, os it woui^ leave the ftnugglcr the poft^ 
bility of making only 8I, pev cent, profit laftcad of 36L per 
cent, which they might now oiake; and as, probably, very 
littk or none of the above vimald in future be^ oonfumed 


here which fliould not have paid the duty, there was reafoA 
to hope that the revenue would be encreafed rather than dt* 
miuiilicd by the above rcgtilatibn,«i^This propofiiioit was 
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agreed to without oppoiit 10Ha His Lordfhip then informed 
the CotiJinittce, that as there were fojne lands in Jamaica, 
which, thoi^gb not rich enough to p!fodnce fugar, were ne- 
venhelcfs very proper for the cultivation of cof&e and cocoa; 
and as it was in contemplation to encourage fuch of the 
Americans of the Ibutlicrn colonics who fliouUl not like to 
Tcttdc in the territories of Congrefs, to fettle on thdb lands 
In Jamaica, he propojVcl to reduce the duty on cocoa and 
coffee, the produce of nrltifli plantatJDus, frotn is» 6d. per 
lb* weight, to 6d* per lb. weight* The whole of the duty 
on thcle two articles at prefeni, did not escccd 15,0001* io 
that tf the whole fliould he loft, which was vcty from 
being likely, the lofs wouldha^e been made up by the increaic 
of our own, and the dccrcafe in home confumpnon of coffee 
and chocolate, cxcluftvc of the Inmclit that the unfortunate 
Loyalifts would derive from it, 'This propofirion alfb palled 
without oppofition, and the Houfe was refumciL 

The order of the day for going into a Coumdctcc on the 
Cuftom Houfe bill, was moved for; and before the Speaker 
left the Chair, 

Mr* H^Uhffine moved an inftru^lion to the Committee, 
to receive a claufc lo alter the pvefent rcgulalit?n, by which ^ 
no greater quantity of tea than 4olb. weight can be removed 
from one place to another, wkliout the bills of mortality, 
without a pennit* Mr* Wilbcrforcc fupported his motion 
with great ingenuity of argument, and contended, that the 
a£ls of 1781 and 1782 were a£ls calculated to promote the 
intcrefl of the London Tea Dealers, at the rxpcncc of every 
country Tea Dealer in the kingdom* He ftated the hard- 
fhip in a variety of inftantes, and particulady lUcwcd, that 
a 1 ca Dealer at Hull, though a man dealing upon an ciiten- 
ftve capital, could not fend a parcel of ita to i\ cuftomer, 
who might keep a fbop at Gainfborough, although a London 
Tea Dealer could fend it* Mr, Wilbcrforce rcafoned ftrongly , 
upon the equity of putting 1 ca Dealers in titb country 
and Tea Dealers in London, on one and the fame footing, 
and faid, ftnee the noble Lord had juft given an inftance of ^ 
his conceding to ibc opinion, that taking off reftiz£lions was 
the befi means of preventing fijiuggiing, he hoped, he would 
agree to his motioD, as a matter proceeding exaflly on the 
fame prinetple. As the law fcod at prefent, Ihc little Dealer 
m fniall towns and large villages, he faid, was, as it were, 
conftratned to buy his teas of the finugglers, it being utterly 
impoflibk for kina to buy them elfcwkere*

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Mr! ZJrfiiJ^flj'Tupported Mr* Wilbcfforc^yery flrenbouflyj'^r. Dau- 
and ftirnifhcd additional arguments in proof that the projw- 
fition made by his honourable friend ought to be acceded to. 

Lord y^hn Ca^^nSJh objcflcd to it, and ftated as a rtafiin, tord Jotin 
that the laft a£ls were brought in ami paflcd for the general 
good of the fair trader. 'X'he Board of EitciiV, who cer¬ 
tainly were tlic nio£l competent judges of the lubje£t, had 
recommended thole a£^s, and petitions had come from) aU 
parts of the country, praying.on the partof the fair traders, 
that fuch regulationa as thofe a£ls put in f^rce might be 
pafled into laws. 

Sir Gr£y Cej/ier gave an accurate Inftory of the origin and Si^Cf^:y 
progrefs of the a£fs in qucftlon, and fairly admitted, that 
they muft nccclTatily operate as a partial inconvenience, an 
which, he faid, would unavoidably attend the 
of every goo<J revenue law. Sir Grey flared, that the great 
objeft of thofe a£ls was to promote the gos>d of the trade in 
general; that when he baa at the time reafoned upon the 
fubjeff with fbveral country Dealers in Tea, and in particular 
with one of the pcopli;, called Qiiakers, from York; (who, 
he faid, he verity believed were^ die'very beft defcription of 
people in cxiflencc,} they all complained of the a£ls as an' 
]nc<^nvciiiencc that preUed on them particularly ; hut when 
they heard the arguments in purification of it, as the means 
of producing a general good to trade, they gave up the itiat- 
tcr, and faid, the end was fo laudable that their hardfliipi 
and incQUveniencics ought to weigh nothing in the con$4e^ 
rat I on. 

Lord Mahon and Alderman Bull fupported the motion. 

At length the Houfc divided on h. Ayes 12, Noes 51*’ 

The Houfe then went into a Conti mi tee c, and filled'up all 
the blanks. 

Mr. Dtmpji<r moved an addrefs to his Majefty, that he Mr. Dtm^ 
would be gracioufly pleafed to Ibflttute an enquiry into the 
fa£ls relative to the railing a regiment by Colonel Erfkioc 
laft war, on the borders of SwilfcrlarLd; and that he w'ould 
order luck relief to the officers of. the laid regiment as fhould 
appear to him warranted by the rcfult of the enquiry.

and that they be referred to a Committee, 

Mr. Ccurutiin urged the hardship of the cale of the Colo¬ 
nel and of the Swifs ofScers in a manner that could not but 
recommend both the one and the other to the feelings and 
juflice of die Houfe* Mr* Courtenay ftited, that the Co¬ 
lonel and his odicers had expended fuU twenty thou fa nd 
pounds in ralfing the Tcglment, and other cxji^ces incidcn- 
tat to that bufineis* Of this, Mr, Courtenay fatd, the Co¬ 
lonel had been petmitted to draw on the Eaft-fndia Company 
fpr fix thoufand poun<ls, for the recovery of which the Com¬ 
pany's Solicitor had been directed to profccutc the Colonel 
at law* In confequence, however, of an award given by 
the arbitrators, to whom the Company had rcftjred the 
matter, the Solicitor was ordered to flop prolecutiou, and 
the Colonel was paid two thoufand more; fo that there now 
remained a lots fwained by him and his officers to the ainouni: 
of tl,oooU befidcs his jufi title to an adequate reward for 
for his time, trouble, and pcrfonal fervtce^ Mr, Courte¬ 
nay renttnded the Houfe, that Colonel Erfkioe undertock 
the bufinefs on tbe good faith of Government, though for 
necelTary purpofes ot policy it was not thought advilcablc 
that the name of Government fhould be dijcftly made ufc 
of in the bufinefi. This being the true fiate of the cafe, 
he put It to the honour of the Houfe, feeling as gentlemen 
for Colonel Erfkinc and bis officers, wlicthcr the Colonel 
ought not to he refeued from the fituAlion in Which be and 
hi^ officers bad been thrgwo, and to tiiat hour lemamedi.

ment«, to be reported to^norroWi 

Mr, Mo reton, from the Eaft^India Company, prereuted 
papers, with a lifl. Ordered to be on the table* 

The bill for impofing a tax on^the rcgifterlng of bitths 
and deaths was lead. 

Sir JJijm Fermfin faid, that there wat fometliing wanting ^ir AA*m 
an the bill* without which the tax that was to ariie from it, 
would be unproductive. There was no claufe to compel peo¬ 
ple to make the rcgiUcr ; and without a compulfory clanle, 
he apprehended, the tax would produce iUtlc or nothing. 

Viewing the blU in the light of a meafure, to procure a cor* 
ie£l Knowledge of the number of people in the kiagdom, he 
thought a compulfory claufe ll*n more neceflary; for with¬ 
out it, the birtlis among Q|iakcrs, and all the dinerent dif- 
fcnnng congregations could not be afeertained. 

Mr, Sheridan faid, he intended to move a claufe to cumpel Mi. stuil. 
lilt Quakeis to reglftcr the births of their children; but 
the diilcnting congregations werefo numerous, he wasaFraid 
they could not be very clearly, and with certainty, deforibed 
in the bill.

Mr. fV. Pitt faid, he meant not to enter into any srgu- Mf.wjpitr, 
mont upon the bill; nor, indeed, did he feel himfelf at all 
inclined to fay much upon the fobieft, for obvious reafoni* 

Since, however, it was avowed that the Tcllerlbipi of (he ' 
Exche<^uer were £riccures, he could not, by any meant, 
confent to the propofition of the noble Lord, that Uic ctorks 
ihould have loooU a year. The honourable gentk-inan, who 
had Spoken juft before, bad ftated^ that all the huhrjcfs 
had been done for 400L To what pufpofe tlieii give away 
600L a year ? There was fomething fo bare-nictd, fomc- 
thiDg {b unreafonabte in the idea, that he could not but con¬ 
cur with the honourable gciktlemau in hTa inotion, fLOto ncl-^ 
thcr natural jndination, a neced'ary attention to the ftatc of 
the country* nor the leaft regard to a cotifcientious difehargo 
of !ui duty as a member of Parliament, would fufter him ta 
vote away the public money lb unwarrantably. Mr* Pitt 
talked of the pctltiofis of the people for reform ; and afked 
what would be the opinion without doors of condud [tko 
that the Houfc were then^advlfed to purfue- The principal 
ofhees in the £xche<]uer were in the face of day declared to 
be iiiiecurei* The oiHces of the four Tellers were indlfpu- 
tably finccarcs, and it was now piopofed to pay them ayooL 
a year for themfelves, aiul to givetWr deputres, whom they 
themfehres appointed, lOoelJ^ year. This was a decree of 
extravagant and improvident expenditure of the public mo^- 
ney, to which he never could consent; ,he therefore concur* 
red entirely with-the hono^rabk gentleman neaf him* Nay^ 
his ideas went farther; he thought the emolunicDU of the 
other places ftateUi at a much higher rate tbao they ought to 
be. He had no notion of fweUing the emoluments of fine* 
cures uaaeceflarily and ifto/dinately; be ihould therefore ob- 
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]cGt to iht v?holc of the claufc ts amended^ and give hit vote 
againil k. 

Ml- Aw faidj that the principle of the biU was not fo 
mt^h to reduce the of thefc ofHces, as to prevent the 

emoluments anting from them from encreaiing with the pub¬ 
lic burdens, and the holders of them from being ennthed 
in proportion as the public ihould grow poorci ; and there-^ 
foie the fi^ed faUnes moved foi by hii noble friend, were 
perfe£tly' in unifon with the principle of the bill- As to the 
fourdepnCies, he thought the fahry^ of icoot- each far ftom 
being too much, htcaufc ilitii ofliccs were by no means fine- 
cures ; and as they held places of veiy great truff, none but 
perfons of confidcrablc charaftcr ou^ht to be employed in 
them ; and for fuch perfons 400U a year would be too incon- 
fiderablt a lalaiy. He faid, if the bill had purported to be a 
bill piincipally broug^it m foi the porpofc of Lfflflmg that 
kind of reform which had ceconomy metcly in ^itw, he 
Ihould, for one, lublcubL to the loit of aigumtnii he had 
hcaid agamfl 11; but the chief ob|e£t of the bill was ot 
another nature* His noble tnend had piopc1c.d it, in order 
to pul an end to a matter that was in itUll cxtumtly ckIiou^, 
and had been much, and, in hii opinion, veiy julily coin-^ 
plained at, vi/- the cxittmce ot the holders of wiu<;;h 

received an cncrcak of cmclnmtnt in p'opoition ns the ex- 
penqe^ of ihc countiy ciicrcaltd, and who gicw luh upon 
the aggra\atton of the publLcM>jidLn, and the public dil- 
trefi. 1 hat was the chibf aim ot \he bill; and tli it, as the 
claufc was pTOpolcd to be amended, it iidly aDcl completely 
Anfwcied- With regaict to the iuJli3(,iicc: of the Ciown, 
much as he was an enemy to the cm re ale of any undue intiu- 
cncc, he was convinced, that it was impotfihU foi the Go- 
vciDtnent of a great kingdom to go on, unkb it had ctnaiti 
lucrative and honourable fituattonv to URoiv on iti officers in 
a peculiar line, as a provision toi then families, and a le^*- 
ward for tbcir emmem and dijitinguiniLd kr^cs- Of 
this fort were the places jii tlft Exchequer, which, thougl^ 
it might be neceltaiy to kficn their inoidinate cmolu^ 
ments in times and ieafons when they undouhredly ought 
not to tncrcale, yet care ought ^o be taken, jicc to pate 
{hem Jo dok, or to lower them jo much as to tender them 
nnwoithy the acceptance or exp<£tattona df great and dif* 
imguilhcd charafteis. In putting the Teller* at 2700!* his 
doblc fnend liad baidy put tlicin above their average peace 

amount; 
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amount; ati <3 he made no doubt but bis noble friend meant 
no more. The cncicarc, however, was lb triflings that ic 
was not worth difputing about. With regard to the argu¬ 
ment, that giving the Clerk loooh was in fa£l giving the 
principal loooU in addition to this 37001* that w^ht upon 
ib narrow and mean an idea^ that he knew not how to an- 
fiver it. If thofo who held the offices of Tellers were bafe 
and fordid enough to floop to fuch a mcannefs^ ^0 bar the 
Lcgiilature had in its power to provide, could poffibly pre-* 
Vent it. Certain he was, three of the prefent Tellers would 
not demean themfcLvcs in fofcandalcus a manner, but would 
Ipurn ac any fuch propofition. And indeed the argument 
went fa far, tlut if it were admitted, tiiere was fcarcc an 
official deputy in the kingdom whofe principal would not 
become liable to the fame fort of imputation, Tiic lame 
thing might alfo be faid of the Secretary of the Secretary 
of State, for inffance, and of the two Secretaries to the 
Treafury ; but would any man prefume to hint an infinua- 
tion, that at any ctmc, under any adminlilration, a bargain 
of the nature in qucflion had been driven. He believed that 
man was not to be found who would venture upon fuch an 
^ccufation ; wh^ then feel an alarm upon fuch an account 
now ? As a bill of influence, the prefent, undoubtedly, 
gave the Crown fome influence; but be believed it would 
be admitted to lx: a fort of influence the leaft ilangerous of 
any that could poflibly exift. To put a min in fuch a litu- 
ation, as that the Crown fliould never be able to be ufeful 
to him, was, inhU opinion, a very foolifii and unwifc thing; 
but to put a man into fuch a {ituat;on, as that it fhculd bo 
out of the power of the Crown to be hurtful to him, might, 
in a variety of inflances, be ncccflary and ufefub He knew of 
Jio way of doing this more efFcftually, than by giving a man 
an independent fiiuation for life. In this view he profefled 
himfeif a friend to the bill; andaftrongcr argumciit that 
hU Majcfly’s preicnc Minifters had no views of a pcrfonal 
nature in making the falaries of the Teller!i 3700], a year, 
need not be reforted to, than a conflderatioii of who the 
prefent Tellers were? Jhree of them, Lord Northington, 
Lord Temple, and an honourable and refpeftable member 
of that Houfe,. Mr, Pratt, younger men than his Majefty’s 
Minjfters 1 The other Tellerj unhappily, might not be fo 
good a life ; but then it was pretty well known, that it was 
promifed to a perfon not much older than any of his Ma- 
jelly’s prefent drvants. Hedefired, in what he faid, of the 
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rtccfTvry of one fort of inflocncc vemainirg, not to be un- 
ikrftood TO exttnu his farj as lie hf)d heard arguments 

of that nature carried in another p!ace« He had heard it faidj 
that if the in/lucnce of the Crown was loo much diminifhed, 
men of delperaic foTtuncs, needy adventurers, and diftreflej 
politicians, would be the only perfons who would accept of 
the government of the country. There was, he owned, 
Ibmcthing'i little ilrange in the argument, that men of large 
property and confiderablc cHates could not afford to ferve 
ihcir country as cheap, as thofe who were Icfs affluent* He 
was willing, however, to take the argument upon the 
grounds on which it had been placed; and fincc fpcahing of 
himfelf, he certainly could not pretend to Ivc a rich man, 
he was gUd to liear it alloivcd, that fuch men as he could 
afford to ferve the country cheaper than men of greater aiBu- 
tnee* Tn tlie pmicTit bill, however, he did not think it right 
to lake away all thole emoimnerits, which thofe who had 
Tcafoncd In the uiantier he had Bated, thought fo ciicntial 
to remain, Tlie noble and learned Lord might be alllircd, 
he envied him none of Thole ciuolunicnts, nor any aJIluencc 
that he could derive ftom office, 

LJ.Mihoji, Lord Afahui then rofe, and -faid, he rofc to exprefs hia 
aBonilhment at that moB extraordinary motion, and the 
great pleafure and faiibfa£tion he felt at its having been made 
by one of his Majcfly's prclcnt Miniflers s for when the 
a^Iions of public men in power comraditlcd their principles 
and profdiions out of power, it was happy that thofe aftiOns 
Jhtmld be of fo unambiguous a nature, that no man of com¬ 
mon underlhtndrng Ihould be milled by f'ucli public charac¬ 
ters in future- Jt was, he faid, unncccllary to quotclhc con- 
duftof the prefent Admjniflration in another place, (the 
Houfe of Lonh) on feme late quclllons of great confe- 
quence, to prove to the people of England llic total averfion 
of lliofc Mimfters to every fpecica of wife, honeft^ and faln- 
tary reform ; inlbmucU as the conduft of the prefent Mini- 
flcrs in that Houfe, on that day alone, was fully fufHdcnt, 
in his opinion, to open the eyes of the people, in refpeft 
10 thofe men who ufed to prufefs^^ fo much, and who now 
had fo little regard for the true intcreds of the public- The 
noble Lord (L-ord John Cavendifh) had not only propofed 
that the prctcnt poiicllbrs of thofe fcandaioits hnccure places 
ia the Eichequer, and tJidfc who had a reverfion of them, 
fljould have the falary continued unto them, (for which, at 
IcaB, plaubblc rcafons might be givenj it being conlidtrcd 
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as their property and their freehold;) but the noble Lard 
propofed to do that whirli no man who wati not an enemy ta 
reform, could have propolcd to do, namely, 10 keep up tholb 
exorbitant place$ for the future, and to give them tlioJ'e ex¬ 
travagant emoluments for profeilbdly doing nothing; forilic 
motion itlclf provitlcd abb a falary of one thoufand ;>oittids 
per ann. to each of the four deputies for doing the bufindV, 
It was propofed to give 2760!. a year 10 each of the four 
Tclicrs, for doing no public buflnefs whatcver,''Jhd 40001, 
and 30O0I. per ann, to two other great oilicers in ihe Ex¬ 
chequer for performing {itnilar fcrviccp *0 the public, A 
more feandaJuus protulion of public money, under the cala¬ 
mitous circumftapccs of iliiv country ; a more ivanmn and 
proiligate attempt to maintain the unconfliiutional ir^tlllcnce 
of the Crown, was fcarce to be met with in our hi'doiy, 
7 'hc fight honourable gentleman (Mr. Fox) who was the 
great advocate for that incafurc, dcfcndtd It thus : He laid 
it Was no increafe of the undue influence of the Crown, be- 
raulc pcrlims who !iad places lor lilc were not under influ¬ 
ence* Would the right honourable gentleman dare to fay 
(unlefs he meant to infult the iindcrltamlmg of that Houlc) 
that die expeftiUion of thofe places was no means of influ¬ 
ence to the Crown? ilc certainly would not; therefore 
the fpcccli of the right honourable genlkman, traiiflatcd 
into plain Englilh, amounted limply to this: Thelc ulb- 

Icfs places can create ho influence amongfl the numerous can¬ 
didates for tilde great emoliiincnts, becaufe no immediate 
influence or comtnand ex ids over thofe who now have thcni 
in prficilion or in oilier words, Xlidc places cannot be 
the meins of any influence whatever in the hands of a cor- 
jrpt Minjfler over any one man in eiilicr Houle of Farlia- 
iiicm, becau'c four perfons in this kingdom (namely, thole 
who aie actually in polTefiion) arc not under ibeU an influ¬ 
ence,^* This w.ij, his Lordfhip declared, the clolc and logi¬ 
cal mode of reafoning of the right honourable Secretary of 
State, wdio he rrufted would never ■flimd again a candidate 
for the honour of ihe appUufe snd efterm of his country, of 
which he was certainly now in pofTcflioo, The right honour* 
able genlletiian had alf^ daietl to hiy, that thofe great and 
ufelefs liaecure places were Tyceefl'avy for the purity of Go¬ 
vernment* This was tlj^ purity the language of ihcpre- 
itnt Adminiftratitm ! Tflere wa^ a time, when he regretted 
tilt; Jaft change of Admimftration m this country; but now 
hp iuicercly rejoiced at that even: ^ btcaufc it had given the 
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Tight honourable Secretary of State, and his worthy coU 
leagues in AdminiftraiJon, a complete opportunity of proving 
to that rioufe, and to the public, what they were* He tliere^ 
fore congratulated that Houfe, and the people of England^ 
that the prefent men were (for a fhort time, at leaft) in 
power; bccaufe it muft demonftrate to all men their utter 
averfion to all reform wbatever> and becaufe ir fhewed thofe 
Minifters v*hemfelvcs in their true colours, which was all 
their bittcrcfl and nioft inveterate enemies could ever wjili* 

Mr* Fo^■ l ofc again to declare, that he never had faid, the 
h\\\ gave the Crown no influence whatever; he had merely 
faid, it gave them that fort of influence, which was Icaft 
dangerous of any that could pofiibly have exigence. With 
regard to his principles being now known, he trufled tho 
noble Lord had nude no new difeovery* He lud avowed 
the principles upon the queflion again and again. He ap¬ 
pealed to the recollectioti of iheHoufe, whether he had not 
cxprcfsly declared them, cxaflly as he had declared them 
that flay, in ihe Houfc three or four years ago, when the 
bill of his honourable friend behind him [^Mr. Burke] wa^ 
flrff introduced, 

Mr, Ffiltcniy rofc again and flild, as the Tdlers appointed 
their own deputies, it would lx: impofliUe to prevent the for¬ 
mer fiorn makiog a bargain with the lattct, for the chief 
part of their falaiics* 

Lord North KXiiivct^d this and faitl, that after an qf 
Parliament cxprefdy ordered, that the fabrics of the detks 
of the Tellers flionld I>c lOOoL a year, undoubtedly they 
wouUI be fo. No Teller, even were he fo meanly difpofed, 
would venture to fly in the face of an aft of Parliament* 
His Lqrdlhip alfo juflifled the lue of the falanes, as by no 
means too much for gentlemen in an office of luch high truft 
and confidence. He added farther, that hitherto in time of 
war, the place of Deputy Teller was worth 14D0L a year, 
and therefore he bid, upon the ground of fair compenfation, 
which the laft Treafury had very wifely and properly laid 
down as the fit mode pf abolifhing emoluments, that ap¬ 
peared to be too large, he thought loool. a year no moro 
than a reafunable falary* < 

Mr. Courtenay faid, an oppofition to the bill of reform 
intrtjJuceti by the Chancellor of tjic Exchcqi^cr, came with 
peculiar grace and propriety from the noble Lord [Lord 
Mahon] who had always defended with his ufual vehe- 
mente and ejicrgy the incafurcs of the late rpecioas, pro- 
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dcUt^Sng, Janus-f£icccl Adtniniftration* fiut tlic 
public had long been undeceived ; and had formed a pretty 
juft opinion of the principles and views of thofe puritanical 
reformers. Let us judge of them by fa^ls; — they had bdr- 
dfned the country by jicnfions and finccarcs to reward tlicir 
rapacious polttica! dependants; their arrogance and meannchi 
were equally confpi^uous: tticy had boafted of rcforniSj but 
what lud they done ? They had reduced a nnupWr of per- 
fonstowant ami wrctchcdnefsj who had flattered themfelvcs 
with the hopes of enjoying a competence m their old age, to 
maintain Usemlelvcs and educate their children. In foinc in- 
ftanccs ;hi^ had occafloned dcfpairand fuicide ; and what had 
the pul>lic faved ? a few hundredsj by abt>lifl)ing little of¬ 
fices from tlmty To lixty or fcvcnty pounds a year* Such 
were the ' urn .nc^ charitable fentiinents, and fudi the ck* 
pipits, of :!io', rigid, virtuous, reforming ftatefmen. No¬ 
thing had ciLQped their mlcrofcopic eye * they had dikiovcr- 
cd ami banifl^cil a Rat-tatchcr from the l\ingS kitchen ; the 
ChiipbiinK weie deprived of their daily bread — a pudding 
and a liotile of port were pnrloincH from iJiclr Cable; and^ 
to complete the fyflem, the MaiJs of Honour were fent fup- 
perkTs to bed, i hi; plan of refonu introduced by an honour 
rable gentleman [Mr* BurkcjJ was indeed fomewhat different. 
He had conccivotl, perhaps erroncoutly, that the influence of 
the Crown was too great, and that corruption had tainted 
the rcprcfcntaiivis of the people; that the very foundation 
of public honnurs was fajipcd ; and that public virtue difTolV’- 
cd in the funlbine of prerogative. His dcl'ign, his iyftefn, 
all hh rcfoims, were direflv- * to one obj jft —- to reftore inde¬ 
pendence 10 the Houfc of Commons, by dimlnifliing the 
number of places ulually held by mtiiibers of Parliametit, 
H IS plan wa'i neither pavflinonions nor illil^cral ; if he was 
right in the principle, his means were adequate to the end 
propofed by liinu The incidental faviiig which arofe from 
ihls fyftcm was only a fubordinate objtft,' the great politi¬ 
cal principle^ ever to rcftorc independence to the Hotifc of 
Commons, The late narrow-minded, prefuming, hypocri¬ 
tical Miiiiftcr, lud nciihcr capacity to comprehend, nor in¬ 
clination to adopt this i'yftcm ; it did not fgii his views : for 
bis views were to impofe 00 tlie Crown, an t to deceive the 
people* So mGch for the f andour and confiftcncy of the no¬ 
ble Lord [Lord Mahon] and his friends, who were fuch dc-- 
tennincd opponents to tlie prefent bil!* Mr, Courtenay thea 
laid^ he flitiuLd fay a few words more on tlic claufc moved hy

the honourable /^entlcxnan [Mr, Pultency] for limltin<T rhe 
I'aUry of tJic Teller’^ Deputy to 4C0U a infteatl of 

loooh and on this point he muft leave to differ both 
(however rdu£tantly) from the noble Lord in the blue rib¬ 
band, and the rig^^ht honourable gentleman on the floor, wljn 
had aflcrlcJ, that if lOOoK w:is the fixed falary by an a^V of 
Parliament, no principal would prefume to bargain with his 
Clerk, deprive him of any pari of it* Why not? At 
prefent the Deputy’s emoluments arofc from fees, given him 
by the law of the land, the common law; furdy af5 rcfpc^la- 
blc a foundation of the Deputy’s right as any a^l of Parlia¬ 
ment ; yet they had feen, by a report from the Camiiiif- 
fioners of Accounts, that a noble Cord, one of the'lVLlei^ 
of the Excheijucr, had only paid his Deputy 400b a year, 
and converted the remainder (about 800I. more) to his own 
ufe. At the fame time, Mr* Courtenay faid, he was happy 
in having an opportunity of vindicating diat nol>[e Lord from 
the obhque invidious InlmuRtmus which vi^erc thrown out as 
a cenfure on that noble inOrd’s tondu^ in thi*; inflancc; 
every one vrho was acquainted uub that nobk Lord’s cha- 
rafter was convinced, that in depriving his Depuly of li\o-- 
thirds of his income, he had afleJ on w'iic and juiL motives. 
The noble Lord knew, liiat too ptiluencc difqualihcd 

Clerks for buflnefs, and made ilicm idle and negligent; 
therefore, to correct this natural propenflty, this w 
tlic noble Lord kept his Deputy on lliorc coicmons. Four 
Imndrcd pounds a year wa> enough for the bare neccilkics of 
life, and was not fufliejent to lead him into ti^iuplations, as 
he could not affunl to go to plays, operas, and other expen- 
five places; ihei^fore, to divert hlmfdf, and pals his time 
agreeably, he was obliged to make hii bulineL his amufcuicur- 
As the noble Lord enjoyed a place Idmielf of feven or eight 
thoufand a year, which ^yas a perfect finccure, Hy taking 
800L more from his deputy, the noble Lord could not be 
more idle in his ofHcc than he was iTcforc; thevtforu bis 
mornls could not be injured by his applying it to his own 
ufc ; though his deputy might, without this very prude nr, 
liberal, and Angular ex^pedient; lingular, Ijccauic none of 
the other Tellers of the Exchequer diad introduceJ this fpe- 
ciet of oeconomy into their refpeflivc dapartments. That 
this was the noble Lord’s motivt; was evident^ from another 
confiderntion. This deputy or clerk (as appeared from the 
report of the Comtiiiinoncrs of Acrounis) did alfo perform 
Uicduty of another (itiviilblc) clerk whoii; fees and fahry 
A\ amouniecl 
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amounted to fix or feven hundred moire; which he ponfto- 
ally at ftated times remitted to his principal; thus the noble 
Liordf very properly conndcrlng, that his deputy had rfbt 
buhnefs enough of his own to tranfaf^, very properly gave 
him a little additional tixiuble t^ fill up his time. 'Thia 
proved what an excellent pedagogue and preceptor {he noble 
Lord was; and he often repeated this exc^f m adagej 
“ Train up a clerk m the way he Ihoold go; and whofi he 
IS old he will not depart froni it.’' On the fame principles 
of confiflcncy (in rcljpeft to his clerks) the noble Lord when 
he was Vice Roy in a neighbouring kingdom, Uruck off 
three Hate trumpeters out of four, but obliged the remain* 
ing one to do the whole duty of his former three coadjutors^ 
without an incrcafe of falary ; and to favc the expence even 
of the inftrunient (which wafe carrying treonomy to the 
iitmofl) obliged the fingle forlorn ftatc trumpeter to found 
his Excellency^s praife (which w'as the duty of an Irlfh flate 
lruTn|ietLr) in a twilled newfpapcr, iuQcad of a bra/.cn tiibe* 
Mr. Courtenay addcil, he would fain launch out into a 
panegyric on the noble Lord alluded' to, only he was an* 
prehenfivc, by doing fo, he might deviate a little from the 
t]ufftioii before the Houfe ; that inveftigating fpirit, that 
indefatigable pcrfcverancc fo confplcuous on all cccafions in 
the noble J.ord, <^ualitTed hLifi prculiarly for the govcrnmeilt 
of a great country. His projefls for reform, and political 
fchcnies, for the good of liL country, entitled him to the high- 
eft praife, He hadpryed into the Arcana, and rummaged into 
the bureaus of every office, and difeovered notable and great 
abufes. He demonftraied what fpecies of quills were foeft 
for tooth-picks or pctis^ and in what cafes crow quills might 
be fubftituted, ami crc:itc a great national faving. Wafer* 
might, the noble Lord thought, be conHantly ufed inftead 
of wax } and ibrnctimes whited brown paper, inftcad of pro 
fratrla or fool^s cap, and with great I'ccurity to the letters. 
His knowledge was great and comprehcnfivc, the minimum 
and maximum of thing* wcrc^ equally within his ken ^ he 
knew not only how many turf bogs were in Ireland, but 
actually knew the nuntbar, fizc, aud quality of every turf 
produced. He was equally well informed of that great na¬ 
tional ohje^l, the growtl^ of tobacco; and had a waggon 
load of papers on the fuhjeft, which he intended generonlly 
to lodge in the Brililh Mufeum, for the inllru£tion and in¬ 
formation of pofterity. Mr, Courtenay concluded by op- 
poflng the chute moved by Mr. Pulueiey, anJ fupporting

ifr* Gfta- Mri, declared, he had not Intended to have fald 

one word that day, but what the honourable gentleman had 
thrown out with fo much decency, with fo clofe a relation 
to the bill In queftion, and with fuch candour and* falrnels^ 
made it nccelTary lie lltould fay a few words* He rofe nor, 
however, to anfwcr any charges, which the honourable 
gentleman had fuggefted againft his noble relation, HU 
noble relation had bren accufed of a fcrupulous attention to 
iirsoflice, of a minute ioveftigiition of the nbufes prevalent 
within the department of his fuperintenJancy, of a faith¬ 
ful difc'iiarge of ibofc duties he owed to God aiid his con* 
icicnce- To anfwer charges of that nature, he trufted, the 
Committee would fee was wholly unneccflkry ; fo far from 
requiring a refutation, he admitted them in their fulleft 
Icope, and on the part of his ncble relation, thanked the 
honourable gentleman for having urged them; he rofe 
merely, therefore, for the purpofc of denying the that

any one clerk in his oiEce. 

Lord y^hn Qm^^'n^py rofe ngaln, and after faying a word 
or two upon the zeal and enthufiaftn generally tlifplaycd by 
Lord Mahon in hi^ fpecehes, reminded that noble Lord, tliat 
there were two ways of carrying points in Parliament; one, 
the more open and manly way of giving a direft negative 
to any propoftlion ; ilie other, the more fafe and infidious 
way of feeming to confent, and pretending much eagernefs 
for the meafure, and to fuffer it to be prqpofed with fuclw 
excels, as by that means to render it impoiTibb^o pafs. It 
was witli a view to ihcfe con tide rat to ns, that he had chofeii 
the medium between the two ways in regard to this bill; he 


bad not rated the emoluments of the Tellers, or their cierks, 
fo high iis to provoke a juftifiablc*ncgatlve, neither had he 
pared them down folow, as to give rife to a refiftlcf; oppo- 
lition, cither in that or the other Houfc*of Pavliiuncnt. 
He had taken them at what he thought might pafs, and 
therefore he fhould hope the Conumttcc would agree to 
them.

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Mr, DcmjtJlfr faid, no luio was a warmer advocate for Mr. Demp- 
IciTcniog the undue influence of ilie Crown than he ^rac * 
but he muft acknowledge, he was a filcnd to a certain necet 
fary degree of influence^ fuch zi this bill eltabljil^. 

Without having great and lucrative emoluments to'hol^ut 
to high and dminguilhed charaflcrs as a delirable rcwald for 
' merit and exertion^ he was cDtivinced a monarchy [^^hat of 
Great Britain could not be expefted to hang loJfglogetheri 
he therefore mud declare* he approved of the mode of fill¬ 
ing up the blank for the Tellers’ fataries, even admitting tfiat 
they were perfeft finecures. With regard to the clerks and 
deputy Tellers* he knew but little of the nature of ihcir of- 
Itcca in the Exchequer ; and before he fald a word rcfpe^ling 
rheai, he wifiled to know whether their ofRccs were finecutes 
JJkewife ? [Mr, Buike told him that they were not; they 
were offices of great truft and refponfibilityj of actual bufl- ■ 
nefs* and daily attendance,] That being the cafe* Mr, 
Dcmpflcr Ihid* he could by no means agree, that 40oh a- 
year was a fufficient faUry, even were the gentlemen who 
held them iinglc men* and had no families. In this town* 
the CommltTCC mall know, that 400U .a year was but a 
fcanty provision for any gentleman ; but if the deputy Tel¬ 
lers had families, it was impoflilde for them to live upon it 
witli any dcgrecc of comfort* or in any inatmct the Leaft 
lefpcfVable* 

Mr, Afiirtjn faid* that as his honourable friend* [Mr, 
Ddmpftcr] for whom he had a very great efleem, had ac¬ 
knowledged thi^L he was not much acquainted with the na¬ 
ture cf the ofllccs of the clerks in the Exchequer* he would 
take the liberty of telling him* that having formerly* in hia 
bufinds of a Banker* frequently attended thofe ofRoes* ho 
had ohfcrvtd the employment of the gentlemen there to lie 
by no means burdenfomc* either as to lime or hurry. He 
peife^lly agreed with his honourable friend in thinking it' 

Tight* that the Crown fliould have ample power to reward 
merit and the labours of fucii as have ferved th?ir country 
with ability and integrity; but he never could approve of 
fuch rewards being conferred by means of finecurc places. 

He could not pretend to fay in what manner this ought to 
be done* but tj^at it U highly improper for perfons to receive 
oncj two, three, or more iboufands per annum from the 
public* merely for the name of fomc employment. In the 
following part of the debate* Mr, Sheridan having fpokep 
of the bulinefs of the derks in the Exchequer as very 
VoL, X* Oo weighty 
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weighty' laborious^ Mr, Martin faidj he fbould be 
g^ad xi team from the honourable gentleman, how many 
LoVjs in the day, and how many days in the Week: (reckon¬ 
ing holidays) the chief clerk;! and other officers attended. 
It hao been repeatedly obferved, that ir was neceffary thefe 
offices tl;oi3ld be filled by perfo'ns of rank and Liberal educa¬ 
tion ; neceffity did not appear to him^ thinking as 

!ic didt that a common underftandlng, with, a competent 
knowledge of accounts, was better adapted to fgch fitua- 
tions, than high birth or elegant accomplilhoients. He was 
not in the kail furprikd at the favourable manner in which 
the pkafantry of an honourable gcr.iicman (Mr, Courtenay) 
had been received by the Corjuiiitee, it being now per- 
feftly fafliionabk to laugh at all public ceconomy ; but be 
thoug)it the fubje^ deferved to be very ferioufly attended to 
by thoic whofe peculiar duly it is to be cirefuL of the pro¬ 
perty of their cooftituents/* 

After a ffiort converfatlon on the point of order, 

Mr- rofc and dcckred, he agreed with [^ord John 

Cavendifb, as to his idea of fleering a middle courk, and 
not attempting to do more in the preftnt bill than he 
thought would pafs- He was glad to kcure fome good ; 
and he conceived, in putting a ftop to the pra£lice of fuf- 
fering the holders of flntcorc places to derive larger emolu- 
picnts from their offices during war than during pe cc, they 
did a great and dkntlal fervice to the public. He coufa 
not, however^ agree wiih the other noble Lord, the noble 
Lord in the blue ribband, that :iftcr the bill paifed into a 
law, if it fhould do fo, the full and nee falary of loool. 
would go into I he pockets of Tellers deputies. There were ' 
other ways of dividing the fatary of a deputy, than ffiart ag 
it between the deputy and hU principal. Had Miniilers nc^ 
ver heard of <^aaricring one perfon upon anoflter; and would 
they fayj that at this moment no man oflenfibly out of of- 
flee, was fjuartcred upon the falary of fome mun in office } 
This was a modCj v. hich he had heard of being frctjucnlly 
prailifed; and when he faid fo, he inenat no imputatuju on 
the prefent tiovemmenr. Such phtllrcs had, he bclit vcd, 
prevailed in all Governments; and under every Adminiftra- 
tion for many years pall, Mr.^Huffey after thi$ faid, he 
wrflicd to follow the noble LorU*s example, who wa^ at the 
head of the Excherj^ipf, and to try if he could not carry a 
trifling point. Why give the Tellers of the Exchcr^utr 
nipre than the amount of their peace craolurpent ? li was 

true. 
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troe^ It was not much above loob a year whlcli the noble 
Lord propofcd in addition; but why that tool*? He ad- 
vifed the'iioMc Lord to rccondder the matter. The public 
without doors would be as much irritated as if the excefs had 
been iqqoU as any number of thoufands* He faw no^a* 
fon whatever for giving the Tellers a fllilling more ttyft the 
amount of their peace emoluments. He Ihould therefore 
propolc, that inftcad of ^700!. the bhnk for theirJjiffaries be 
filled up with the words two ihoafand five haiFJ;"M pounds. 

He hoped the noble Lord at the head of the Exchequer 
would give way to this aUciadon ; he was fure it would 
ferOe Miniftry* by prcvetning a great deal of complaint 
without doors. He concluded hU Ipccch with moving it in 
form. 

Juft as Mr. Ord was putting the quefllon on this neW 
motion. Lord John Cavendifli role and faid, the matter in 
difpatc was fo trivial, that he for one ftiould have no objec¬ 
tion to give it up, 

Mr, Sferetary fox declared, he fhoulJ have as little objee- Mr. Setts- 
tion to giving up the point as his noble friend, provided he 
■ could be alTured, that no perlbn would afterwards rife and 
move a cUufe to exempt any particular individual from the 
operation of the prefent bill. His rcalbn for being fot the 
2700!, father than 2500L was, with a vicvv <6 a cerraia in¬ 
dividual, to whom a royal promife of one of the Telterfhipa 
of the Exchequer had been given. ■ He apfiealed therefore to 
the gentlemen of the learned profedion, and wifhed (bme 
*of ciiem would aiTure him, that no fucli claufe, aS he had 
lihitcd at, was intended to be moved, 

Mr, Rigby got up irrlmcdlately, and faid he certainly fofe Mr* 
not as a gentleman of the learned profeffion [Mr. Arden 
faid behind him, yes, you arc a brother, as Maftci of the 
Rolls In Ireland,] This created a lond Uugh, in'which 
Mr* Rigby joined, but faid, it was well known, that men 
as unlcarAcd as hlmfclf had held that office, it being no part 
of his duty to declare the law. So much however for his 
learning* With regard to Wliat the hdnDurable gentleman 
had faid refpe^mg a certain individual, he thought It but 
candid for him to rife then, before the qubftion was put, and 
declare that it was hi* ?htention, when the Committee came 
to the proper part of the bill, to offer a claufe, exempting 
a certain taw Lord fron>tlic operation of the bill; he wouUl ^ 
make no fcrople to mention to whom he alluded ; It was ta 
Lord TUurlow, a noble friend of his, who Hood fo circum- 

O a a Hanccdj 
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flanccij, in his opinion, to be fairjy an objcft of exemp¬ 
tion aa to the intended operation of the prefent bill. On 
what groiihcl he fhould move the cknfe whicli he meant to 
otfrr rcfpe£^ing that noble Lord, he would fully ftate here- 
aftell^r at prefent he would only fay^ that exclufive of that^ 
he tW^ght the falaries of the Tellers ou^ht to fland at 
ayooUVnd therefore if the Committee divided upon the 
r^ueflion moved, he fhould divide againft the 2500I, 
propofed by the honourable member on tlic floor* 

The queftion was at length put, ayes, fdt the 270CI* 
46; noes, 37. 

[Mr* Secretary Fox, Lord John Cayendifli, and Mr* 
Sheridan, with other gentlemen in office, divided with Mr. 
Hufley*! 

The Committee then proceeded with the reft of the bill, 
and having cotnc to the fit ftage of it to receive Mr* Rigby's 
clauff, he was told fo from the chairn^ 

faid, that the honour and gratitude of the na¬ 
tion were, in his mind, pledged to his noMc friend in the 
matter he was to communicate, but he would read the claufe, 
and ftate the cafe* He would not however prefs it upon 
them if there fliould appear to he any reluctance to receive’ 
it. He did not think it for the honour or dignity of Jtis 
iToble friend to have it urged againft the general Icnfc of 
the Committee, nor fliould he be at all willing to *have it 
carried by fo I’mall a majority as had juft carried the laft 
queftion. His noble friend, when he accepted the office of 
Lord Chancellor, quitted a fttuation tn his profeflion at 
times extremely lucrative, but in hh inftance as pregnant 
with emolument as under any other Attorney General be¬ 
fore or ftnee. His Majefty confeious of this, promifed him 
a Tcllerfliip of the Exchequer, whenever it fhould become 
vacant- Why his noble friend had forborne to fccurc the 
grant in due form, was to him a moft unaccountable negli- 
^ gence* Be had repeatedly in converfation advifed hlS noble 
friend to fccurc ir, and told him, he thought him highly to 
blame in not having done fo* Certain it was, however^ 
that the promife had been made fb long ago as the year 
1778, and therefoiT he trufted the Committee would be of 
opinion, tliat his noble frtend was eaiitlcd to cxpeA a rever- 
iion of a I'ellerfhip in as large and bcneftciata manner, as . 
any other pcri'on who ever had a grant of a reverfton ! The 
only impetliment that he knew of, to fuch a reverflon's be¬ 
ing fccured to hts noble friend In the courfe of the Uft two 

years. 
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ycart, ht held in hi» hand ; it wi», n ^ fe&lntion of that 
Houfct which the Houfe c 4 ttie to at the ddie a feflion tvi^o 
years ago^ id which they reilrifled his M^Cty^s MtDii^ert 
from giving, grantings or otherwiie dif^fing of any offij ' 
in his MajelVy^s Exchequer, titi {bch time ai that 
Ihould have found Id lure to take the fubjeft of the nafuTC 
of .the offices in the Exchequet into their mo& feriou^eofi&-» 
deration. In confcquence of this refoLution, Jffd for* 
borne to trouble the Houfc upon the fubjeft for feme time^ 
but had waited patiently tiU the Houle did take up the fub-^ 
jc^. That period iic conildercd as now arrived, and there¬ 
fore it was, that he bad chofen to bring forward the maiier 
then. He would read the claufe he meant to move. He 
accordingly read a provifo exempting Edward Lord Thurlow 
from the operation of tlie bill. Before he fat down, he re¬ 
peated his determination not to move the provifo he had 
read, unlcfs fomc gentlemen role up and gave him the en* 
couragement he had mentioned* 

Lord Xortb faid, he conlidcred himfelf as materially con- LorfN«tk, 
cerned in a queftion which had fuch particular tcfcreoce to 
his own condu^tk. He believed he knew"the cafe bcrier than 
any other member prefent; and he fard it was extremely true, 
that when I.ord Tb utIow accepted the office of Chancellor, ht> 
had been offered a Tdktfliip of the Exchequer; that the no* 
hie Lord did not then think lit to iiccept it * that: it had fince 
been offered to him at ditftrent times, but he had nevenhe* 
lef::-declined taking it. Why he had done fo, lie could not 
fay; ^le could not but think, however, it would have been 
better if be had accepicd the offer when it was made him* 

[A loud laugh.] But as the offer had been made to the no* 
blc Lord fo long ago as the year ly/li, be thought the Com* 
rtiitccc might fairly and rcalonably adopt the provifo, wbicli 
his right honourable fnend behind him had fignlfied his in ten* 
tion of moving ; and as it was doing no mote than fecurlng 
to Lord Thuriow the Tcllerfoip in as large and as beneficial " 

a manner as Jie would have had ]t, had he accepted the grant 
of it when the offer was firft made him, he fhould certainly 
give hjs vote in fnpport of the provifo. Hu Lordfhip, in 
the courfc of his fpcech, nvneioned Lord'H.irdwicke, Lord 
North! rtgton, and Lord Camden, as former Chancel tors wlio 
fcverally had grants of Tdlcrfliips of the Exchequer. 

Mr* Pax laid ic was difficult for the mind always Mr* 

to difetiminate between inotives public and perfonal in 
q^ucftioti like the prefent.' It was purely perfocialj and to

fpcal( a qucftion purely perfbnal was certainly extremely 
difagrecahLe; he never thdefa thought it h is duty to ft ate to 
the Hpufe the true nature of the quefiion^ and then let the 
^^ommittce adopt or rejcil it, as they thought proper* The 
rl^t honourable gentleman who had propofed to move the 
clai^e, and his noble colleague, had declared they could not 
accoSnt for the noble and learned Lord in queftion having de¬ 
clined accept the offer of a TcIierfliip when it was ftrft 
made himT They would forgive him, if he declared the 
matter did not appear to him altogether {b inexplicable* 
When the offer was lirft: made, one reverfion of a Ttlkrfliip 
was aftualty granted; was it therefore to be Wondered at, 
that the noble and Learned I^ird fhould not think a fecond re- 
vcrlioQ quite fo good a thing as might poftibly come within 
his reach ? They all knew tliat it was an unufual thing to 
grant a fccond reverfion, and for the heft reafbn in the world, 
vUp bccaufc fuch a grant was generally deemed of little va¬ 
lue ; and^ perhaps, under the peculiar circumftancca under 
which k had been made to Lord Thurlow, (with two very 
young men in poftelhon, a third young man in reverfton, 
and the firft Teller at that time, to all appearance, a good 
life) it was of Icfs value than at any other time it could have 
been. Was k to be wondered at that tlie noble and learned 
Lord ftiould have fincc changed bis mind ? Certainly it was 
not; circumftanccs had altered materially : one of thepoftcl- 
fors was dead, and another very inftnii. Who could be fur- 
prlfcd then, as the objc£^ feemed more attainable, that the 
noble and learned Lord Ihould have changed his mind| and 
grown more willing to accept a reverfion in proportion's the 
objeff approached nearer r But jt had happened, that the 
jjoufe of Commons* in the inteilm, had thrown a difficulty 
in the way, by coming to that rcfolution which the right ho- 
hourable gentleman had ftated. All that could be done had 
been done by the laft Miniftry, and a very eiitraordinary 
proceeding that was; fneh a proceeding, he bclic^J, as had 
never been heard of before* They liad introdgeed the royal 
promife into the wording of the patenr, grantiug the noble 
and learned Lord, what was generally termed a floaiing pen- 
fion, being a penfion to be held and enjoyed by him till fneh 
time as the TellerDiip ihould fall in, But even in doing 
this, the late MImftry (who might naturajly be fuppofed to 
be as well inclined to Cerve Lord Thurlow as their ability 
would allow) had manifefted that it was their clear and deci¬ 
ded opintopj that the royal promlfe muft be fubjeft to fuch 

reftriflions 
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rcftriftions and limitattons as ParViarncnt fhouM ihcteaftcr 
think iit to make rcfpcfting the Tellerflilpi of tht Exditticicr * 
and indeed thc^ had worded the recognition of that prom^^ 
in the patent^ in pbtafes cicprefsly ftating that fach was tmr 
opinion. Mn Fox produced an extras from the p^nt, 
and read the fcntcncc to the Committee which defer)tlic 
promtfo, and the extent in which it was intcndej^ ?rr be ful¬ 
filled, After commentirig upon the novelty of introducing 
the mention of any fuch matter in a patent, and arguing upon 
the conclttiivc argument, that Lord Thurlow’s reverflon was^ 
in the fenfc of the late Miniftry, to be liabk to the future re- 
flriflions and limitations of Parliament, which the patent 
itfclf held our, Mr. Fox faid, he had liftened with the ut- 
moft attention to what had fallen from The right honourable 
gentlemanj and cfpeciaUy to the provllb he had read, With a 
view to dilcover upon what principle he meant to reft his mo¬ 
tion* Tt was clear, however, that it was in that honourable 
gcntknian*s own opinion an application grounded on no one 
principle whatever, nor on the fmallcft Jciniii/a of a principle. 
The provifo e^prclUy ftatetl the exemption for Edward Lord 
Thnrlnw ; nor was it in the honourable gentlcman^s power to 
pul it on any other ground whatever. The Hon ft therefore 
would conlidcr, that in the prefent caft, there was no grant 
of a rcverfinn to plead upon ; it was fubmitted to ihcir con- 
fiderr^tion wl^tthcr ihcv Ihould go out of ihcir way to do a 
'T^vpLir TO Edward Lorcl Thurlow; and if they cliofc to adopt 
a pVoviib founded on no principle, but merely ftated as the 
cafe of Edwqrd Lord Thuilow, they undoubtedly had aright 
lo do fo. He meant not to prefs his arguments upon them^ 
nor to urge tlicm to rcjc£l ihe claufe, fliould it be moved. It 
was his duty to ftnic to them what ihc motion really wai 
that they were about fo lr^vc made, and having done fo, he 
fliould leave it entirely to their judgment and their wifdom 
to a^l refpeOing it as they thought proper. Mr, Fox, in the 
courii! of Ids fpccch declared, he fpokc from no motive of 
Tcfentmcnt whatever. Gentlemen might imaginr, that cer¬ 
tain ftvere reflexions perfoually made upon him by the no- 
bk and learned Lord of late, in confcquence of their having 
ai difference in refpeX: to political opinion, and what had 
palTcd elfcwherc^ might haye foured his mind, and rendered 
fiim adverfe Eg the claufc. He affured the Committee he 
fpoke from no fudi motives; and though the noble and 
learned ;.ord had thought proper to fay, that when th« 
frown was ftrlpped of its power of reward, none but defpe- 
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rtte and needy adventurers would accept of ofUcc, he did 
aiTure that noble Lord's friends, tliat he by no means vvifhed 
to.*^dcny Wun any fharc of that aJUucnce which he feemed to 
conuder as To cifential a qaallikation for odice* 

MUp fV* Pin faid, he knew the noble and learned Lord, who 
was tm Jubjc£t of the debate, would not thank him if he were to 
urge thciijifltter by arguments which might be fuppofed to in* 
flue nee the t'celiui^s of the Houfe, He rofe incrLiy to fay a 
word or two ref^Lfting hi'* own conduit, and in regard to the 
flwe thit he had in paiBng the patent, from which the right 
honourable gcmleman had juft read an cxiraft* Mr* Pitt 
then recaphuKued the t^fts ftitcd by Mr* Highy, and faid, 
the Treafury with which he ImcI the honour to aft, h;d not 
meant to exprefs their fenfc of the fair cbiim of Lord Thur* 
low, by wording tlw parent in the manner in which it then 
flood; but the refolution of the Hu'ife of Commons being 
upon the Joiirnnls at the time rhu* tSiL patent pallet], th^? late 
Admlniftration . lou^^hc ihemfcivts boiind to obey ii^ and 
bad conlidcTcd k decent Ji:i^ Turto mention the 

Ro^al Promile In lucU a lorm as lo iiis-lude no opinion of 
their own either one way or the other, hut to leave the mat¬ 
ter entirely open to the future ilifcunion of Parhaincnr, 
With regard tg the defcrlptlon in the pfovifo that had been 
jufl read, and the objeftions the right honourable Sccreiary 
hiid grounded on the words, “ Edward Lord Thurlow,” 
the phi (I and obvious rcafon why tlic piovifo w:is fo worded 
was, bciAufc tAlward Lord Thuilow was the only mart ia 
the kingdom who Rood in fb peculiar a predicament, as to be 
fairly entitled to the eatemption now propofed to be inferted 
in the bill ; there needed therefore no pcriphraHs to defcril^c 
the raatterinore fully. 

Mr* argued ftrenuouny ag*Mnfl the motion, and 

faid, that on maiure deliberation of the dclkncy as well 
As the juflicc of the point, he would meet it whl%a direft 
negative ; and he.Rated as a rcafon for it, that there W'as, in 
his mind, an efienttal diftinftign between an ofF^r and a pro- 
mife; if the noble and learned Lord had thought proper to 
accept the offer when it was firfl t^ade him, and it L^d tailed 
of afl'uming the fiiapc of a formal grant of the rcvcrfion of a 
Tellcrfliip through accident, he ihould ha\;e readily agreed 
that it ought to have been hddTacred, and that the Heufe 
were bound to make it good*. That not being the cafe, and 
the noble and learned Lord having declined to accept the 
offer, the obligation was, in his mind, wholly difeharged* 
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Mr- PuUeney faid fAttbfr, that, thinking as he did, a^ooh 
a year was too much for ahoecure place like that of a 'I'cUcr 
of the Exchequer^ he could not expefted to agree to, S 
propoficion that went to eftablifh a much larger emolu^'e'nt 
in a particular in^ance, and cr|>ecially in the time of,'war^ 
when he was perluaded no fuch inordinate profit to be 

made of the olhcc^H , - 

Lord North roft: merely to explain that the oSfer had been LoidlTotih, 
made to Lord Tliutlow three fcvcral times at the leaf!; and 
though tlic noble Lord had thought proper to decline accept¬ 
ing It, yet certainly hts Majeffy’s promife was at much 
pledged to Lord Thuriow as ever, 

Mr. fpokc again with earneftnefs^ and was fomewhftt Mi. 
hurl at the treatment vrhich hislbggeftion had received. He 
appealed not on this occalion to any of the gentlemen who 
were for rejeiking the whole of the prior claulc as amended^ 
and thought 2700!. too large a Hiare of emolument for a 
Teller, Certainly he had no right to expeft any gentleman^ 
who thought fo, to vote for his claufe. He wlfhed, how¬ 
ever, that the Committee would rcColle£f that he had not 
moved the claulc, and that he tiad declared that Jic would 
not do fo, if he did not receive that fort of encouragement 
whidi might lead him to expert bis motion would meet with 
a favourable reception. No man prcfcnt wiGicd morefin*- 
eerely than he did that Ids noble friend might never have oc- 
^ <;armn for the war emoluments of the office of Teller. He 
luiped to God the peace, fuch as it was, would laff all their 
lifii-times- He was perfuaded it would be the better for the 
country ; but confidcring, as he did, that his noble friend 
had a right to expeft the I'cllcrihip in as large ami bencfi-. 
cial a manner as ever it was enjoyed, fhould it fall into hia 
hands, he had rilcn to feel the pulle of the Committee re- 
fpe^ling the provifo he had read. Not having met with that 
encouragement he had expefted, he certainly would not preta 
it upon the Committee. 

Mr. Ardtn did not helitatc to declare that he got up tn the Mr, Ardeik 
charaficr of a friend of Lord Thurlow. He was confcioui, 
on his own part, he fcl^ a very fincere friondffiip for the no¬ 
ble and learned Lord: whether the feeling was reciprocal 
he knew not f but he wai willing to flatter himfclf that ic 
was. As the noble Lord’s friend, therefore, he was by no 
means ready to confetit to the right honourable gentleman's 
forbearing to make the motion. That his Majefly had made 
the noble and learned Lord a promife of x reverfionof a 
VoL.X. Pp Tcllerlhip 
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Tellcrfliip in 17 78^ was beyond all contradi£lion ; and that 
it was not "the Ipiru of that promiic, that the noble and 
Teamed Lord fhould receive a rcverfion of a Tcllcrfliip un* 
def^hc then circumftanccs of iliofe ofiicesj he believed no 
uian^ould be hardy*enough to alierc* He would therefor^ 
contei^. that the noble and karned Lord was entitled to cx- 
pea A ^tverfion opon thofc tcrlns, and no other ; and as to 
the right boiiburable t 3 ccretary*s objc£\lons to the words Ed¬ 
ward Lord 'J'hiirlow, and the triumphant argument he had 
advancedf that thofc words were nfed bteauie no other ground 
could be found to put the eiiemptlon upon, a trifling altera¬ 
tion would totally cure and remove tint objeftionj and fet 
the matter on its true grounds. Mr* Arden then propofed to 
ini'ert^ after ihe words Edward Lord Tlniilow, other words^ 
ligni^ing that his Majefty had, in 1778, promifed to the 
Jhid Lord Tliurlow, on his accepting the oftice of Lord 
Chancellor, a teverflon of a Tcllcrfliip of the Exchequer, 
in as Urge and beneficial a manner as Tcllcrfldps were then 
enjoyed. 

The Earl of San^ey declared he fliould vote for the claufe 
when it was offered, but on very different grounds from any 
that had been couched upon in the courfe of the debate. He 
meant to vote for it^ bccaufe he thought, wlien men left fuck 
a certain fource of wealth and independency as the ofHce of 
Attorney General, to accept of the precarious poft of Lord 
Chancellor, a penflon of 2680L was not by any means ar. 
adequate provifion for them and their families- Lord burr^y 
oljfervcd, that the law had made more fortunes and more 
great families than any other profeflion ; and thcrcfoie, he 
laid, he confldcred taking any man from the head of the bar, 
to put him into afituMion on the bench, fo precarious as that 
of aLord Chancellor, liable to bedifplaccd on any fluctua¬ 
tion of policies, wichont focuring him a hnndfumc retreat, 
was an injuftice which be never wogld faiiftion, * 

Mr, fpokc more directly againft the propofcd mo* 

tion than any perlbn who had rifen in the debate. He ikid, 
the noble Lord who had jufl fat down, had Tcmindcd the 
Committee of a circuinflancc which ought not to efcape tbeir 
obietvatlon, but upon which he felt himfclf obliged argue 
to a tx>ncliiflon direftly contrary to that drawn by his noble 
fuend ; for, fo far from regarding Lord Thu flow’s penflon 
as in^equate, lie had always looked on it as containing and 
carrying with it a compenrailon for the curtailed ftaie in 
wliiclLthc reverfion of tlic Tcllerlhip was to be givea to him* 

i That 
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this wit the cafe, it wat only neceflary to recolleft ar¬ 
guments uled on a former occafion upon the fubje^t; hut if 
any doubt remained^ he knew no way of jt^dglng hut hy haV'^ 
jng Tccourfc to precedent, and Iccing what had l>cen given 
former Chancellors wdiilc espe^lant of the Tdlcrfldp ;,jand 
here he found as great and good a character as ever held 
the Seals, a chara£ler reipc^^cd and valued throughcrut the 
country, as highly thought of ns Lord Tburlo\%,foi his alh-' 
litics^ and though, to hi^ honour^ very differently for his 
principles, had, upon hU reiircmcnt, a penfion only of a 
hare J5C0L a ycar» Mr* Sheridan comrailcd farther the 
merits of E^ord Camden, ami Inlifled, that if it was reafonahU, 
on the principles laid down in the debate, to countenance 
this extraordinary competiUtion to Lord Thurlow, the 
Koufe would be bound in juftice to conlider of making a re¬ 
tribution to Lord Camden for the dehekney of his income^ 
for the fpacc, he ht lie red, of eleven years, before the Tel- 
lerihip had fallen to his fon* But Admitting that Lord Thur- 
low was entitled to this dlfltn^ion, the manner of the rc-^ 
ward propokd was the moft objeftionable pofhhlc, for it wa^ 
dircif^ly contrary to the principle of the hill upon the table, 
in as much as it was placing a perfon of great weight in this 
country, who hotl been one of his Majgfty’u confidential fer- 
vants, and who might, perhaps, as the wifhes of the friends 
to the conilitution might nol alw^s prevail, be fo again, in 
filch a ill nation as to have a difltn^ and feparate interefi; front 
his, fellow fubjefts, an intcreft In the future wars and cata- 
mitiCB of his country, which would be thrift and gain to 
him,''though mifcry and ruin to the empire at large* Under 
fuch cipcumflances, LordThurlow might at fome future pe¬ 
riod be called on for the fanflioit of his great authority to a 
queftionof war and peace ; undoubtedly, the noble and learn¬ 
ed Lord had himfelfafoul above all mercenary confide rations,^ 
though he had lately fitewn in the other Houfe, that he gave 
no credit for fuch principles in others; but fiiU it would be 
indelicate to place fo high-minded a perfonage tn fuch a fitna- 
tion of fufpicion : if, however, his merit was fo tranfeendentf 
and the Houfe approved it, let the faUry of the Tellerfhip 
in his cafe be doubled, but let it be fixed* Having argued 
this very dol'dy, Mr, Sheridan concluded with fome ohfer- 
vations on the novel chara^er, which Lord Thurlow had 
lately afi'un^cd in the Houfe of Lords, of a furious re¬ 
former,

obligations; the noble and learned Lord was aim oft the only 
man lie Hood indebted to in point of gratitude- There were 
many others to whom he owed friendfhip and refpeft, but 
fearedy any one to whom he had been equally obliged* 

Mr, Lee then entered at large into adifeurtion of the true 
ft ate of the cafe, and faid it did not appear lo him at all 
unaccountable, that the noble and learner! Lord fhould not 
have been eager to get a matter formally concluded^ ici 
u btcli his perfonnl intcicft was id immediately the point in 
ejueftion- The noble and learned Lord had great real dig¬ 
nity of charafler, and he was fare was the lalt nVan livings 
who would have appeared an::ious about any thing immcdi^ 
ntcly relative tohiinl'df; but was that any rcafon wvhy the 
argument Ihould on that day be turned again ft him t In his 
mi [id it fti'Cngihened the cafe, and more forcibly appealed

Beftdes, was the 
Houfe of Commons to look to nice and technical forms of 
law } He conceived their duty led them to 3 dilTcrent mode 
of praftice, and thtir proceedings were to be governed by 
large and liberal ideas, founded xather on equity than law, 
and that they were to decide upon the general mcriti of 
every matter that came under their confidcration. 

Mr* Jfi^iy faid, under the encouragement he had received, WT,Rig'!>Ti 
he would move his ebufe, and would do it with the amend¬ 
ment, which a learned gentleman had been (b good as to 
draw for him* Whether it was due to Lord Thurlow m 
Equity, or whether it was his right as a bargain, it w;is 
equally indifferent to him, fo long as the Houft appeared 
willing to adopt the prqvifo* Mr* Rigby took notice of 
what Mr- Sheridan had faid refpeOlng Lord Camden, and 
declared, that noble Lord’s original annuity had l>ecii on the 
Jnth cftaUifltmcnt^ which he, and others, who Jiad penftons 
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on tlie Irifli cftabUlhment were pretty fenfiblc were nnt fo 
good as penfions on another footing. He explained the par¬ 
ticulars of Lord Camden^s penfioti; and before he fat down^ 
^cxprclied his thanks to Mr. HuiTey for the fupport he had 
given him, declaring that he was perfuaded the learned and 
noble Lord in queflitm would think himfclf obliged to him, 
Mr*FoTi Mr, Fox dcclaied that he would obje£t to amotion fo 
worded. He faid the patent gVaiiting Lord Thurluw^s pen- 
lion was ndl before the Houle, and therefore it would he 
irregular to adopt any information which the patent could 
give, as the words of a morioa, unkfs the patent were upon 
the table. What he had happened to in his fpcech rc- 
fpefting the patent, could not be coididcrcd as fulhciently 
before the Honfe to ground a proceeding upon it.

learned gcntleEiian, Me. Ko.v laid, after whai hau jiailcd, he 
hoped the Houfe would h;;ai no more of that dignity of cha¬ 
racter, wliicii had induced the noble and learned Lord to ac¬ 
cept the Seals, without any condition whatever, and whicli 
had been fo loudly boafted of both in that Houle and elfe- 
where. It was now confcfled that a Uuga'm had been made, 
and as that was taken as the plea, on which the motion was- 
agrecd to, he hoped the hoalicd dignity of the noble and 
learned Lord would be fufFcred to ilcep in filencc.

Sir Henry Fku/jer oppofed the inotioni He faid the Com-* Sh Kerry 
pany had peculiar merit with the public; they had borne a 
very confiderablc flure in the I'uppor.c of the wav in the 
Indies, where vhdr exertions had been fo that France 

had been at an expence of between eight and ten millions 
ilcrling to count^raff them. 7 'hey had corquefts which 
were not without their value nnd influLRce in making .tho 
peace. As to the dividend, it would be injurious to the 
Company’s credit to lower it, not to fay ungiatcfnl to the 
proprietors who had manifcfltd fuch zeal for the public fer- 
vice: be was of opinion abb, that it would be unnccetfary to 
lower the dividend from four to three per cent, for the cur-^ 
rent half year; for there were 67 fliips belonging to the 
CofnpaDy, that were cjfpe£led to come Iionie in the 
couile of the prefent or the next year; to theft he might 
add two more, of which recent advice, bad been received ;

^ which cargoes had aflunlly been provided in India, and the

ly he mull take it in the words of his jiateni ^ to 

fucli rcgulaiions as our Parltamcnt may hereafter ndoptd^ 
For his part, he would not (uffer any man to avail himfelf 
of the merit of having taken the Great Seal without any 
bargain or ftipulaiton, and come afterw ards to Failiament to 
claim an exemption from certain regulations on the ground 
of having made a bargain. He denied that lie had plidged 
hiruftlf to adopt the daufein tlvc manner ilaicd by tlic right 
honourable geiuleman. He bad indeed cuulcnted to receive . 
the claufe that night in thf; Committee; hut he had by no 
means bound hlmiclf down to agree to tlie amendment of 
that cluufe that fliould be propofed in the Houfe on the re¬ 
port; nor was he now dirpofed to agree to it, but on onp 
condiiion he had ftated, and that was — let ibmn friend of 
the noble and learned Lord gee up and ikvow, that the noble 
and learned Lord had bargained for the Tellerfhip when he 
took the Seals, He coucluded by laying, that if tile claufc 
ftould be faid to be founded on a bargain, he would not op- 
pofe it ; but if on a promife, he would take the fenfc of the 
Houfe upon it, as it was not wordc-d according to the manner 
in which the promife was exprefftd in the patent. 

Sir X)*‘/aW faid it was immaterial on which it was 
founded, as in cither cafe he tltought it muft be carried; 
for all Chofe who believed that the King had promifed it, 
would no doubt vote for the claulc; and all thefb who be¬ 
lieved ft was founded on bargain would do the fame. To 

underflauil 
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untlcrftaiu! iliis rjMcflion the bcUcr^ it is neceflai y to obferw^e, 
that the ohjett of the bill, then before the IJoufe, t^as to 
aboltfb the esorhltant fees of Tellers of the Exchc;]ucr^ 
which in war litnc amount to near 8000I, a-year; and to 
jtiincx to the ordcc a certain falary, which IhoulJ be Uic 
Tame both in war and in peace ; and whicli had been fixed 
an (he Committee at 2703L a year; but this icguhtion was 
nor to lake place till after the dcceafe of tho* prefent I'el- 
Icrs * whoj conls(]oently^ will he left daring their lives in 
tilt enjoyment of the fees of their oflict s in as ample a man¬ 
ner in any future, as in any former war. Isow I’lt purport 
of the queftion before the rlouje was fimply this: V/hciher, 
when Lord Thurlovv fhall have fnccecdcd to a vacant 'I'cllcr- 
Ihip, he IIltII hold it in as lucrative an extent in time of war, 
as The ptelcnt Tellers; or whether he fhall Isold it with the 
iidaiy of 270QI. year, which cannot be greater in 
war than in peace : thofc who w^rc of the former opinion^ 
grounded their arguinenc upon this, that tlic King had made 
the promif'e long before aiiy iciea had been entertained of re¬ 
ducing ihc emoluments of the Tellerfhip^ ; and eonfcqncntly 
it was argued, that the King muft have had ir in coutempla- 
tum to make Lord Thurlovv as beneficial a grant, a& a grant of 
fucb a place had hitherto been to any other perl on. On the 
other hand, thofe who argued that his Lordfhip could lake 
the T'clkilhip only on a new confttu£tion, argued from the 
words of the patent, by which his Majefty granted a pen- 
fjon of 2650L a year; unleis he lliould gee tlip Tdlerfl'iip 
which Ilia Majefly promiled him when he accepted the Great 
Seals, and which Tcllerfhip he was to enjoy, fubjc£t to 
fnch regulations, as the Parliament fhould think it advjfcablc 
to adopt/* This was the ground of argument for near five 
Itours, during which lime a great many members fjxjkc, and 
mott of them three or four times. Lord North was called 
iijKin to fay whether any bargain had been made vvkli him by 
the learned l^rd. 

Mr. Kitiyofz profcneci great friendrttip for the noble and Mr, Keny- 
learned Lord; and laid he heard him fay more than once, 
that he never made any bargain whatever, nor dreamt of 
iriaking any bargain, whin he accepted the Seals ; but that 
when his Majefty put them Into his hands in the Koyai Clo* 
fer, of his own Ipontiincous goodncl's, he graciouily condc- 
fernded to alFure him, that it was his intention to iirrant him 
a T'tUcrfhip of the Exchequer, How it happened that ijie 
grant was ittvvf regularly completed, he could no otlierwijc 

account 
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accodnt for, th^t\ hy ^^atiI1g what he well knew* that there 
was not a zrmn in the kingdom who more difdained to ex- 
prefs, or who lels hit an anxiety alxint his own money con¬ 
cerns, than the noljEc and loarntd Lord in tjuedion. The 
faft waf, as he had flnred it ; the promire was given in the 
year 1778, and as, to Iwrrow an idea from his honourable 
friend (jf the 'worthy Barones would pcrtnil him to call 
him To) the dicars of reform vt'crc not then made flvarp, in 
ail human probability his Majedy at that time had no oihct 
thought Of intention, but to ghc him the Tcllcrdiip, in ai 
large and beneficial a manner, as it was then enjoyed. 
That however was for the Houfe to form their own con-

Mr, dedred that the rcfoluiion of the t^th of June, 

1781, might be read* This being done, Mr, Arden laid, 
he rofe nor to beg for hiin in fnrma paupcrli^ he rofe to 
remind the right honourable gf ntUman, that he at lead was 
exempt from the charge of being one oF Lord Thuilow’s 
friends, who on Friday lad had averted that he made a 
bargain for the TcLIctdtip, dnee he had exprefsly declared 
the reverfe to be fa£l, Mr Arden mentioned a newcircum- 
flancc ; he faid, the Ute Lord Rockingham had particularly 
deiired Lord Thurlow to take up his grant laR year. 

Governor JohnJhrte faid, he wllhcd to know the fa£t, had 
he made a bargain, or had he not, as had always been faid ? 
If he had driven a bargain, he would leave the bargain- 
drivers to make goad their agicemcnr* If, on the contrary^ 
tlie whole was an unfolicited Ijxmtancous promife on die part 
of his Majefty, he would take an active Blare iti the buB- 
nefs* He faw a noble Lord who mud he a competeevt wit- 
nefs* That tiohle I.ortl ought to rife and fi^y, whether it 
was 5 baigain or not. He muft know; hecaufc itwa?i natu¬ 
ral to fuppofc it was done through the Minifler, if it were 
done at alL 

Mr, fV. riit faid, the qutHion had now afTumed a new 
fbape, and there was fomething Infinitely more intereftingin 
it, than whether Lord Tiiurlow was to get the Tcllerfbip 
with the war emoluments, or the falary of 2700!, and that 'was 
Lord Thurlow’s perfonal honour, 'He called upon the noble 
Lord therefore 10 rife, and do that juflicc which he owed 
to fo diftlnguiihcd a charn£tc;r, as,t.hat to wluch he had that 
day heard fuch grofs imputations applied, Mr, Pjtt warmly, 
and with vociferation, prclVcd Lord North to Bate the real 
compkftion of the tranfaWoo, 
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Lord declared!^ that no bargain had been made for Ld-NonJi. 
the Tcllcrfhlp, which was indeed offered repeatedly^ hu( 
not accepted ; at the fame time, that it never was rejefted* 

He then fupported the honourable Mr, Fox in what he had 
fald about the dexterity of making a merit on one day of 
having made no bargain ; and yet iniifting the next day on 
the performance or iulfining of a bargain; this was what 
the I' rench author called amjV /« plaj/irs Ju wet^ au mmu de 
la vsrtu. J^s 10 the claulb moved by the right honourable 
gentleman, he certainly would not give it his negative, 
acquainted as he was with the merits of the iranfa£l:ion* 

A long and unintcrrefting convcrfaiion rofe on the point 
of order; at laft Mr, Kighy regularly moved his clanfe; 
and on the queffion that the elaufe be brought up, the HouCe 
divided, ayes, 49 ; nocs, S 7 S which it was rejeded. 

Mr* PuUttuy then moved for leave to bring up a claufe to IVfr*Pultc* 
regulate the fees of the oificers of the Exchequer in time of "-r* 
war. He fahl his objeft was to prevent even the prefent 
Tellers, &c. from receiving any more in time of war llun 
of peace; and he <|uoted various precedents within the laft 
fcvcijty years, of the interference of Par!iam^.^t to regulate, 
modify, and even take away fees entirely. He faid, he 
grounded hit propofitlon on ihe reports of the Commiflion- 
ers of i\ccoaritf, and declared, that the Comjnillioncrs, 
who had dil'charged their duty diligently, faitiifuHy, and 
ably, in oue of their reports had ffated, that in their cn- 
'quiry into the accounts of the Paymaffer of the army, they 
obferved a charge upon one fum only, of thirty thoufand 
pounds paid for fees to the E!xcbcquer; this naturally led 
them to an enquiry what tholb fees were, and they ffated 
the rcfolt of their invcftig-ilion as foun as poflible, in order 
that Parliament might loth no time in proceeding to fuch 
incafnres, as ihould be found expedient for the purpofe of 
faving tlie public fo much cxpencc, which appeard to thetii 
to be unneceffary for the future. Here thcrcibie was a mat¬ 
ter 1'uggeftcd by the Commiffioners, which it was the peeg- 
liar duty of Parliament to attend to. He obferved, that ho 
did* not believe the perfons holding the offices in queftion, 
would themfelves objc£l to a redaction of their war fees, be- 
caufc he was convinced they were not unconfeious of their 
inordmate and unrcafonablo amount- In proof of this, ho 
mentioned the words of the Duke of Newcaflle, annexed to 
the account of his fees, for one year of the war, as Auditor 
of the Exchequer, wherein his Grace fays, the balance of 
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the amojunc for this extraordinary year is 14,000 and odd 
.pounds, lie mentioned the table the Commdiioners had 
made out, and the fees taken ; and after urging the floufc lo 
adopt a mcaluTc which would effect a confiderablc laving to 
the publicj he declared he would not then take up more of 
the time of the Houfe^ but would mcftly move for leave to 
bring up the ^cbufK 

Mr, Hutiby fccondcd the motion. 

Mi. Foi. S^fretury Fov declared, that iie would not toncli phicts 

that had been confidetcd as freeholds, and negotiated :is ]ter- 
fonal properly. Of all the inliucncc of the Crow'n, he knew 
of no fpccies of inllucnce fo much to be dreaded us ihe in¬ 
fluence of terror* 1 liofe who profeiFtd tliemfclves the 
warmeft and mofl: flrenuous advocates for extending the in- 
, fluence of the Crown of another kind, vvert", lit believed, 
as adverie as he was to this influence of terror, bt-caule they 
knew that if it were ruffered to be cxcrcill-d in one inflancc, 
it would be cxcrched in innnv others, and in fiiort tIkU ic 
would fliJikc the whole kingdom* He therefore was deter¬ 
mined to rcfift It wherever the aitempt was made to exert it. 
He faid farther, that in all matters of reform, it was necef- 
fhry and wllb to begin in as broad and intcllit^ii^le a manner 
tis pofJiblc ; he prclumcd his noble friend h«d ehofen in ihe 
prcibnt bill to fave whole atnl entire the rights of all thofe 
pcrfoiis, now in pofieflion of plates in the Exchec^utr, )or 
this rcaibn ; and to fix the lime for the operation ot the bill 
to commence, at the periud of the livci of fuch perfons as 
were in aflual pofieflion of the oiBces it went toafRfI* He 
thought the idea a wife one,.and being ptii’naded, that any 
attempt to alter it weuld produce a Ijad anel the at¬ 

tempt fioftf made the worft efFe£f |soiftblc, be ibouki give iho 
modon lor leave to bring up ihc claufe his politive negative, 

Btf. lTu<rc3r Mr,declared, he had fcarcely ever heard the right 
honourable Secretary argue fo little to his eonvi£\irn} as at 
prefent. He then entered into argument in Uipport of Mr* 
l\dtcnty’s motion, and contended, that it had been plainly 
proved by the honourable gentleman, that the fees of jho 
offices in f^ijcftlon had never been confidered as any part of 
a freehold, but bad in frcijncnl innances, from the year ] 70^ 
to the prclcin time been deemed fubjeft ip regulation, and 
had in fiffc been rej^uiAicd, foiiftTimes by exprefs command 
of the Crown, fomt.timcs by orders from die Lords of the 
Tre.ifurv, and fomctiines in conlequencc of proceedings in 
that Houle, Mr* Hulfey faid farther, that no placeman 

whatever 
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whatever had a fight to carve out a freehold froin the yearly 
grant! of the public. The fums CKpended^ and upon the 
ilTue of which they grounded aUtbtirfec$ in the Exchequer* 
were films voted by that Hoolc from year to year* He muft 
therefore deny, that any perfona fhould be allowed a right 
to carve out of tbofc fuinsa life-rent^ over which the pub¬ 
lic, from whofe pockets the money was taken, had not a 
full power of controuU He' mentioned the Ejcchequer with 
fume degree of contempt, confidered as an office of bulinefs, 
and faid three clerks of the Bank executed the chief of tho 
adual duty. The Bank in was the Exchequer; and from 
ionic recent tranfaflicns, he declared, he was inclined to 
think the officers of the Exchequer not the moft fit to ma¬ 
nage the public accounts. Perhaps if CommifHoners were 
appointed for the purpofe, the public would be better ferved* 

Mr, Hulley added a vaiiety of other arguments, and al¬ 
luded to fcireral fafls which were all in fupport of Mr. PuL- 
tCDcy’s raotioni. 

Sir Ad^m Fergufan was in feme fort of doubt how he fhould ShAJiin 
vote upon the qucftlon then under conlideration. What the 
right honourable Secretary bad faid, appeared to him to be 
by no means a fatisfa£tory anfwcr to what had been urged 
by the honourable gentleman who made the motion; on the 
contrary, it had puzzled him a good deal, becaufc, if ho 
underfto^ it rightly, the fame argument that the right ho¬ 
nourable Secretary had ufed to oppofe the prefent motion, 
applied equally to the calc of Lora Thurlow, and jjTOved, 
tnat if in the inftance of the Tellers in polTeiRon, it were 
a violent injnHice to attempt any reduflion or regulation of 
their fees and emoluments, .it mufl in the fame proportion 
be a violent injuftice to force Lord Thurlow to the new regu¬ 
lation of emoluments held out to all future Tellers by the 
bill, llnce it had been agreed on all hands, that his Majefty^a 
promife of a Tellerfhip was given to Lord Thurlow in 1778, 
when nothing like the reform eftablilhed by the prefent bill 
was in contemplation. Sir Adam reafoneJ upon this very 
fhrcwdly, and then took notice of the various inftances of 
interference with the fees of the Exchequer by the Crown, 
thcTrcafury, and chat Houfe, that had been memioned ia 
the courfe of the debate* He reminded the Houfe aLfo of a 
bill juft paffcd* for paying the Comniiffioners of Accounts 
for their trouble, in which bill it was enat^cd that the Com- 
luifhoners iliould receive, their money net and entire, with¬ 
out being liable to any fee in the Exchequer, Sir Adam

faid, he had ohfcrved that in a.lifc annuity bill paiTcd three 
years ago^ a claufe was inferted which exempted the annul* 
ty payment* from aU fees in thcExche<jiicr; and it had a lit* 
tie furptifed hitn, that in the life annuity bills that had paifed 
fince, no fuch claufe was infertcd. He wiflied to know the 
TCafon of this; and alfo^ what gave Parliament a power to 
control Exchequer fees m Tome inflances, if it had not an 
univerfal power of controlling them ? 

Id, North* Lord Norik' anfwercd the queries of the honourable Baro- 
netj and faid, nothing was eaficr than to fatisfy him. The 
bill for life annuities palled three years ago^ direflcd that ilio 
annuitieSj made payable under the authority of that bill, 
fhould be payable at the Exchequer, and therefore it very 
naturally exempted the holders of I'uch annuities from the 
payment of any fees* The bills for annuities fold fince, 
ordered the annuities to be paid at the Bank, confequcntly 
there was no occalion to dircA that no fees (liould be taken 
at the Exchequer, when they were paid, as they were not 
paid there. With regard to the inllances, in which Parli¬ 
ament had a power of control over the Exchequer fees ; 
whenever any new fums were levied by votes of that Hoiife, 
and thofe fums made payable to the Exchequer, or were to 
pafs through that ofllce, the Houfe had an undonbred nglic 
to direft that no fees fhould be paid on thofe fums being 
either received or iffued* The fee* now under coniidera- 
tion, were not thofe fort of fees, but the antient legal fees, 
fanflioncd by long nfage, and which certainly were a part 
of the life-rents of thofe who held them, and ought, in his 
opinion, to be held facred. His Lordfhip enlarged on ihts 
idea, and followed his colleague, Mr, Fox, in declaring his 
, diflike of any attempt to attack fuch fort of freeholds, to be 
equal tO'his diflike to attack any, the moft indifputable pri¬ 
vate right in the poffeffion of an individual* His Lordmip 
afkcd, even if for the fake of argument he were to admit 
that the feesin qucflioti were fair objects of ffcgulatioj, whe¬ 
ther any claufe afFc^ling a matter fo deeply interelling to the 
perfons concerned ought to bo received and adopted, without 
giving the parties to be afleAed by it an oppoitunity of be¬ 
ing heard by their counfel upon the fubjeS ? He declared, 
he did not imagine above five thoufknd a year, or feme fuch 
matter could be faved by the regulation in queftion ; and he 
faid, he never would confeut to fpi^ad alarm a'nd terror from 
one end of the kingdom to the other upon any fuch confide- 
ration; he fhould wcrefore give bis negative to bringing up 
the claafe* 


Mr, 
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Mr, Righy fupportcd Lord North : he faid, he would not Mt. Kigby, 
fuifer the pcrloos alluded to to be heard by their counfej, 
bccaufe he would not fufFcr the Hoofcj if he could prevent 
ir, to queftion their to their freehold; tUi$ would be 
an a£^ of prcfumptioEi; a thing the more alarming^ as no 
one knew where it would ftop: there were perfons of the 
fjrft quality in the kingdoA, who enjt^ed ^ccs or cmolu- 
lucnts under the C/rcat Seal, fuch as the Dukes of Richmond 
andGialton; and he would as ibon.contend to take away 
from the former Jiis eftate in Suffif*/« his grant on coals; 
and froiii the Utter the eftaie otfeuftAi, which he had ac¬ 
quired by marriage, as his grant of prizage on wines* As 
the Civil Lift was now cft^blifhc^ it might be dehrable to 
refume fomc of thetn, but lb far from fuch an idea's being 
founded in juftice, he would ftrenuoufly oppofe every fuch 
attemp', fincc the national faiih was pledged, and.'thcy were 
in truth and as much freeholds as any private pro¬ 
perty whatever, and to be held as facred by Parliamcnu 
1 f rtrfumptions of grants were countenanced, who knew 
but the vety pcnflons they were In the adl of pafUng 
bills for, the pcnfions to Lord Rodney and Sir George Au- 
gnfles Eliott, might be next year brought under reviiion^ 
and th4;lr grants might be propofed to be refumed on a de¬ 
claration, that the merits of thofe brave officers were not 
equal to fuch annul ies? A penfion had t>ccn fome time fincc 
granted to the family of the late LordChatham, Why not re¬ 
lume th^t? He did not fpeak iWisadinvi.'iifnmf Lord Chatham 
was indirputably a great Minifter, and deferved well of his 
country, hut in his mind, It would be juft as warrantable 
to refume that penfion, as to touch the fees of the Auditor of 
the Exchequer* There bad been penfions of a very different 
itaLure granted the laft year, pcnfions to Colonel Bane and 
Lord Afliliurton, Without entering at all into the merits 
of thofe penfions, or faying whether he liked the men or not; 

]f he diiliked the one and the other ever ib much, being 
once granted, he never would give his content to refumc 
them. He was an enemy to the manner in which the prefent 
reform was carried on y he wifhed he could get back the 
Board of Trade, which was fo neceffary at prefent, when 
all our coinmCTcial laws ftood in need of rcvifion, to which 
Privy Councils very little attended .—If it was to root 
out influence in that Houfc that the Board had been abolifli- 
ed, the reformation hatl begun at the wrong end ; for if the

and thefc ^departments filled by a Lord High Treafurer^ and 
a Lord High Admiral, fuch a mcafuire would drive from the 
Houlcj or at lead deprive of their valuable places, eight or 
nine Members of Parliament* After more argument^, Mr* 
Rigby reverted to the quelllon immediately under confidcra* 
tlon, and declared, that the fjmc rcalon which induced him 
to fuppoTC the ^ueftion the Hoafe had juftdirpofed of, would 
induce him to oppofe the prevent. He confide red the emo- 
luinents of the variou- ofUccs as the legal rights of tlve per- 
fbns in pofTelTion ; aflT iiy*^rggcd the Houfe to confidcr to 
TPvhom thofc offices we^c ^fually given ? To great and able 
Minifters for their publh: fervlcest He therefore for one 
would not have given histonfent to any part of the pielent 
bill, much lefs to the daufe now moved to be brought up, 
becaule fince the emoluments of flatclmcn fo 

cut down by modern reforms, as they ^verc called, (though 
he thought they had been carried much too far) it would 
fcarcely be poffibic to gf t any men of talents to take the go¬ 
vernment of the country, if fucli advantages as tlic places 
in the Exchequer were not fufTered to remain, as fit rewards 
and inducements to excite them to accept of the pofts of 
Mmifters, Mr* Rigby concluded with declaring he fhould 
oppofe the motion* 

Mr* D(inp Mr, T}cmpfi€r was for the fplrlt and intention of the mo- 
lion, but it might endanger the bib- 
At length the queftion tvas negatived*

Lord John CavniJifli /^len laid before the Ilonfe a book, 
containing a. lift of the perfoos to vrhoin fumsof public mo- 
ri''y had been ifl'ued, tor jmblic fervices, for which no ac¬ 
count had as yet been palled by the Auditors of the Imprctt* 
The moment the book was (aid upon the table, and be¬ 
fore any one had time to loot into it, 

Mj-.W.FUn Mr. Pht rofe to make a motion upon it. He fa id, 
that from the book that had been jud laid upon th.: table, 
it appealed that forty-four ctitllioes of the public money had 
been ilTucd to public accountants, who had not paQcd any 
account whatever for ihefe fums before the Auditors of the 
Inipreft; he did not wilh to be underftoud to mean that fucb 
a I'um W'as due to the public, and might be recovered ; he 
did not believe there was even an hundicdth part of it that 
was due or recoverable ; nay, he knew that many of the pet- 
fens who Hood as debtors to the public, In the book then on 
tlie table, had usually palled their accounts before the 
Treafurer; nay, that lit the cafe of contra£l;s the money had 
afludity bccD due, before it had been jfl'ucd from the Ex¬ 
chequer, becaufc the fcrvkc to which the contra^ors were 
bound by their contrails, had been performed before the 
iffuing of the money: but ftilL though the moncy’Jiad been 
accounted for in fubHance, it had not been accounted for 
in form^ bccaulc the accounts had not palled before tiie Au¬ 
ditors of the Jinprefl: this, he faid, might be an argunirnt 
againfl the prefent forms of pailuig accounts in the Exche¬ 
quer, as fuch a length of time muu necefTarily chpfe before 
they were likely to be called for, that in tW mean time the 

money might be diflipated.-^He faid, that it might be 

proper to pafs an a£t of Parliamenc to operate as a qaifWs to 
the repreientatives of accountants, to whom money had 
been iflued fifty years ago, and where the vouchers for the 

esrpenditure 
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expenditure tKrough lipf? of time, have been loft; 

b\ir on the other hand, it would be propel' to compel ac- 
cooiitants of a Utcr date to paft theb' accounts, and pay^ 
fuch balances as fhould be due to the public. He conclude^^ 
by moving, That an humble addrefs be prefented to hli 
M^jefty, representing to his Majefty, that it appears that 
large fums of money, which have at dlfterent umca, and 
many of them very long fince been paid for public ferViccs 
to fub-accoun rants, amounting\n the wj^le fb alx>vc for- 
ty'^four millions, hive not yet belli accgpnted for before the 
Auditors of the Imprcft ; and many of them 

may have been othcrwlfe accouniES^' for^^S the coutfc of of-^ 
ficc, yet otliers, to a very large ^mouni, have not been 
accounted for at all, \ 

** That it appears to this Houfe to be of the utmoft im¬ 
portance, that all public accounts ftiould be brought forward 
with as little delay as poftlble, and that therefore they do 
humbly hcfccch his Majefty to he gracioufly plcafed to give 
diredions, that the moll eftcfLual meafurcs fhouM be \A.cn. 
to tmjuuc concerning the perfonsto whom the fsid fufns have 
been iffucd, or their legal reprefentauves, and particularly 
thofe to whom money has been iftl: ^ m the courlc of the 
late ex pend ve war, and to rake ui all cafes where 

dicrc jhalJ appear to be fuiHdent ground to hr^pcl them in 
due courfe of law to account fur the fame; and that this 
Houfe will in due time co-operate in fuch mealurca as may, 
on full dclibera»ion, appear to be proper, in order to prevent 
the like delays for the future/' 

Mr, Grenville fcconded the motion. 

Sir Grty remarked, that he believed :he whole of Sir Gruy 

the money was accounted for in fome form, although not 
ta a regular manner, as it undoubtedly ought 10 have 
been ; he ftated abb, that the Barons of the Exchequer, 
with great care and ftdclity, examined every year into the 
public accouius, and never palled them without the fulleft 
enquiry. Without the notice and commemavy which the 
right honourable genilcman bad made, and even with it, 
the book. Sir Grey laid, might tend to prejudice the credit 
of men concerned in trad| and mcrcantiie iranfafltons.

TJghc honourable ^ntleinan knew that the Tub*accountants 
could not be fet injuper upon the roll until the final account of 
fbe principal was declared: Upwards of thirty-three millions 
of the Turns let againfl the /rames of the fub-accountants, 
a^rofe out of the at*ounts c|r*lhe Paymaflers General, fome 
of which had bcc:i( oaflrcfJ very lately, and fome not yet 
pafled, and he was - Jr^^cd, Sir Grey faid, that no atten* 
tion or afi:ivity wt A wafting on the part of the Barons of 
the Ejichequcf, (who fi/icrintend the Auditors of the Ira- 
preft, and force the proj^fs,) to compel accountants to rcti' 
dcr their accounts. The whole Court had for fome years 
paft fat upon the apnofal, as it was called, of the Sheriff of 
Middlefcx, in which arc comprehended the accounts of all 
the great officers of the Crown, The Deputy Auditors at¬ 
tend, and upon the half-yearly certificates being read, they' 
afic the Sheriff what he has done in this or that writ againfl 
I’uch or fuch a perfon ? Whether ho has returned iffuca 
againfl them, and to what amount ? They examine the 
Deputy Auditors concerning the circumflances of each cafe, 
and particularly whether the aceouatant, who appears to 
have been ferved with procefs by the Sheriff, has come in 
and delivered his vouchers and accounts, or any or what part 
of them, or has proceeded on thofc already delivered in. 
If the ifTues returned by the Sheriff arc fmall, the Court 
often takes the matter up, and order!: the Sheriff Injianur 
to return larger iffues, fuch as they think more adequate ta 
the default, and the fums unaccounted for. It mufl how¬ 
ever be admitted, chat the procefs of the Court, and the 
power of compelling defaulters to come in, were rot cal¬ 
culated for the auditing and paffing the accounu of the cx* 
penditure of the public money in the two lafl wtrs, and 
that the procefs againft fu b-account a ais and Infupm wants 
amendment, and therefore. Sir Grey fald, he did not upon 
the whole objeffc to the add refs» 

LftiiNufth, Lord North had his doubts aS tc the authenticiyf of the 
book on the table; it was not the produdion of office, but 
of a private individual; and what demonflraicd that it was 
not correft, was, that the right honourable member himfelf 
had ftated, fome months ago, on the authority of the book, 
wiiich he had then feen, before it was laid before the Houfe, 
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that near 50)000^&ooti af the puhltc money had never tieeii 
accounted tor; whereas the book had fince undergone a revi<* 
iion, and now the fum was reduced to 44^000^000!* If the' 
honourable member jneant 10 condemn the mode of palling 
the public accounts, he would readily jditi with him; the 
mode was certainly calculated only for domeftic expenccs, 
not for the ejcpenccs attending a great army and navy* But 
the public muft not be niiflfj! by th^^mcJtfen ; of the 
44jOOo,oool. mentioned In the i3hodoi^^!'''30,oo0j000l, were 
to be accounted for by the laft tKvw f^ymatters, Mr, Rig- 
by, Mr, Burke, and Colonel had they been 

ever fo willing, and ever fo read^, could not have paiTed 
tlicir accounts yet; there were i^ocOjOOol* more, which 
w'ere to be, and in fubftance, thou^ not in form, had l>eeii 
accounted for by the executor# of Lord Holland, fo that the 
fum that remained In reality unaccounted for, would be 
found to Ik very trifling indeed* 

Mr. moved two amendment# to the motion, Mt. 

The one was to kaVe out the words “ it appears to this 
Houfc,” and infert in their ttead the fojlowing, *^this Houfc 
having Tcafon to believe;*' the other to leave out the fpecific 
fuLii of fortyTour millions, fo that the phtafe would run 
generally that great fums, 6 :c< had been ittued, and had not 
been accounted for* He faid thefe amendments appeared to 
him the more necttt'ary, as the book on which the motion 
wa# founded, could not be called a parliamentary voucher, 
fuch as would fupport the attertien '* it appears to this 
Houfc for In faft it was merely a compilation, made up 
Indeed by a rcrpcftahle individual, but at the fame time un- 
authoriftd by either Parliament or theTreafury ; and if the 
noble Lord produced fuch a l>ook at all, it was only in defe¬ 
rence to the right honourable mover of the prefent addrefi^ 
who having feen the liook, wifhed it to be produced to the 
Houfc; hut though it might ferve to fatisfy the curiofity of 
the Houfe, it was not fo authentic a document, as that a 
grave proceeding fhould be grounded upon it* The fame 
rcafoning would fopport the amendment for leaving out the 
fpccittc luin ; for if the Houfe, and not on the authority of 
the book, fpeak with certainty on one point, they could not 
of courfc fpeak wUh certainty oh the other* He had not the 
leaft objeflion to the motion, if it fhould be thus amended ; 
and he was fatisflcd that the amendments would not, in the 
fmalleft degree, tread upon the fplrlc of the addrefs,

on this ground: if the l>ook w^s any anthoruy to ftipport 
the Hoiifc, in faying, that there “ was reafjn for believmg,” 
ficc. it was fiircly as g&od authority for faying, that ** it 
appears;” and confcqucntly it was good authority for the 
fuin fpecified. He thought tlie amendments would defeat 
the objett of the addrel's; and die public would fee tiiem in 
that licht* ^ 

Mr^ iVm Phi w;^of dirriame opinion; and he faid, that 
though the books nJVsibt have originally ftated the fum in 
qucHion to be and yet llatcd it now at 

44,000,000b this was n/' argument i^gaiuft the auihenticiry 
and corrc£lne{s of the look; bccaufe the very mention of 
the fubjcfl by him about three months ago, had made 
Government to expeditious In paifing accounts, that they 
had paded as much hnee as made the difFcrencc between 
5^,oco,o::oJ, and 44,000,000!. Mr. ?itt was plcafcd that 
.the objection had come froiii Mr, Sheridan, for it wouUl 
have been confidcred as an infult on the noble Lord at, the 
head of the Exchequer, if any perfon on his fide of the 
Houfe had prefumed to quei^ion the autUcntlciiy of a hook 
which he had prcfcnted.to die Houfe. 

Mr* S^Kridaii retorted with feverity, and flatedthe manner 
in which the book was compiled. 

Lord ytibn CaveudiP} fiiid, the fum had been funk from 
50,odo,oooL to 44,ooo,oool. not by die paifing of any ac¬ 
counts iince, but by the difeovery of errors lii ihe book, by 
which funii had been ftated as not having been paffed before 
the Auditors of the Imprcil, which had afterwards been 
found to have, In reality, been audited by them; and he 
was convinced that there were ffill many nioie errors in the 
book : "this was a reafon why he would not vouch for its cor* 
rciliicls, and why the Houfe ought to adopt the amend¬ 
ments* He faid at the fame time, that he would advilc 
gentlemen nor to be led away by the hope that mil^h money 
was to be recovered by compuLlbry means : or indeed that 
cnmpuUbry means ought to be ufed on many occafions; 
great parts of the fuuu were due fincc the year 1746; in 
many cafes not more than one iliiiling W3i (latcd as due, in 
others joli* thefe fums were due in Germany, and he was of 
opinion the Houfe would fcarcefy believe if advifcable to go

\vlu> h,ii! hctu at the head of the Exclu'quer, and after an 
honouiable llaionct, who had Jor nutiy years been at tho 
hcrttl of the Trc.vJ'Liry, wlu> were certainly the moft compe- 
te^l TO fpeaU to Inch a fjoeiUoii, of any genilemcn prefent, 
n.i^uh! h a VC <kbvq,rei] their fcntimcnts, and declared, they 
Jiad no obj^Qion to ilic motion, that^nu hoaourible gentle- 
at I his titjc a Sccietai y to tlic Treafury, fhould take 
upiin him to flart objcdlions, and attempt to throw difficul¬ 
ties in the way ot au addrefs, of the iiioft unexceptionable 
foil, I'lat ever moved in Pailiamcnt.

Mr, Fiix iaid, he would adopt the amendments in prefe- Mr. Fm* 
rcnce lo the original motion, becaui'e he preferred truth to 
falfchond ^ it rvas true that he had rcafon to believe great 
fums were ftill to bc‘acc«untcd for f* but it would L>e a falfe- 
hood to allert, when no anthcrnic document was before the

'Flic Honourable Mr* Frtifir declared he did not rife to 
throw lhades, much lefa to darken the lights thrown on the Mr, Fitfcr* 
fubj(.£t of debate by the honotirable gentleman who had juft 
fpokc ; but he rofe to applaud tlie aeal of llie right honoura¬ 
ble gcndcinan who moved the fubje£l of the prefent difeuf- 
fion, and, if pofliblCj to applaud ft ill more the candour of 
the nohie Lord who had juft laid the book of accounts in 
queftion upon their table, in the manner he had done it; ■

lii our examination into the pay oRicet^ of the navy amt army, we fuunJ the 
aecaund very far in arrears 7^,000,000, the ifTues of upwards of nvcnty-foiir 
years, to OQ-ofaer 17S0, for the navy fervices; 47,000,000^ the ifl'uesof Extccn 
years, to the fame period (cxcIuHve of the unfeuled accr^unr of Lord Holland} 
for the army ftTvicca, were unaccounted_for* So Rriking a cireuttiRaacc would 
have led us, of cnui Tc, to that oJhec wf^erc the public accounts of the kingdom 
arc audited, that avc might endeavour to difeover the caufes of this delay ^ xvhe-* 
thcr it arifts from any want of power to cotnpel perfons to come to account, or 
£rom any ncglcft in tlit cxcrcife of tliat power; wliethcr from any dcfcfl in the 
^onAitiitioUj or Iti the execution of the odice tliat audits the accounts; or whe-> 
jher it is occafioned by any ofaLtruilions thrown in the nay by the^ccoumafali 

persons thcmfclveit^ 

We inquiicd, in the firft place, whither there ciift? my compulfivc power to 
briu g in public accountants, and what (Icps arc taken previous to their account* 
ing. Upon (hefe points, Mr, John Hughfon* clerk of the debentures, in the 
ofh cc of the auditor uf tlie exchequer; Adam'Marhni Efq* firfl dtrk in the 
oRiccof the king's tcmcmbrauccr in the exchequer^ and Mr. Alexander Bcniiet, 
one of the fworti clerks in the fAWio offace^ gave uethe following information. 

The jwver of compclliLig public aceountaat^ to come to account, is lodged 
ill the court of exchequer: It is excrcifeJ by either ao ordinary or an extraordi* 
nary proceft. The ordinary procefs, is a writ of DlJ^rijigai od Coitipumndum^ 
iflued by the king^j remembrancer periodl tally, and of courfe, after every llfuoble 
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tcirm* T]i« extraordinary piocefs, U a of Cftpjos ^hicb 

ijTuev ljy fpccial oHcr of ihe court of exchequer^ where the futn to be accounted: 
for h in daiijrer^ and upon particular appLicstioa made to them for tliAt purpofe* 
The pi^ucccdijiigs upon the ordinary proceia are la the foliowmg manner: 

Ati money ifined from the exchequer by the auditor of thu icccipt, is ilTued 
either upon account, ui t^vithout necounc : It doe? not depend uputi ha dlfcretion^ 
winch of thefc forms he fhall make ufe of; he in governed by ilu: authur^y chec 
dircf^s thcilfue; that js^ either by an afl of parUamenti or by the king*a war* 
rant uiulrr the great or privy fcal ; aud by no other,'^ftuurity than ihcfc can money 
bt ifTued out of the exchequer^ 

Twice in every year, afiercachof the iffusblc term?} the auditor of the receipt 
makLii out H roli,^ called the general impixft rolLt vvhich contains ail the fuitii 
iil\i(;d fiom the exchequer upon account, during the preceding half-year, withe 
the nanus of the per I on? to whom, nnd for what ferviccs, ilTued. This roll U 
recorded hy the ckrk cf the pdh, and trannnitted to the ofiice of the king^a 
rcirembraiicer; a mode of proceeding dirrffed by the afl for the better obferva- 
tion of the courfc auticntly ufed in the receipt of tlie exchequer. 

About the faiTiQ time that this Impreft roll comes to the king^a remembrancerp 
the nudirors of the impiclt make out and fend to him a txrtihcate of the account! 
depending in rhdr office: by thefe jneans tho king*? remembrancer has every 
haif*ycar fall information to regulate hi 1 proceedings ; the general impreft mJt 
tcll-s him what perfons arc ^become accouiuable, and for what fumi^; and the im* 
pi eft crrtiiicatc fhews him which of thofe pcHbn? arc proceeding to pafs their ac* 
cininiii, and how far any of them have proceeded in pafTing them. This officer 
exercife? :t diforctionary power, both as to the perfons againft whom, a&d the time 
when, he fhall itfue the J)i^n»g3s\ He pays little attention to the general im* 
preft roll, for two rcafops; firft, becaufc niany of the fuma mentioned therein to 
have been iffued on account, are neveitlieLtfs in their nature not rubie£l;| nor 
intended to be aceounted for; as fatariel, and payments for fmail fervicet per- 
fmmcdl^ And, fccoudly, becaufc thofe fum? which are intended to be accounted 
for, having been ilTued fo recently a8 within the Jaft half year only, may not 
have been applied to the purpofes for which they were inceuded, or, if they have, 
the accountant}' can hardly be fuppofed to be ready with, and to have prepared 
theft accounts for examinatioa fo fooii after the application. 

The imprtft ccriificatt h the iriftrument by which the king’s rernembraucer, 
in confultatioit with the deputy auditor of the impreft, is.governed ns to the per¬ 
fons again ft whom he ftiall Iftuc this procefs. Where the accounra therein ftated 
appear to be of very ancient date, or depending and inatrniii of profecution, 
fucli accouDtflnts are not put in proeefv; if the accounts are of Ute date, and the 
accountants, having had a rcafonabk time for preparation, have taken no ftcpi 
for the profecution, agaiufttbcfe the Vtfirtj^ar iffucs- ^ 

All acedununts, unlefs the place of their abode is fpccifiedi arc fuppofod to 
rcfide, and moft of the vcountanu do in fa£t rcfiJe, within the jtirifdic* 
tion of the ftiLrifiV of JL.i>ndou and Middlefex : To them, therefore, jyjjlrtM* 
gai agalnft thefe aceouncants iftaci. We required from the klng^s ixmcmbi^ancct 
the writ of Dijirlngas that ilTued to thofe fticrift’s after the laft Hilary term, wUh 
'the return and fchcdulci nunexed, for' our iafpii^ion; a copy of the writ and re* 
turn is inferted in,the appendix. 

The Ithcdut cs annexed CO this writ arc very numerous; many of them contain 
large fums. They are of various dates; and fome viry aiicjent, as far back as 
VoL.

fam for which he ii to account:, and tlie ftrvici^^ for which it was ilfucd. The 
remrn of the {hcniflfs to the wdt before us is, as ta all the accountants in the fevc- 
rul fehedufesthereto a^nnexed, iniiilcriminHtdy, that none of them had any lands 
or chattels in his BaUiwich hj which he could dlftriiin thtnii oor were they found 
^in the fame ^ that is, in the language of ofhec, a NJAH return, or KuHaAojia 
and NffM fjl in*\>cntus. 

From the information of Mr* John Benfon, the principal clcik in the office of 
the iheridf of Middicftx, we Ecara the prsflicc of the offico relative to this writ. 
It is ufuat not to oxecutc )t; i is a prucefs of cuurfc} and the return indurfed 
upon the wnc before us, is the conflaiit regular return upon every one of thcfc 
periodical writs of Dijlri/tgai ad C^mfuitamiititT. 

The king't remembrancer,'after it is returned to Ills ofllcc, tnkes off from tlit 
bundle of ftheduUs the returned writ, together with tliofc fchcdules in which thii 
purpofe of the I>ijlri^gas has been Lhti^fied, and hltis them with the writ: the 
rccdalndtr of the fcbcdulcs, with the addirion of the names and fchcdulcs taken 
from the laft imprch certtlicatc, arc anncKcd to the renewed writ, and arc ilTued 
Cgain to the fheriff. Upon his appofal lu the court of exchequer, the new 
fchcdulcs^re rei^d to him, and he is qucHioiicd upon his oath rclacivL to the 
cutidn of this writ: Ujs nnfwer is ufually agrceaMc to his return. Sometimes 
the baron of the exchequer htfr^rc whom he it ap|.iofcd, where the particular 
Cafe ftrikea him, dirc^s the flierlff to return JfTues to^a certain amount: iu chat 
cafe the flieriff alters his return, and itidorfes upon tfiw w'rit the iffucs direfteJ, 
wliicti are tranfinitecd to the pipe office, to be levied by procefs from thence ; 
but of this proceeding the infltanecs arc rare, and the officer of the ilicrifF of 
Ikdiddlefex rccollcfls but one lEiAancc tn thirty ciirce yesrs, where ilFues were drawn 
down to the pipe, and levied. 

Having chui examined into the means of compeliing piiVhc accountants to 
cbriic to an account;, ivc proceeded, in the next place, t:> the office where thefft 
accounts arc audited j that is to the office of the auditors of the imprulh Of the 
cotlllitutionj antlvoihy, and execution of this office, w'r received 'to form at ion 
from John Hriy, J£fq, Idte deputy Audilcr, end from Charles ilania, Jifq. one 
€if the prefeitt deputy ALuliuini in the office of i-orJ Mount ft uart* 

This office is iiiLlltutcd for the lulu purpoft of auJhing anil examining the 
public accounts: It h cxccurcil by two auditors, indejivmlL-nt of each other-, 
eachhaving-R icpamte and diflitift office, his own dcpuiics, officers, and clerks* 

He U apjminrcd by letters patent. Upon Infpcflinii oi thofe by which Lord 
Sondes and Lord MountfEuart now enjijy this office, it appeal 3 that hHis appointed 
auditor </f the prefl or impreft, and foreign arcounis, to execute the office by 
himftl-f, or his deputy or deputies, during hji? goad behaviour. The poivcr 
therein dckgated to him i:^, to audit and determine, ihiththe advice, authority, 
and confent of the commiffionerit of the trenfury, and ehnucdlnr of the exche¬ 
quer, the account!! and vtciv't of accoimts of ftvc ml officer s and duties the re in 
.particuUr1 y fpccifled, and, in general, of all pc^lbni being accountable for any 
fwmt of mnney vtccivtd by the name of imprefl from the king, or any other 
parfrir. luhis mine, and to lie applied abouttheaf^irs of the king: It is confined 
to the oxAtninaiioii ol" the accounts^ he ha« no power in bring the accountajits 
before hinu if not coitipclkd fay the exchequer procefs, they conic at their own 
pleafure only* By the gtactal Imprcil roll from the exchequer every lialf year,

The urenunts auilitcd in this ufTice ttv of two kinds ^ ordinary and extraordi- 
nary» I hc ordinary accounts are prepared, made up, and preknted cothc lorda 
of the trcafuiy for dccbratlonj by virtue of the Authority veiled in the auditor by 
the Iciters patent. The extraordinaty accounts are prepared, made up, and pre^ 
rented for declaration, in purfuanceof a fpccial warrant obtained for tbit purpofe^ 
either from the kinf; or from the treafury ; previous to tbe application for thi* 
warrant, the Audiror examines the account and vouchers, makes up a Hate of it^ 
and prcfcijts h to the trtaiuvy for their appixibation and itnowancc* In eonfe>*' 
quenceof fuch allowance, a warrant is procured , which directs the Bitditor to 
prepare, makeup, and prefent for dcdaratiou, the account, conformably to tlw 
flate of it fb approved €if and a I lowed ♦ tVhich of tbefe extraordinary accounts 
recjuiicthc kin^j's, and which a treafury warrant, dous unefeem to be afccriained 
by any known diflinfUon the auditor is^taught by * he ufa^re of ofUcc only, 
which he is to apply for. The accuuius of governors and quarter-maHcrB gene- 
jral are paJlvd by the king^s wairanc^ the accounii of coatraflofs, by a treafurj 
vvarraut- 

borne of the accounts arc annual, end have a continuance; os thofe of the 
trcafiirer of ihe navy, ond payfuaftcr general of the forces j fitch accounts art 
ufiially pailalf a year’s account alternately in each office i other accounts are car¬ 
ried, at the option of the accountant, to which of the two ojhccs he chufes^ but 
jT is in the power of the lords of the treafury co-dircflt an account to he audited 
in eititcr office j and tliete fonlc accounts, fuch as thofe of the Bank aud 
South Sea company, which are audited by both ofhccra jointly^ ^ 

Having thu^ obtained a general knowledge of tlic mode of tranfa^ing the bu- 
^ tmefs of this oJhce, \vc procccilcd to inquire hito the application of tiick gcnciol 
rules to the auditing and palfingtl^c particular accounts + ^ 

We bei^an this inquiry in the ftme order in which we had examined into the 
offices themfeives j that flrll with the accounti cjf the tieafuver of the navy* 
We requiicd from the auditors of the imprest the lafl deeUred account of a trea- 
fiirer of the navy, with the ledgers, charge, dlfchurgc, and other materials fi'om 
which that account was made out* The account tranfmitted to us pUiTuanc to 
this rcquifitidn, was that of the late Crcotgc Grenville, for one year, cudiiig the 
3f{lof December, 1750, \fith three'folio kdgm, and udicr dcrached pa^xii'i; 
comprehending the total charge upon, him for that year, hk total dikbsrgii, and 
two ahftmflfi* ' 

Thu charge cntififls of two paits j the improft roU, and the volunMry charge* 
Tilt Impicil mil contains ail the fums iinprcClcd hini from the txvUequer du¬ 
ring the period of his iicmnnt } and U produced the treafuror tlic am-,tor 
his proof fur (hat cliarga* The voluntary cU:trgc cuiitains all the fum? rc- 
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celTcd by him during the fame time upon other accouAtSj and dcduftinns mndc 
, by him in hii paymeSta j that U to fiiy, impreft* of former trcafureis cUdmd 
by him, njoncy arifing from the falc of old navy and vidtualling ftorcj and ck- 
^yed proviGong,. abatements from bUh, and from Diip^ and lick and hurt 

books, from half-pay liAsp and Chatham cheft. 

Thedikhargc ennfids of entries of the following articles : ail the bilh paid by 
hihi in the year i ?59, for the ordinary and extraordinary JiAvy fervicts, for the

The Ollier divifion of the accounc is the dlfcharge* Of this the greateft part 
is taken from the abftrafl ahftrafl^ed* The heads are copkd into tlic account, 
with the total rmu paid for each head, not the particuUr articles compofing th:3i 
total, except in th[f following Inftances. In the navy difeharge ; bounties, dif*' 
hurfements, extra payments, jKnfious, faUries, fick and hurt payments, fhlpii 
books, rent, and rewards. Id ihe viftallmg dilcharge; extra p)iymcats, fuU* 
rU's, reni;, and workmaixlhip- Of thefe heads it has been the ufage of ofhcc 
enttr upon the accxjrtjiit each particular article ; and for this reufon \ it enables rlie 
auditor to refer with greater facility to former accounts, and guard agnnll a fh- 
cond credit of ihe* fp roe pay mem* He dues not t'angc the aiticiet under each

the perfon^ themfclves who have received the fums, and they arc murned ac- 
countable. This lift, in a. long trcdfurctlhip, fwalls ton gicatlizc', it iranf- 
fnitted from the pay office of the navy, (igned by three corttmiJrionerj* and ;id- 
mitted upon the authority of that li^^naturc. The names on the tranfmitteit lift 
ve entered in the order of time in. which the impreft bills w'crc paid i but th:y 
acre tranfpofed upon the account into an alphabetical order, for two reafnnt i th^t 
tl\ the Turn* imprefted to the fame petfoii may be brought together j and, that 
each article may be the more cafjy found hereafter, to be marked in the margin, 
whfrn it li cleared in a fubfequent account t but in the final accounts that arc nttw 
making up in the trrafurer's office, the mode of ranging the names of the infu- 
pers alphabetically is adopted- The laft ftep is comparing the balance ftated by 
the auditor with the balance of 1 he tix:aPurer, and , if it agrees, the account is 
completed. A fhorc Date of this account is diawn up in the auditors office ; tlli* 
Hare the accountant tWears to, or, if a peer, attefts, before the barons, of the 
cathequer, of commlllioners appointed by them. The total charge upon Mr. 
Grenville in this account, for the year 17^9, i^ 6^674,a£^h the totaldirdurgct 
4,55^,1051. 

Of every account two parts are made out in the auditors office’, the one on 
paper, talltd The Declared Account, or declaration ; ihc other on piirclimtnt, 
calkd empbaiicTlly The Account ; both of them ore figned by the deputy audi- 
thrt, prefented to the lords of the treafury for declaration, ftgned by the clmti- 
ccllor of the exchequer, by two other lords of the treafury, and by the chief 
bAton of the exchequer* The declaration is prtftrvcd in The auditors office ■ 
•odihc account ts carried to the offices of the king's remembrancer, and of the 
lord trcafui'cr's rcmcimbranccr, and then to the pi^JC# whcie it remains, and from 
whence the trcaftiror retcivci his quietus. 

Such is the progrefi of an account of a treafurerof the navy through the office 
«f the auditors of the impreft. * 

As none t>f the vouchtra, except thofts for the cxita j^ayments, arc produced t* 
the auditor, but he rcUei for the exiftervrc, aa well as for the truth of them, vl^ht. 
the fubfcriptioii uf the three commifTionera of ihe navy, we thought it ncccJTary 
to enquire what is the cxAminaiion given in the navy office to clicfc accounts, 
that wurrar^la the com mi fli oners in ftamping fo Rreat a credit upon thefe cnincs- 
To this purptjfe we examined the officers who are*employed in thofe branches of 
the n.ivy, victualling, and Tick and hurt offices, through which theft; accounts 
pafu - 

In the navy office, we examined Mr* Offiorne Standtrt, chief clerk to the 
comptroller of the accompts of ihu trc;i{urcr of the navy in the bill office, and 
Mr* William P^ynrer, his chief clerk in ihe ticket office ; Mr. Benjamin Hall, 
chief cleik to the comptroller of the navy in the branch for the payment of fta- 
tnens wa^eSf and Tliomaa Davies^ hib chief cleik in the office for bills and 
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Mr. Robi^ri: Grcgfba^ chief clerk to the d«rk of the j End Mr» 
1l Tv»^i chief clerk to the comptroller of the eccountt* la

1 he yearns account of a treafarcrof the navy is made out in the ihice braachci 
of hi^ oilice, each branch attciiding to that part o^*.he account which rcbuis to 
it! own bufitiEfs, and tranfmitting it to the oSice of the auditors of the intprcll. 
The vuudiLrs both for the charge and difchargc, and the enEri» of thofc so-a-m 
chers ill [lie hdioiit, all receive an cxaininatioit, cholic, and correction, in fome 
branch or other of the navy, vifluaUing, or fick and hurtutficca, previous to 
their being limned by the cominiJtioner# of the uavy,- and to the tranfmilfioji of 
the icflioiis to the ofricc of the auditor. 

The charge is cheeked in the foJlowing manner As to the imprcH part, the 
exchequer every month, and the treafurer imoicdiately after bis receipt, traafmit 
to the navy board certificates of all tht futna imprefted to him : twice in evtry 
month he cerhfie? to them all his receipts and payments in general ; the contents 
of thefe cciciricntcs are entered in the navy oflice; vsith thcfc entries his impred 
charge h compared, as well as veriricd by jhe iiripreH roll obtained by him from 
the ejechequer* 

As to the other part, which is the volimtAry charge, much the grcatcll part of 
it 13 dirc£lcd into his hands by Icttei ^ from eiUicrthe navy or vlftuAlliag boards i 
of which Letters entries arc made in the rcfpcfllve gfTiecs; and as he receives the 
turns Tpentioncd in thofe tetters, he inferts them tn hU next certificate ^ befidea 
which, the fums received by him from imprefi;! cleared, and from abatements on 
bills or books, appear upon the face of the bills and books tliemfclvcs, and every 
bill is reghlercd in Us proper olHcc^ The voluntary charge confills of three parts, 
and)£ made out, one part in each braiich of the treariircr'i office. That made 
out in the pay branch, confiflingof abate menu on Uiip and yard books, and half-* 
pay hik^f is checked and examined in the office of the comptroller of die navy, 
by a Ledger kept there for the fpeelal putpofe of entering every one of the articles 
contained in that charge, and which entries ate taken from the books themfclvet, 
the fums there Inferted having been calculated, examined, and compared in three 
different afficcs. That made out in the cafhier's branch, cnnfifitng of ifnprefis 
cleared in former tteafurcrlhipc, abatements from bills, money produced by the 
Ikle of old fiorcs, and received from the ruccelTor, w examined and checked by 
encriet made of every article that Compofes it in the office of the comptroller of 
the treafurer^s accounts- 'J'hat part made out in the riffualLing brajKih, ccufijl-* 
jEig of iiuprcfls cleared, abatements from bill a, fums arifing from the fale uf old 
ftoics, fcti uf oxen, and decayed proTifions, is examined with the cntricii in the 
ledger, kept in that branch of the viftualliag office, for keeping the charge upna 
the treafurer; in which ledger every article of this charge is entered, either from 
the letters direftiiTg the payment, or from the bills themfclves: a copy of this 
charge u figned by three eommiiliontrs of the victualling, which is the warm at 
for theiignature of the three commilUoncra of the' navy, upon that copy which 
U fent to the audlcar's office,

For every flup fivis Ijouks are mdulc out, coplca of c-ich other, lodged in tlirct 
di^cETnt dcpaitmcnts of the navy odjce, otie in that bMuch uf the ofiicc of t|m 
comptroller of the treafurer^? aeeL)mjt.i, c'dled the ticker ollicc ; two in the ofTicc 
of the CDiupirullcr of ihe navy, one of ilicm for tijo toiumillluner who comptroU 
tilt payments, lUc other for the coniptroller’s clerk who attends him ; and two irt 
the oliiee of ihc trtafurcr: this Ijook contains the naine^, the times of fciYicc, 
and tile dtfAlcatiotts of tverv iieitbn belonging in ihat fhipj, together with the full 
and nett wages of all perfons who nrc paid iJjMin that l^wk j ah thefi; feveral futTis 
. aic calculate J, cxurniticd, and checked, both in the ticket office and iu ibe office 
of I he compit'Dl'lcr of the tijw j and the full fum to be allowed the rreafurer for 
the pay of ibatfhip, ii entered at the end of the diip'^ book, and is the fame Aim 
in the crcafuicr'a ledger, which he claims to be allowed him for the payment of 
that dnp. 

When a flvip is pniil, a commifTloncT of the navy, two clerks the frea* 

finer"? office, and one fituti each of the comprollers* oHjcce actciad, Xrhtvhh Ida 
bouk; by which meant they arc 4 check upon each other: three of thefe book» 
arc mnde up at the fame limcj and compared together, and remain aftcrw'ardE, one 
io£ (he oStec of the trcaiiirer, another in that of the comptroller, and the ^ird it\ 
that of the compfreller of che trcafuict*? accountE^ The trcafurcr"' tcMionSj 
containing the Aims paid upon the lliip"$ books, are taken from the full books,

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In cdixfeqdencfe of thi^ elimination of the entdit die Mi^flireTU ledger* 
tlie Touchen for, end entnet of the fame dttlctci in the books of the 
ferent branches of the navy, vifhjallingp and fick and hurt offices, i2)e comihir* 
Honcrr of the navy are auchonfed to to the eatiici in th&t ledger a credU 
equal to the credit of origioal voueften, and to gtre to the treaforera dirpenfatioti 
with the produ^ion of thofc originals in the office wK^re he is tinaily to paA hti 
accounts. 

The information we have thus coUeCled, enables ui to form fome judgment of 
the caufes of the delay tn palTing the accounts of the treafurcr of the navy, ai 
wcU ds fapplics us With matter for regulation, worthy, in our opinion, to bft 
fubmitted to the at tern ion of the lcgifldturc» 

The cauft; of delay thai occurs the fiil^ in this inquiry la, the not e^ccotlng 
the eompuLfory procefs intcnduf to bring in perfoui to account* This is a ronreo 
of delay that extends to every account fubjeft to be paffed in the auditor's officcii 
A diftre5 U an nucicut and legal method of forcing a perfon to do certain a£^ii 
which rhe Uvv requites of him, and it it an cAcdtual method ; for he refufes at 
the perd of fnrfenTjng to the ciown a part of his property, and if he contiauet 
rcfttflory, of having that forfeiture encicafed till he obeys ; but the Difirijtgas 
ctd Cornffuianditm is a pi ocefs utterly nugatory | it ilTucs out of mete form; and, 
though levelled at perfons who have mlJUans to account for, it is never executed* 
The IcRgufage of office, warrants the fficri^ to give it under his hand, and to 
con5rm it by his oath in the court of Exchequer, that the treafurcr of the n^vy 
is not to be found cither in the city of London 01 in the county of Mlddlcfex, 
and that the paymaAer general of the forces has neither lands nor .chattels tsK 
cither of thofe diAufls by which he can be diArameL 

So far aq the picfent fyAem of paAing the public accounts fhall be rcuined, 
this procefs ought to be made cAc£lu<il; it cannot he fo in in picfenc ftate, The 
Wilt muft be difincumbered of tliat load of old and ufclefs fehedules, at prefent 
■Iwayv annexed to it4 Authoitiy Diould be given to iqfpc6latid feruuiiixe the llfta 
of pcrfons, who Aand at this time accpunCable to the crown for money impreAcd 
oj ilTued to them on account, and to diAinguilh thofc who are of ability and ame¬ 
nable from the inffilvent, and thofc whofe accounts are lemote anddcl^mte, and 
who can neither themfclvcs nor their rcprefcatatives ever be profecuted with any 
hopes ofTuccefs^ The names and fcheduici of the latter ffiould all be takeis 
from the writ; the former only Ihould be annexed; and upon all named in the 
fchedules annexed, the unit ffiould be executed, and they ffiould be eotnpeUed to 
appear upon the return, and give the reifbni for the delay before the 
judges, the baroni of the exchequer* ^ 

The certificates of the accounts dcpendiiig in the office of the audhori of the 
impreil require the like correflion* Fublic infiruments Ibould not be incumbered 
with ufekfv matter : nothing ffiouId be inferted in them bui what tends to anfwer 
the purpofe defigned by th^ ; but thele certificate! arc filled with fUle acedunta 
that have been depen^ng, tbany of them, for a century, the accountants for¬ 
gotten, the line of their neprefentation nor to be traced, no vouchers to be f do ndt 
no vcAiges of them whatever renuiJAtng, fave what aio preferved, to no purpofe, 
in thefe inUruments; they puixEe and confound the oikers they are Intended to 
inform; they engage th« time of clerks that might be ufefuUy employed, and ibr 
which the public pay,

are cail up, and the total entered in the column of full wages. Every colut^n U 
caft' up to a total, and the treafurer, whofe book it is, js allowed, and that book / 
fo filUd up it his voucher, for the total fum in the column of fuU wages ^ but au 
he hit paid the feamen, not their full hat theirnett wages only, be dird^rge* 
himfclf of th^ di^reate, that ji, of the defalcations, by die receipt* of the pupfer^ 
or other p$:rfunt ctititUd, to whom ho has paid them i and if be has not puld sll 
the defalcatioTif, he charges himfolf with what remains unpaid in hie yoluofaiY 
charge of the year, in which be has credit for that diip^ bot^k, ^nd thiifemaiu- ^ 
dcr it afiterwuda paid by thetrenfuTer inofBce by a defUcatiou ll{b» , , 

The keeping open the fhip’ books fo long as they are at preTent, preren^ 
the after-claim ants Fram being very Diimefoiit, and conroquently the 1^ of ar* 
reart from being very tong ; Infoniiuch that it ferves a fmgle voucher only^ 
fbr the amount of the nett Aim of the payment* made upon this lift by a tmAitw 
during his whole trci^farorttiip, and that nett total Aim h entered ai one paytMitf 
in hit fi pal account, ^ 

From tht* defeription of the mode* of paying fhlps now In ufe in the nmf 
office, it appears, that there doea not at this time exlft a method, by whidi# 
fubfe(|uent treafurer paji claimants upon Ihipc* book* paid by and belongidg to 
hii prodcccffor, aAer they arc finally clofcdand made up ; and tlA*^ method iv by 
a- lift of arrears. Suppofe, then, all the ftiip*^ book* paid upon by a treaFuFei^ 
were, upon his refiguation or death, to be immediately laid by, and all pay« 
ments upon them to ccafc t could the Fuccccding treafurer, by the Fame mtui^ 
pay all the remaining'claimants upon thofe books, without any-tnaterlal mcctovtfw 
idence, either to the fcamcn or to the pay office ? 

Thli depend* upon the difference which the fabAitutioii of the lift of uireaif 
jn the place of the ffiipt^ book* will occaftou in the paymenti^ The previom a^ 
plication by the claimant to the navy board muft he difpenfed with. The. 
books, inffcad of being fenttothc navy office after they are clufed, muff rmaii^ 
At the out ports a* they do now* Lifts of arrear*, diftinguilhed from ihoft uftd 
after the ffiipi book* are made up, muff be kept there at weH a* in Lonfinup 
Thus far there feemi to be no difficulty. At preftar, if a fingle claimant ap« 
pears upon a recall, hls'lhtp'^ bonk 11 examined, hit name found, his wage* avtf 
calculated, the epen column* of dcfalcatioai and the col urn na of wage* filled up; 
upon the ihip'a book. If he i* paid upon the Uft of arrears, hi* book i# 

equally txafnined, the fame calculations and the fame entKes are made;; bat int 
the one cafe, the cntriti are made in the fhip^t book, and in tJie other, upott tito--. 
lift of arrears i and befides this, the ortginal entries appcAring upon, the 
))pokare copied from thence ;iito the lift of arrears $ and this it tho only 'diffc'^ 
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between the two method* of payment. As tbie copying takes up timcj iho- 
|i4yinent upon a lift of arrears is longer than the payment upon a ihip^s book, bj 
the length df time it takes to traiifcribe tUefe entries. 

I Upon infpefttDn of a ihip'* book made up, and nf a lift of arrears, the entries 
tmuferibed Hppear to be, the name of tJie eUimant, the current number, the «]ua* 
Iit 7 . the times of entry and of difeharge, whhfrom three to fitre cafuaL dcFalca- 
uons; for though there are fouitccn columns for calual defalcations, yet there 
are fcldom entries made in more ^hait 6^0 of them ;, and tUele are ufiially for 
cfoath* of difTcicnl kind*;, tobacco, and the two nionllis advance. The name of 
th* Jhip likewifc, to ivfikh the claimani belonged, is entered upon the lifi ^ and, 
topneveut over payments, the Ihip’s book Js in'Arked, oppolite the name, a* paid 
by of arrears. From theJe entrits arifcs all the additional trouble to the pay 
derk*, and delay to the fsamca, by the fubditution of the lilt of arrear* in the 
^(icc of the flilp's booK*. 

A* there are now, at every payment upon recall 1, bciide* the comtniflioncr, 
hk clerk, anda fcoond clerk in the treafurer^s oITtce, three [uy clerks, with each 
It jhip’* book in which the fume entric^s are made ; fo at a payment upon a lllf of 
tnreart there muft be the like number of cktks and lids, and the fame CAtriea 
43 iacie in cadi lift; but tr-irifcribirtg Ltico the three lilts will take up no marc time 
than the tranreribingintoone, if an attending clerk reads the entries in the Ihips' 
^ooks, whilfl the other three tranthiibc them into thnr lifts. Where tbc num¬ 
ber of claimants is not great, tlie time it takes to tranferibe thefc articles cannot 
be very confidemblc. Where the payment i$ in eonfc^uencc of a lift fent from 
ibe fhip, xvhich is the uAial courfe, and where eictra^lt are to be procured, tbero 
U alway* time enough to trunferibe the entries before the hft U returned to the 
captain i aud in thitenfe the a^ual payment is more cafily traufaflcd ^ for w]icr« 
tlie claimt arife upon dijferent ftiips, all are entcrud upon the lift of arrearSf 
the trouble of turning to each Ihip^fibook is avoided. In payment of ihefc lifts, 
care mull be taken that tho captain fends on fhorc to be paid all who are return¬ 
ed to him capable of being paid, that the payment upotrthc lift of arrears maj 
b« complete* A ftek man may be paid afterwards, or if a man is prevented 
ffom coining at all, his name may be ftvuck nut of the lift.. 

Xherc is one inftnnce, and the only one that occurs to us, in which the time 
taken up in tTanfcribing^ may be material; that is, where, upon a ftiip’s being 
paid oSj a number bf her men are turned over to a Ihip under failing orders, and 
the captain applies for their immediate payments in this cafe, at prefent, the 
contmlftioucr goes on board with his pay clerks, and pays the men that are turned 
OT<c upon the ihip's book ; was he to pay them upon a lift of arrears, 
jXifttbly take up near double the time, and the fervicc would be fo far retarded* 
Xhis.cnfjtcao happen only in time of war ^ and where the feryice prclTes, and 
the dbptain has not time to fend on. iliorc a lift of the feamcn who are to be paid ; 

where the vacancy of the trcafuierlhip happens between the pay day of the 
ihip., book and the time ivhcn ihc men turned over, oali for their wages. 

, _Ai fo many circumftance:. muft occur, and confequently the Cafe can rarely 
wc do not think the inconvenience that may arlfe In this one accidental 
‘CounterbaUnce» the many public advantages that certainly attend it in. 
evvry other event; nnd co^jifaqueutlyt that tbc propofed regulation ought not 
therefore to be rejefiled. 

But the time cmuloyvd in paying the Teamen upon the ftiipt’ hooks, a$ well aa 
upon lifts of atrear*, may, in our oplDtoii, be Jhoitciicdi and the pay clerk* bo 

FcUcycd 
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rd'ttivrd from foTnc put of their trouble. The fums applicable to the cheft,’ 
the hofplta], the chrCG'pcikce ID the pounds and the marine ftoppage^, are deduo 
tionsj after a certain rate, out of the wages of the ofliaers, fcamoD, and inanne«^ 
we applied to the commin]0]ier» of the navy, to know by what authfvity thefe 
dedu^iom arc made* From their retiKDs to our^requijrtloa, we colleff tbc fot* 
lowing obfervation : 

The copy of an inquidtion taken at Rocheftertn the fifteenth year of Jamea th* 
Firff, before commiliioners of ch:iritable ufet apiiointed to enquire Into the ftatc 
of the fund belonging tothechefl at Chatham, recitcii the origin of the p^tymenr 
of the fix-pcncc (pait of the dcdu£liun of one (hilling) to the cheft at Chat>* 
ham ; an txtra£l of fo much of it as relates to the fubjeft matter before nt, we 
have infcited in tht appendix i and from thence it appears, that this deduction 
commenced rn the year 1^90, and was a voluntary gift and contributioii of 9 
certain portion of thtir rclpcflive wages, by the mafters, marinicri, fhipwrights^ 
uud feafuring men, then employed in the fervicc, to be o perpetual relief for hurt 
und maimed mariners, carpenters, and feamcn. 

The four-pence to the chaplain, and the two-pence to the furgeon, which arc 
the remaining parts of the one Ihrljing dedu£lion under the title of the CheH, art 
very ancUnt* The commifTioncn of the navy have not bcett able to trace them 
to their origin* One fhilUng was the abatement in the che(^ coluuintn the year 

The deduflion of (ix-pcncc, under the t^tle of the Hofpital, is ordered, by 
the a£l of the 7th and Srh of William the Third, chap^ ^ih, to be made from 
the wages of the feamen, and applied for the "better fupporc of Greenwich hofpr- 
uU An order of the boanl of adiniralty, dated 3d September, >696, dircEi) 
the navy board to carry this aft into execution. 

His late Majcfly, King Geoi'ge the Second, in conlequence cf Yoluntary 
agrcecnent of the officers of the navy, by a cOTnmtfnnn dated the 3ath of Auguft, 
1731, direfis, that the tbrec-pcnce in the pound fhall be from chat time abated 
from the perlbnal pay and half pay of officers therein defertbed, for the relief of 
poor widows of commiBioned and warmnt ofTicen of the navy, and appoint* 
cotnmiffioncrs for coDdu£^Jng ehi^ charity ± chit commifBon was carried 
execution by an order of the board of admiralty, dated 19th Septembet, 173*, 
dired^cd for that purpofe to the commiffionera of the navy. 

The mariDc ftoppages are dire6lcd by an order of the fame board, dated sd 
November, 175*. 

Where a fund is to be created and eflabUfhcd for a public purpofe, a grofs 
fum is better calculated for it, than a fum eompouitded of various dedudl^iont ; 
the one is fimple, eafy, and certain } the other, complex, troublcfome, and un¬ 
certain. The commijGHonurt of tbc admiralty and of the navy mtift have full 
knowledge what fa ms have been iirticd every year out oT the ^ cheik, to the 
cheft at Chatham, Greenwich hoipittk, and the fund for the relief of poor wir- 
dows, ever fince their iuflituflon* They may conjecture, from the cxpctictice 
of many years, what will be the wants and Applies of ihofe charities, in every 
pofliblc Atuacioii df the navy. ^ The wages of the ofhcei't and feamen is the fntid 
for them all. No reafon, then, occurs to us, why, on fettling the navy efia- 
blilhment every year, certain portions of that fund l^uld not be appropriated t» 
the fupport of theft charities, to be ifTued, from time to time, by the treafurer 
of the fiftvy. At prefcivc, he :^vanc«9 to all of theiB funis i)i> account, and

as tlic year The fiimc hoArds niufl Likewifc be acr|Oaiiitcd with the in¬ 

comes of the chaplain and furgehn of every fhip, of whatever rate in the navy ^ 
at they know nvhat is a proper and adequate compenfacion for their feTCTRl 
lerviccR- What objeAloOr then, arifes to the h 1 lowing to each of them, initead 
dT thefe ded 11 ^^Uunf, one IVatcd, ceiTAiii} anuuaj faUry, iceordihg to hii Nation, 
poyitblc out of the fund of ? 

Jt appears, in our judginent, a general, ofcfal regulation, wherever it jj 
pta^icablc, to lake away the diftitiftioo between nomimd and real wage* and 
faLaries, that the vcpntcd compenfatlon for fervice may be the Turn aflually ro- 
ceired, that every man may know tlic price of his labour and abilities* Where 
the nominal exceeds thr real, an ignoiant mind fufpefts fraud, and a weak one i$ 
deceived by an imaginary iRcamep 

As the modes fuggefied of providing for thefe charitici, and of paying the 
chaplains and furgeons, appear to us to be pra£t]cable, they ought, in ouropi'* 
■tiop, to be fubilitutcd in the place of the model in ufej one conrequchce of 
which will he, that tlie four coin mu s of the ched, the horpkal, the tltmec-pcnce 
in the pound, and, the marine stoppages, are rendered urdefs, and may left 
out of the fhipi*’ bookvi 

TIterc is another defalcatjon, which, in our opiniokt, ought to be omitted for 
the future, as not anfwerin:' the end propofedi that is, the dedu^ion under the 
title of venereal cum. This is a payment to tiie furgeon of fifteen fbillings 
for every cure; find b dire£led to b« charged agAinfl their wages by an order 
of the board of admiralty, dated qth of April, J756* Before that year, the 
inuL£t upon the teamen wasutic pound ten iliiUings for every cure} the order m 
ducei It to fifteen diillings i and flatcs, among other rcafons for tlic reduf^ion, 
“ that this great clurge cut the, fcamcn did not prevent the evil.’* If a certaht 
pecuniary mulfi was notfevere enough to prevent the odence in the year 17 
half that mui^t can hardly be fuppafed more efficacious in the year A 

puniflinjenr that ncitlier crirrefls the offender, nor deter* others, is in iticlf an 
evil, from which £hc fubjeft fhould be relieved; and therefore, wc think the,, 
furgeon (hould attend to every difeafe of the feamen ait the public ejcpence, and 
be allowed a certain Ccimpcnfation adequate to his fkill and trouble 

The omiflion of thefe five columns in the Ihips* bookJ, will accelei^ethc pty^ 
^eitcs, buth upon the book* and upon the lifts of arrears, by at much time at is 
jvuw takcD up ill making the calculations a ad entries inthofe c^umm. The ealcu- 
latiunt (however eafy they may be to perfoni accuflomed to them) and the entries, 
/thougli ihort, yet being numerous, muA, like the tranftrJpts iatdthe Lifls, take 
Up fomc rime* A book of a Ard rate, for Ax tnuatht^ ha* contamEd Che names 
of Aftecn Uundied and eighty- fix i^rfiins : upon tTie payment of a* many of theft 
men as aie rcamcn. Aims muA be calculated, and entriEi made in two column* 
vle^A* Where time is ft valuable, every poition «f iris wonlt ftving. 
i ' From this examination into the ededl that the lubftjtucion of the lift of arrcartH 
in,th< place of the Aiips* liouks, will have upm the paymeat qf the feamcn, we 
*tc led to be of opinion, if, upon the death or reAgnatibii of a ireafurcrt 
fti the Ihip^* paid by him jv< immediately clofcdi the fuccelTor may pay all

The account of hit payments by HAi i>f arrearG will be vaned* At preftiif^ 
the books being kept fo long open, the after-claim ant a are few; and one entry 
ferves in his hnat account^ for the whole fum paid by him for arrears during 
the time of his treafurerfHip^ and one Uftof arreari fuffitet for "his voucheri but 
if he pays upon liftt of arrears, all the pe^fonc left unpaid lipon all the book* 
by alt hJs predeceftbrs, thefe payments mu ft become fo very numerous, that in- 
ftcad of one item in his final aoepunt of the total fum paid by hltu for arrean in 
the cuurfe of his whole treftfurcrnitp, hemuft infert in his account of every yc^r 
the total CutTi$ paid by him during that year for arrears, at every port where he 
has a lift j and the lift made up, annually, at every port, will be his voucher for 
the fums paid at that port; but this alteration will ftill leave his account? clew 
hnd undifturbed. 

Ill one branch, this mode will be of advantage to the pay office, by fbortetLlag ^ 
their accounts. At prefent the pay clerks at each port ttanfmit every month to 
the navy ofBce an account, containing the fumi paid-by them upon the recalls of 
every ftiip during that month at their refpedlivt ports, diftinguilhing the trea- 
iurer by whom paid, in order that each fum may be pofted to the account of th* 
ending of each fhip's book In the ledger* From chefe returns the paymafter of 
the navy makes out monthly certificates of thefe payments. The places where 
payments are made upon recalls being four, and the ftiLps^ books of three trea-^ 
furers being open for pay meat, thefe certificates for the mouth of Auguft LafI 
were twelve; that,of Mr» Ellis contained the payments upon three hundred aUd 
fifty two Ihips; that of Colonel Barre, upon one hundred and ten; beftdes that 
of the treafurer in ofhee p Had thefe payments been made upon lifts of arreati^ 
they would have been all made by the trcafurcr in oftlcc^ and there Would have 
been four returns only, each enntaining a tingle article, being the amount of alt 
the payments upon the lifts of arrears at that port during that month, and pofted 
in the ledger 10 the account of payments on lifts of ari-ears; fo that, inftead of 
four hutitired and fiaty*two feparate articles inferted ia the returns, eatcrediiL 
the certificates, and pefted into the ledger, four entries only would have been made 
in each, ond confcquently twelve entries would have Terred iuftead of thirteen 
hundred and eighty-fia, for thefe payments in that month only. 

If the ftiipi' books of a treafurer may be chfed upon his death or refignation^ 
that which is aftigned asthe {ftincipaleaurefar tliedelny in making up his aceounti 
is removed; Not that this caufe is wide enough to covei the delay* The ihips* 
books are in arrt^r feven years only, but the Dccounts arc in arrear above twenty 
years; and tins delay refti with the office of the trvafurcr; for the materiaU 
which compofc the accounts of the year 176a, arc not compLcre in the office 6f 
the auditors of the imprcft; the reafbn given fur it is, a want of officers and 
VoL* X* X elerkt 
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clerks pfoptrly qualified tp mike up tke iccouuis iji irrear j for which the remedy 
is qbfviouB* * 

ThU cEfimmatlpn has enabled m to form art opinion upon oRothcr point of 
jtaomenc to the public* The kgiflacurc liaVL-j in the lafi feifion of pArliamcuc^ 
imroduced into the oHice of the pHynhafier general of the fojct;i» a jTLgulationp 
vrhichf as it fuem^ to us, may be applied as beneficially to die office of the trea- 
iurcr of the navy^ The ctiliody of the calh applieubic to the navy fervice^^ may 
be transferred from the tre^furei to the bank of England, and the account only 
of the receipts and paymenU be kept in his oihec* All the fums now received by 
him may be received by t!ic bank: Sums froin the exchequer may be impreficd 
to the bank: Sums directed by the letters of the ditferent Ixiards to be paid to 
him, may he dirtied to be paid into the bank : All bills alU^ned upon him for 
paytnent may btf paid, and all cxtia payments may be inndc by his drafts upon the 
,hvik- The payment of the feamun, the aitjficcrs, and laWuiers in the yards, 
ftnd the peifons in the hofpiEal Jhipfj and on tl^c half-pay lifis, muH be carried 
on ib the fame manner it is now ; Thefc men cannot be paid by draughts; they 
JtDiill havecafh; and with that caih the pay clerks mufl iSr entruilcd, as they arc 
itprefcnt, and the treafurer mufi continue to be ref^xinfibtc for them, as for offi¬ 
cers of Kifl appointment and under his control j but this will be no obfiruflioiL to 
the regulation. The money may be all iQued to the pay clerks by the drafts of 
ti-egfurcr upon the bank, according to the requifitions of the navy board, 411 
like manner as many of thefe fLitns arc ilfued at this day; and upon the death or 
Tcfignatioa of a treafurer, the balances cf his c*ifh in tltebank, and in the hands 
of hli pay elerki, may be flruck immcdiatclyi and carried over to the account 
.!of his fuccolTor- In this fituation the treafurer, ooither receiving nor paying 
|Hihbc money himfelf, can be ucilher debtor to jior creditor of the public, except 
01 far as he may be rcfprannblc for his clerks. On palling hU accouius, the bill 
iDdorfcd, or rcquilition of the navy board, is both his authority and voucher 
for hit draft. The draft indnrfcd is the voucher for the hank to prove their pay¬ 
ment* If thefe accounts agree (and they ought frequently to be compared toge¬ 
ther) it is highly probable that they arc both rights 

The only remaming fuurcc of delay, in the acaounts of the rrcpfurer of.the 
nlvy, that has come under our obfervation, is the ncceffity, a riling from the 
proTcnt courier of th^ exchequer, that thefe accounts Ihould pafs through the 
office of the auditor of the impreft* Public accounts ought certainly to Ik fully 
And accurately examined ibmewherc. Thu officer cDtrufled with public money 
ffiould give an account what he has done with it ^ and the public have a riglic to 
the farisfaflLon of knowing, that their money has been applied to the'^rpofes 
,fbr which they gave it. 

^ The treafurer of the navy tc an officer merely nilnifierlal; He neither receives 
fbor pays m confequence of any judgment of his own; but at he is direflcd, or 
Mjccrding to lifts prepared for him, and rules prescribed him; and therefore 
^ Infs his accuunts, is no more than to fee th\t hC'has an authority, and a 
i^p^re£t vnuchcr,. for every payment he claims to he allowed. 

.yr^Wt learn from the iaFormation of George Marfh, Efq. ,qne of the Com- 
of the navy ; and from Jouat Hanwayi'Efqi one of the commilfloners 

the victualling; and from Mr- Nathan Crow, chief clerk to the commifliq- 
of fick and hurt, chat the commilfioners of each office are ciitrufted wi^

eirccutcd to the amount of the demand ^vitU honefly and fidelity, and Recording 
to the terms and caiiHitioiis of the engagements Certain offictrsof thcfc boards, 
in their i-efpcfVivc dcpstitmcnts* compare the bills with the tcrm'i nf the enft- 
tra^s, and examine the computation^ find cuftiuga. The commijrioncn, rcly^ 
iog upon their accuracy nad hdclity, the bill loexamined upon the crea- 

fuier for payments The ireafurcr, hefore he tranTmits hii account or ledger tft 
the aurlitar‘1 of the imprcni, Icndi the fcrcral parts of it to difTcrent branches of 
the nary, vifl:ii:iJling, and fjck and hurt offices, with the vouchers 7 The offi¬ 
cers wlmfe bufinefs it in ihcfc dci^arrmcmts, coinpfiie the arEickt tn the ledger 
U'iih tiieir cotrrefpondcnt vouchers, anti vi'itb the eatriCif in their books of office^ 
this examination warrants the rubferiprion of the commlllicncrs of die navy to 
the ledger entries. The auditor compares the ahftrafV with [Jie particiilai itemt 
that compofu it: He recahs and recomputes the compound BjrticJcs, and makn 
fomc alteration in the arrange men t of ochersp 

From this flatc of the progrefs of thefc accounts, it ferms to us that the ac->- 
coumtN of the trenfurtr of the tiavy arc in faft not audited by the auditor of the 
impi ed:, but by the commifTioners of the navy. 

To the cmumlirioneis of the fbveraj board^^is committed the important truftof 
making and deciding upon the execution of all contrafls. They arc the fate 
judges of the rcfonahlenefs of the terms, and of the fidelity with wbicb they 
ate fbillilled: They direft the payments or fums to be advanceii on account, con- 
fequent to the complete or ixm performeinec oF the contta^s.

Of this materia! branch of an audit, the auditor of the Imprcfl Iws tiq cogni* 
xance: from the miturc and canfLitutioii of his office, lie is not compereut to 
examine iaro the p'ounds of theft payments; or, if he could examme, can he 
be qualified to decide upon the "proprttty of them ? Neither docs he fee any 
vouchers (except for the ftiw extra payments:) he relic* upon the teftimony of 
the commilhoners of the navy (a rcflimoiiy he is bound not to call in queffion)i 
that they exih, and warrant the entries; he dors no inore, in faft, than what 
has been previoully, and to alt appei^^nce fuffideittly, done to his hands In thn 
navy office, excepting the difiMifing nf certain articles in difTcrcTit orderf whicli, 
as far as it is ufcful, may eably be adopted in the office of rile treafurer^ where 
they are now profiting by his oxnmplc in the arrangernent nf the inftipcrs. Ernora 
may certainly cicape rhe navy and other officers.

;geacrally' the buhitcfi of clerks in ofHce, may, with equal fafety, be finally 
cojuTDittcd to the fime decifion^ 

are therefore of opimoti, tbRt midicing the aceountt of tho treafurcrof 
the nary, m the aihee of the auditorE of the imprcAf is unncccJlary^ and may 
be difpenfed with i that the proceedings of that office upon the accounts of the 
treafurcr^ no^ before fhould cealct Ritd the materials relative theicio be re¬ 
turned to the jofficc of the treafurcr, and that the auditors fhould be relieved and 
difeharged from aUatcei^tion to them for tLic future. 

Failing public accounts without the intervention of ihe auditors of the im- 
prcA, is no novelty ijf the exchequer- Thomas Kumfey, Efq- deputy auditor 
pf the excifcf inFormed us of the manner in which the accounts of the duties 
under the mauagoment of the commiffioners of excife arc pafted- Thefe com- 
milTionert are all jointly accountable for the fuius received and paid by them ort 
account of the cxcifc, and other duties committed to their truili they do not ^ 
pafs their accounts in the office of the iuditora of the impreft, but in that of the 
auditor of the CKCifc^ an office tnftitutcd for that fpccial purpofc- The ticcounts 
they pafs every year, arc, lixtccu ealh accounts, and fcvcntccti general accuum^- 
AU CRCcpt the malt arc made up to tlvi gthof July^ Each cafh account cfm-± 
tains the account of tlic weekly receipts and jiaymenrs of ihe commlilionLri 
themfelvcs only, relative to one or more duties^ It is made out by the Account¬ 
ant general in whofc department thofe duties arc^ After examinationi h li fwom 
toby all the fotnmiflioncra, before the curJi tor baron of the exchequer, about 
the May fbHowingj after which, it je dclivei'ed to the auditor of the cxcife, with 
all the vouchers: he cxaminc^f them, and reduces the account into the official 
form of the cMchcqucr: he makes out two parts., one on parcUmeut, ttiu ether 
on. paper, as is done in the office of the auditors of the imprcfl. 

Bchdes thefe cadi accounts- the general accounts arc likcwifc made up evciy 
year by the accountants general, the fame period. Thefe general^accounts ars 
iTiore comprchcnfiv^ than tho cafh accounts♦ They contain all the rctf iprs and 
payments of each particular duty by every colle&or iliroughout the kingdom, 
and at the office In London ; they are (igned by the refpeftive accountants general, 
and delivered to the auditors with thv vouchers. He examines and reduces them 
infx> the like official forms, and mekea out fimiUr parts of them. They are not 
iWomto by any one- Both the caffi and general accounts arc figntd by the de¬ 
puty auditor of excife, declared every year, ufually in June or July, bq^ort the 
'chancellor of the exchequer, and ftgncd by him and two lords of the trcafuryi 
aftcf which, the auditor delivers the parts on parchment to the king^s rcmcmi'* 
branccT, and retains the dccUmions in his own office- The total charge upon 
CornmifTioncrt of cxdfc, for the year was 7,479,613!-the total dif-

Thus have tve endeavoured, by fuggefting fuch regulations at appear to u* beft 
eakulatcd far the purpofe, to remove the caufes of delay that haTc hithertn 
tarded the accounts of the treafurerof the navy. 

The benefits intended to refulc from them are- h— to fecure the publin Mtoncy 
from milufc ^ — to reduce the outftandJng baUaces for the navy ftrviccij ^—tit 
enable the ticafurer ta end his buHnefs with hia of^ec, and to pafs his accounta 
with greater facility and expedition f and, fliould he retire in dirguffr to deprive 
him of iht pmvti uf difturbing the pay of tht navy, by a rcfufal to carry gnthe 
payttienc of the ihipi hnally, to further the plan of ccconomy, by lop¬ 

ping oJt Ibinc branches of esi pence- 

The annunl favLjig propof^ by the reguktion does not appear very confidera* 
blc; when compared with the fupply of the year, it vamihet i but fuch ii the 
Aaxtt of the public finances, that favingt comparatively minute are not to be 
levied i to reduce an enormous public debt^ indifpcnfably requires a fyllem of gc* 
tiL-ral. occonomy ; an ccconoitiy co-exienfive with the receipt and C 3 Lpendjturc of 
the public rcvniiuc, and that pervades every branch of both; and, though the 
JhvJngs in each branch, fepararely confidcred, may, to mineJti accuftomed to the 
contcmpktjqn oF mi 11 Lons, appear beneath attention, yet of lltch favingi is com- 
pofed an aggregate, that grows to an ob]e^, and conllitutes the fund for rc« 

dcmptioii. 

Puwetful and efTcflual may be thooperation of a principle univerfally dlffbfed, 
and flcarlEly adhered to ; and upon fuch im opciaEion only depends the charafler 
of naciojiai juAiee, the fupport of national cicdit, and the prelervation of the 
public vvcLfaro. 

Every reform muA proceed by degrees; it fpreads wider and fallcr, in propar- 
lion as icgiilations aft* formed, adopted, and carried inrg execution. Tho exi¬ 
gency of tliLrc times demands that every rcguUtion, if approved, flmuld, as fuDii 
as it is formed, be applied to its proper objeft, that a flop may be pur, aa fuan ai 
pojiible, to every uimccclTai'y and impitipo rex pence. The weight uf defat prcfTcS ; 
and procraflination both increafc) thcpjcfrure, and more and more cmbari^ti the 
menus of rifHcf: and, for this rcalbn, we have thought it incumbent upon utnot 
to defer onr repurt until we bad proceeded farther in the invcAigatioir of tfie office 
of the auditorG of the impreA; but to-fubmit to the wifdom of parliament thn re- 
guliitiona that have thus far occurred to ua, applicable lo the office of the trea* 
itirer of the navy, to the end that no advaut^igc wdiatfotvcr, that can be derived 
from the execution of ch^ importantiruA i‘epaled in ut by tho kgiAaturc, may, by 
our ncglcfl or delay, be with-hcldjftor one moment, froin the public*

The account* audited in thi* office arc of two kmdf, ordinary and extnordi* 
Siary; the ordinary account* arc prepared, made up^ and prcfinted to the tren- 
lury foi declaration, by vntue of the authority gn tn to the auditor by hi* letters 
poient the cxtraordinaiy aceounis are prepaitd, made up, and prefcnicd to the 
treafury foi declaration, iti purfuance of a ftatc of rhofc accounts being fir{t 
made up Sind prelktitpd to the treafury for their approbation and allowance, and m 
purfuance cither of the king^s or treafuiy warrant, obtained in confcquencc of 
fbefa allowance, dircffing the auditor to preparei taake up, and ptefent for dc« 
cUntiotL thefaid aceounts conformably to that date* The accounts a^d touch* 
pr* are exntnined picvioui to the taakmgup and prefcnting the fiates ot them to

Every accountant eithci produces, or ought to pioduce, a charge upon 
himklf for all the ftitns he ii to account for, and by what mean* they came into 
hit bands The charge conlids of all fums citbn imprefled to him from pnblxe 
ofitcct, or rccLiFcd by him from othtr peifons, or by other mBons fubjeft to 
kccounti 

There ponies every half year, after the ilTuable terms, from tht kiigU remcm. 
brancer, to the officct of the auditor* of the imprcfl, the general imprcA lolt 
mode out ac the exchcquci, containing fums jJTucd duiing that ptuod, and the 
lumcs of the perfous to whom iJliicd. This roll informs the office what perfons 
xre become accountable, and for what fums, but he dne^ not know or betitve 
that the audiiors have any povier to oooipel thefe oi any other perlons, to whom 
inoney has been ifTucd, to produce their acrounts i^ the *>fhLc, but frequently 
ippjicausn ha* been nude to the accountants to cxjcdire then accounts.

That the bft dteJared account of a trttfurer 
of the navy, is the account of the late George GecfrviTle, Efq, for one year, 
ending jifl December 1759 ; this account was examlnH, dfawu^ prepared, and 
prefented for declaration ih ihe*office nOw Lo^d Moubeffutit’^," ahd wu decl^d 
in February iaft. 

The accounts of •the treafarcr of the navy arc audited la the following mart- 
fter' the treafurcr fends from time to tiVnc to'the'officcbf the aifditof, fe^lons 
of bit navy and vidualHng ledgen; the navy fcBibhs contain the ^ymentsfor 
the ordinary and extraordinary naval fcrvicefi and (of the Hck aiul wounded fer^ 
^cc i VL^tualilog fc£tious contain the paymenta'^fbr the vb^gilllng fcrrlces. 
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, At tlie bottom of etch pRge, or of the laft pige, where the entry of a bUl takes 
Up more tban one, three eominillioiiers of the nary fign tiieir names» 

The Ledger hemka, thus rubferibed} are taken and allowed hy the auditors as a 
flifHcLcnt voucher for all die payments amtatiicd in chafe pageSr and therefore no 
Touchers for thcle payments are fent from the navy aHice^ TJiis allowanre of 
payments without the produffion of the vouchers, is in coafequence of a writ of 
privy feal, procured by every treafurer of the navy foon after his appointment^ 
which writ dire^s the auditors and other officers of the cicchequer, to pafs and 
allow the payments fo fubfcrlbed as entered i.n the ledgers* Where tLie article 
contains a computation, that computation is examined by the clcrk^i, and where 
the payment conlifts of various items, they are computed and added* After 
the regions of a year arc received at the oLEcCi tlic treafurer tianftniu thither, 
the obftrafts of chofc ledgers; thefc ahftrafts arc an index, c^mtaintng all the 
payments to the particular perfons, under heads, ranged alphabcticaLly ; the ar^ 
tides in the ledgers arc compared with thefc abflra£ls^ an arrangement is made 
.of fame of them, dl^ercnt from chat in the navy abftra£l* Where one man re- 
ceivet various furns at different limes for the fame fcrvLcc, the entries of ihoft: 
payments ire nor placed together in the navy abl^rafl, but in the abftra^ made in 
tlie auditors oEice, they arc collected together, and by that means become a 
check upon.the navy abltrafl; this is the principal did'ercuce bctvvcca the two 
■ nbCLra^* 

The navy abHrafl for the accounts of the year 17591 rercivcd at the au¬ 
ditors office the 20th of March, 17^0, There are a few other aitick^ inferted 
^in every yearns Ledger, called extra payments, being additjoE^al falancs, penfions, 
or allowances, paid out of money arifen by the fale of old Horcs, by virtue of 
warrapts under his majcfly^s royal ftgn manual; thefc ^varrants arc dircfled to the 
treafurer of the navy, authoTjaing him to pay the fmns there in-mentioned, dur¬ 
ing pIcafUFC, they are cmeted in both the ofEces of the auditor?, and, with the 
receipts of the parties or their aligns, are the vourher'i for the treafurer ^ thde 
receipts arc produced at the auditors oflicc, and arc not fubferibed by the com- 
minioncrfl of ihe navy, aud arc the only original vouchers for a difchargc, that 
mrc prcducfd by the treafurer to the auditor, Ihc other payinenrs are allowed 
by virtue of the privy fcal. The entry in the ledger, for the payment of 3 Aiip^s 
b^k, comains one total fum, paid to the commander and other ofliccrs, and 
yuriaerSf for their wages, for the time of their rcfpcfllvc fervicts, during a cer¬ 
tain period, and refers to the fhip^i book remaining in the navy ofE^c, contain¬ 
ing each man's name, quality, time, and money; the Jbip^s book is not' pro¬ 
duced ta the auditor. Thefe entries in the account of the year 17^9, amount 
to about two hundred and forty, fo that it would be hardly polhbte for the audi¬ 
tor to examine the payments made in the fhip’s book. The like difficulty and 
'labour would occur in examining into the payments of the yardii, hofpiEah, 
iick quarteri, and half pay lifts, the books and Jift of which remain in the navy 
filEce. The fc^lions containing thefe entries, are all fnbreribed by the com- 
jniftioners of the navy. Thefe head? comprehend the whole difehargc in a 
years account of the treafurer of the navy, efeept the article of fees, and ex¬ 
cept it is a EuaI account, which contains other payments*

The following payments are ijiferted in the final account: lift* of arreanof ' 
wageSf half pay, and of other irrcari due in former CrcafurEfhip 3 | alhgncd tickets^ 
two months advance money, bounty to chaplains, and other lifts j the amount 
of each of thefe lifts is entered in the navy*Ledger, fubfcrlbcd by three com^ 
milfioncrs, and in coufeqnence of that iigDature, thcfc payments are allowed in 
tlic auditors ofticc without any other examination: At the end of a final account 
is added, a lift of the feveral perfons who remained accountable at the time of 
tlm determination of that account, for money imprefted to them for ihc fetvicc 
of the navy, vi£luaUing, and fick and wounded, wUh the fums^ ^and the date* 
of the bills* This lift n fent from the treafurer, figned alfo by three cotnmllE- 
onCTs; payments in it arc arranged irregularly, but for the convenience of clear¬ 
ing them, they arc altered in thif office to an alphabetical arrangement; ibU 
completes the final ^ocount; in a long ttcalnrcihip this lift is very'nijmerou»« 
The emits dilcovered by ihU office, in the account of the year 1159* above men¬ 
tioned, were double crcilits. rg the amount of RiL 10s* with which the auditor 
J'urchargcd the treafurer; they were difeovered^y means of the diifcrGac airangc- 
ments made in the auditors office; the other errors in this account were but 
rriiling* The accounts are in general fent very correft fi^om the treafurcr's office* 
-The ycai's account made out in the auditoi's office, from the ledgers auft 
abftra£l£, in the following manner: the firft charge is the arrears remaimng in the 
hands of the treafurer at tLic foot of his Jaft account; the next is the money re¬ 
ceived by him from the exchequer: this is an Englifh tranftadon from the itnpreft 
rgll, which is in Latin, but retaining the Latin dcferiptlon of the term in which 
each fani i^iffued. The next is the voluntary charge, the firft part of which is 
the imprefts in formei tEcafurerfhips, cleared within the time ot the jtecount; it 
is copied from the voluntary charge, except tratifpoling the articles to the order 
of tune in which the original bills were iftued.

branch; The firft Is the only one ciammcd in this ofiiee, and confifts of im^ .

Tile pay-office book of account^ when complcatedj ectinprehendi all the res* 
ceiprsand payments of the pay mailer gencrai during the year, ranged under di& 
tindt Eicads of fervlce ; and at the end is added an abAra^ of the account^ cqaa 
tattling the heads» with the total of each ; and after the acepupi 
mined, and the babnee ftruck, the pajmailer general iignt bis namq at the foot

The payment of the reduced ofiiecrs is allowed upon the produflian of the 
half* pay eftablilhmenr, with the pay warrant annexed *, and the pay mailer-gene¬ 
ral's account of the fumt he hat paid ; and the receipt of each officer nr hii 
alfigni, with a certificate of hit being ahve, and uot otherwise provided ior 
government* 

The auditor compares the fcTcn] articUi in the lift of the dedunions for the 
widows’ penfions/with their correfpondent entries in the regimentai book of ac^ 
couat| and allows the payment of the total fum coutuned in the lift, to the ^ay- 
tnafter of thcfc penfiont (^tho is an oftieer fbbjc£l to nccoutvt) upon lii^ iiam^ 
appearing to be tndorfed upon the lift. 

The accounts of the dctfu^ions of the one fhilling UDd Itx-pcnny du;it:3, bc^ 
tng certtfied hy the ledger keeper in the pay office, the receipts of the receivers 
of thefe duties, as' public office nr fubjeft to account, at the bottom of rhe ac¬ 
counts, arc vouchers to the OAidltor for the payment to them of ihc uitiotiqt oT 
tliefc dutieit* 

ITic fuins paid over to paymaftcrs-gencral are proved by the ivarranti dire^^ 
ing the payments, and by the account^ of thefe paymaLiers-general, in which

The cxtraordliiami are various and cxtcnflvc} but there is not much difle-

' The auditor, having; thus CRnmineil the articles in the pay office acrount ^ith 
thetr corrcfpondtnt vouchers, reduces the accotibt mto tkc olTjciBt form of the 
exchequer^'under the dn'ihcni the charge, and difcliargc: he does not range 
the articles^ in either divirion, cJk.a£lIy under the fame heads, rcjvk.c, nor uv 
rbe fafne ordcri as they Aand iti the pay-office account, but dirpalbst thtjoa ac- 
tording to hU own idca»« 

. The firft aiitdt in the difeUarge, is the fai plufage on the lal^ declared account. 
In the account of a pnymalU'r^gcncral, the amount of his difcliargc ufually cx^r 
cceds chat of his charge : the l[itit:i' cenfinii of wlnit he has received in t.hc yc^tr, 
And nornnfe; but the former coauin^ payments m^ide both in tlut and in fuhfo''

Tiu: uflicial account, drawn up by tlic [luditor, i^ neither figued nor iworn to 
by the pnyiujff:er guuridU hU attcftaticni upon oath of the pay-oHice accounc 
( which comjivthcnds all the receipts and payments of the year) and of the regi- 
mental account, j» fufTicient* T%m> parts of the afficiat account are ingroded; 
and it is declurcd, aiul pud'td through the exchequer offices In like manner as 
the aceouitts of tlic treatJircr of the navy. The total charge upon the p.^yiTLafter 
general, in elds account ot the year 17&7, amounted to i^s, sd*

The pay-office book of account includes not only the rtetipts and! pnytnentl 
for the army fci vices, but alfo thnfu ou account of Chclfea hofpital; the audt> 
tor of the imprcils fcpaiatef the accounts of rlie payrtofidcr general of (he forces 
from thofe of die paymaUcr and trc^ifujtr of Chelfcii holjiitul, and formx them 
into two didia^^ accounts. 

The account of (lie paymaller and 4rcarurcr of Chelfca hofpital confihs of 
thu charge and dikh^irgc: the el'llU compufedof the deduflluus of the poilnd> 
.ige, And ihe one day^ss pay ftopt fn^m iLie pay of the forces, and of the iioitnd'* 
iigc itojic from'thi; payment of the u^4;nt for the out peiihoneri; tlm ddehargs 
includes the paymcnrii ot faianc?, and fur proviTions, neceflanes^j and contingent 
cxpcnccK Ilf the liolpitii], aud to (he agent for the out pcnlioiicri. Pait oniy

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pended ib the ]^ymette ^ the exchcfutr feei »E»d of vtritnt'* laltiriet; hut all the 
piymcntf out of thii futiil, of whatever kind, are iitclmied in thi« hofpital account. 

The voucher* for the raUtiesare, the cf^abUjhmctitf and the wamuti* 

tithed indoi rc<1 hy, or ivith ihc feparatc receipts of the par^iea. The voviehcrf 
4f>t the proTiri-inr^ nrrclTariei, and contingent cxpcnreif irej tht warrantt of 
the comminionei* for mar^Agjng the affaira uf ihc bofphal, with the bUli anaixcd^ 
and the receipt* of the parties. The auditor ezaininea the compucatton* and 
eaJiin^s, but forms no judgment upon the rcalonabLcnci* or propriety of the 
tlrtielci j, the aUaivuice of the commi^ioticrt is decifivc as to the conhdeiatioiv of 
the p:!VTneiit< The fiim for the out penlionert is a fpccilic futn, voted by peril* 
■meAt ^'^lv fhat purpoltf attd is paid, pUTfuajn to the u arrant of the commilTio* 
rr'the ngvnt for ihofc pcnfioners^ who is a puhLic accountant, and pafTeji 
an -tv uni jcreiuit of the fum be receives hefnre the auditor of the impreft. This 
hofpit'iE accouiit IS reduced into the official form ^ it U declared, and pafTes through 
the cschcr|Utr officer in like manucc as chat of tlie paymaftcr general of lUb 
forcci* 

Amoag the fub}e£)rs that have occurred to us jii the progrefi of this enquiry^ 
there are many which furnish matter of obfervation* 

The pay of the army Is the fitft in order that prefents itfelf to ui. By tncatii 
of the exammations above mcntioncil, and of the infpc^lion of the eftabUih* 
menc, and rcginicntal account book?» together wirti the cxnminationt of Charfei 
JVIarih, Elq^ an ahiitant derk ir the war oilice, and of James Meyrtekp Efq- 
30 agent to fcvcral regimertr, uc have betu enabled tft rtace this extenfive branch 
of the public cxpCAclhu re through its various niaAes^ 

The ctlablifhmcnt undue die royal fign manual, with the regulation of the Tub* 
HAcncc, and the wMirants dircf^iiig the dcdu£lion$, amicxed thereto, is the in* 
ftrument chHL tvgulaic^ rhe pay of the army: it contains the dtftributioa of the 
whole Turn voted by parliament for defraying the charge of the land forces, la 
certain poicim^j ^monp thtTcveral rcglmenTt, tmopa, qompanic'', and garrifons ? 
the purtioiv to which we lhall confine our attentior, it that whidii^ allotted to a 
inarching icgimcnt of foot, Thi^ ponioii is divided into five parts: the p^y# 
jnd four allowanecs^ The lirll, j* the full pay of the officers and pHnte men, 
hy the day inEid the *year j Therceojid, is the allon^ance to widowsil^e third, to 
the colotiel, and for dothihg loft by defmers^ the fourth, to the captam, and 
Ibr recruitings flee, the fifth, to the agent. The allowance for widowi U a fum 
equal to the pay of two private men; the other three compofc tngethcr a fum 
to the pny of four private jneo^ thefe are called warrant men: Ad the fum 
is thus diflributed : firft, the allowance to the colonel confifl:* of two parts; the 
^ubfiftence of one man, which is for Ins own uft; and the grofs o^rcckuningt 
«if the fcniT men, which fall into, and forma pajc of, tlic dividon called the tiff- 
reckoning^* Secondly, the allowance to the captain ih ebe fubfiftcnce of two 
this js not for h»$ ufe; but fm the'pu^mfe of recruiting; and, therefore, 
is'placrd by rhe agent to the non-effeftive fniiA i Thirdly, tUe^ allowance lo the i 
sgent, i> the fubftdtnre of one mim; and it for hi* tnvn ufc.

The pay[CBllt:r gt-in Lil, ^^h^^c piovince it is to ifTuc all thcTc fiims, is obligci) 
to make a diviTion of hU iducs dldcrcnt from tlvat in the elkt'dilbrncnt; he mu^ 
attend not only to the divifons lie fnids theic, but ahh to the rcgultitioii of the 
Tuliiifbencc, to the fund apprupriait.d for the clothing the non-commillkmcd ofh* 
cers and private men. ,'tid to the warrants diicfling the deductions* lienee he 
forms a dlvifioii of ins own., engrafted uiwii the dlvihons and reguUtions in the 
eflablifhmcnt; it confiHs of iix jiaiit—the fubfificnce ^ the allowance for wi- 
Jow a—(ihtfc two hu takes fjmn tbe-cftab|ifljment)^tUe poundage—^ihc hof* 
pical — the olTrcckonin^s —and, the dtarings*—-The laA four are confequen-* 
tiMl to, and formed ant of the cfUbliflimcnt, with the regulations and theuarrautt 
taken togct!itr* Uiidt:i feme one or otlicr of theie heads he iiiucs in poitions, si\ 
diffcicnt times, the whole funi (except the allowance for widows, and unlcfi 
there arc refpites) allotted to (he rcginieiit. Under the head of fubhlleDce, he 
iffues — the fubfiHencc citlier of the w110lo regiment, or of the clfcdrives only, 
If fa dirc^cd by the feerttary at war—-the Tubliilctice of the one warrant man 
which belongs to the cobmcI*»-ihc fubMcncc of the two warrant men, which is 
th: allowance to the Ciintahi for ixciuitm^, —aud, the TuLiiifeDcc of the re* 
niaijoing warrant man, which Is the allowance to the agc:it* Under the head af 
allow^ancc to widows, he iffues To*he paymafler of the widows^ penfions fo much 
aa he requires for that feivl^e; the rcmaitidcrr either continues in hia hand^, as a 
faving, until parltuqicnt dbefli its application, or is applied by him in the meaii 
time, towards the payment of the cxtraordinaiiev.

%Vhcre the poundage is direfted to be returned to the non-commillioned □fHccrR 
and privare men, he iffiits it under the head of ictunied poundage* Thrct; of 
riiefc ftivihuna, the fubhAcnce, the clearings, and the returned poundage, arc 
ilTued to the agent; who dirpofes of them in this manticr ; the fubhlfencc of the 
commiinoned officers he pays to them, including iliac of one of the warrant men 
toche colonel; the fubfiftencc of the non-eomniUTiuiicd officers and cfTc^ive pri¬ 
vate men he pays to the regimental paymafler^ he places to the nou^rlfc^ivc 
fund the nou-effeftive fubftllLdce, including tliat of two of the warrant men ; 
the fubfifience of the remaining warrant man he rctaini to his own ufe* Of th« 
clearings, he pays to each ofheer his Iharc of the arrears ^ he places the non- 
i^ued fubfi^te^cc to the non-elTcftive account; and retains the agency to his own 
-ufci The returned' poundage he pays to the regimeiital paymafler without dc- 
du^ion* The aJTignee of the colonel applies the nett oSrcckoningt to the pay^ 
meat of the bilU, and all other cxpcnces attending the cloathingj the furplus he 
places to the credit of the colonel* The regimental paymnftcr detaint out of 
che fubfillence of the ferjeancs two-pence, and of the corporals three hdfpcncc^ 
Slid of the private men one penny a week ; wU'cli is equally divided betweeo hitit 
wd the furgeon j but this deduflion h returned to them again, 

From hence we w^y eolleft the articles of which the actual pay received by 
the officers and men is compefed. The coloucl has his own fubfillmcc, that of 
one warrant man, his arrears* and the fdvtng from the cloathingof hiii regiment, 
The Captain hal hit own fubGftencc, that of one, two, or three, contingciu 
men, according tn the e^labUfhmcnt of his regiment, and his ntrears^ The 
ocher commi^onect oHiccrs h^vc their fubfiftence and arrears. The lien-com- 
mifTioneJ ofheers and private men have their (uftftonce, and the allowance to the 
regimental paymader and furgeun returned back to them. The private men re¬ 
ceive back likcwife their poundage, ^ 

We have been considering the pay of a marching regiment of foot only, lii 
other corps, the divifions, allowance, and dedu^ions, are different* In the 
cHabllfhmenc of a regiment of dragoons, the allowance for widows is net fa 
much as the one day's pay of two privuce men ; and it is entirely omitted in the 
pftablifhment of the invahdi. ]n many cafes, the pay, or parts of the pay, are 
exempt from the poundage and horpitsTi the^ poundage is returned to none hut 
the pi irate men of the foot-guards and marching regiments, and to the cffec- 
tivc^ only. The cavalry have hh aUuwancc of graft-money ; which in time of 
peace, it paid out of the allowance for keeping the horfesj ud in lime of wart 
is an article in the contingent account of rhe regiment* 

The cloathiqg of the 'iivalidi ii not committed to the colotiel or commanding 
pfiiccr, but CO the pay til afli. I-general of the forcci. 

'P his defcrlption of the pay of the army, Ihcwi it to be apportioned and ilTuedi 
A maaner complicated and iourJeate* it is fo compounded and decompounded 
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thdt, without 1 TCfy curlodi audi mmutc inTC^ig^clott, it ia harJtf pofiibU for an 
oflictr to know whether he receives in auf year all that he is entitled to for hia 
fcrviect 

Ic is not our intention to convey any opinion upon the quantum of the pay of 
the army. Wc do not mean cither to cncreafe ordimlntih what any oncpei^oit^ 
in the fcale of military rankf rcceivea at this day ns the eompenfation far bis.fer* 
vice ; we call in qucftlon the propriety of no one article of advantage that may 
accrue to him under tho prefent fyftem of payment t it |g not within our pro* 
vince, nor arc wc competent to decide upon military merits or fettle the ftipende 
for military fcrvictSf The objefl; of our rtguiation! ii the mode of payment' 
only, and the rendering chat mode more fimpk and intelligible, more uniform 
and equal. 

In the regulation of an oflicci it ii prudent to keep as near as poFTiblc to the 
forms in ufe : the iefs they arc departed from, the Ids averfe will the ofUccrs be 
to admit the improvement* 

The cftabliihmcnt which purfues the eflimatc for the army ferviceprefented 
to the Houfe of Commons, and is the inllrtimcnc that contains the diliribucion of 
the fum granted for that fervicc, originates in the war ofhee j and the autho-* 
rlcy for every payment made by the paymafter>'gcnoral, purfuant to that eftab* 
liihment, pa^es through the Ibitie ofTicc; confequcntly, every alteration Ln the 
mode of payment muA: take its rife there likcwlfe. 

The hrfl fburce of perplexity in the prefcrt'Tnadc of paying the army is found 
In the cftabliJlitncnt t the fum therein allotted for a regiment, is diAributed 
among the fcvcral ranks as if it were the afiual pay nf the perfons in fuch rankSf 
and in many of the warrants dire^ing the difpofition of that fum, it is filled tlift 
pay of the forces ^ whereas, not a perfon therein deferibed does in fa6t receive^ 
cither by the day or the year, the futn afbxcd as the pay of his rank. 

The fcrviccs to which the fum allotted for a regiment i$ at prefent applied^ 
are dicfc : the fubfiftence and arrears of the officers, the fubfintence of the non- 
commijlioned oSicers, the fubhliencc and returned poundage of the private menj 
the cloathing of the non-comm Iflioned ofiicers and private men, the recruiting 
fund, and, the agency : thefe arc ferviccs that immediately concern the regi^ 
mentt the reft arc more remote, and relate to the mUicary for vice m general; as, 
the relief of the widows, Chdfea Hofpiital, and the other mlfcdlaneous ferrlcca 
paid out of the poundage. 

The cdablifhment of a regiment would become more fimpk and intelligible, if 
it were relieved from all thefc ferviccs, citcepcthc pay of the ofRcers and private 
men, and if the divifions of the. fums* therein flated were mnde conformable to 
the actual pay of the feveral ranks. To effeft this, the fifUdous men, both 
contingent and warrant men, muft he fuppreiTed j the allowance to widows, and 
the dcdu&ions of the poundage and holpical, mufl be abolifhed; feparatc fpecific 
fuitds^ formed upon c Hi m ate, muft be fubHituted for the cloathing, the recruit* 
ing fcrvke, widows, Chclfea Hofpltal,*and the other mifcellancous for vice i nowr 
paid out of the pou^age; amfdiHinfk accounts muH be kept of the expenditure 
of each* 

*Ai It is not o«V intention to propoft any variation in the quantum of the pay 
actually received by any perfon la the e^abiifbmcnt j. fb neither do we mean to 
alter the quantum of the fubHHence, hut to keep it av it is now, dlHlnft from

Nil reafon occurs to us why the calculatkm may not he nisulc by the half-year* 
in Acad of by the day j cfpccialty as we And, at\lic end of this edabJlfhment, 
thii the half-pay ot the officers and private gentlemen «f the two troops of horfe 
gaarJs reduced, id caJcuJati-d, not by the day*, tsiit for thrre hundred Axiy-ftve 
days. 

By abofilhTiig the comnigcnt and warrant men, \vb do not mean to take away 
the advantRgtt of tht cokncl, captain, and agent, derived from their pay : the 
salwneJ hasi the fubfiAcncc of one, lud the agent of another, of the warrant men ; 
Thp Captain has the fubfiAence of the contingest meut Nd rcafotL Qccuri why 

I ibcfr 
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thefif Turns of Tubfill^ncc fliould not be added to the fubfiActier of the colonel amt 
captain in the cnabljfbniciit; and why the agent AionM not be infetced in itp in**' 
flead of being placed ainong the allowance^ with hi$ agency entered in the 
column of arrears ; thir ivilL canfe no variation In the mr^de of iffuci for thefe 
Turns of fubfiftcncc are now ilfucd with the regime ats .1 fubhAence, aud the aguey 
ii a part of the clearings* 

Where the pay of iLe ofbeors is fubjeft to the one HiilUng and hEpenny du# 
ties, the payruadcr^gciicral detains them out of their pay m his office, and puyS ' 
them CO the receivers j but, as w'c propufe that all oiEcers IhouM receive the tm* 
tire Turns which will be allotted to them for their pay In the eltablifhmenc with* 
out dedufkion, under the heads of fubhdence and arrears, their afkual pay oon* 
tinning the fatnc, thefo Auties muff be paid out of the fund to be created to fatiifj 
thofe fervicc?, to which the poundage is at prcfcnt applicable. 

The fmall deduftionsof one penny a week, from the fubliflenct of each of th# 
private ineii^ of three halfpence from thecoiporal, and of twu-pencc from th^ 
ierjeant, arc equally divided between, the regimental pay mailer and the furgcon« 
but are repaid by the king*s bounty, oiii of the ^xtraordiDadet. As the furgeon 
)ft now upon the eftablifhinent, this emolument of liU may be added either to hii 
fubfiftcnce or at rears ; and the rcgimcDtil paymader may be put upon the efUb* 
IllKmcnt, and his lliarc entered in the like manner* 

The other Hrvices that have hitherto been pr5>vidcd Tot out of the groii fuiKl 
allotted fora regiment, and for which we propofe fpccilio funds, arc, the ctoath* 
ing of the non-commiirmned ofRcercand private mcn^ and the rcci'uiting femcc# 
logctiicr with thofc to which Uiis Turn has been contributory, the relief of ofHcen* 
widows, ChelTca Hofpital, and certain mifccllaneous fervices. 

The fund for the doatbing tv the nett offreckoning*, that is, the difference be* 
tween the fubliftcncc of the non-emnmiHioned olEcers and private men and their 
full*pay, after dcdtt^ing the jxiundage, hofpital, aitd agency, upon their fuU 
pay. Though the total fum allotted for a regiment it direfl^ by the pay wara 
rant lo be paid to the colonel, and hi* agent indorfes it; yet this cloathitig fund 
tit not applied by the colonel hlmfelf i the paymafler-general is dirc£fed by the 
mutiny aft to pay the offr^ickonings to fuch per fen only as has a regular atTign* 
ment of them; and, therefore, the colonel always affignt them, either eo the 
clothier or to hi* own agent: the aUtgriee icceivc* them of the paymafter-genc« 
tal, and thcrctiut defray* the cofk and alt the cxpanccs attending the clothing; and 
for the rcildue he accounts to the coloncU 

We learn From Robert Quarme, Kfq. chUf clerk in that branch of the ofEcc 

the comptrolldr of the army accounts that relatei to the doathing, in what 
manner this fervicc is conOtiflcJ. The doathitig this part of the Army U en* 
truhed CO the managemeuc of a certain number of general officers, calkd the 
clothing board, choTen annua(Ly by the board of general officers* Thi^ cloth-* 
ing bo^d IE governed by iniirufiiioas iffued in the fixth year of the reign of 
queen Anne. Upon a ccraain appointed by the board, the dotbiert produce 
to them patterns of the fevcral civs of clothing : nfber examination, thofc tliBi 
arc approved of arc fcaled with the Teals of three of the board, and with the 
office Teal, nod ddivcred to the cluthleis* After the clothing is made up, iris 
reviewed by one of the hoard appointed for that purpofe, taking care that no one 
review 6 the duthing of his own rcgim^nc* Upon the certifier, te of the re vie wing 
general^ that he 1ms found the duthkig agreeable to the paittrn!!, the dorhing 

board 
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join to tHe coJoptl's alTignitieiit ifierr cenificatc to tJic p^ymitJcr-gcntral, 
thflC cliii clothhig has been viewed and approved, and dcfirln^ lilm Co pay to tho 
sfllgncc the fum mentioned in the alTignment* 

The ofircckonings bung calculated upon the full eftabliilimervt> including the 
soD-cfr«£Liv», Gontingenr, and warrant tne«i and clothing being procured for 
the cdefl'ivej ntilyi a furplus mull accrue from this fund to the colonel; and the 
^nte dcfcflive the ruginjcnt, the greater will be tliat furplus, and therefore dif- 
Cerent in diBTerent regimentb* 

'h Wt do not mean to convey the m-ofl: diflanc idea^ that we hayc tlie Icaft rca- 
foato imagine any undue advantage has bren taken of this mode of clothing the 
ftrroy by any perfon whatibever; but we arc wdl grounded iti fuggefliTig a re-* 
fbrmr where ati ufage is opon to abufe. * 

The principles u^^ii which our regulations proceed, lead us to reduce thit 
vague emolunicfit to certainty and equality. From the produce of a given num-> 
htt of years, an average may be obtiiined of the profit accruing to the colonel 
from the clothing; n comptnfalion for which mey be made n part of hia pay, 
mnd encreafe either his lublillciice or lii^ airears in the chahUflimeiir, or both, in 
Tucli proportions as may be condftent with the rcgubiiojis in ufe* A fpecific 
fbnd upon cftimatc may be voted annually for cl cubing every corps that crtinpolea 
the army, tvjtliout exception ; and the clodiing boaid may go one ftep fartiicr 
than they do at prefent: as they pafs their judgment upon the quality of the 
patterns, they arc equally competent to judge of the price, acid may therefore 
^Dtra£fc for die dodnng of every corp^; and when the contradt is coniplcated 
they may, after infpedfion and ap|U‘obaLion, dire^ the payma^cr'-general to pay 
to the clothier the puce fpcci£ed in the contrail, as they do now il« fttm 
mentioned in the aliignmcnt* One diJlinfb account viHl chcji be kept in the pay-' 
cilice of the cloathing of tlie whole aimy, there is now of the cLothiitg of 
the mditia, for which a fpccihc fum la gnmtcd by ^wliamcrt; and to which, 
•1 well as to the clothing the inTaltd^, the regulations we have above fuggeflcd 
may, .with equal propriety, be extended. 

The ncKt to be provided for is the recruiting fcrvicc : the fund at prefent appti*. 
cable CO that purpofe 1< compounded of the fubfiffencc of the noii*el£edives and 
of two of the warrant men : the dirpolitioii of it ia regulated by hia majclly^s war-* 
rant, dated j^thof February, 176S, Should it bethought expedient, as itfeemi 
icafonable, to iiTuc the fubfidonee, not ujion the full eAaRiOtincnt, but according 
to tnufler, and toaboliJb the warrant men, this fund will be cxtinguilHcd ; and to 
fupply itt place a fpecihe fund mull be created, and voted annually Lftimatc, 
for thepurpofeof recruiting the army, anti a diflinfl account k^pr in the pay of- 
jTce of tbeiiTueB under this bead of Jcrvlce^ 

The warrant that regulates this recruiting fund diref^s, that the retnaining ba^ 
lance upon the non-effc^livc account of a marcluiig TLgmient, after letting apart 
1^ eeftarn fum, ffiAll br divided every year among the captains, provided it ihall 
"jbot otcacd aol* to each : if their intcr^ in this fund«has been ^oduflivc, they 
are not lo be deprived of k becaufc the fund Tv abolllhed i their arrears Hiould be 
ineri'aibd in iho edabliJhment, by a Turn equal to their average receipt out of thia 
food for a given number of years* 

' Every regiment and corps in the army will have an tuiercft in, and its ihare of^ 
tilit two funds ffJr the cloathing and recruiting; fuch iharei, when paid, will not 
^ placed til the pAy office to the fepimtc account of the regiment or carpi| but 

to 
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to the gcncfat account of the fcrvlec i it IfliicAto the agent wUt he cWg«l 
by him to the ii^counc of the coips to which it belongs 1 the accounts of dte& 
fundB wilLrefemblc tht ^iccount of the contingent funti, as it ia now kept in the 
pay ofHce, One fum for contingcncici upon account is infutttil in the efta* 

blifhmcnt I a payment out of that fund is made to iivqft of the rcgirn'^ittv And

The fum that ha* hitherto been allotted for thii Icrvice is ±o,ooob and if it 
has CKccedcd that fum, tlte over-payments have been carried to the account of cHa 
cxEraordinaiics* hucaufc not provided for in the ci^ablilhmentp Ai the probablt 
romlngcncica muy be vafdy dliinatcd, a luffieient fum fhouLd be provided for that 
femec, that the account may be prekrved cntlrcp 

The licit of the fervices provided for by contributhms from the pay of the re* 
giments and corps is, the relief of the widows ; this fervicc has uo connedHoq. 
U'icli the pay of a rcginicnt. The propriety is apparent of fubHituting one fepa* 
rate fund foi this didin^ fcrvlce, in the place of a fund compofed of many am- 
c)cs, fubtraflLd from ns many di Cerent fums granted principally for other purpoleti 

7 "hc ocher two contributiuny aie, the poundage^ and the otic>day^s pay t thefe 
•re blended mgethcrioonc fund, and applied for tiie fupport of Cheifea horpitaj^ 
the payment of the returned poundage, and oF-certuin fees and faUiic;. 

Chclfta hofpital is another of ihufc diAindf fei vices that rct^uires to be provided 
for by a rcpniatc fund : one branch of ir, r?ic fupporc of the out pcnliuncrt, it 
at this time a IpcciRc voted lervice : a limJlar independent fund dmuld be eUa* 
blilhed to defray t]\c cxpcnccs of the otiier branch of this charity. 

If the returned poundage be inferted in the cflablilhtncQt, the feet and (alatica 
will be the only ferviecs remaining j and may be annually provided for in like man^ 
ncr by a fcpai ate eflablifhed fum ; in which may be included a provifmn for the 
payment of the one fhilhng ami fixpcDny duties, and fur any other contingent ex- 
pence that concerns the whole aany, and may have efcaped our attentioa or 
enquiry^ 

The number of independent fundi propofedtobe eftabiilbed by tlicfe reguUtioni 
are five : ^— the cloatliing^— the recruiting — the ii' idowt — Lhelfca liorpiul • 
and thoniifedlaneous ferviccs. In claihngthe fcrviccj, with A view to detcrmiM 
how ipany feparyte fuirfs it maybe ncccflaryto create, the number as well as na- 
cmc of the fcrviccs Jhould be atunded to. It is inconvenient either to muhipljr 
funds unnccciHirily, or to incumber one fund with coo many, or with hetcroge^" 
ncotjs and 11 neon Hedged fer vices. 

The acfoiuita of all the funds for fpccufic fcrvjces, in the pay ofiicci fhouldbe 
balanced every ycaff and foon as pofftble after the expiratiou of the ycqr, and 
the iliite of them tmnrmitted to thi; war ofBee before the grants of j^arliamenc for 
the enfuing year arc voted, that rhe fccrefary at war may be the better enabled to 
form his cllimatcs for the future ^Tjricts. 

Our regulations have been applied to the clrcumfiances of a marching regiment 
of foot i in other of the army corps, as in the guards, the cavalry, the invalidii 
the militia, and the maiiiict, thefb elrcumfianccs vary i bat, pi-ubabJy, cot lb 
materially as to prieveut the fsme tcgulations fioin being cafily reconciled and made 
confT^rmi^blo to fueb ditbufllans. 

The general principle we have had in view is, that the cfiablilhment Ihould^ 
conpin the real full pay of every peifon named 01 deferibed thcrcio^ and nothing

tfbotild he provided for by its own diftmfl: fund* 

The advRiit^igrs thi^t are intended to be derived from the rcgnUtiona propofed 
are thele; — to render the army cAabliOiftieat fimpk and intelligibLc to reduce 
the actual pay of each officer and private man throughout the army to a certainty, 
nnd in iimilar ranks to an equality tach wiit know the reward of hii fcrvice, 
and the ground ou tvhich he in-^y claim it — to relieve the office tUiit keeps tliu 
nceountSf and the office thm pefTcsthcni^ and the agent, from mueU unuccclfary 
trouble f no unimportant confideiacion in the prcfeitt liate of the army accountt^ 
The computing the offreckonings, a branch fo extenfive as to give a title to uh« 
*jf (he ofiicerf in the pay office, will be at an end, and the officer become unme* 
ceflhry — There will be no cornputaiions and caflings of the aUowancc 5 to wl- 
j ^undage and horpital to fmm, tiutr, exatnine, and compare. The 
smpunt of the fund for the allo^vancc to widows, in the year 1767, was i5,6o^t> 
I7<* idi the tmmber of article that compoied it wav fixty-four- the poundage 
wai 51,104], aiHl the number of articles four hundred uincty-two ; the hofpituL 
yrw» a6j7l, ^dl* and the number of articLea three hundred fifty-nine ^ and im 
time of war the number of arcicics U very much incrcafcd. The account of evuy 
fcrricc, or clafs of ffirvjccs, wuH be reduced to a fimpU debtor and credi* 
Cor account j and the pubijo will every year be made acquainted with the amount 
tif their e^cpencc for each fcrvice, and be the hcciLr able to judge whcic to tX" 
trench* 

Anothereffe^ which thefe regulations tend to produce ought particularly to be 
fnenrioned: Jf the cffimatc$ for thefu fcrvici:^ be confineJ to the probable de-, 
mauds of the year, and the Turns granted them arc applied, as they ought to 
be, as foon as the Icrvices arc incurred, the fund nf voted ferviccs remaining un¬ 
applied, out of which the cttramdluai lev [save hitherto been paid, will he grtaity 
dhninifhed, if cot totally exlitfiiffed, «md efiimates for the txuaordtnaLic^ will 
then become mdifpe^fablc* 

. We were purfuing our enquiry, and proreedmg in our obfervationa upon va* 
non* branches thai grow out of the fubjb^matur before ui, tlic refult of which 
vn intended Ihould have formed a p^rt of this Tcj>ort j when, ftndhig from the

The authority for the payment of the general 
and ftaff officers, U the king's warrant, dneflcng the pay accorillng to the cfLa- 
bliflimetit, to the fcveral pcrlbni whnfe names arc In a hft referred to by the war¬ 
rant, with the fum* due to them; and the rereipcs of thent, or their adlgtis, art

come accountable : the Bill aicick in ebe charge of hia rtiecccding aooount b the 
grofs fum fo Jllucd, a!^ it appears at the foot of Elis laft account. AUthclbac’ 
couiittnrs ought to pals their accounts iu the office of the auditor; many of 
them do paA their accounts there; others piuduce to- the paymafter general an 
aecouuE of the receipt and expenditure of the Jiim thu£ ilTiiCtl to them^ aiuiexed 
to thv Ktng^s warrantj directing him to pay ihc balancef and dire^ing the audi¬ 
tor to allow it; upon piWu^iDii of this warrantf endorfed, with the account 
annexed, the auditor allows it, without requiring the vouchers for die icems m 
the account- For tJiclc lufupcrs, whole accouiui arc either pa^ed by the audipi

of them have their accounts depending m the auditor's olhce* 

The heads undet which the articles of the account :trc ranged by the auditor in 
the ofiicial form, vary fronv chofc tn the book of account: in the auditor's iic- 
count, all the payments under csch eftablilbmcnt arc kept fcpaiatv and diffin^ 
from each other. The extrajordinaricE are ranged in this yearns account under 
four hends : — cxtraordinarics in North America — thole in Great liiiuin and 
eiftwherctho^e allowed for vouchers loll or mislaid “ and the infupers* In 
the pay-office account, the inru|>crs arc not cdlcfled together, but inferted pro- 
mifcuouUy amongft the other contingencies and cxtraordinarles; the fek^ingthe 
infupers, and the cxaminaElcA and calculation of the Icvcral dcduflions, arctrou* 
blefbmc, and take up inuch time in the office of the auditor. The official accoiinr 
i% neither figned nor fworn to hy the ^laymatler general i it is declared bi-foic ihc 
chancellor of the exchequer and two other lords of lUctreafiiry: two pans of it 
are made up in the office } one on paper, kept in the office, the other on parchment, 
which paffics through the exchequer offices* 

The account of Lord KoLland for fix months, ending at Midfummer, 
tXbj, has been ready, as far ai the auditor was enabled to proceed with it, ever 
fince, as he believes, the year 1778, and rbe two parts have been engroflbd for 
upwards of two years ^ hnce which, frequent additiona having been m^de to the 
account, thofe additions have from time to time been made to the cTl^roirmenis t 
it now wait! for the only afling ciccutor of Lord HoUand to llnke the balance, 
and atteil the accutint; frequent applications have been made to him fromthcof- 
fice fnr that puipofc, but without 

Tlic audliur is frequently retarded in compicating the accounts, from the pay 
office not regularly attending to his applieacionv* 

Tlic Mcounts of Mr, Charles I'ownfficnd, %hd of Lord North and Mr* Cocke, 
and of Mr* Cooke and Mr* Thomas I'tiwiilhcnd, though fubfcqm’nt 10 the final 
account bf Lord Holland, have been declared fincc that account, lb far as the au*' 
ditprt were concerned, was ready for deelarniiun* In Odlober laft, the book of 
Lord Ho)Und*i final account wat taken 10 the pay office to have it complcated, and 
two additions to the charge arifing fropi errors in the account, were pointed out 
by thetuditor; at that time the balance was agreed with the pay office tO' be

The receivers of the one {hilling and fixpenny duties* nlfo pafs their accouau 
before the auditor* 

The diduflion? of the poundage and horpital arc not furcharged by the audi¬ 
tor in Lis account of the paymaflcr general of the forcL's, but in bis account as 
rreafurer and paymEtllcr of Cliefl'ca hnfpitah an annual account of which he makes 
out at the fann: and thefe dcdui^ions arc the only charge upon him in that 


account.

THIS examinant faith, that the bock of a yearS account fciic from the pay 
ofHcc to the auditor of tht^ impreJ^, wheh compleatcd} contain^ all the receipts 
and payment* of the paymafler gciTcfat of the forces of that year ^ thefe receipti 
and payment* arc takeu from curries in the ledgeri, and are digeHed under heads 
of fervict. TJiat part of the voluntary charge under the head of gain by ex* 
change, is made out by the acGountant of the pay ofHcc, and certified to the au¬ 
ditor -f it arifi^s from the differeiicc between the value at which the dollar i* efii- 
mated by theconliaAor for remitting in England, and iifued by the deputy pay- 
pafler at Gibialtai xnd Minorca ^ the eAlmated value of the dollar being lefs than 

the 
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the TaluCilt which it it ilRied, the pyrn^er geacra) chargee himfejf vrltli the 
difle^ence» 

The poundage iccouac, end the lift of the allowance to widowiti arc takca 
from the rcgimeatal account b^k »thefe fums being allowed to the papnaftcr ge¬ 
neral ti> the crediv''wKieh he for the pay of each regimi^nt, a^d nui being 
paid by him, heinfms them io his charge* The deduf^bn^ of che one Jlulling 
■nd fjxpcoDy duties are made from the pay of the ofheery fubje^ to thofe duties At 
the time they sre paid, hut the pjymaitcr general takes credit for the full pav, 
and mu ft therefore clwge himfclf with thofe duties. The floppy gc^ for pmvi- 
fioas are collcftcd from the accounts of the deputy paymafters, the paymaftcr ge¬ 
neral having credit fur the full fubfiflcncc j, but having ilTucd Icfs by the amount of 
the ftoppiges, purfuanl to the warranti of the tommanders \\% cliicf, charge 
himfclf with that amount, Wheicv^cr the paymaficr general applies money hr- 
longing to any other paymaftcr general, he muft furchargt himfelf witit that fuiu, 
apd that other paymaier genetal muft have credit for it, 

Where the auditor difallows an article, the mode he purfuc^ not by ftrlkiiig 
CHit the article, but by furcharging it on the accountant. The lums actually re¬ 
ceived by the paymafler general, eithei' fry»m other paymaftcr^ general, or for ba¬ 
lances on accounts fettled, are ufually dirc£Ved tube p.tid to him, or hi^ deputies, 
by warrants, either from the king or from commanders in tlnef. The allowance 
to widows h gruuirdcd upon the eflahliflimcnt, figncd by the king ; it i^ deduflcil 
from the full pay of the forces, and iffued to the piymnUL-ir of the 'vidows' pen- 
ftOUT, an oflficer appointed for th^t purpofe : this fund pioduces annually much 
mtire than it applied to that feivice. The vegimcntal account bcjok contiiinf' tlm 
fall pay (unlefi there are terpitcs) of every reginti^ui, troop, and company, in the 
pay of Great Britain during that year. 

The nett offieckonings, which is one of (he divifions of the grofs fum FilTnt- 
ted to a regiment in ^e pay oIBcc, is ap|troprijtcd for tbe clnpithiiig ; it is com¬ 
puted upon the fuU ellablifhmcnt, and paid to the afllgncc of rh^ colonel j it roo- 
fifts not only of the offreckonings of the full number of the non-commiITjom-J 
and private men borne upon the cfVablifhmcnt, but aHu of 3 fuiti equal to 
ifie ofTrcckoningi. of foor private men, known by the name of warrant men. 
In a company of a marching regiment, there are allow^^nces equal to the full pay 
of four meot amounting to two fhtllingsand eight-pence, which h thus divided^ 
the colonel has fix-pence, which is the fubfillincc of one man, and is ilTiJed to 
him with his fubfiflciicc ; the captain one niillihg, which is the fubfifl^acc of 
(two men, and is hTued, with the fiibfiflencc, to the agent, for the pdrpofe of re¬ 
cruiting; the agent hat the fubiiftence of one man, w'likh is ilfucd with the fub^ 
fi'dcncc i the remaining eight-pence, being the giofs offrccfconiiigs f»f four men, 
fubjc£f to the deduffions of poundagCt htfpitil, and agency, upon the full pay 
of the four men, faecomcia port of, and is iffued with thenetc odVeckoniiigs, 

Where a part of the offreckonings have not been alligoctl, iliry are not paid, 
but remain in the hand& of the paymaficr ge^^t^al, aW in his public aemunt nf 
thepoy of that regiment, he deduct thofe vnappropiluted uRreckonings from the 
fum he claims to be allowed him forthe pay q| that regiment^ 

The clearings are never ifFued tiaiil the fccrctary at wai fends tn the pay ofiEcc 
a warrant, dire^ling the paymaAcr general lo prepare debentures for the full pay 
of the rcgiinctii $ the debenture ii tht certiricate of the pay miller general of the 
full fum due to the rcgt^icnt for a c^^ttain period : tn contcqucncc of this deben¬ 
ture the feerctary at wur procure the king's warrant for the fullp^y of that regi- 
mentr unlcfs there are refpites^ and then the clunings are iJl'ucd tu the agcTit'j he 
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rtcalves Ijack the rouehcrs for the rubJiftenCc^ indorfes the warrant, and iigns the 
Hate of that regimciu in the rcf^imcaiial account book, and that warrant and fig- 
nariLrc arc the vouctici^ for the paymaftcr gcftcral .in the office of the auditor | 
thclb cleaijni;:! arc rot paid until fifteen or fixteen months after they become diiC| 
bLCuitJi: lUd vouchers for the payments made to the regiments abroad cannot all be 
procured fo as to enable the paymaflcr general to ftatc theaccounu of ibufe regi¬ 
ments much focmer : no rcafoii appears why the regiments at hame may not be 
deni ed in b. few mnnths after the cxpiraclon of the year. He does not recollcft
